'2S-2.  of  bis  thiM 
series  of  Original  Letters,  it  appears  that  no  \^» 
than     herntyright   vopies     (apparently    printed 
ones),  each  si^eil  by  the  Kinji's  own  band,  wm 
fbrwar.led  to  Rome,  out  of  which  number,  at  « 
private  interviow  with  the  Pope,  in  Septraiber, 
Id3l,  Dr.  Clerk  delirered  nm  copift  to  Uis  Holi- 
n«B,  on«  of  which  was  eoveivd  with  dolb  nf  sold, 
and  at  tbr  erui  of  thii  copy  (nnt  at  the  btg\uut^, 
■«  «tate<I  by  Sir  Vj.  Uead)  wQr«  twoTantes  io  tM 
King's   auto;:n^h,   "wrylen    with   a  very  small 
penne."  at>d  which,  ahbo'uifb stated  by  Clerk  to  he 
of  the  Kinf;'iown  coin  pmic  ion,  were  in  realily  ivRt 
to  Henry  by  Cardinal  Wolsey,  to  be  inserted  in 
the  Pope's  fopy.     Five  or  six  more  copivs,  at  the 
Foil's  rninest,  were  sent  to  him  by  Ur.  Clerk,  to 
be  drlivcnsl  lo  toadry   learnwl  catrdimili ;    and 
after  ihenuUu!  presentation  of  tbe  book   ti>  (he 
Pope  in  lull  con»istory,  held  on  tbe  2nd  Octo- 
ber (the  whi>lc  pro<:eaa  of  wbich  is   rested    by 
Clerk),  ihe  n-matning  copiaa  were  forwarded,  b^ 
direction  uf  Cardinal  Woliey,  "  to  varioua  rrgioos,

It  weoia  therefore  cerUin,  ihMt  the  copy  <ui 
pap«r  beLonpng  foruicrlr  lo  Mr.  Woodburu,  and 
now  in  the  Fiizwilliam  DiuteuEn,  wu  not  th«  one 
riclily  bound  in  cloth  of  cold  prcMnutl  to  the 
Fofv.  and  laid  up  id  the  VklicMi  (where  Lord 
Herticrt  (if  Cherbury  anerwards  saw  it),  but  one 
of  those  which  wuri;  |{ivcu  to  the  cardiuals ;  and 
we  may  comemientiy  cundude  that  the  pen  which 
struck  out  in  it  the  titlo  of  Dc/endrr  vf  the  Faith 
wu  jjuidtid  by  u  littn  infidlilili;  hand  ibnn  th&t  of 
the  Pope.  In  fuel,  I-co  X.  diwl  at  the  "end  of  Nn- 
TCmber,  1521,  before  iha  bull  iraued  for  the  royal 
title  had  reached  Kngtaml ;  and  conscqucnlly  it  U 
quite  inpoMible  be  could  bav«  Ktruck  out  the 
words  JOp/enMr  Fidei  in  the  copy  presented  to 
Lijn.

LUtT  ATfXB  CUrrOBD. 

The  iCOeptai>le  re-publicaUon  of  a  portion  of 
Daniel's  Warkt,  by  Mr.  Morris  of  Bailh  hu 
brouffht  afresh  to  our  minds  the  jioel's  dirtinguiahed 
pupil,  the  Liidy  Anne  Clifford.  U  it  well  known 
Okat  this  Iftdy,  Wing  passed  bur  »ixty-third  year, 
oompiL-d  a  Uiiu-y  nr  Alcmolr  of  her  life,  or  what 
she  calls  "  ML-morahioii  of  Myself." 

Kint!  years  ago,  and  at  a  later  period,  we  find 
the  following  amongst  the  list  of  Bug|{est«d  pub- 
lications ol  the  Camden  Society:  "The  Auto- 
biography of  Anne  Clifford,  Countens  of  Teni- 
brolc,  tlnrsct,  and  Uontgoiuery,  and  other  !le- 
conls  preserved  in  Skipton  Castle.  To  be  edited 
by  Edward  Hailstone,  Esq."  It  will  bo  a  subjt-ct 
of  much  regret  if  Mr.  LUiUtone  has  abandoned 
this  work.  More  than  twenty  years  since  I 
strongly  urged  that,  il'  permi»«on  couKI  be  ob- 
tuined.  the  Uiary  of  tbr  CoHnlesa,  and  also  that 
of  her  mother  Margaret,  Countess  of  CumberUnd, 
if  existing,  should  engsffc  the  aitenlion  of  an 
editor,  who  would  not  only  bring  to  his  labours  a 
kaowledec  of  the  eventful  story  of  their  lives,  but 
whuwotdd  treat  the  namlivu  of  their  joys  aud 
aorrowH  with  genuine  fetding. 

In  the  very  hut  month  a  valued  friend  of  mine, 
who  adorns  the  judicial  beoiA  (when  fpJaking  of 
Daniel's  Wvrht  and  of  the  "great  Countess"), 
observes,  "  Good  eervice  would  bo  dooc  if  «m»b 
eompeient  person  were  permitted  to  esauine  and 
nriut  the  interesting  parts  of  bcr  autabiograpby. 


This  and  two  or  thre*  more  roluojea  seem  to 
IiavD  boen  rei^larly  continued,  and  all  the  earlier 
Ipgal  transactions  of  the  family,  marriages,  settle- 
ments, &c..  to  have  been  collected  and  corullcd." 

In  the  York  volume  of  tb«  TninsacMoiif  vf  ikg 
ArtA«tctoffieal  TmtihUe  (1&48),  Mr.UaiUtoae  Itaa 
printed  "  A  true  Mcmurtall  of  the  Life  of  Lady 
Ann  Clifford,"  This  aoeount  ha  nUUrt  Ui  l>e  take* 
from  "  a  small  4ta.  volume  containing  an  abstract 
or  summary  of  the  three  great  boolu  of  reoorda 
kept  at  Sktpton  Castle,"  and  was  probably  mod* 
bv  the  Ctiuntms'*  secretary  from  '*  A  Sumarie  and 
Mcmorisil  at  the  conclusion  of  the  records  in  tha 
third  voliirae."  lie  addd  that  "the  MS.  is  in 
several  persons"  handwriting,  but  has  not  only 
boen  dictated,  but  correctciT  by  the  Countess,  a* 
many  interlineations,  and  rcieicncrs  to  texts  of 
Scripture,  ore  mode  in  ber  handwriting."  Valu- 
able AS  is  this  paper,  from  tbe  facts  and  date^  it 
contains,  it  is  rendered  less  iiitcri-.$ting  from  being 
abbreviated,  sni]  written  in  llic  third  peraun. 

Mr.  Craik,  in  his  Romance  of  Utt  Peerage,  say* 
lliat  "various  diaries  of  portions  of  Lady  Anoe'c 
own  life,  OS  well  aa  historical  memoirs  of  ber  an- 
cestry,  drawn  up  bv  her,  or  under  her  dlreotion, 
are  spoken  of  as  still  existing  at  ^kipion  or  Ap« 
pleby ; "  and  he  addfc  very  iroly,  that  "  !t  is  re- 
markable in  huw  iudiitiiict  a  way  these  mantt- 
scripts  hnto  been  spuken  of  by  almost  evciy 
wriUT  who  hu9  referred  to  tfacm.  •  It  is  to  this 
point  lliat  I  would  chiefly  direct  the  attention  of 
your  readers.  The  very  title  of  the  Diary,  as 
given  by  different  persons,  varies.  According  t»- 
Mr.  Baynes  {Biog.  Brit.,  vol.  Lit.  p.  640.)  it  stamla 
thus:

There  is  a  MS.  in  the  British  Museum  (flitf£ 
MS.  6177.),  a  folio  of  about  240  pages,  n  transcr^ 
only ;  it  Is  entitled,  —

and  Esris  of  Cnmbertsnd,  and  of  the  Lady  Ame,  CountM

Enougn  has  been  said  to  show  how  contused 
arc  the  statements  regarding  the  MSS.,  and  that 
diligent  investigation  is  necessary  to  combine  the 
materials  left  by  the  Countess,  as  "  Memorables  " 
for  her  biography.  Your  readers  will  doubtle.is  join 
with  me  in  the  wish  already  expressed,  that  Mr. 
HaiUtone  will  still  give  us  the  Countess's  Diary,  or 
copious  extracts  from  it.  If  he  should  not  carry 
his  original  design  into  effect,  may  we  not  hope

Edmund  Wingate, — The  first  edition  of  Win- 
gate's  Arithmetic,  published  in  162^  or  1630,  is  a 
work  of  great  rarity.  I  have  never  se^n  nor  heard 
of  a  copy.  It  is  an  incmaibvlum  of  decimal  frac- 
tions in  England ;  and  though,  owing  to  Kersey 
(Comp.  Alm^  1851,  p.  12.),  it  is  not  absolutely 
euential  to  the  historian  of  arithmetic,  yet  it  is 
very  desirable  that  it  should  be  produced  and 
compared  with  the  second  edition.  The  first  edi- 
tion of  Cocker,  of  which  several  copies  have  ap- 
peared in  sales  in  the  last  twenty  years,  is  a  mere 
curiosity ;  that  of  Wingate  is  more.  It  should  be 
noted,  that  it  was  copimon  with  Wingate  to  pub- 
lish under  the  initials  E.  W.,  adding  sometimes 
"  of  Gray's  Inn."  Perhaps  the  obscurity  of  the 
first  edition  is  owing  to  this  concealment :  all  the 
other  editions  (eighteen  at  least)  have  the  name 
in  full.  Wingate  was  a  landed  proprietor;  and 
persona  so  gifted,  whenever  they  published  trans- 
lation, elementary  writine,  or  anything  low,  seldom 
Eut  their  names;  often  it  was  only  "  a  person  of 
onour."  Thus  wc  have  The  Gentleman  Ac- 
comptant  .  .  .  done  by  a  Person  of  Honour: 
London,  1714,  8vo.  Few,  either  among  matbe- 
maticians  or  musicians,  know  that  Lord  lirounker 
translated  Descartcs's  Compendium  of  Music  under 
this  mode  of  concealment. 

Ready  Reckoner.  — 

"  Accompts  c»st  np.  With  an  Addition  of  Measnring 
Timber,  Boord,  VVaTnscoI,  Glasse,  and  Land,  working 
any  Question  in  Division  as  also  rules  of  Felluwship. 
By  John  Bill:  London,  1632.    12mo." 

This  is  the  earliest  approximation  to  the  ready 
reckoner  which  I  have  yet  met  with :  but  the  body 
ofthe  work  isonlyan  extended  multiplication  table 
of  integers.  My  notion  that  the  ready  reekuner 
is  not  a  very  ancient  contrivance  is  ralher  con- 
firmed by  this  writer  never  having  heard  of  any- 
thing of  the  kind.     He  says : 

"  To  the  end  that  every  nun  may  bay  and  sell  without 
mis-reckoning  in  his  accompt,  and  without  the  trooble  of 
Pen  or  Counters,  I  have  wiUi  long  time  and  much  laboBr 
endeavoored  to  finde  out  an  Abri^ment  .  .  ." 

The  earliest  ready  reckoner  mentioned  in  mjr 
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AriOawtieal  Bookt  is  tbe  JhaanOmologia  (1693) 
of  WUIiun  Lerboarn.  Of  tfais  book  I  find  that 
Granger  (no  fcreat  antborttj  on  mich  a  point)  sajs 
it  was  formed  oD  a  plan  of  his  own,  which  was 
adopted  bj  Bareme  in  France.  If,  as  I  aaspect, 
tbe  author  of  Plajfurd's  Vade  Mtcum  be  Joho 
Plajfrad  the  printer,  who  printed  in  and  about 
1679,  then  it  remains  to  be  settled  who'tiier  Pia;- 
fofd  or  Lej^boom  has  the  priority.

I  possess  a  copy  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh's  Hilary 
of  At  World,  Ist  edit.,  1614,  upon  the  margins  of 
which  are  several  MS.  notes  in  a  handwriting 
reMmblIng  Coleridge's,  but  without  bis  initialii. 
That  tbey  were  written  by  him  is  rendered  almost 
certain,  from  the  following  considerations :  that 
he  was  familiar  *itb  the  ^k  (a  fact  which  we 
learn  from  his  marginalia  on  StillingQeet'a  Ori- 
gimet  Saerm,  pubhsbed  in  a  periodical  called 
Exeetsiur,  No.  IV.) ;  that  some  at  least  of  the 
0}Mnions  expressed  in  the  margin  of  the  Hittory 
tf  tiu  World  are  coincident  with  those  of  Cole- 
riibe ;  and  that  the  style  of  their  composition  is 
Galeridge's  own.  When  it  is  considered  how  large 
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an  amount  of  the  MSS.  of  the  great  poet-philoao- 
pher  are  withheld  from  publication,  his  ailmiren 
will  I  am  sure  feel  grateful  fur  any  accession  to 
the  small  amount  of  his  published  prase  writings. 
I  hearty  wish  my  coutnbution  were  greater. 
Preface,  p.  10. :  ^ 

«  Bnt  had  the  Duke  of  PBrmi,  in  the  year  1568,  joyned

"  And  where  is  the  danger  to  religion,  if  we  make  pre- 
servation a  perpetual  creation,  and  interpret  the  fint 
words  of  Genesis  as  we  must  do  (if  not  Soeiniaa)  tb« 
first  words  of  Su  John.  From  alt  eternity  God  created 
tbe  nniverse,  and  the  earth  became  waste  and  void,"  &c. 

^Tiether  this  were  the  faith  of  Aristotle  or  not,  it 
was  certainly  that  of  Plato.     Cf.  Timseus. 

The  above  are  all  the  notes  on  the  Preface. 
The  following  are  on  the  text  of  the  Hiitory :

"Oii  J^dl."  — ti  Mr.  Thorns'  edition  of  the 
ffUtory  of  Reynard  ike  Fox,  printed  for  the 
Percy  Society,  p.  191.,  is  the  following  note  : 

"  Nyckert.  In  this  name  we  have  a  striking  allnsioa  to 
the  mythology  of  Scandinavia,  and  that  portion  of  it  whidi 
is  retained  among  ui  to  this  day,  when  we  designate  the 
£vil  One  hj  the  epithet  of  Old  Nick.  Odin  asnimee  the 
nameof  Nickar,or  Unickar,whenbe  enacts  the  deatroying 
or  evil  principle,and  scarcely  a  river  of  Scandinavia  whicn 
has  not  its  appropriate  Nikir." 

An  explanation  of  one  of  our  "household  words" 
imported  from  Scandinavia,  appears  to  be  rather 
far-fetched.  But  I  find  that  other  writers  have 
taken  the  same  view  as  Mr.  Thorns  :  see  Brand's 
Popular  Antiquitiett  edited  by  Sir  H.  Ellis,  vol.  iL 
p.  519. 

With  the  greatest  deference  to  these  learned 
antiquaries,  I  venture  to  propose  a  more  simple, 
and  therefore,  in  my  judgment,  better  explanation 
of  the  epithet.  It  seems  to  me  to  refer  to  that 
peculiarly  distinguishing  mark  of  the  devil,  la 
popular  belief,  the  cloven  hoof: 

"There  is  no  vulgar  story  of  the  devll'abaving  appeared 
anywhere  without  a  cloven  fboL  It  is  observable,  also, 
that  this  infemal  enemy,  in  graphic  representations  of 
him,  is  seldom  or  never  pictoied  withont  one."  —  Bmid, 
voLii.  p.GI7.

I  wish  some  of  your  correspondents  would  give 
their  observations  on  this  fallacy  (as  I  must  deem 
it)  of  Lord  Byron's.

The  great  injiutiix  iXMnplainad  of  U,  tliat  not 
only  "  the  model  of  the  Ladies'  Library,"  bin 
"  the  very  limber,  brick,  and  other  materials ' 
are  stolen  ;  that  '*  many  and  whole  Kctions  "  hare 
been  taken  without  acknowledjjment  from  Jeremy 
Taylor'd  Holi/  LimHg  atid  Dvingt  the  copyri^ln  of 
which  work  waa  vested  in  Hoystoo  Meredith,  the 
cotnplaiuant,  who,  I  suppose,  was  a  descendant  of 
Royston,  the  bookseller  and  publisher  of  nuoy  of 
'I'aylitr's  works.  Steele'a  £rat  answer  was  rery 
brief : 

"October  21,1714. 

"Kr,  I  wHl  inqnira  into  what  yon  write  abotit,  and 
write  again  about  the  subject  of  youra  to.  Sir,  toot  bcc 
bumble  servant,  Ricbard  Stsmia" 

The  "  oppress'd  orphan,"  however,  would  not  wait 
Steele's  inquiries,  but  replied  immediately,  in- 
sisting on  ample  satisfaction,  thmtenin];  prooecd- 
in;r3  at  law,  and  informing  Steele  that  Todm>d  the 
publisher,  on  being  referred  to,  said  "  that  be  paid 
copy-money,  and  that  Meredith  must  apply  to  the 
author  for  redress."  Steele  now  replied,  not  iu* 
kindly,  but  firmly  and  Bnally  :

"Sir,  1  bave  a  Mcond  letter  from  you.  The  stile  of  the 
firit  was  very  harsh  to  one  whom  yon  are  not  at  all  ac- 
quainted with ;  but  there  were  saggestiona  in  it  whick 
might  give  excuse  for  being  out  of  huTnoor  at  ooa  wfaoa 
ynu  micht,  perhaps,  think  was  the  occasion  of  damage  te 
you.

Meredith,  in  his  pamphlet,  ezpreases  his  belief 
that  "  the  lady  mentioned  in  the  title-pags,  and 
the  clergymaD  in  the  preface,"  are  "  nothing  more 
than  a  blind  excuse  for  his  notorious  plagiarism.' 
I  think  not.  In  Steele's  letter  the  shadowy 
"  lady  "  of  the  title-page  becomes  a  real  and  dif 
tinct  personage,  "  tne  reverend  author**  graad- 
chiM.  Xow  the  only  reverend  author  mentioned 
in  Meredith's  letters,  the  only  author  referred  tOb 
is  Jeremy  Taylor;  and  aa  I  read  it,  Steele  declarei 
that  the  work  was  compiled  by  Taylor's  grand- 
daughter.

Liaburn.  Mary  was  twice  married;  Srat  to  a 
Coliinul  Columbine,  and  secondly  to  Sir  Cecil 
Wray,  of  Glentworlh,  Lincolnshire.  She  was  not 
only  wealthy  by  marriage,  but  ultimately  inherited 
a  considerable  fortune  as  the  last  sarvivor  of  the 
Harrison  family.  Ann  married  Colonel  John 
Pacey,  secretary  to  the  Duke  of  OmuHid.

The  best  form  of  an  aquanum  for  ornamental 
ptirpiisn  is  that  adopted  by  painter*  and  (culplocs, 
when  ihejr  desire  to  render  an  anftular  abjact 
sraceful,  via.  the  doublfl  cube,  in  wbii3i  the  let^pb 
ia  exactly  doable  that  of  the  wi>lth,  tbe  widlb  and 
depth  beintt  vquaL  Such  an  object,  If  cut  in  half, 
would  form  two  perfvcl  cube*,  and  presents  the 
must  fcraceful  outiine  of  which  an  oblong  angnlar 
body  H  soscvplible.  Having  provided  the  lank, 
nriokle  in  a  stratum  of  fine  sandy  earth  to  tbe 
depth  of  one  incL  llien  build  up  ac^urdins  to 
fancy  one  or  two  masMs  of  rockworlc.  for  whicb 
dark  stones  should  be  ctioten.  Tbe  dinken  pro- 
duced at  gla.*s  factories,  and  technicully  called 
"  broken  pot*,"  are  the  handfomcst  fur  tbo  por- 
potc.  There  should  be  iiu  g»j  Bhellt  about,  or 
fautasiio  work  of  any  kind  ;  they  attract  the  ere 
from  the  more  important  injects,  and  injure  oy 
contrast  tbe  frob  aspect  (if  tbe  rej^etatton.

and  the  crevices  should  be  arranged  to  receive 
mould  abore  tbe  level  of  the  water.  How  fill  tbe 
lank  with  clear  river  water,  and  insert  the  plants. 

In  stocking  with  plants,  PbUa^ogeton  jiuitomMt 
brooUime,  waXer  tsnunculus  (R.  a^tuduiit),  water 
violet,  watereresa,  Dartiaama  toMtOt  ihv  Damo* 
tonium  indiaiM,  awl  an*  other  small-growing 
water  plants,  are  saitabfe.  The  iloaes  below 
should  be  coated  with  frcah'water  algw,  of  any 
kinds  easily  attainable.

For  LawstOD  Hall  read  Sawston  Hall,  near 
Cambridge,  tbe  seat  of  the  ancient  family  of  Hud- 
dleaton  :  the  manaion  was  destroyed  on  account  of 
their  adherence  to  the  faith  of  their  ancestors,  and 
rebuilt  in  the  time  of  Queen  Marj,  when  the  pre- 
caution was  taken  to  construct  the  chapel  in  the 
roof.  It  is  approached  by  a  winding-staircase, 
which  alao  gives  access  to  the  dreary  *>  hiding- 
hole." 

Among  other  valuable  pictures  still  preserred  at 
Sawston  Hall,  is  a  portrait  of  Father  Huddleston, 
by  whom  Charles  IX.  was  reconciled  to  the  See  of 
Kome  on  his  de^h-bed,  of  which  an  interesting 
account  U  eiveii  by  Miss  Strickland  in  the  life  of 
Qaeen  Catherine  of  Br^nza. 

Ufton  Court  (mis-spelt  Upton),  near  Reading,  is 
an  extensive,  picturesque  timber  mansion,  now 
sadly  reduced  and  dilapidated,  the  former  resi- 
dence of  the  Perkyns  family. 

The  chapel  is  on  the  second  floor,  in  the  roof. 
A  piece  of  oak  panellins  of  the  sixteenth  century, 
embellished  with  painting,  still  retains  the  abbre- 
viated names  of  Jesus  and  Mary. 

The  hiding-hole  is  a  lost  apace,  of  uneasy  access 

Strap-door,  in  the  midst  of  a  chifflaey-stsck  near 
}  lesser  hall. 

Happily  our  lot  is  cast  in  an  age  when  such 
precaution  is  no  longer  requisite  in  the  construc- 
tion of  domestic  edi&ies.

tiuttu*  Timbndgrtur).  Tlic  leros  iboiiM  ho  ptaDttd 
in  &  mixture  of  pounded  charcoal,  fine  sand,  leaf- 
mould,  itnil  yvrj  old  time  rubbish ;  and  *o  arranged 
that  r.ho  rrtcky  surfnco  on  whirJi  they  prow  will 
prevcn;  their  root-stocks  penctraiinK  to  the  water, 
A  fountain,  which  is  easily  arrangei!  by  the  aid  of 
a  concealed  euttn  percha  lube,  may  be  made  to 
play  abova  (hose  to  the  ndvnnCo^^o  of  the  ferns 
and  the  completcnesa  of  the  seene.  There  ore 
other  moisture-loving  ferns  which  would  Ihrivc  in 
■och  a  aitualjon,  but  ihcy  woul<l  attain  to  too 

Seat  a  lixii.     Zlioae  recuuimeuded  do  not  any  of 
em   attain  a  greater  height  than   eighteen  tyt 
twenty  inebee. 

To  obviate  the  ncc«5»ity  of  a  frequent  chance 
of  water,  a  Uttlu  system  of  compensation  may  be 
adopted.  Fiimi»U  the  tnnk  with  some  planta  of 
tkara,  and  also  with  three  or  four  water-enaila. 
The  rhara  will  supply  contlnimu!  sCrcamii  of  oxy- 
gen by  a  dccoropOKition  of  the  water,  and  thus 
pre»CT»c  its  freaoDess  for  the  health  of  the  fish, 
and  the  water-»iiails  will  devour  every  particle  of 
scum  or  reiull  of  vegeUtblc  decay,  and  as  they 
multiply  under  the  masses  of  berba;*e  the  fish  will 
regale  upon  tlieir  offspring. 

Aa  to  fish,  where  omnment  is  sought  rather 
than  meatu  of  study,  common  gold  6sli  are  the 
easiest  to  obtain  uud  kuvp;  but  thrjue  fg*!)  oug^ht 
not  to  monrtpolise  oar  indoor  lakee,  as  they  do, 
The  little  siiekleback  and  the  {{ud^eon  tbould  be 
supplied  in  f;oii<Uy  numbers.  Tliey  ore  very  spor- 
tive, and  splash  about  amongBt  the  floating  foliage 
in  a  most  amu^ini;  matini-r.  Carji,  barlwl,  roacJi, 
•ad  bream  are  all  suiLtble,  if  not  too  large;  but 
perch,  ehnh,  and  tench  do  not  suit  well,  on  account 
of  their  voracily,  and  the  hirgc  size  they  attain. 

This  form  of  the  a/|uarium  admita  of  ornament 
to  almoM  any  extent,  and  ia  a  pleasing  addition 
to  the  reaourees  of  an  invalid,  or  i»  a  hobby  for 
thotc  who  love  "  little  things  that  live  and  grow." 
I  shall  tliortljr  publish  an  account  of  my  progress

There  are  many   of   these   remaining   tn   the 

mansions  of  old  Catholic  families.     Your  oarrs' 

Sondent  Hkkrv  Tihk  alludes  to  thow  at  Siiw>tora 
all,  near  Canihrid^;  Ciddhnm  Halt,  SulTidk; 
Maple  Durham ;  ai»d  Ufton  Couri,  R-rk^hiro. 
There  is  one  vi.*ry  deep  at  Oxburgh  Hnll,  Xorf.4fc  ; 
aud  nearly  every  old  Catholic  hall  was  provided 
with  one,  from  the  necessity  of  the  times  when 
the  penal  laws  were  rigonmsly  enforeed.  The 
most  curious  hiding-plBce  I  have  seen  is  that  at 
Iruhara  Hall  in  Liucoloshire.  The  situatloa  of 
this  ingeniously- contrived  place  bad  been  for- 
gotten,  thoagh  it  was  well  Ieimwo  to  exist  aome- 
whcre  in  the  majiston,  till  it  was  discovered  a  few 
years  aigo.  In  going  round  the  chimney  stacks  it 
was  observed  that  one  of  the  chinincys  of  a  cluster 
was  without  sniiike  nr  any  blacknc**,  aiid  as  clean 
as  when  tbe  masonry  wua  new.  This  led  to  the 
conjecture  that  it  was  not  in  r^-aVily  a  chimney, 
but  an  open  shaft  to  give  light  and  air  to  the 
priests'  hiding-place,  jet  so  forming  one  of  a 
group  of  chimneys  us  to  obviate  nil  sii:<pioion  nf  its 
real  purpose.  It  was  cwefolly  eaamiued,  anil  the 
conjecLure  Ailly  bui-oe  out  by  the  discovery  of  the 
long  lost  hiding-pIiLce. 

The  opening  mlo  it  was  found  by  remoring  a 
beam  behind  a  single  step  between  two  servanu' 
bedrooms.  You  then  come  lo  a  panel,  which  his 
a  very  Bniall  iron  tubs  let  into  it,  through  whick 
any  message  could  be  conveyed  to  the  occupant  <f 
this  hiding-place.  This  pan<d  bcini;  removed,  I 
ladder  of  four  steps  leads  down  into  tJte  secret 
chamber,  which,  like  that  at  In|;at«stnnii  Hall,  il 
exceedingly  dry,  and  fVcc  ^Vnm  any  iinpleaHVt 
atmoaphere.  onmg  to  the  excellent  ventilation  h/ 
means  of  the  chimney  above  described.  The  floor, 
when  1  went  down  iniu  il  a  few  yean  Oir*.  **a*  °^ 
loose  sand  and  a  few  stones,  like  the  ordinary  riih> 
bisU  of  an  unfinished  building.  There  was  a  (hiek 
ruab  mst  r»Ued  up  at  one  end,  which  had  aervttl 
the  priest  for  a  bed,  and  there  was  s  small  prayer* 
book,  which  no  doubt  h«  had  ustxl  in  his  ntritar* 
cnnfinement.  'Hie  hiding-place  is  eight  feet  Inog 
by  five  feet  bro«).  and  Just  high  enough  to  alio* 
of  standing  upright.  F.  C  H. 

I  have  read  with  much  interest  the  remarks 
(VoL  xi.,  p.  437.)  on  the  pricata*  hiding-place 
at  Ingatt-vtonc  Hall. 

As  misprints  occur  in  the  names  of  the  hKalities 
of  two  of  the  examples  cited  by  your  correspao* 
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dent,  and  with  vhich  I  un  acqaainted,  I  ventore  to 
make  the  following  obseirations. 

For  LawstoD  Hall  read  Sawston  Hall,  near 
Cambridge,  tbe  seat  of  tbe  ancient  familj  of  Hud- 
dleaton  :  the  mansion  was  destroyed  on  accoant  of 
their  adherence  to  the  faith  of  their  ancestors,  and 
rebuilt  in  the  time  of  Queen  Mary,  when  the  pre- 
caution was  taken  to  construct  the  chapel  in  the 
roof.  It  is  approached  by  a  winding -staircase, 
which  alio  givea  access  to  the  drearr  "hidioff- 
hole."  ^ 

Among  other  valuable  pictures  still  preserred  at 
SawstoD  Hall,  is  a  portnut  of  Father  Huddleston, 
by  whom  Chutes  II.  wa>  reconciled  to  the  See  of 
Rome  on  his  de^>hed,  of  which  an  interesting 
account  is  given  by  Miss  StrickUnd  in  the  life  of 
Queen  Catherine  of  Brazanza. 

Ufton  Court  (mis-spdEt  Upton),  near  Reading,  is 
an  extenaiTe.  piclur»que  timber  mansion,  now 
sadly  reduced  and  dil^idated,  tbe  former  resi- 
dence of  the  Perkyns  &mily. 

The  chapel  is  on  the  second  floor,  in  the  roof. 
A  piece  of  oak  panelling  of  the  sixteenth  century, 
embellished  with  painting,  still  retains  the  abbre- 
Tiated  names  of  Jesos  and  Mary. 

The  hiding-hole  is  a  lost  space,  of  uneasy  access 
by  tnp-door,  in  the  midst  of  a  clumney-st8«k  near 
the  lesser  hall. 

Happily  our  lot  is  cast  in  an  age  when  such 
precaution  is  no  longer  requisite  in  the  construc- 
tion of  domestic  edifices.

Cathedral  Regitteri  (Vol.  xi.,  p.  445.).  —  Mar- 
riages and  christenings  are  solemnized  in  cathe- 
drals, and  funerals  also,  unless  burials  have  been 
ordered  to  be  discontinued  in  them  by  Her  Ma- 
jesty's order  in  council,  under  the  recent  burial 
acts.  Such  marriages,  christenings,  and  burials 
are  registered  in  the  usual  way,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  parish  churches. 

I  had  written  the  above  when  I  saw  the  answer 
of  Oxo:(iEiisis  (Vol.  xi^  p.  496.),  who  gives  as  a 
reason  that  marriages  are  not  often  celebrated  in 
cathedrals,  that  cathedrals,  not  being  parish 
churches,  would  require  to  be  licensed  for  the 
purpose,  and  that  this  being  very  seldom  done,  it . 
would  require  a  special  licence  to  have  a  marriage 
celebrated  in  a  cathedral. 

A  cathedral  is  the  parish  church  of  the  whole 
diocese,  and  the  diocese  in  ancient  times  was 
therefore  commonly  called  ParocAta,  Gibs.  171.; 
Skin.  101.  By  6  &  7  W.  4.  c.  85.  s.  26.,  the 
bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  patron  and  incum- 
bent, is  empowered  to  license  certain  chapels  for 
the  solemnization  of  marriages.  Thid  of  course 
Ciinnot  apply  to  cathedrals,  in  which  marriages 
always  were,  and  still  are,  solemnized  under  the 
ordinary  licence  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  or 
by  banns,  or  by  the  ordinary  licence  of  the  aroh- 
hisbnp,  whii;h  he  has  power  to  grant  tbruughont 
his  province.

"  Thee"  and  "thoa"  (Vol.  x.,  pp.  61.  295.).— 
The  use  of  "  thee  "  for  "  thou  "  is  an  old  practice 
among  the  Quakers.  A  member  of  the  society, 
born  in  1754,  and  who  had  associated  with  rela- 
tives born  in  the  seventeenth  twntury,  who  was 
familiar  with  high  Quakers  and  low  Quakers,  and  ' 
had  personal  intercourse  with  American  and  Irish ' 
Quakers,  told  me  that  he  had  always  heard  U. 
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Uembers  of  the  Societj  when  taxed  with  it  are  in 
the  habit  of  defending  it  on  grounds  of  assumed 
(grammatical  propriety.  It  is  so  habitual  that  the 
best  educated  members  of  the  Society  adopt  it, 
and  few  dramatists  or  actors  succeed  in  imitating 
Quaker  phnseoloer  because  tbey  use  "thou"  in- 
stead of  "  thee."

Offering,  that,  if  the 
commonwealth  of  England  be  pleased,  he  will  go  over  at 
fail  owne  charge  to  make  what  trj'alls  eo  ever  shall  be 
desired  of  him,  w'''  will  cost  nothing.  He  desires  likewise 
to  be  a^nreil,  that  he  shall  not  be  forced  to  reveale  his 
secret,  aatiU  the  agreement  be  made  for  the  rewanl ;  and 
aayth,  that  the  tnall  shall  be  very  speedy,  and  the  eze- 
CDtion  as  sore,  in  general,  as  in  particular."

—  It  is  not 
easy  to  account  for  the  frequent  practice  of  repre- 
senting the  tvro  thieves  fastened  to  their  crosses 
with  cords,  except  by  suppoainp  that  historical 
truth  has  been  sacrificed  to  pictorial  effect.  That 
the  thieves  were  fastened  with  nails,  as  welt  as 
our  Blessed  Lonl,  is  undoubtedly  the  truth.  SL 
Auzustin,  alluding  to  St.  Matt,  xxvii.  98.,  says, 
**  Xisi  clavis  Gxus  esset  (ChristusX  cmcifixns  non 
faisset,"  which  will  of  course  e<nully  apply  to  the 
thieves.    (St  Adz.  io  Fa.  IxviU.)    Bat  he  directly 
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affirms  this  of  them  in  his  Tract  xxxni.  in  Joan* 
where  he  says  "clavis  confixi  ^u  cruciabantnr.**

Indeed,  the  fact  that  when  the  three  crosses  were

the  Early  fiaglish,  except  perhaps  in  the  province  of  Nor- 
mandy: that  tbe  geometrical  or  Decorated  atyle  was  in- 
vented and  brought  to  perfection  by  onr  naighboara  half 
a  century  before  our  English  boildera  began  to  imitate  it; 
that  this  style  maintained  its  ground  long  after  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  English  perpendicular  style,  wUeh  had 
attained  its  highest  d^ree  of  splendonr  at  a  monient 
when  French  Flamboyant  was  but  stmggling  into  ex- 
istence ;  whilst  the  latter,  in  iu  turn,  itill  preaerved  itadf 
pure  and  unmixed  at  a  time  when  the  former  bad  becona 
utterly  debased,  cotmpted,  and  disfignred."— P.  86.

burgh,  lb28,  contains  no  less  than  14ii  ballad 
texts,  all  of  them  from  oral  tradition,  or  from  fly- 
sheets  (stall  copies,  broadsides),  and  only  a  verj 
few  of  thorn  of  doubtful  antiquitv. 

That  Mr.  Buchan  has  not  published  his  ballads 
with  that  scrupulous  accuracy,  that  strict  and 
verbal  adherence  to  tbe  (lopular  tradition,  as 
mi;;ht  he  wished,  and  which  may  now  be  de- 
manded, we  are  ready  to  confess ;  but  he  cer- 
tainly ha.<i  done  no  worse  in  that  respect  than  aU 
the  halhid  editors  of  £nn;land  and  Scotland,  with 
tho  exceptions  of  Mr.  Uilson,  ^Ir.  Jamleson,  and 
perh,i]is  one  or  two  more.  His  merits  in  pre* 
servatioQ  of  the  old  Scottish  folk  lore  are  so  great, 
tliat  he  cert:unly  ought  to  be  treated  in  a  less 
sljgbtin<;  manner  than  has  been  the  case ;  and 
nobody  had'a  better  reason  to  point  out  his  scr- 
viees  than  the  •tentleman  who  owed  to  him  the 
whole  of  the  collection  which  ho  brought  before 
tho  ]^JuWic. 

^\  hen  we  leave  the  preface  and  come  to  the 
inspection  of  the  contents  of  Mr.  Dixon's  volume, 
which  contains  no  more  than  seventeen  ballad 
version?,  we  find  that  out  of  these  two-thirds  have 
been  published  already  by  Mr.  Bui^han  himself. 
But  this  fact  is  not  hinted  at  by  Mr.  Dixon,  ex- 
ccjit  in  two  instances,  in  the  notes  ;  the  one  when, 
in  Nil.  X.,  the  editor  says  (p.  99.)  that  "  Versions 
may  be  seen  in  the  works  of  Herd,  Scott,  Jamie- 
son,  Buclian,  and  Chambers,"  but  it  is  not  stated 
that  ^[r.  Dixuii*s  version  of  this  ballad  is  word  for 
word  the  same  with  that  published  by  Mr.  Buchan 
in  his  la>t  colleciioii,  vol.  ii.  p.  I9S,  The  other 
instance  is  when  Mr.  Dixon,  in  the  note  (p.  104.)  on 
"  The  Waters  of  Oanierj,"  informs  us  that  "  there 
are  many  versinns  of  this  story,  the  niO;t  complete 
bt;inj  the  one  called  'Willie's  drowned  in  Ga- 
mer;, : '  see  Bui-haii's  Baliadg  of  the  Xorth."  And 
h-rc  th-.:  editor  farihcr  deigns  to  ijuote  Mr.  Bu- 
ciiau's  iiori-s  on  the  oeeasiun.  In  this  last  instance 
th'  ve:'>i>iii  puMished  by  Mr.  Dixun  is  another 
than  tint  piililifhed  by  Mr,  Buuhan  himself 
(viil.  i.  )■.  ■J4J.).  Bill  in  none  of  the  other  in- 
st.inees.  ovl-o  whivre  Mr.  iJixoii  only  gives  a  rc- 
pviiit  friini  the  s.imc  text  tli;it  h:is  been  printetl 
oore  beliire  in  ^Ir.  Hiiehiin'.i  lar^c  coIli_'CTion,  is 
any  mention  maile  of  tiiis  fai:t.

Now  tbifi  is  not  fair.  Mr.  Dixon  sbnwa  in  tiro 
inattinces  tbai  be  knowe  tlie  fact  of  Mr.  Bucbsn'» 
editonkip,  and  that  bu  even  know^  nnd  hnn  used 
bis  la»t  edition ;  but  why  iben  not  mention  Ibii 
in  tbc  preface?  And  nby  not  tell  in  ibc  olbcr 
eight  iiiiianccs  that  tbe  baDad,  now  edited  from 
Mr.  Bucban'a  MSS.,  bai  betrn  publinbed  by  tbe 
great  collcclor  bimtclf  seventeen  or  lwenty-eix 
ycara  ago  ?  All  this  does  not  look  well.  It  cer- 
tainly iipj^ara  as  if  Mr.  Dixon  did  not  wbh  (iny 
compariiOD  to  be  drown  beiwcun  hb  i'uiry  voluaii^ 
with  ibi-  seventeen  ballad  versions,  aiui  tiie  great 
pubUsbed  BucbuD  ColK-ctioQ  of  14^  ballads,  ainung 
wbicb  moit  of  his  feCTentecii  are  to  be  foand,  witb 
liule  of  no  diifereiicc. 

^Vbat  now  ought  to  bo  done  ia  this,  that  tbe 
whole  ballad  portion  of  Mr.  Kiirh.in'j  MSS.  ahoold 
be  published  from  tbu  MSS.,  but  witb  all  the 
•ddiiioiis  and  eari«  tt:clMnf.i  of  tbc  published 
coUcctJoni  of  Mr.  Budian  thrown  mto  tie  not». 
There  are  reaaoos  to  auppoac  the  publiihml 
vertiana  to  be  in  >omc  rcapccta  1«m  authentic  and 
genuine  than  are  the  MSS.  from  whit-h  tbey  were 
taken  ;  tlwro  Mr.  Bucban  baa  kept  cloae  to  tbe 
iona  to  which  thty  were  tukvn  down  from  oral 
Indttion;  bnt  in  publifbiuu  tbeui  btinKlf  he  has 
no  doubt  taken  lome  liberties  witb  them,  to  make 
tlieni  more  suitable  to  the  taatc  of  the  day. 
Tlierefore  wc  must  have  the  MSS.  without  any

alteration.  But,  on  tbc  other  band,  many  of  tbe 
dilTerenees  belwetin  the  written  and  tbc  prtutod 
copy  may  be  derived  from  traditioti.and  therefore 
ou^Dt  to  be  preaerved.  Tbia  would  be  a  finu  ta<k 
(or  the  Warton  Society,  and  would  be  rec^vrd. 
by  all  fricnda  of  northern  folk  tore  with  a  nleaaure 
and  gratitude  onjy  lurpuiud  by  that  wbicu  would 
hail  the  appearance  in  nricC  of  tlic  mystcrioua 
Percy  Manuscript  of  Ballade,  which  now  durioff 
just  one  hundred  years  baa  been  partly  expected, 
and  partly  auspectvd  by  the  frienusof  folk  lore  oU 
over  tbe  world.  It  was  in  the  year  1755  that 
Bialiop  Percy,  by  bia  Rtliqiua^  save  the  fim  ini' 
rulaq  to  that  interest  for  ixmuTar  poetry,  which 
aaa  ainoe  nnvad  over  the  whole  continent,  and  has 
called  forth  the  lovely  bloom  of  the  popular  poetry 
of  all  nations.  Now  it  would  no  doubt  bo  the 
most  worthy  manner  of  solemnixiot!  the  ceiiteontnl 
of  the  Brktith  Bcliquea,  if  tbe  Warton  Society 
wotild  alao  i»lit  {rerliiUm  et  Uteratim)  for  the  finit 
time  that  iDestluiable  rcli^iuv,  tbe  chief  tuuK'«  of 
the  great  Percy  publication,  i>nd  of  tlie  univeraal 
moTvoicot  it  baa  lu  happily  uucaaiuned.

In  Wood's  Athena  Oxomensea  (edit.  Bliss,  lii. 
741.),  under  the  article  on  James  Shirley,  the 
poel^  b  the  following  passage  : 

"  I  Bod  one  Henry  Shirley,  gent,  author  of  a  play 
called  The  Martyr'd  Souldier,  London,  1638;  which 
Henry  I  take  to  be  brother,  or  near  kinsman,  to  James." 

That  this  supposition  of  Wood  is  without  found- 
ation, I  think  will  appear  from  the  extracts  which 
follow :  premising  that  on  the  parentage  of  James,  I 
can  throw  no  light,  it  is  true  that  he  assumed  the 
arms  of  my  family,  which  Wood  also  mentions, 
with 'the  expressive  adjunct :  "  If  he  had  a  right 
to  them," — an  assumption  which  has  yet  to  be 
made  good. 

There  ia  a  passage  in  Tiemcy's  History  of  the 
Cattle  and  Town  of  Artmdel,  vol.  i.  p.  67.,  which 
gives  some  sanction  to  Wood's  observation  as  to 
tlie  relationship  with  Henry,  at  least  as  regards 
the  popular  notion  of  it ;  it  is  taken  from  a  news- 
paper : 

"The  Weekly  Account  of  certain  Special  Passages,  &c., 
from  Wednesday,  Jan.  8,  to  the  10th  of  tbe  same  Month, 
1644." 

Mentioning  that  — 

"  S'  Edward  Bishop  some  years  since  embrued  his  wil- 
full  hands  In  the  blood  of  Master  Henry  Shirley,  iintman 
to  Mr.  James  Shirletf,  the  plaj/wright,  and  toAo  did  excel 
him  in  thatfaeults" 

And  in  another  newspaper,  called  "  Certain  In- 
formations from  several  Parts  of  y^  Kingdom, 
No.  52.,  Jan.  8  to  Jan.  15, 1644,"  where  the  taking 
of  Arundel  Castle  and  Sir  Edward  Bishop  is  men- 
tioned as  — 

"  Once  a  member  of  the  Honourable  House  of  Commons, 
untill  he  wilfully  deserted  his  service  there,  who  is  also 
Btigniatised  with  blood,  for  killing  t>f  a  man  that  only  de- 
manded hit  due  of  him." 

That  the  same  person  ia  meant,  there  can  be  no 
doubt.  The  circumstances  as  to  the  debt,  which 
are  here  alluded  to,  we  shall  see  afterwards. 

Again,  in  Prynne's  HiMriomastix,  1 633,  p.  553.  b. 
(for  this  extract  I  am  obliged  to  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Honter),    is   the  following,    clearly    connectbg

THBOSaLD   LB   BOTILLSB. 

(Vol.  viii^  p.  867. ;  Vol.  ix.,  p.  336.) 

At  the  time  of  the  dissolutioD  of  the  Irish  Re- 
cord Commission,  conuderable  progress  had  been 
made  in  the  transcription  and  printing  of  ancient 
charters  relating  to  Ireland.  It  appears  to  hare 
been  the  intention  of  the  commissioners  to  publish 
transcripts  of  the  various  bulls,  charters,  &&,  of 
ancient  date,  which  are  to  be  found  in  variooi 
places  of  deposit ;  but  the  sudden  termination  of 
Uieir  commission,  has  prevented  the  completiou  of 
this  most  useful  work.  The  printed,  but  still  un- 
published, portion  of  these  "charts  antiqus," 
consists  of  ninety-two  pages  large  folio :  the 
earliest  charter  bearing  date  the  16lh  of  Uen-IL; 
and  amongst  them  I  find,  at  p.  11.,  the  transcript 
of  a  grant  whereby  Theobald  Walter,  the  kings 
butler  of  Ireland,  grants  certain  lands  to  the  Ab- 
bey of  Abbey  Owney,  situate  in  the  county  of 
Limerick.     It  commences  in  these  terms :

The  - 
antipalhr  of  tbe  serpent  to  the  ash  is  a  very  old  - 
popular  fnlliicy.     (Pliny,  HiU.  Mttndi^  lib,  SvL)       i 

rhe  mnuAEain  aafa,  nr  carty  hu  slJU  greater  Pt-  t 
putc  auiung  uur  country  folk  in  the  caring  of  tUa  ' 
arising    fmm    »iii>eriLatitra)    as   well    as   ordinary ' 
eaiues.     It  is  dreaded  by  uvil  sjiirits;  it  renders 
nmll  the  spells  of  the  witi^li,  and  hn  many  other 
wonderful  pri'pcrtic*.    Tbe  countryman  will  carry 
for  ycam   a   piec«?  of  the  wood  in  hi*  pocket  as  a 
charm   against   ill-wtfb,  or   u  a  remedy  for  his 
rbeumaliim.     If  bis  cow  is  out  of  health,  and  he 
suspccte  her  lo  be  averloidud,  away  he  nina  to  the 
nvartrit   woo<I  and   briri^  home  buncbee  of  care, 
which  he  sufpenda  over  ber  stall,  and  wreathes' 
roondber  horns:  afler  which  be  considers  ber  safe. 

Boys,  when  siung  by  nettles.  ha»c  preal  faith  ■ 
in  the  antidotal  nru]wrti«s  of  tbe  dock  ;  and  whilst 
rubbing  it  into  the  ticrt  >n  pain,  repeat  the  worde^ 
"  Out  aetlle,  in  docV  —  nettlr,  nettle  rtung  me." 

Tbe  eiircB  for  warts  arc  many  and  various.  A  . 
piece  of  fle*b  is  taken  secretly,  and  rubbed  over 
the  warts ;  it  is  (ben  buried  i  and  as  the  flush  de« 
cays,  the  warts  vanish.  Or  smuc  mrKerioui 
vaicraM  desires  then  lo  be  carefully  countol,  and 
raarkinjc  the  ntmber  on  tbe  titsidu  of  bis  bat, 
leaves  the  neiglibouibood— when  the  waria  aUo 
diuppeur. 

There' are  a  few  animals  the  stibject  of  *uper> 
slilious  Tenerniion,  and  a  much  greater  number 
whtise  actions  are  «u|)p«>«d  to  convey  iutinatiufts 
of  tbe  futuro.  In  some  instance)  it  would  seeni- 
tliat  they  are  constdetcd  more  iu  the  li^fit  oft^oiM* 
than  ^rc^wuMe ;  yeC  as  the  doctrine  of  fatalcMi, 
ill  a  restricted  sentc,  nilis  Ihroo^h  tbe  popular 
belief,  we  may  eoimder  tbe  conduct  of  the  iiihttt- 
pitalile  hou»cwife  who  drives  off  tlic  cock  that' 
crows  on  the  dooe-siep,  thereby  warning  Iht  of 
the  appTiiach  of  »lr>npcn^  aa  only  a  fresh  illuatra* 
tion  ur  ihe  vcrr  uld  &llacy  tbai  the  way  to  avert 
the  prediction  ■•  to  Klhrttce  tbe  prophet.  Here  are 
Mme  of  our  superstitions  oonncctcd  with  antnalst 
&c.:  — 

The  howlinff  of  dogs,  the  continued  croaking  6t 
raTvna  over  a  liuu«c,  and  the  licking  of  the  dt^alfa- 
walcb,  portend  death.  The  magpie  is  a  bird  of 
good  or  ill  omen,  according  [u  the  nuaibcr  seen  at 

"  One  for  sorrow  i  two  fof  ninh ; 
TfarM  for  a  wedding ;  four  tlkf  death." 

A  crowing  ben  is  a  bird  of  iU  luck.  Ao  oldj 
proTcrh  in  u>c  here  sayn : 

"  A  vhiftlinc  woman.  aa4  a  rrawiog  ban,  aca  two  of 
tbe  ealiKJiiMl  t blags  nDdcr  lb«  mid." 
The  first  is  always  reprove*!,  and  tbe  Utter  got  rid 
of  without  I<i*s  of  time-  Pluquet.  in  hia  bo-ik  on 
the  Aupcrstitious  of  Bayeux,  gjrea  ibis  idctiticaL 
proverb ; 

-  Une  pool*  qel  chanta  la  coq,  at  nat  SS^  offu.  «.W*i 
pvrtant  mslhaaa  dans  V&  Tnadaraa? 
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Jt,  OD  the  first  beariog  the  cacloo,  the  sooqcU  pro- 
ceed from  the  right,  it  signifies  that  70U  will  be 
prosperous ;  or,  to  use  the  language  of  my  in- 
formant, a  country  lad,  "  Vou  will  eo  Tore  in  the 
vorM;"  if  from  the  left;,  ill-luck  is  before  joo. 
Children  are  frequently  beard  to  bail  the  cuckoo 
in  a  verse  which,  as  it  bos  recently  appeared  in 
"  N.  &  Q.,"  I  shall  not  repeat,  except  the  former 
part  of  the  second  qoatrun,  which  is  a  pretty 
variation  from  the  commoner  version  : 

**  Be  luekt  the  trntUjUnner*, 
To  make  his  voice  clear." 

Particular  honour  is  paid  to  the  robin  and  the 
wren.     A  local  distich  says : 

**  He  that  hmts  a  robin  or  a  wren, 
Will  never  prosper  aea  nor  land." 

This  gives  them  a  protection  which  the  most  mla- 
chievoua  urchin  never  dares  to  violate. 

It  is  a  very  prevalent  belief  that  a  bed-pillow, 
stuffed  with  the  feathers  of  wild  birds,  renders 

fainful  and  prolonged  the  departure  of  the  dying, 
leath  is  also  thou^t  to  be  uelayed  until  the  ebb 
of  the  tide. 

The  killing  the  first  adder  you  see  predicts  that 
you  will  triumph  over  your  enemies.  The  slough 
of  an  adder,  hung  on  the  roflers,  preserves  the 
house  against  fire. 

Our  forefathers  appear  to  have  been 'among 
those  who  considered  bees  as  possessing  a  portion 
"divin»  mentis:"  for  there  is  a  degree  of  de- 
ference yet  paid  to  them,  that  would  scarcely  be 
ofi'ercd  to  beings  endowed  with  only  ordinary 
animal  instinct.  On  the  death  of  a  relative,  the 
bees  arc  acquainted  of  the  event  by  moving  the 
hive,  or  putting  it  in  mourning  by  attaching  a 
piece  of  black  cloth  or  crape  to  it.  The  sale  of 
pees  is  a  very  unlucky  proceeding;  and  they  are 
gcher<l!.y  tr""°.r.rreii  t5  anoi'ier  owner,  witu  tue 
tacit  understanding  that  a  bushel  of  corn  (the 
constant  value  of  a  swarm)  is  to  be  given  in  re- 
turn. In  cases  of  death,  the  in-door  plants  are 
filso  put  in  black  ;  for  if  this  is  omitted,  they  soon 
droop  and  die. 

.  The  cricket  is  a  bringer  of  good  luck,  and  its 
departure  from  a  house  is  a  sign  of  coming  mis- 
fortune. 

Amongst  the  omens  believed  in,  or  existing  in 
proverbs,  I  may  farther  mention,  that  the  break- 
ing ora  looking-glass  entails  "seven  years'  trouble, 
but  no  want ;     tbut  the  dirgeful  singing  of  chil-  ' 
dreo  portends  a   funeral.     There  is  scarcely  a  ' 
sensation  but  has  its  meaning.     If  the  left  palm 
itches,  jrou  will  have  to  pay  money ;  if  the  right,  j 
to  receive.     If  the  knee  itches,  you  will  kneel  in  a  ! 
strange  church  {  if  the  sole  of  the  foot,  you  will 
walk  over  strange  ground ;  if  the  elbow,  you  will 
sleep  with  a  strange  bed-fellow.

Whether  Ben  Jonson's  partiality  for  the  heads  of 
the  law  arose  from  bis  having  assisted  in  buildiog 
the  walls  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  or  from  some  oUier 
cause,  it  would  be  difficult  now  to  decide.  But 
the  fact  of  his  admiration  of  them,  in  spite  of 
Oldys's  asserljon  that  be  ridiculed  the  profession, 
appears  in  the  encomiastic  verses  which  he  wrote 
on  no  less  than  three  Lord  Chancellors  and 
Keepers  of  the  Seals,  and  on  one  Lord  Chief 
Justice. 

He  addressed  two  epigrams  to  Lord  Chancellor 
Ellesmere,  which  seem  to  be  written  more  from 
the  heart  than  the  others. 

He  composed  another  address  to  Lord  Chief 
Justice  Sir  £dward  Coke,  which  GiQbrd  thus 
characterises : 

"As  a  compoaition,  this  epigram  bouts  considerable 
merit.  It  is  vigorous  and  manly,  aud  hM  truth  for  Its 
basis." 

It  afibrds  some  evidence,  too,  that  players  were 
not  inimical  to  Coke,  nor  Coke  to  them,  as  some 
bi^aphera  affirm. 

His  next  legal  effiision  is  "  On  Lord  BaconV 
Birth-day,"  entering  his  sixtieth  year.  Witb 
Cote's  great  rivol,  and  almost  avowed  enemy,  Ben 
seems  somewhat  at  a  loss.  The  points  of  his  verst- 
are  laboured ;  be  says  nothing  of  Bacon's  justice  op 
integrity,  as  in  the  others ;  and  is  silent  on  his 
purity  or  skill  in  administering  the  laws. 

The  address  to  Lord  Keeper  Williams,  Bishop 
of  Lincoln,  the  successor  of  Lord  Bacon,  appears 
to  have  been  composed  soon  after  the  bishop's 
removal  from  the  Seals;  and  while  it  pays  due 
compliment  to  the  bishop,  it  stigmatises  the  "whis* 
perers"  that  efiected  his  discbarge.  ^ 

If  we  look  at  the  commendations,  addressed  H 
great  men  of  such  opposite  characters,  and  if  nt 
remember  the  pecuniary  embarrassments  which  too 
often  troubled  the  poet,  are  we  far  wrnne  in  sur-

Ihe  first  edition  was  "I^ond.,  "by  W.  S.  for 
Ed.  Blount,  1628."  Of  this,  after  a  «carch  of 
more  thAn  forty  years,  I  bnve  only  seen  two 
copies;  one  in  the  Bodleian  Library,  the  aecond 
recently  obtained  for  my  own  little  collection.

ne  word ;  Agnolo  being  in  fact  the  Tuscan 
riatioD,  whicb,  in  acoorduncc  witb  tbc  custom 
period,  was  written  as  spelt.  To  this  day 
Uw  Hme  variation  is  used  iu  I'lorcncc,  not  to 
mention  other  varieties  in  dllTerent  parls  of  Italy. 
Angelo  teat  and  u  ibe  correct  and  Ruuiun  form  — 
Agnolo,  Angiolo,  &c.  provincialisms.  All  these 
are  found  in  use  prombcuouily  during  bis  life  and 
t  Imnietlialcly  aAcr  his  death,  and  not  only  in  ap- 
nlication  to  Buonarotli,  bjt  other  artists  also  who 
Lad  tbe  same  Christian  nune.  IW  following 
Kotea  will  lend  to  prove  the  correctness  of  tho 
fbove. 

Tbe  word  "Agnolo"is  to  be  fonnd  in  many 
Italian  dictionaries  still,  being;  tberciii  CranvUted 
"Angel"  (in  refisrcncc  to  the  mediaeval  coin  of 
tbat  nwDc). 

In  Vamm't  Life  (wherein  througliout  it  is  spelt 
Agoolo)  it  U  particularly  stated  that —

Agnolo  I  and  it  is  hardly  likely  that  Arioato** 
flattering  lines  bad  augbt  to  do  with  tbe  chaise 
here. 

There  arc  •evcral  portraits  of  Bnonarotti  co- 
craved  during  bis  lifetime  by  one  Boaemae,  pab> 
Usbed  in  134^  another  by  Giorgio  ftUntriaoa^ 
undated,  and  two  others  dated  MAS,  on  all  of 
which  the  name  ti  spelt  {in  Latin)  Ancelos. 

On  an  cn;^aving  of  the  celebrated  Pieu  io  &t, 
I'etcr'fl  (on  wbich  Votort  narrates  that  Miobatl 
Angelo  himself  inscribed  his  name)  is  ibo  foUinr* 
ing  inscriiition,  "MictiKt.  AiiG.B.[nnxit  Kona."  As 
the  group  diiferv  slightly  from  the  existing  narbte, 
it  is  prububly  an  eogntvin^  from  ao  e&rlicr  deaiga 
of  the  :u-Uiil'».  done  some  tune  previous  to  tbeex- 
ceution  of  ihc  sculpture.  Tbo  statue  itaelfwaa  tx- 
ri'utml  fur  Cardinal  Itovano  in  1496-98,  previous  to 
tbe  publication  of  Ariosto's  poem.  On  an  en^nv- 
ing  alwi  by  Agortino  Vvneztano,  dat«d  1^24,  frota 
tbecartoon  of  Pisa,  the  name  is  given  Michael  An- 
gelas. And  luslly,  in  the  libretto,  dcscribiog  tin 
ccrenonies  pcrfonned  at  bU  obsequies  in  1A64 
(published  bv  the  Giunti).  tbc  tiik  runs  thus: 
"fsmiuie  del  divin  Michael  Angelo  BuoDaruIti," 
&c. 

I  have  merely  addressed  these  facts  lo  show 
that,  by  Agnolo,  Angdo  was  evidently  undentood 
by  Italians  of  that  period,  an  F.hic,  n|»nn  inijuiry 
of  any  native  of  tbc  Peninsula,  may  readily  ealisfj 
himself  is  understood  at  the  imesent  day.

The  Word  '^Sabbath"  uied  for  Sunday  (Vol. 
3ui.,  p.  10.).  —  Tbe  only  words  used  in  English 
tor  the  first  day  of  tbe  week,  before  the  existence 
of  Puritanism,  were  Sunday  and  Lortti  Day, 

The  former  of  these  expressions  we  retained 
from  our  Saxon  ancestors,  with  all  other  Teutonic 
nations.  The  latter  we  adapted  from  the  Cfaria- 
ttao  form  of  Southern  £uro[K. 

Saturdar,  in  Italian,  stiU  retains  the  Hebrew 
name  of  Sabbato ;  so  it  is,  with  the  alight  literal 
Tariations  which  distinguish  tbe  several  lan- 
guages, in  Spanish  and  Portuguese.  The  French 
Samedi  ia  properljr  explained  hj  Menage  as 
mereW  an  abridgment  of  Sabbati-di ;  just  as 
Mardi  is  of  Marti-di,  and  Vtndrtdi  of  Veneri-di, 

AVhen  Dr.  Nott,  of  Winchester,  published  his 
very  elegant  Italian  Trantlation  of  the  Book  of 
Cojnmon  Prayer,  he  used  for  "  Sabbath,"  in  the 
fourth  commandment,  the  words  "il  giomo  dl 
riposo,"  recollecting  the  equivoque  which  would 
result  from  the  use  of  Soobata  to  an  Italian  ear. 
I  remember  seriotu  objections  being  raised  to  this 
translation  by  some  critics  of  the  Calrinistic  sec- 
Uon  in  our  Church,  as  well  as  to  other  translations 
of  his  in  the  same  volume,  and  in  which  Dr.  Nott 
bad  stionn  that  he  understood  both  langnazes 
rather  better  than  those  who  found  fault  wiu  him. 

The  rabbinical,  rather  than  the  Christian  ob- 
servation of  one  daj  in  seven,  which  was  incul- 
cated by  tbe  cftrly  Calrinista,  may  account  for 
their  preference  of  a  word  which  seemed  more 
closely  to  assimilate  Sunday,  in  their  minds,  to  the 
day  when  the  disciples  were  reproved  by  the 
Pharisees  for  "plucking  the  cars  of  corn ;  '  and 
when  Ibey  were  in  their  turn  reproved  by  a  higher 
and  holier  authority. 

The  word  for  Snndar,  in  Russian,  means  remr- 
rection ;  identifying  the  day,  as  the  southern 
nations  do,  though  more  significantly,  with  tlie 
great  triumph  of  the  Chiistian  faith.         E.  C.  H. 

D'Israeli,  in  his  Commentarie*  oa  the  Life  of 
Charles  I.,  fixes  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  and  the 
year  155i  as  the  period  when  Sunday  was  first 
called  Saturday  (dies  Sabbati).     He  says: 

"  It  wna  in  the  ttign  of  Elizabeth,  during  the  unsettled 
atate  of  the  national  religion,  that  a  sect  aroM  among 
thoee  refbrmera  of  the  refonned  who  wan  known  by  the

This  question  is  so  much  involved  with  the  death 
of  Charles  L  and  the  rise  of  the  CommonwealUi, 
that  D'lsraeU  baa  treated  it  very  largely  in  the 
fifleesth  and  sixteenth  chapters  of  his  second 
volume,  and  with  great  erudiUon,  judgment,  and 
taste.

FtOlardt  (Vol.  xii.,  p.  9.).— Before  the  days  of 
King  Coal,  it  is  said  these  trees  were  annoally 
lopfied  for  fire-wood.

Euidlord  in  consequence  retuned  a  partienUr 
power  over  them.  Bbnnt  refers  toTlowdeni 
fol.  469  b.,  and  says : 

"  We  call  thoM  trees  poUardt,  or  poBiagtrt,  which  hava 
been  usually  cropped,  and  thenbre  di^ingoiabad  fixan 
timber  trees." — £av  Ltx. 

In  my  country  they  call  them  dotitreb.     B.  H.  C. 

Most  of  Uie  largest  and  noblest  oaks  now  in 
existence  throughout  England,  to  both  of  which 
epithets  those  in  the  park  at  Ampthill  are  enUtled, 
appear  to  have  been  pollarded  for  many  venrs. 
Iliey  were  kept  tn  that  state  till  mineral  coal  came 
into  genera]  use,  being  living  stores  of  fuel  for  the 
manor-house.  H.  WajiTSK. 

Tbe  great  proportion  of  pollards  are  willow 
trees,  the  branches  of  which  ere  regularly  cut 
while  young  to  make  baskets  of.  This  ajmeara 
to  me  to  be  the  cause  of  their  existence,  and  also 
^;he  reason  whjr  they  are  still  allowed  to  dtsfi^nre 
the  landscape  in  many  parts  of  England,  particu- 
larly in  marshy  ground,  and  on  the  ranks  of 
rivers.

POFE,   AHD   BATHDBST   THK   BOOKSBLLES. 

A  letter,  without  date  of  year,  from  Pope  to  Ba- 
tharst,  has  been  lately  published  in  the  GetU.  -Afw. 
The  circnmstancea  stated  in  elucidation  are  briefly 
these.  Motte,  who  published  the  Muceilama, 
died  March  12,  17AS ;  and  was  succeeded  in  busi- 
ness by  BathuTst  (Feb.,  p.  146.) ;  and  the  letter, 
now  first  published,  Bays  the  editor  or  contributor, 
"seems  to  show  tliat  he  (Pope)  eontimud  to  re- 
ceive from  Alette's  succetsor,  Mr.  Bathnrst,  to 
whom  it  is  addressed,  considerable  snms  on  ac- 
count of  the  SlisceUaniet"  (March,  p.  261.). 

Now,  with  all  deference  to  the  editor  or  con- 
tributor, the  letter  only  shows  that  Pope  held  a 
bill  of  Bathurst ;  but  not  that  it  was  given  for 
profit  or  copyright  of  MisceUaniet,  or  anything 
whatever  to  do  with  that  work.  As  to  Bathurst 
as  successor  to  Motte,  and  the  payment  to  Pope, 
that  is  surely  out  of  the  quesUon,  for  Pope  died 
fourteen  years  before  Motte. 

The  history  of  the  Miscellanies  in  connexion 
with  Motte  is  briefly  this.  Motte  published  the 
"first,"  "second,"  and  "Inst  volume,"  in  1727. 
Some  years  after,  Pope  resolved  to  publish  another 
volume,  which  Motte,  to  use  Pope's  words,  "de- 
liberately refused."  Motte  soon  saw  his  error, 
and  applied  to  Pope  on  the  subject,  probably 
back^g  his  solicitation  with  a  friendly  word  from 
Swif^.    Pope  replied : 

"  Alt  I  can  do  were  to  spuk  to  Hr.  Gillirer,  aa  yoa 
reques(i'<t,  to  give  you  the  snare  you  w'*  have  in  y*  pro- 
perty, and  to  set  aside  mv  obligation  and  covenant  with 
him  so  far  to  gratify  the  ^au  and  your^lf.  You  cannot 
object,  I  think,  witii  any  rcawn,  to  the  tenns  which  be 
pays,  and  which  at  the  ont  word  be  agreed  to." 

This  was  the  last,  though  called  "the  third 
volume,"  of  the  MisceUaniet,  Motte,  as  we  see, 
wan  then  in  business  \  and  indeed,  as  other  letters 

Erovc,  condnued  in  business  some  years  after, 
can  only  suppose  that  Bathurst  was  the  appren- 
tice, servant,  or  partner  of  Motte,  long  before  he 
was  his  successor.

THB  BKLU  or  BL>TCHUnr  Dl  BQCUMflaAXaHIBS. 

I  beg  to  offer  the  sulgoined  history  of  the  bells 
of  Bletchlnr  Church,  well  known  to  many  who 
travel  on  the  North-western  Railway.  The  ac- 
count has  been  extracted  for  me  by  my  friend  Ute 
Rev.  T.  Delves  Bronjthton,  the  present  Rector  of 
BletcUey,  from  a  &^.  book  bequeathed  to  the 
custody  of  the  Rectors  of  Bletchley  for  the  titae 
being,  and  written  on  parchment  bv  the  late 
Browne  Willis,  Esq.,  the  antiquary,  who  lived  it 
Bletchley,  and  restored  and  beautified  the  church 
there. 

As  the  account  is  minutely  descriptive  of  the 
way  in  which  a  peal  of  bells  found  their  way  into 
the  tower  of  an  old  English  parish  church,  it  may 
not  be  uninteresting  to  those  whose  attetition  hu 
been  drawn  to  the  subject  of  church  bells.

"  An  account  of  other  disbtmoments  which  have  b«ai

Alinojt'i-  H'utory  of  Europe.  —  Sir  A.  Alison,  in 
his  History  of  Europe  from  1815  to  1852  (vol,  ii. 
p.  117.),  asserts  that  the  Grand  Duke  Constantine 
of  Russia,  the  Viceroy  of  Poland,  was  "  son  of  the 
Emperor  Paul  L  and  the  celebrated  Empress 
Catherine."  I  had  previously  imagined  (1)  that 
there  had  been  but  one  Emperor  of  Russia  named 
Paul,  and  (2)  that  the  Empress  Catherine  was  the 
mother  and  not  the  wife  of  that  potentate.  Again, 
the  same  historian  (vol.  iv.  p.  288.)  states  that 
Lord  Palmerston  "  has  been  a  member  of  every 
administration,  with  the  8in;;le  exception  of  the 
short  one  of  Lord  Derby  in  1852,  for  the  last  fifty 
years."  This  statement  was  published  in  the  pre- 
sent year ;  and  on  reading  it  I  learnt  for  the  first 
time  that  Lord  Palmerston  had  been  a  member  of 

(1)  "  All  the  Talents"  government  in  1806,  or  of 

(2)  the  Duke  of  Portland's  in  1807,  or  of  (3)  the 
Duke  of  Wellington's  in  May,  1828;  or  of  (4) 
Sir  Robert  Peel's  in  1834,  or  of  (5)  Sir  Robert 
Peel's  in  1841.  If  the  above-quoted  nassages, 
frA/ch  CMu^fht  my  eye  while  turning  over  tho  pages 

of  Sir  Archibald's  work  (which  I  have  not  ex- 
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amined  throaghont),  are  averse  apecimens  of  iti 
accuracy,  it  has  at  all  events  a  fair  claim  to  be 
called  one  of  the  most  remarkable  contribnUooa  to 
history  ever  paUished  at  ISs.  s  Tolame.

THB  "AITHVAI.  BEQISTKB." 

Prior,  in  his  Life  of  Edrntad  Bxrie,  thtia  de- 
scribes the  foundation  of  the  Amtual  RegitUr  by 
that  eminent  writer  and  stateamaa : 

"  At  this  moment  alao  [1757],  Engtiih  literature  and 
English  history  becaine  indebted  to  him  in  no  ordiaaiy 
degree  by  the  establishment,  in  conjandion  with  Dodsle^. 
otlhaAaMialBtgiMter.  OfthaexcsllenoeandnClity  of  tlus 
work,  the  plan  or  which  was  ingenions,  while  the  exeentioii 
ensured  great  and  uo&ding  popnlaritv.  there  never  has 
been  but  one  opinion.  Sevmu  of  the  nrat  volnmee  paned 
to  a  fifth  and  sixth  edition.  It  is  the  beet,  and  wiUioatany 
admixture  of  their  trash,  or  being  tediously  minnte,  the 
most  comprehensive  of  all  the  periodical  works ;  many  of 
the  sketches  of  cotemporary  history,  written  from  his 
immediate  dictation  for  abont  thirty  years,  are  not  merely 
valuable  as  coming  from  such  a  pen,  but  masterly  bi 
themselves;  and,  iu  the  estimation  of  some  of  the  chiaf 
writers  of  our  day,  are  not  likely  to  be  improved  by  wxj 
fnture  historian.  They  form,  in  fict,  the  chief  souths 
whence  all  the  chief  hialories  of  the  last  sixty  years  have 
been,  and  must  continue  to  be,  compiled ;  besides  fnniisb- 
inga  variety  of  other  nseful  and  illustrative  matter.  Tlis 
Annual  RtmtUr  far  1758,  the  firat  of  the  leriea,  came  oat 
in  June  vS  the  following  ^ear.  Latterly  a  Mr.  Irdaad 
wrote  ranch  of  it  under  Mr.  Bnrke's  immediate  dictatiaa." 
—P.  60.,  edit  1824. 

From  this  statement  it  appears,  tlut  Borke 
either  composed,  or  superintended  the  composi- 
tion of,  the  historical  portion  of  the  Avxmd  Bf 
gister  from  its  commencement  in  1758,  until  about 
1788.  The  writer  of  this  notice  has  been  informed, 
that  some  of  the  volumes,  about  the  latter  periodi 
were  written  by  a  gentleman  named  King. 

It  seems  that  tjie  twelve  years  from  1790  to 
1800,  inclusive,  were  written  by  Dr.  William 
Thomson,  who  is  now  chiefly  known  as  the  con- 
tinuator  of  Watson's  History  of  Philip  III.  The 
following  pass^e  occurs  in  the  "  Annual  BiogriF 
graphy  and  Obituary  for  KtlS,"  in  the  Ufe  of 
Dr.  ThomtoH:  • 

**  Towards  the  latter  end  of  his  life,  the  Doctor  was  diiefly 
employed  in  bringing  up  the  lung  arraar  of  Dodslef*! 
Animid  Rtgitter.  Of  this  employment  he  was  not  a  little 
prond,  as  he  now  considered  himself  the  legiUmate  sae- 
cessor  of  Edmund  Burke.  We  understand  that  he  com- 
piled the  historical  part  from  1790  to  1800,  inclnsiTB ;  and 
if  p^d  as  liberally  as  the  Right  Honourable  gentleman 
just  allnded  to,  □!«  remoneration  woald  have  exactly 
Bmoant«d  to  SOOOf.  for  ten  volumes ;  we  have  reason  t« 
think,  however,  that  eleven  or  twelve  were  tmdertakSK 
and  completed  by  him." — ToL  iL  p.  HI. 

Can  any  of  your  correniondentB  mpply  any  ad- 
ditional facta  respecting  the  authorship  of  the  hit* 
tioricaL  portion  u  the  AmuuI  It^ittar  during  tfai 
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period  from  1738  to  ISOOt  aad  cut  Uie;  furnifh 
aaj  infoTmntioQ  fur  ibe  [leriod  *iucc  18U0,  t^tiher 
with  respect  to  Uie  writen,  or  the  [wliiiciU  ch»' 
iDrCter  of  lb«  bi*terv  ?

But  DUtlier  these  words,  nor  anytUng  like  them, 
can  be  found  in  any  of  the  Jerwy  writings  of 
Pryuie.  3.  It  nay  be  Mid  Prynne  could  not 
ba  the  ciilprit  if  the  book  was  written,  as  Cowley 
lewla  Ode  lo  ■uppo«c>  lo  the  year  1633.  Prynno 
notes  in  bis  laovnl-Orgmtil,  the  book  which  i> 
auppoaed  to  be  allnded  to,  "  I  arrired  in  Jersey 
January  the  17,  1637 ;"  and  it  is  noi  only  evident 
ftom  the  whole  tenor  of  l*rjnne's  poems,  but  is 
diitinctly  asserted  in  his  dedication  of  Hfond' 
OrjftteS  to  Sir  Pbilip  Carteret,  the  Lieutenant- 
Gavernor  of  Jcrae;,  that  the  principal  poems  Ja 
hit  vglume  were  written  by  Prynne  whiUt  he 
was  a  prisoner  in  (hat  island.  He  tells  Sir 
ITiilip  Cirteret  that  hi*  lines  — 

•*.  llkmpww. 

And  M  in  jvtdra  are  jraitr  prapar  diM." 

But,  in  spite  of  this  anaehroninn.  I  am,  for  mj 
own  parU  inclined  to  accept  the  allusion  as  made 
III  Pryntte,  and  to  claim  for  him  the  title  of  "  the 
Homer  of  the  Isle." 

In  the  same  volume  in  whkh  Prynnp'*  Jersey 
poems  are  oonliuned,  there  is  ordinarily  fauna 
appended  to  them  a  eoileclion  of  short  pocmi  and 
inKriptions  written  by  Prynnc  wbiUl  in  the 
Tower  of  Loudon,  uud  published  under  ll»o 
title  of  Comfarlabte  ConliaU.  One  of  thew  in- 
scriptiund,  urifjinally  written  in  Latin,  coucludca 
thus  :  "  Itn  ominatur  Gulictmus  Prynne  ;  Martii  3^ 
1633,"  which  be  thus  translates : 

"  or  tlu*  opinion  William  rryBoe  was,  tha 

Ibird  dsy  of  March  six  hundred  ttiir^ •three" 

It  eeems  to  mo  probable  that  Cowley  misre- 
inembered  theec  linea,  and  that  they  are  the 
original  of  his 

"  Wfittan  by Esqirire,  tba 

Tsar  ef  our  Lotd  bx  buiulicd  thirty- thi««." 

The  peciiliaritj  of  the  omissioQ  of  the  "  one 
thoonnd,"  the  identity  nf  t)ie  nnmlwr  "six 
hundred  thirty-three,"  and  Cowley's  alltuion*  to 
ifomt-Otrit^il,  arc  in  my  miod  very  nearly  coa- 
dustve.  Prynne  wns  a  |>erson  likely  to  bo  very 
Itghllr  etteenitii  by  Cowley.  The  roaraeOBM  axA 
peculiarity  of  the  lines  would  l>c  helped  to  main- 
tain tliriim-lvn  in  Cowley's  memory  by  the 
rhyme,  but  it  wnuld  only  be  jo  far  as  the  rhyme 
was  c'lnccrncd.  Ho  would  not  sulBcienlly  in- 
tcrest  hiinwilf  in  Prynne's  poems  to  discoTcr  that 

Kl  of  the  volume  wn*  written  in  the  Tower  of 
lulon,  a  fact  not  mentioned  in  the  title-pafj^e. 
Finding  the  Hnc^  I  have  quoted  in  tbe  volume,  be 
would  coodu'Ie  that  they,  like  the  real,  were 
written  in  Jersey ;  and  citing  them  nemorilfr, 
with  uothing  lo  guide  hiiu  but  the  tli^wft.,1^1^^ 
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cosily  conceive  that  he  m»y  have  misquoted  in 
the  way  Le  has  done.  I'erfaaps  the  blank  for 
the  name  was  left  because  be  felt  a  little  uacertain 
of  tliv  accuracy  of  his  quotation. 

Tiikin|j  for  granted,  then,  that  Pope  was  pro- 
hably  rijiht,  and  that  Prynne  really  waa  "the 
HuHiur  of  the  Isle,"  the  vork  which,  in  that  case, 
Cowlt-y  bad  in  hia  mind,  waa  entitled 

"AlounC-Orgueil :  or  Diviae  and  Profltable  HediU- 
tions,  railed  fnim  the  oDBtAmpUtion  of  these-  three  Leave* 
of  Nature's  Volume  ;  1.  Rockei,  2.  Seaa,  3.  Gaideaa,  di< 
gestcd  into  throe  diatinct  poenu.  To  which  n  prefixed, 
a  iHKticall  desL-ription  of  MuuDt-Orgueil  CuUe  in  the 
Itio  of  Jtnj.  Hy  William  Prynne,  late  exile,  and  cloea 
prisoner  in  the  sayd  Cutle.  A  Poem  of  the  Soalea  Com- 
plaint afiaintt  the  Body ;  and  Comfortable  CordJalU 
againit  tbe  DiMomforta  of  ImpriMnment,  &&,  are  hereto 
annexed.  Pulme  xix.  14.  Poalme  cxliiL  &.  London, 
Prini«d  by  Tho.  Cotaa,  (br  Michael  Sparke^  Senior,  dwell- 
ing at  the  Blue  Bible,  in  Greene  Arbor.    1641.    4to." 

The  book  of  which  this  is  the  title-page  may 
vlaiui  a  place  among  the  many  aingular  woru 
for  which  oar  literature  stands  indebted  to  our  ' 

?riaons,  but  not  on  account  of  any  poetical  merit.  . 
'lie  autlior  has  himself  passed  sentence  on  his 
rhymes  in  much  the  same  terms  as  Cowley.     He 
describes  them  as  — 

"  Like  the  sabject,  barren,  mde,  uacompt," 

The  merit  and  curiosity  of  the  book  are  to  be 
ibund  in  the  evidence  which  it  afibrds  that  a  good ' 
man  unjustly  sentenced  may  bear  lone  and  close 
imprisonment  with  cqnanimity,  and  if,  liae  Prynne, 
of  an  active  turn  of  mind,  may  converl  even  the 
Tiew  from  the  bare  dungeon  to  which  he  is  con- 
si<;ntHl  into  a  subject  of  study  and  improvement. 
Prrnno's  imprisonment  will  hereafter  come  to 
be  treated  by  me  more  particularly;  but  I  may 
remark  at  tlus  time,  especially  as  the  facts  are 
atatcd  in  the  volume  under  consideration,  that 
Prynuo  was  imprisoned  for  nearly  eight  years. 

"I  wa^i."  he  «av9,'>6r»t  committed  priwner  to  the 
ToKre  of  I.onJ(in,  Februarv  1,  IG^J!,  when%  alter  two  re- 
movals to  ttap  Ple«tv  for  a  snort  space,  I  nmained  prisoner 
till  July  the  i7, 16S7,  and  wu  then  removed  to  Carnarvan 
Cvtii'.  in  North  Wales,  wbero  1  arrived  Aucust  the  6, 
and  waa  tbera  kept  cIom  prisoner  till  I  was  by  special 
warrant  nhipped  and  sent  closo  priMn^r  for  Jersr,  Octob. 
the  HK  1(>37.  irh«re  1  arTii-«d  not  till  Janoarr  the  17 
Ibllowin^.  From  whence  1  departed  by  warrant  from  the 
Parliament,  Novemb.  19,  liW,  and  landed  at  Dartmouth, 
Noremb.  22,  came  into  London,  Xovemb.  28,  waa  pre- 
BtDtcJ  to  the  Commons  Hoiue,  Novemb.  80,  where  my 
pciicion  TCi  r«ad  Decerob.  3." 

During  much  of  this  time  he  waa  deprived  of 
ordinary  writing  materials.  Hii  keeper  in  Jersey 
treated  him  in  the  kindest  manner,  and  when 
timt>«  wore  changed  received  from  Prynne  the 
return  of  a  true  and  grateful  friend ;  but  even  in 
Jerst-v  he  was  kept  without  the  uie  "of  Inke 
aad  Pen."  The  poems  here  printed  were  jotted 
down  with  the  rud«jt  materials;  some  of  tbeui were 
probably  written,  like  the  letters  of  Sir  Thomas 
-\  o.  3O0J 


More,  with  a  piece  of  charcoal  borrowed  from  a 
scanty  fire;  others  were  preserved  by  bong 
scratched  on  the  walls  of  his  prison  dumber ; 
most  of  them  were  thrown  aside  after  they  had 
been  committed  to  writing  with  little  expectation 
that  they  would  ever  see  the  light  of  day. 

On  Prynne's  release,  he  tells  us  that  he  blew  up 
"  these  buried  sparks."  Whilst  he  was  at  the  fa^ht 
of  his  popularity,  they  were  printed  by  or  ox 
his  old  acquaintance  Michael  Sparke,  and  ireee 
put  together  in  a  volume  with  the  aothor's 
portrait  prefixed.  Some  copies  do  not  ""U'" 
"Mount-Orgudl"and  the  "  Comfortable  Cordiali," 
but  merely  Uie  "  Meditations  on  Rocka,  Seas,  asd 
Ctardens.''^  These  last  run  to  184  pagee ;  **  Htnmt- 
Orgueil"  contains  10  pases  not  numbered;  and 
tbe  "  Comfortable  Cordiau  "  16  aumbered  pagei ; 
besides  tttle<page  and  dedication,  which  are  an- 
Dumbered. 

Some  of  the  poems,  as  I  have  already  stated, 
were  written  in  the  Tower;  but  as  our  presod 
question  relates  chiefly  to  Jerser,  I  shall  confine 
myself  to  a  few  words  about  those  which  were 
penned  in  that  island.  Prynne  thus  explains  how 
he  came  to  turn  his  thoughts  into  this  ohaond : 

"  Shut  up  cloee-pris'ner  in  Uoant-Oigaeil  pile, 
A  lofty  castle,  within  Jersie  Isle, 
Remote  from  frianda,  neare  three  yeares'  space,  wbve  I 
Had  Rockes.  Seas,  Gardens,  daylr  in  mine  ey^ 
Which  I  ofl  viewed  with  no  small  delimit 
These  pleasing  objects  did  at  last  invite 
He,  to  contemplate  in  more  sotemae  wfsc^ 
What  nscAill  meditations  might  arise, 
From  each  of  tbem,  my  aoola  to  wanna,  fktxt,  ditan, 
And  unto  God,  Christ,  Heaven,  mount  more  nasifc 
In  whiuh  punuite  I  found  such  inward  joyes, 
Such  conliall  comforts,  as  did  overpoise 
lily  heaviest  crosae^  lossea,  and  supply. 
The  want  of  all  foes  did  me  then  deny. 
Give  me  assurance  of  a  sweete  return 
Both  from  my  exil^  prison,  and  mine  oma." 

I  know  not  how  it  may  affect  other  people,  bat 
there  is  to  my  miod  something  striking  and  even 
patheUo  in  tbe  picture  which  is  here  and  throogh- 
out  this  volume  disclosed.  The  ill-used  solitary 
man  nurses  no  idle  grief  over  paat  trotiUes  and 
calamities ;  but  opening  his  heart  to  the  infiaences 
of  those  natural  objects  which  be  could  see  at  a 
distance,  draws  comfort  and  consolation  from  the 
prospect  of  that  beauty  from  which  he  was  ex- 
cluded.

I  ahnuld  be  obliged  to  any  of  your  readen, 
learned  in  the  history  oTwIm-a,  who  woiiM  inform 
tne  why  thoee  of  the  ancients  were  to  mueh 
stronger  than  any  known  in  modern  ttraea.  That 
they  were  so,  must  be  inferred  front  the  fact, 
familiar  to  every  reader  of  tbe  clauic*,  that  lb« 
Greeks  aad  Roraana  alwaya  drank  their  vrine 
largely  diluted  with  water.  The  proportions  of 
the  mixture  were  varions,  aeeording  tn  the  quality 
of  the  wines,  and  the  taste  uf  tbu  dritikera  :  but, 
generally,  Iberc  waa  a  much  greater  quantity  of 
water  than  of  wine.  Iloiod  rccoi!inicnd«l  tbs 
proportion  of  tbrev  to  one;  but  «onw  wine^  re- 
quired to  be  still  farther  weakened.  In  the  Odgi- 
*fy  we  n*a«l,  that  the  wine  of  Moron,  the  minister 
of  Apollo,  in  Thmcian  Iiraania,  was  ao  etrong. 
that,  when  be  drank  it,  a  gli^  cup  was  ruiilgltn 
with  twenty  of  water  : 

X**---— (M,ia.SOS. 
This  must  be  understootl  as  a  proof  of  the  strength 
of  the  nine,  not  of  the  prteais  temperance.  But 
it  may  be  Miid,  that  is  one  of  llMwe  travellers'  tnlea 
with  which  Ulysses  amused  the  good  king  Alci- 
nnus  after  stipper  ;  and  this  potent  wine  is  u 
fabulous  as  the  beverage  of  Circe,  which  trans- 
fonnetl  men  into  swine.  I'liny,  however,  state*. 
that  in  bis  tine  the  Ittaroncan  wine  in  the  aain* 
part  of 'IMirace  was  of  equal  ttrciiglb  : 

"  Durst  etiam  vis  («iln>i  ia  terra  generi,  vigonjaa  in- 
doatitus."  ^  LitiL  xir.  cap.  iv. 

It  IS  true,  lie  goes  on  to  oontradict  himself; 
fiirhe  says  that  the  consul  Mutianuit,  when  be  was 
in  that  country,  found  that  the  wine  was  mi.xeil 
with  water  in  the  |troportioa  of  one  to  eight :

When  BBMtaparte  nwdiiated  die  in*aaioa  of 
F>n)danHi  a  £e  waa  prepared  mider  the  directiim 
of  IL  Denon  to  ooBmemOTte  Uie  soccna  of  the 
ondertaking.  The  derice  waa  Hemlea  atrangiieg 
a  «a  monater:  tlw  lennd  waa  '^oncKarra  ks 
^MatMTWKmm,"  and  in  the  exe^ne  "■rmArrim  x 
LMmaaa."  The  die,  tn  Aii  ■tate^  waa  nerer 
ffTiUwaH  ;  md  whatever  iniprewms  were  taken 
otl,  woe  in  vrfl  netaL  When  Buonaparte  iMued 
ha  Berlin  and  Milan  ili  1 1  n  a.  hf  which  he  ea^ 
peeted  to  min  the  commerce  of  England,  and 
CKclnde  Aia  coontry  from  all  interoomae  with  the 
Continent,  tbe  die  was  bronght  out  of  its  repom. 
The  *^  rmArrim  a.  uHoaas,"  being  in  small  letter^ 
waa  eanly  oUitenUed :  the  aame  waa  attempted 
with  tbe  legend,  and  '*toto  iktibos  obbb  aai- 
TAnoa"  waa  snbatieated.  The  die  waa  then 
hardened,  and  nedala  atrack ;  but  under  the  pce- 
•ent  I^end  may  be  seen  the  traces  of  some  of  die 
lettoi  of  the  original  l^end.  How  many  of  tbe 
soft  metal  innweanons  were  stnii±,  I  could  never 
aacertain.  When  I  appUed  to  Droz,  tbe  die  <d- 
sraTcr,  for  a  specimen,  he  aasured  me  that  all  had 
been  detivered  to  M.  Denon.  When  I  apfdied  to 
him,  he  wiabed  me  to  believe  that  I  had  been  mis- 
infonned,  and  that  no  fuch  medal  bad  been  straek 
or  in  contemplation- 
One  of  these  medali  is  eotainly  in  En^and ;  it 
was  pordaaed  at  Paris,  t  belim,  by  Mr.  Mil- 
lingen,  for  Dr.  Barney,  with  whose  endre  eoDec 
don  it  passed  to  Mr.  Charles  Stokes :  afto-  this 
gentleman's  death  die  eoUecdim  waa  dispersed,  but 
the  medal  in  qoeadon  was  reserved  by  his  nmhew 
and  executor,  Mr.  Hagfaes,  in  whose  poaseaaMO  it 
now  remains.  I  have  casta  in  copper  &Dm  two 
OTi^nals :  one  wss  made  from  that  then  in  Mr. 
StMCi'a  collectton ;  tbe  other  was  given  to  me  by 
a  Frendi  artist. 

Wlten  Sir  Edward  Thmnason  stated  that  one 
had  been  lent  to  him  by  the  Duke  of  WeUingtoa, 
he  probably  forgot  to  mendcm  that  it  was  oiuy  in 
a  dream,  and  tlut  when  he  awoke  the  medal  was 
no  longer  in  his  poaaession.  In  his  copy  the  por- 
trait of  Buoni^iarte  is  not  the  some  which  was 
stmck  upon  the  soft  metal  originals.  One  wss  by 
Drox,  the  other  by  Jooffroy.

unly  termed  either  faulty  in  its  phraseology,  or 
ambi{;uous  la   its  puqwrtF      Gloster  etuuifalud 
trhen  kc  tato  liiji  mean*  were  nuw  curtailed,  were 
Straitened,  struitencd  by  the  loss  of  his  pyM!  and 
from  moll  straitened  mi-«ns  ho  infers  tht-  grncral 
sentiment,  as  admirable  for  its  pbila'ophy  adjust 
for  it»  expression,  "full  oft  'tis  seen  our  meaiK4 
Mcnresuii"  which  he  amplifies  and  enforces  in  the 
Msuing  clause,  "  and  our  mere  defects  prove  our 
'WRnmoditien."    If  man's  power  were  equal  to  his 
will,  into  what  exeesccs  might  be  not  be  betrayed, 
ruinous  to  himself,  as  well  as  hurtful  to  others  ; 
tui  happily  fur  biro  an  over-ruling  Providence  so 
aniers  matten   thut   man's   means,   hi*  circutu* 
■  gcriheii  aoti  limited  mttnt.  b«conw  hi«  »ecuriU, 
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keep  bira  safe.  The  first  error  then  into  which 
ibo  commentators  have  ttumblcil.  ie  about  tho 
aignificalion  of  llie  won!  mfons  ;  the  second  relat«> 
to  its  syntactical  twa^  ;  for,  as  wu  said  bcforct  I 
ai&nn  that  not  only  is  mnau  or  nwiaef  the  right 
reading,  but  seiCurKS  is  lo  likewise;  that  is,  I 
adirm  the  carreetncBS  of  the  two  first  folios  in 
both  these  words.  And  now,  having,  aa  I  sup- 
pose, competently  asserted  the  former,  1  wiU 
content  myrelf  with  adducing  faalf  a  dozon  ex- 
amples  in  vindication  of  the  lfttt«r.  These  ex- 
amples, for  reasons  hereafter  to  appear,  shall  be 
fetched  from  the  works  of  Middletoo,  etUtcd  bj 
Mr.  I>Tce.

HAHPSHIBE   FOLK   LOSB. 

Shrove  Tuexday. — At  Basioj^toke,  and  in  some 
other  parts  of  Hampshire,  on  Shrove  Tuesday,  the 
boys  and  girls  go  to  the  houses  of  the  well-to-do 
classes  in  little  companies.  They  knock  at  the 
door,  and  then  begin  the  following  rhyme : 

"  Enick  a  knock  upon  the  Mock ; 
Fbur  aod  lard  is  very  dear, 
Please  we  come  a  shroving  herb 
Tour  pan's  hot  and  my  pui'a  cold, 
[Hanger  makej  ns  shrovert  bold]. 
Please  to  give  poor  ahroTers  something  here." 

They  then  knock  agun,  and  repeat  both  knocks 
and  verses  until  they  receive  something.  Tbe  line 
in  [  ]  b  not  said  in  Basingstoke,  and  many  other 
places.  They  have,  too,  a  peculiar  way  of  saying 
these  verses;  throwing  a  sharp  accent  upon  the 
cajBural  pauses,  and  staccatoing  every  word.  At 
midday  tne  children  return  home  with  their  eam- 
ingB,  which  consist  of  money,  &c. 

Skig-ghag  Day. — The  working  men  of  Basing- 
stoke, and  other  towns  in  Hampshire,  arise  early 
on  May  29,  to  gather  slips  of  oak  with  the  galls 
on :  these  they  put  in  tneir  hats,   or  anywhere 
about  their  persons.     They  also  hang  pieces  to 
the  knockers,  latches,  or  other  parts  of  tbe  house- 
doon  of  tbe  wealthy,  who  take  them  in  to  place 
in  their  balls,  &c.     AAer  breakfast  there  men  go 
roand  to  aucb  houses  for  beer,  &c.     Should  tW 
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not  receive  anything,  tbe  following  verses  should 
be  said: 


"  Shig-shag,*  penny  a  rag, 
[Bang  bia  head  in  CroMDnulL's  bag], 
",  up  in  a  bundle"  —

but  fear  often  prevents  them.  However,  tbe  lads 
have  no  fear,  and  use  it  freely  to  any  one  without 
an  oak-apple  or  oak-leaf  on  some  part  of  his  per- 
son, and  viable, — ill-treating  him  for  his  want  of 
loyalty. 

After  noon  the  loyalty  ceases ;  and  then,  if  any 
one  be  charged  with  having  akig-shag,  the  follow* 
ing  verses  are  said : 

•■  Shig-shag'i  gone  past. 
You're  tbe  biggest  fool  at  last ; 
When  shig-sbag  cornea  again, 
Ton'U  be  the  biggest  fool  then." 

And  the  one  who  chaises  the  other  with  the  oak- 
leaf  receives  the  ill-treatment. 

Aprii  Fool  Day. — The  last  verses  also  do  duty 
after  twelve  o'clock  on  April  1,  by  altering  "ol^ 
shag"  to  "April  fool."  The  line  in  [},  in  t&« 
previous  verses,  is  not  repeated  at  Baaingstdce 
and  «>me  other  towns ;  and  without  this  I  have 
heard  them  used  occasionally  towards  a  dirtf 
ragged  fellow  by  boys  in  and  around  London. 

Satafie  Lore. — At  Hurley  I  heard  a  legend  i£ 
Winchester  Cathedral.  At  the  "  Devil's  dandi^ 
hour"  (midnight),  whenever  the  night  is  dari^ 
and  the  wind  high,  or  the  weather  atormj,  his 
Majesty  of  Pandemonium  turns  coachman,  and 
drives  Oliver  Cromwell  and  his  general  round  the 
cathedral,  the  carriage  being  followed  by  all  the 
people  whom  they  were  the  means  of  kilfiag,  who 
yell  and  shriek  fearfully.  Of  course  tbe  noisa  ti 
to  be  explained  by  tbe  wind  whistling  through  the 
trees,  and  the  l^nd  by  tbe  battle  of  Cheritoa 
Down,  and  the  havock  committed  in  the  catbednl 
by  Sir  William  Wallet's  men :  yet  it  seems  that 
the  second  visitation  by  Cromwell,  after  Waller 
had  gone  to  Oxford  and  Cromwell  had  left  Naseby, 
made  a  deeper  impression ;  seeing  that  the  above 
l^end  is  sometimes  told  wiUiout  the  addition  d 
tbe  "general." 

The  above  were  obtained  a  few  years  since  ia 
passing  through  Hampshire.  Had  I  gone  for  the 
purpose  of  collecting  notes,  no  doubt  many  mon 
could  have  been  gathered.  Perhaps  some  of  As 
subscribers  of  "K.  &  Q."  living  in  Hampdiin 
will  add  to  their  number,  as  the  county  ia  rich  in 
folk  lore ;  and,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  abov^ 
their  historical  significance  is  considerable.

Charles  L  On  the  Sunday  nf  bis  visit  to  Durham 
(in  1633),  be  went  to  tbe  cathedral  to  bear  a  ser- 
mon friHn  tbc  bishop  (Thoouu  Morton);  and, 
"of^er  service,  he  dined  at  the  l^eanery,  at  the 
bisbop'«  charge;  where  his  ]ilajeity  had  a  cope 
that  cost  140/.,  belonRinft  to  the  church,  presented 
to  him."  Carter  saw  at  ])urham,  in  I71U,  the  cope 
which  was  preseDied  to  the  niooks  by  Queen 
Fliilippa  ailer  the  battle  of  Neville's  Cross,  In 
1346  (see  Raioc's  Brief  Acctmnl,  p.  47.)- 

In  Ibe  year  1 35 J,  tbe  Lord  Ralph  de  Neville 
gave  to  St.  Cnthbcrt  a  set  of  vcstmcnla,  includioc 
a  oope  nude  of  velvet,  and  covered  with  silk  bm 
gold  embroidery,  and  jewels  of  tbe  richest  descrip- 
tion. His  widow,  tbo  Lady  Alice,  at  bcr  deau, 
left,  among  many  otbw  Ibin^  Io  the  nacrtst,  the 
two  pieces  of  cloth  of  sold  which  covered  her  coffin. 
One  of  tbcee  was  r^,  embroidvred  with  Saracra 
flowers,  and  of  thiit  was  made  a  cope,  with  a 
border  of  blue  velvet  embroidered  with  ino^ns 
and  stars  (cf.  Itainc,  p.  '29.).

AKH9  OF   ABBET   OF   BAHDITET. 

'  A\Tiat  were  the  arms  formerly  used  by  the  mitred 
abbey  of  Bardney  on  the  Wilham,  near  Boston  in 
Lincolnshire  P  Fuller,  in  his  Church  Hist.,  says  he 
could  not  discover  them.  There  is  an  escutcheon 
of  arms  finely  carved  on  an  oak  jmnel  in  the 
present  vicarage- bouse  at  Boston ;  but  which  was 
removed  from  the  old  vicar&gc-house,  where  it 
was  seen  by  Dr.  Stuketey,  and  was  the  subject  of 
a  correspondence  between  ^[r.  Maurice  Johnson 
and  Roger  Gale.  If  the  arms  of  Oardney  Abbey 
have  not  been  authentically  ascertained,  I  should 
venture  to  suppose  that  the  arms  upon  this  oak 
panel  ore  those  whivh  were  formerly  borne  by 
this  institution ;  they  are  as  follows,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  Dr.  Stukeley  :  "  A  fesse  charged  with  a 
fish  and  two  annulets  between  three  plates,  each 

'  charged  with  a  cross  fitchue."  This  escutcheon  is 
attadied  by  a  cord  to  a  mitre;  a  pastoral  staff 
passes  diagonally  behind  the  escutcheon ;  at  the 
top  are  the  words  "  Ibi,  Ubi,"  in  old  English 
characters ;  and  on  each  side  of  the  escutcheon  a 
single  letter  in  the  same  character,  that  on  the 
right  of  the  panel  being  evidently  an  I ;  that  on 
the  left  is  indistinct,  I  think  it  is  an  H.  Mr. 
Johnson  thought  they  were  both  I.  I  do  not 
know  of  any  particular  connexion  between  the 
abbey  of  Baruney  and  the  church  or  town  of 
Boston. 

The  Abbot  of  Bardney  owned  a  fishery  at 
Boston  in  1539.  He  also  held  ])roperty  there  at 
the  Dissolution,  which  was  sold  by  Henry  VIII. 
to  the  corporation  of  Boston  in  1546.  .The  river 
^Vitham,  in  which  the  Abbot  of  Bardney  had  a 
fiaherr,  was,  and  is  yet,  famed  for  its  pikee ;  hence 
the  phrase  "Witham  pike,  none  like;"  and  the 
fish  m  the  old  escutcheon  to  which  I  have  allnded 
is  evidently  a  representation  of  that  fish.  It  may, 
however,  be  intended  for  the  Vesica  Pucia,  which 
is  frequently  found  on  the  seals  of  bishops  and 
monastic  institutions.  I  have  somewhere  seen  it 
stated  that  the  fish  there  represented  very  ofleo 
rejeiubied  the  pike.     May  I  request  information

Hut  this  aianuacript  bus  never  been  fonad,  tbougb, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  Vatican  library  contains  a 
great  deal  whleh.  wtt  do  nut  know  to  baw  beta 
dosely  examined.  Add  to  tJiis  that  of  all  ike 
Hindu  algebra,  tbc  mctliud  in  question  is  the  part 
which  a  cumin  en  (atur  on  IJti>p)ian(ux  wuulJ  bare 
ci(ed  if  he  had  known  iC  On  the  other  hand,  it 
would  be  very  atrangc  (ihouoh  by  nonsoans  w  ithout 

Carallel)  Uiat  Bombclli  should  haro  omitted  to 
ring  away  and  publish  so  remarkable  a  tbinj;,  if 
be  bad  evrrsoen  it.  In  tikc  next  century  Badiec, 
wbo  bad  resided  at  Konie,  with  the  intention  of 
editio<;  Dinj.tuiDtus,  which  intention  he  fulfilled, 
and  who  wasac«iuaintcd  with  the  assertion  of  Bom- 
belli,  publidted  this  Indian  method  in  a  work  which, 
according  to  himself,  is  pmly  derived  from  other 
writers;  and  did  nothing  ebe  oC  thft  waft ^e>sAxl.

—  thn  snbelance  of  whiob  Is  said  to  Iw  gtiite  th« 
sanii;  witb  tbe  Baron's  ilrollcricB,  and  clearly  of 
N'orman  and  Ga&con  origin  —  is  aa  fullows :

German  critic*  demur  to  this  imputed  pareniaga 
of  tlitir  great  boaster ;  anrl  in  reply  to  the  sally  of 
the  lively  Frenchman,  that  the  soil  of  tbe  German 
mind  is  too  heavy  for  tU«  production  of  so  li^hl 
and  lively  a  composition,  ihcy  retort  by  i«y'"g» 
that  although  Giirman  lit^Talurc  at  pri'wnt  wear* 
a  very  morose  and  jwcvisb  lapect,  it  was  noi 
always  so;  for  that  humorous  literature  onco 
flouritbed  in  Germany  uiore  than  \a  MiJ  other 
country  of  Eompe ;  as  even  an  Kdinburgh  re- 
viewer confessed,  when  he  *»i'i  (vol.  xIti.

Batm  inrit«s  to  (litenaa  his  irell-iimH  Xote  oa 
tbe  health  of  tohaceo  nuuiulitcturera,  I  must  gnb- 
mtt  what  I  b«v«  to  say  as  a  non-ttrofeaaiooal,  aod 
merely  ital«  what  haa  cotae  nnuer  my  own  ob- 
aerratiaR. 

1849  wa*  a  teiriU*  y«tr  In  K«w  Orleaiis,  and 
the  towns  on  the  MisMsgtnpi  River.  To  hear  lhi£ 
populoot  dtitriots  WOT*  tninn«il,  and  in  aome  in* 
stancet  wbnla  hoowhotd*  earri^  ofl*  tn  a  niffhti 
nccuioned  bat  liiilft  surprise  to  those  who  had  in 
Ibrnier  yeara  9e«n  tbe  nvaga  of  epidemics  in  this 
m&Urioiia  climate.  Bat,  sBtdjt  the  disease  and 
denib,  there  were  some  »pota  companttiTely  aaJOi 
and  these  were  the  lobairM)  manuhctories.  In 
New  OrU'aiis,  while  I  wm  titere,  I  bad  fretiuent 
opfiorlunilT  of  examining  this  inti^reslinir  problem; 
and  inrarijhlv  found  thai,  whilit  uvtlon-dre«Mr« 
and  »UB.ir.rr-fin«r»  anffert'd  with  th«  rort  of  the 
inhabiunli,  the  tobacro  manufaclurer  wai  gene- 
rally exemrrt.  But  thv  term  tobacco  maniifae- 
torer  !«,  porhap*,  l*o  cxdusive  aa  a  principal  one 
in  so  intereatins  an  innuiry.  For  practitil  par- 
poaea,  it  would  be  well  to  know  hffw  far  maa'a 
eonnexioR  with  tobacco  excmpO  him  from  varwos 
compl^inla. 

Befltdei  eipar  rollers,  cnt-and-dry  choppers,  aad 
inalT-makcTf,  there  are  iboae  engi^ml  in  planting, 
altimdioft,  i^urinfr,  packing,  warehousing,  ami  Indid- 
ing,  —  all  bwinif  broagbt  in  different  dq^rees  of 
contact  with  the  •♦weed."  Oti  \\*sA»:Cwn»,  '^ft

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Rodt  iude«(l,  to  tiie  same  cotuplniaU  u  t1>o  neigh- 
bouring cotton-'^iTur.  In  curing  and  drying 
botttOt  ttic  men  are  pjtniiU/  atf«  from  epidemics, 
md  invariably  rre«  from  lung  coniplitints.  But  it 
U  to  ihc  faclorjr  wc  musc  go  to  Ic&rn  Uic  full  px< 
tviil  of  iliit  siii){ular  |>re*erv alive.  Xot  until  the 
If>af  has  b^n  cured  (or  somo  time,  or  at  all  events 
pauv>l  llirough  iLv  hogtbead,  tlu  iliosu  neutralia- 
ing  ijiialities  abow  ihetoselves ;  antl  it  muat  be 
bruught  inlo  continual  contact  nitli  llic  iiiun,  and 
in  a  roatn  or  workuhnii  of  suini;  kind,  for  litem  to 
be  Ote  subiecu  of  its  pTceervatton.  yrota  ikia 
then  it  would  a|>penr,  that  only  on  certain  condi* 
tions,  and  in  certain  stages,  is  tobacco  a  protertion 
Irom  contajiious  dieease*;  and  Ihc  eamo  Mcurity 
if  oflered  t  believe  in  tan^piu,  wkcr«,  in  cholera 
tines,  a  remarkable  sbarc  of  heallt  is  observable 
amon^t  the  men  employed. 

In  tobacco  cuuutriea  the  applicatEon  of  ibe  leaf 
in  vcrious  ways  forms  the  subj<.-ct  of  several  pre* 
scrintiuni!.  Wbilv  buutin^  in  the  far  west,  if  you 
are  tiilleii  by  a  rattle-tnnke,  a  tobacco  leaf  bound 
around  the  pnrt  will  destroy  any  poiBonous  clfccts. 

Smoking  iHifure  drinking  impure  river  water  will 
prevent  the  diarrhu!a.  In  certain  unmentionable 
tkiu  diiorders,  tlic  wusliiiig  uf  ihc  pans  with  water 
bavin;;  tobacco  sieepn'l  tljeretn  will  ilrive  it  awuy. 
Tbvic,  aud  similar  ceuipES.  arc  common  in  tlio 
UiMiaaippi  Valley. 

But  to  tb^  tobacco  manufactnricJi.  From  ibosc 
wholiave  been  curious  with  myselt'  in  tlie  inatter, 
I  leam  that  in  all  large  tow»»f  where  tobacco 
£(Ctonee  are  carried  on,  ilie  same  properties  are 
observnUe.  In  London,  the  ^^reat  tobacco  guar- 
titr  is  Goodnmn':)  KieliU;  and,  ihiil  I  might  coin- 
pare  notc«  with  ihfjse  already  gained  in  America 
and  tbe  H'cst  Indies,  I  bavc  several  tintca  made 
minute  inquiries  in  thai  viciuity.  Tiio  niunufac- 
tTin^ro  there — moslty  enterprising  .lews^-dcsi-ribe 
tbeir  men  as  beiti;;  remarkubly  free  from  lung 
comptaints,  skin  diiii:ast;»,  and  aSVcliuiis  of  the 
liver  {  aUliougk  I  think  I  heard  of  a  few  instant'ea 
where  torjiidity  of  the  latter  orsta  was  complained 
of.    Many  of  these  men  use  oil  a*  a  part  of  ibcir 

tdiet,  agreeably  to  the  custom  of  their  race,  and 
enjoy  bcallh  superior  still  to  those  who  do  not 
takfl  .any.  This,  of  course,  is  another  interesting 
problem  which  hni  of  late  just  been  hinted  at  and 
then  dropped,  But  one  thing  is  observable  in  all 
cigar  and  tobacco  factories,  ili«  men  ueithvr  are 
aor  look  cheerful ;  tbey  rarely  enjoy  those  bright 
animal  spiritji  whioh  other  occupations  induce. 
Tbe  sports  of  the  field  have  .-icarixly  any  aiLrftc 
tion  (or  ihwm ;  they  are  frequently  noisy  at  the 
"board,"  and  a  whole  factory  full  may  sometimes 
be  beard  shouting  tba  huim  song ;  but  it  is  a  very 
different  iiirur  to  a  cborui  round  the  capstan,  or 
the  a>e]oAy  a  dnzen  negroes  make  whilst  plying 
their  hoe*  or  pickiag  od'  the  Buckeis  &oni'  tlie 
eabaci.-o  plants.

A  tobacco  manufacturer  ia  aeldoni  high,  he  is 
Beldom  low ;  he  appears  to  havn  entered  tbai 
middle  stat«  of  oxisten««  which  some  think  tbe 
nu^t  enviable.  Hia  trot  may  b«  calKtd  llic  "jog 
trot."  He  rarely  figures  aa  a  declaimer,  rarely 
gets  drunk  and  alarms  tbe  neighbourhood  of  his 
residence.  What  be  inTariablv  docs,  is  to  livo 
contentedly,  and  without  grumbling  ;  and  cOQMnlS 
to  undergo  a  pickling  in  tobacco,  to  perhaps  tbe 
slight  deadening  of  his  nerves,  the  unduubted 
weakening  of  bis  mind  and  alrenglb  of  wiU,  Ibr 
tb«  sake  w  pceiwrvui^  hit  akin,  liver,  and  lot^ 
from  frequent  epidemic*. 

There  is  one  fact  which  it  may  be  ■■ 
state, ^^irituuus  liquors,  drunk  freely  b^ 
in  a  tobacco  factory,  Mon  destroy  the  i;oa: 
effects  which  tbey  might  otherwise  enjoy 
thtfir  calling. 

Another  peculiarity  still  more  remorlutble  u 
this,  —  the  ordinary  nervous  distrust  wbicb  aawJc- 
ing  induces,  and  wliieh  proves  perbau*  ibe  plfiatr 
of  tbe  pipe  to  lay  more  in  the  antici|MiioQ  *' 
in  the  let  itself,  is  seldom  experienced  by 
who  are  engaged  manipulating  tbe  ''  weed." 
deed,  I  have  ^ard  it  remarked,  that  where  a  lasa 
could  not  indulge  in  three  pipes  a  day  wj: 
foiling  syiiiptains  nt'  indigestion,  he  cnuld  <' 
tbe  ntunber  aft'^r  he  became  employed  by  a 
coniat,  and  feel  none  of  the  old  symntoius.

As  I  do  not  happen  tu  have  anjr  books  printed 
in  the  sixteenth  centurr,  and  mv  memory  is  be- 
come aoQiewhat  treacaerous,  I  have,  in  om 
inst&Qce  stated  as  a  peculiarity  of  Spenser's,  that 
which  was  the  ordinary  orllio^rnpUy  of  the  dne. 

In  my  remarks  on  Milton's  first  sonnet  there 
are  some  inaccuracies.  His  was  not,  as  t  ttau. 
**  the  carlieat  Enjslish  specimen  of  a  Minnct  fonoid 
on  the  Italian  model,  for  Donne's  Holy  Sam/It 
—  which,  however,  were  not  publisheil  till  llttS 
^ar«  similar  in  constniclion  to  bU  ItaKsa 
mnneta  and  to  that  tn  Cromwell.  Moreovev 
they  had  Italian  authority  for  this  structure;  for 
amoa^  the  thousand  M>nneis  of  T.  Tasso  there  Ht 
two  similarly  formed,  Amando,  ardeitdo,  and  J^ 
parti,  o  romi  ndla .  In  what  I  said  of  tlie  Fkvnck 
sonnet  I  hud  only  the  poets  of  the  seventeenth 
and  eighteenib  centuries  in  view;  but  the  sobbM 
was  a  favourite  form  with  those  of  the  sixtecntk 
century.  Konsiinl,  whom  his  onnntrynK'n  Mifl 
rather  to  underrate,  has  left  a  great  number,  nl 
speaking  of  that  ag«  Ufub'jiu  say*  :

The  eulo^  with  which  the  late  Mr.  Hodd  has 
been  so  deservedly  mentioned  by  Dr.  Bliss,  and 
in  tbe  Oxford  Obituary,  induces  me  to  propose 
that  the  correspondents  of  that  amiable  and  intel- 
ligent bookseller  should  communicate  in  the  pages 
of  "N.  &  CJ."  some  of  tbe  valuable  communis 
cations  received  from  him,  which  they  may  have 
preserved.

"  You  are  quite  right  in  presenting  the  volumes 
of  your  catalogue  to  parties  who  nave  bt^haved 
liberally  towards  you,  i.  e,  towards  the  library. 
Why  not  advertise  it  on  the  wrapper  of  the  Qen- 
tleman'i  MuguziKe,  and  the  Manchester  papers  ? 
Few  persons  are  aware  of  stich  a  catalogue  beine 
in  print,  and  still  fewer  that  there  is  a  thirf 
volume :  reduce  the  price  to  as  low  a  sum  as 
possible  should  yon  act  upon  this  suggestioa.* 

"  What  is  the  meaning  of  your  (Question,  What 
think  you  of  our  University  ?  Ia  it  a  project  for 
one  in  your  part  of  the  world  ?  I  must  plead 
ignorance,  and  beg  pardon  for  not  having  paid 
attention  to  an  announcement  of  such  importance.

pitch  as  the  human  intellect  is  capable  of,  just  as 
they  have  done  manufactures  and  commerce.    All

"  THE    SONGS   OP   TOE   DOAMATISTS." 

There  is  a  little  matter  in  "  The  Soufis  of  the 
Dramatists,"  included  in  Mr.  Bell's  Awiolated 
SritUh  Poeti,  which  seems  to  me  worthy  of  a  note. 
At  p.  46.  are  given  certain  "foots  of  songs,"  sung 
by  Moros  the  Fool  in  the  play  of  Tke  longer  thnu 
lioett  the  more  Fool  thou  art,  by  one  William 
Wft^er.  These  conclude  with  the  following, 
called  — 

"  A  cATce. 

"I  hove  «  pretly  litmousa 

Come  poking  on  iiiy  toe. 
Gt»*ip  with  ynn  1  purpose 

To  drink  befure  I  go. 
Little  pretty  nightingnle, 

Amoag  tlie  branches  green. 
Give  as  of  your  Chrittmas  ale. 

In  the  honour  of  Saint  Stephen. 
Kobin  redbreast  with  his  notes, 

Singing  aloft  in  the  quire, 
Waraeth  to  g«t  your  frieze  coats. 

For  winter  then  drawelh  near. 
My  bridle  lieth  on  the  Bhelf. 

If  you  will  have  any  more, 
Voochsafe  to  sing;  it  yourself. 

For  here  yon  have  all  my  atore." 

This  reads  at  first  atjxht  very  like  nonsense,  and  I 
would  BU'^geit  that  Mr.  Bell  might,  without  incur- 
ting  ibe  risk  of  "  superfluous  annotation,"  have 
taken  a  little  pains  to  reduce  it  to  sense.  To 
be^n  with  the  title,  "  A  Catch  ;"  I  have  not  seen 
the  original  play,  and  cannot  therefore  tell  if  It  is 
•o  desizuated  therein ;  but  T  perceive  that,  in  other 
cases  in  this  bo<^  the  editor  has  given  "head 
lines"  to  composition!  having  none,  and  I  strongly 
anspect  that  ne  has  done  so  in  this  instance.  In 
that  case,  and  indeed  in  uny  ca«e,  I  would  suggest 
that  "A  Catch"  is  a  ml<<nomer.  Th^  would 
imply  that  it  was  a  composition  of  a  peculiar  con- 
Btruction,  intended  to  be  sung  by  several  voices, 
This,  on  the  conti*ary,  is  simply  a  comic  ballad, 
sung  by  one  person  only.  Why  it  should  have 
been  termed  a  cahsh,  is  inexplicable  to  me ;  unless 
on  the  supposition  that  its  real  point  and  purpose 
altogether  escaped  whoever  christened  it;  and 
that,  repard'iBg  it  as  a  piece  of  nonsense,  they 

oonaidersd  u  appropriate  a  title  which  Qoiueaae- 

rowea  hmre  borne  beibre.

But  the  verses  are  in  fact  very  good  sense,  and 
that  sense  it  only  requires  a  Uttle  iteration  in  the 
punctuation  to  make  apparent  on  the  surface. 
The  key  to  tina  right  punctuation  is  however 
found  less  in  the  lines  themselves  than  in  others 
which  precede  them  on  the  same  page.  Referring 
to  some  other  of  the  fool's  snatches,  we  find  one 
ending : 

"IltadmgMdUon&tAdf, 
If  you  will  any  more,  sing  it  yoonelf." 

And  again : 

"  I  have  twenty  more  songs  yet, 

A  fond  woman  to  my  mother.

But  two  houses  now  remain  of  the  former  ham- 
let, so  that  the  picturesque  old  yew-tree  hard  hy, 
the  last  of  his  venemble  race,  is  once  more  left  m 
undisturbed  possession  of  the  soil,  so  far  as  the 
village  is  concerned ;  but  the  name  is  pre:served 
in  tbe  fine  Catholic  collegiate  instiiutiun  of  St. 
Cuthbert  sdjnining,  and  will  probably  receive 
from  it  an  historic  interest,  which  the  hardy 
northern  woodman  to  whom  it  was  first  known 
OS  the  Ushe-shaw,  little  dreamed  would  ever  at- 
tach to  it.

"  Cock  and  pye"  (Vol.  xii.,  p.  104.).— "By  cock 
and  pye!"  was  apparently  a  common  exclamation 
in  the  time  of  Shakspeare.  He  puU  it  into  the 
mouth  of  Page,  in  the  Merrt/  Wioet  o^  Windior, 
Act  L  Se.  I.;  and  of  Justice  Shallow,  in  the 
second  part  of  King  fftury  IV.,  ActV.  Sc.  1. 
Douce  explains  it  thus  : 

"  In  the  days  of  ancient  cbivalry  it  was  the  practice  to 
make  soJemn  vows  or  engagements  fbr  the  performance  of 
some  considerable  entspnse.  This  eercmoay  was  Bsually 
performed  during  some  grand  feist  or  entertainment,  at 
which  a  roasteil  peacock  or  pheasant,  being  serred  up  by 
ladica  in  a  dish  of  gold  or  silver,  was  thas  presented  to 
each  knigbt ;  who  then  made  the  particular  vow  wbich 
he  had  chosen,  with  great  solemnity.  When  this  custom 
had  fallen  into  disuse,  the  peacock,  nevertheless,  con- 
tinned  to  be  a  ravoarite  dish ;  and  was  introduced  on  the 
table  in  a  pie,  the  head,  with  gilded  beak,  being  praadlr 
elevated  above  the  crust,  with  the  splendid  tail  expanded. 
Otber  birds  of  smaller  valne  were  iairoduced  in  the  same 
moaner,  and  the  recollection  of  the  old  peacock-n>wa 
aight  oceasfan  the  less  Bcrious,  or  even  burlesque,  imlta- 
UonofvtveariBg,  not  onlv  hy  the  bird  itaelf,  but  also  by  the

pie;  and  hence,  probably,  the  oath  by  eotk  and  pie,  for  the

It  aeemi  to  me  more  likely  that  the  signa  at 
Ipswich  and  Woodhridee,  in  Suffolk,  were  derlred 
from  this  "dainty  diah"  (like  the  "haunch  of 
venison,"  and  the  "  leg  of  mutton  and  trimminga," 
which  we  find  in  other  localities),  than  from  cock- 
fighting,  which  was  not  confined  to  that  county. 

But  if  any  allusion  to  that  amusement  is  insisted 
upon,  may  it  not  refer  to  some  traditionary  con- 
test between  a  "  cock  and  tpye"  which  was  famoos 
in  the  neighbourhood  ?     This  is  rather  a  supges-

ObiaSm  of  a  White  Bull  (Vol.  viii,,  pp.  1-  2.).-- 
This  singular  custom  not  having  yet  been  eluci- 
dated, I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  passages 
as  in  some  degree  accounting  for  it : 

" Gregory  further  directs  him  [Austin"]  to  accomno- 
date  the  cerenioniea  of  the  Christian  worship,  as  much  m 
po«lble,  to  those  of  the  heathen,  that  the  people  might 
not  be  mnch  startled  at  the  chnnRn ;  and  in  particular  be 
advises  him  to  allow  the  Christian  converts,  on  certiia 
festivals,  to  kill  and  eat  a  great  number  of  oxen  to  the 

glory  of  God,  as  they  bad  formerlv  done  to  the  honour  rf 
le  devil."—  Henry's  Hittoiy  of  Great  BritaiM.

And  in  the  next  page  he  adds : 

*<  And  when  he  (the  French  Emperor)  beheld  the  partr 
in  Great  Britain,  who  bad  all  alone;  denounced  the  war 
(here  as  ntterty  bopelcs  and  irratinnal  on  the  part  of  the 
coaatiT — and  some  of  whom,  in  ihcir  cfbI  ngainit  its  COO- 
tinuance,  and  to  demonstrate  its  absanlilr,  had  actfullr 
corresponded  with  himjelf — on  the  eve  of  getting  pouei- 
■ion  of  the  reins  of  pon-er  in  London,  he  was  Dstnrally  led 
to  believe  that  no  cause  for  disquiet  existed  in  conse- 
qnenre  of  the  futare  efforts  of  England  and  Spain." 

The  evidence  \>j  which  this  charge  is  supported 
is  a  letter  from  Berlhier  to  Marshal  Mnsswa, 
which  Alison  quotes  in  a  foot-note,  as  follows ;

To  which  the  historian  appends  these  comments : 

"The  'extensive  correspondence,'  which  is  here  statel 
to  have  gone  on  between  Kapoleon  and  the  English  op- 
position, took  place  in  March  1811;  that  is,  when  Mu- 
sena  la;^'  at  Santarem,  and  Wellington  at  Cartaxs,— the 
most  critical  period  of  the  campaign  and  the  war.  Not- 
withstanding the  high  authority  on  which  the  existence 
of  this  correspondence  b  asserted,  it  is  impossible  to  be- 
lieve that  it  took  place  with  any  of  the  leaders  of  the 
opposition ;  but  it  ahoirs  with  wfiat  a  spirit  the  psrtr, 
generally  speaking,  mast  have  been  actuated  on  tbe  lab- 
ject,  when  any,  even  the  lowest  of  their  namber,  coold  at 
sach  a  moment  resort  to  rommtinicatioD  with  the  mortal 
enemy  of  their  country." 

This  imputation  of  " coiTe*poad!ng  with  the 
enemy,"  I  bold  to  be  anfounded,  for  the  following 
reasons: 

Ist.  Because  it  is  bard  to  believe,  even  on  the 
testimony  of  Berthier,  that  any  English  statesmsn, 
whatever  utav  have  been  the  complexion  of  bis 
party  or  prejudices,  could  have  been  giulty  of 
such  baseness. 

2ndly.  Because  Alison  biBudf^  who  brings  for- 
ward the  charge,  deems  it  iDcredible  as  regards 
the  "  leaders  of  the  oppontno,"  and  confines  it  to 
the  "lowest  of  tbrir  nwBber."  Bat  he  forgets

OB  THS  COKTUSIOH  Ot  LDBJLS  AKO  OT  TBUIS  n 
THE  WORDS  "FAKSOB,"  "CI^SK,"  "  CDRAXB," 
"  VICAS,"  STC^    or   FOPOLAB   rBBASEOI.aGT. 

It  vos  remarked  by  the  late  Bishop  Copleston, 
that  "  whea  once  a  word  haa  alid  froaa  its  first 
mc»ni[^,  so  as  to  cover  odur  ideas  besides  that,  it 
is  verv  tlifficult  to  recall  it."  In  no  ca»e,  t>erhap3, 
may  this  remark  be  better  illustrated  tbun  in  tne 
popular  use  of  the  terms  panan,  clerk,  nralv,  and 
vicar. 

Id  popular  phraseologj  we  all  undent  and 
partoH  as  nteaoiag  a  clei^jman,  a  person  in  holy 
orders,  who,  by  the  way,  is  legally  termed  a 
clerk. 

We  also  understand  cUrk  as  meaning  the  by 
parish  derk,  who  makes  the  responses  in  church ; 
or  the  stipendiary  assistant  >n  a  lawyer's  <Nr  a 
mercantile  office,  or,  in  odo  word,  a  writer  or 
■cribe;  indeed,  we  term  on  error  made  by  a 
copyist  "a  cUricml  error." 

U'e  fnrther  understand  a  curate  as  nseaning  tb* 
clerical  stipendiary  OKsistant  of  an  incumbent.  So 
exclusively  so,  indeeil,  that  even  (as  in  places  like 
Chi^ltenham)  where  there  are  many  churches 
without  way  i^al  **cure  of  souls"  formally  at- 
tached to  them,  the  incumbenta  are  yet  called 
"  perpetual  curmles,"  and  their  stipendiary  as- 
Bubuiis,  or  clerical  auxiliaries,  are  ksown  as 
curoiet,  nay,  are  licensed  as  such. 

We  also  understand  a  viear  to  be  an  iBcumbent, 
differing  from  a  rector  in  nothing  except  the 
name,  and  the  maaoer  in  which  certain  tithes  are 
paid  in. 

But  let  us  now  tsm  to  the  original  import  of 
these  names.  The  wonl  purmtm  (from  the  Latin 
persona,  as  impersonating  the  perish  in  suits  at 
law)  originally  denoted  the  rector  "  in  contradis- 
tinction to  the  vicar  or  curate  who  was  under 
bim."  (Mant's  Prtufer-BiMtk,  p.  xvii.)  And  so 
wereadin  theCommuDion  Service  of  the"  paraon, 
vicsr,  or  curate,"  receiving  the  Easter  dues. 

The  word  cUrk  originally  denoted  merely  what 
we  should  now  call  an  ediieatnl  pM^on,  viz.  in 
those  days  m,  person  able  to  read,  or  read  and  write. 
Since  few  besides  the  clergy  could  formeriy  read 
or  writ*,  so  the  name  —  in  LaUn  clerictu  —  came 
to  be  almtjst  exclusively  sfiplied  to  theiu  ;  and  the 
result  has  been  that  the  word  derk  came  to  be, 
and  »till  is,  the  technical  legal  designation  of  a 
clergyman.  But  as  tew  lay  people  could  read,  so

to  the  functionary  known  as  the  "  parish  clerk  * 
as  well.  (See  Arcfabi:dum  Whately's  CtmAoM  for 
Ike  Timee,  No.  V.  part  ii.  p.  88.)  And  in  ca^e- 
drals  also,  a  body  of  "  Uy  clerks,"  or  "  singii^ 
men,**  were  also  appointed.  And  tboa  in  the 
Mornins  and  Evening  Service  we  find  mentiea 
QUkdeof  the  "clerks,"  and  in  the  Marriage  Ser- 
vice, of  the  "  clerk."  And  thus  we  can  see  bow, 
by  an  easy  transition,  tbe  term  came  by  degree* 
to  be  apphed  to  persons  of  suffieient  education  m» 
to  be  quidi&eil  to  act  aa  secretaries  in  lawycra'  atid 
mercantile  offices ;  and  at  last  to  generally  draot* 
a  stipendiary  assistant. 

The  word  curate  (from  tbe  Latin  cmrator')  pro- 
perly denotes  one  who  haa  the  charge  or  care  ef. 
In  tbe  Prayer-BotA  it  is  perpetually  used  to 
denote  any  minister  who  has  the  cure  of  smtb, 
whether  rector,  vicar,  or  curate.  I  sui^xne  it 
gradually  came  to  be  limited  to  ^e  stipeodiavy 
assistant  or  deputy,  ia  consequence  of  the  tcarfid 
amount  of  non-residence  on  the  part  of  incum- 
bents in  years  post,  the  curate  being  generally  tb* 
only  person  really  havi^  th*  cure  or  chai^  of 
the  parish. 

The  term  viear  (from  the  LnUn  vicarme)  pr^ 
perly  means  a  deputy,  such  as  a  curate  now  is ; 
and  probably  denoted  an  office  much  the  same  a* 
that  of  curate  does  now.  By  degrees,  as  the  rec- 
torial tithes  became  imprt^iated,  tbe  officiating^ 
minister  came  to  be  regarded  as  an  iacumb^t^ 
under  tbe  nanw  of  viear,  or  rector's  deputy. 

And  now  comes  the  question.  Can  BothiBg  be 
done  towards  rccaUiag  these  words  to  sometbiag 
Like  their  original  and  proper  sens*  P  I  thiak 
something  coukl  be  done,  whenever  aay  new  bill 
may  come  before  parliament  respeetiiw  chuivh 
legislation,  such  as  the  Marquis  of  Blandfiifd's 
promised  bill  for  next  session.

ip»a  faeto^  tbe  old  parish  churcli,  where  tbe  r^ 
gisters  of  baptisms,  marriages,  and  burials,  fi>r 
some  hundreds  of  years  past,  are  to  be  found.

Muny  thousand  senla  of  great  interest  and  value 
have  been  engraved;  but  they  are  so  scattered 
through  numerous  publications  as  to  be  of  little 
practical  use  to  the  antiquary,  from  the  difficulty 
of  a  ready  reference,  even  when  the  volumes  con- 
taining them  occupy  places  on  his  uwo  book- 
shelves. 

Permit  me,  through  yonr  pages,  to  suggest  the 
republication  of  all  existing  woodcuts  and  en- 
gravings of  ancient  seals  that  can  be  i^adily  pro- 
cured. I  do  not  ask  any  particular  editorial  care, 
or  indeed  anything  beyond  a  mere  reprint  of  the 
seals,  with  a  brief  note  to  each,  slating  the  date  of 
the  document  to  which  the  original  u  appended. 
Noparticular  arrangeioeDt  is  requisite,  nor  need 
J^.  30S.] 


there  be  any  provision  for  an  index ;  as  it  is  part 
of  my  plan  that  each  subsoriber,  or  purchaser, 
should  separate  the  seals,  and  re-arrange  theiu  (U 
most  convenient  to  himself  by  inserting  them  in  a 
blank  paper  book. 

I  cannot  doubt  that  the  numerous  sotueties  in- 
terested in  archKology,  publishing  their  transac- 
tions, and  also  many  private  publishers  of  works 
containing  such  illustrations,  would  willingly  per- 
mit the  use  of  their  plates  and  woodcuts  (or  cssit 
from  them)  for  a  purpose  so  largely  and  obvioasly 
useful . 

There  are,  of  course,  many  small  difficulties  to 
be  overcome;  but  I  apprehend  these  would 
speedily  melt  away  in  the  bands  of  an  energetic 
publisher,  possessing  the  confidence  of  the  learned 
societies.  Such  a  work  must  of  necessity  be  in- 
complete ;  bul  every  monthly  instalment,  sup- 
posing it  to  be  published  in  numbers,  would  be  a 
boon  of  such  value  to  the  working  arcbsologist, 
tliat  I  cannot  for  a  moment  doubt  its  ultimate 
success.

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family  documents  supposed  to  be  bo  written. 
From  the  same  cause  we  find  roanj  editors  of 
sncient  English  poetry  piving  us  Buch  forms  u 
Ffor,  Ffrom,  &c.,  all  of  which,  I  contend,  nre 
erroneous ;  for  the  supposed  double  letter  is  only, 
in  reality,  a  single  capital  F,  formed  of  two  strokes 
(as  waa  usual),  and  which  identical  F  is  used  in 
engrossing  deeds  in  every  solicitor's  ofiice.  Any 
person  who  will  talce  the  trouble  to  examine  mi- 
nutely the  use  of  this  pretended  double  f,  as 
compared  with  other  capital  letter^  will  perceive 
the  fallacy ;  and  this  may  be  rendered  clearer  by 
consulting  a  maniisiTipt  in  which  English,  French, 
'and  Latin  poems  or  prose  tracts  nre  written  by 
the  same  psn.  Although  the  Eni;liah  capital  F 
may  be  (anil  has  often  been)  erroneously  copied 
as  Ff  by  an  editor,  he  would  hanlly  venture  to 
regard  the  same  F  as  n  double  letter  in  the  French 
and  Latin  portions  of  the  siime  manuscript.  In 
concluainn  it  may  be  remarked,  thai  in  Old  English, 
us  in  German,  there  was  a  great  tendency  to  em- 
ploy capital  letters  where  we  now  use  small 
letten',  as  in  the  cAe  of  nouns,  adverbs  (com- 
pounded of  a  noun  and  preposition),  &c.  In 
many  instances,  also,  an  ignorant  scribe  employed 
a  capitsi  unnecessarily,  and  which  in  copying 
need  not  be  imitated.  ^i^ 

These  surnames  and  some  others  arc  now-a-days 
often  written  and  printed  as  if  the  initial  letter 
were  originally  a.  dovble  f :  whereas  the  modern 
charact^jr  is  but  ti  corrupted  form  of  the  single 
Old  English  capital  letter  ff,  as  in  the  word  ffullow, 
&c.  Perhaps  the  capital  letter  is  in  its  origin 
simply  a  duplication,  for  the  sake  of  distinction, 
of  the  small  letter  f.  There  may  b?  a  little  af- 
fectation in  writing  double  f  instead  of  single  F. 
I  have  seen  the  name  "Foster"  written  in  the 
following  way  —  "  Ffoster."  This  is  a  step  farther 
in  affectation.  I  may  as  well  follow  the  fashion  ; 
so,  instead  of  W,,  I  will  on  this  occasion  adopt

j;.  oc.  rr.'s  question  would  have  been  more  in- 
teresting and  more  difficult  to  answer  had  he 
inquired  why  our  ancestors  habitually  used  two 
small  fa  as  a  capital,  and  never  two  j's,  or  c's,  or 
r's,  or  other  letters  as  such.  Down  even  to  the 
Stuart  times,  not  only  proper  names,  but  ffishe, 
fflesh,  flbwle,  ffriends,  and  floes,  &c.  were  treated 
in  the  same  manner.  Some  families  retain  the  ff 
on  the  same  "  principle  "  as  leads  certain  Brownes 
nnd  Greenes  to  retain  the  final  e,  as  induces  the

reform  their  spelling  irhen  their  neighboan  did. 
One  perhaps  despis&l  new  fashions,  another  nu^ 
choose  to  spell  his  name  as  bis  fforefiatben  did. 
A  third  might  obtain  property  bequeathed  to  bin 
by  such  a  name  and  might  not  think  it  win  to 
after  it.  A  fourth  might  wish  to  keep  bimsdf 
distinct  from  another  family  of  like  name  wbo  had 
adopted  modern  spelling.  Whatever  was  tliB 
reason,  no  man  can  be  blamed  for  spelling  lui 
name  as  his  family  always  have  done,  tho^^  of 
course  when  modern  spelling  has  once  bea 
adopted  by  a  family,  to  return  to  the  otd.woolil 
be  affectation.

In  the  old  law  hands,  the  capital  F  was  always 
represented  by  two  small  Ts ;  and  this  costoia 
prevailed  amongst  engrossing  clerks  and  writers  in 
attorneys*  offices  to  within  the  lost  fnrtj  year^ 
and  in  some  instances  even  later.  Hence  those 
unacquainted  with  law  bands,  seeing  their  names 
spelt  in  a  deed  (perhaps  not  fifty  years  old)  witb 
what  they  Bupi>osed  lo  he  a  double  f,  have,  unds 
the  idea  that  this  double  f  was  something  unusoa^ 
and  that  their  mime  was  thereby  ruscd  above  tiw 
common  herd  of  other  names  beginning  with  F, 
assumed  the  two  ginall  letters,  instead  of  tlie 
capital  F,  by  way  of  initial,  and  thus  arose  this 
harmless  absurdity. 

How  ridiculous  it  would  seem  to  spell  "  ffrance" 
with  two  small  f's;  and  yet  there  ia  exactly  tiu 
same  authority  for  this  minle  of  spelling  the  Dame 
of  tliat  empire,  as  there  is  for  "  fiuriogton "  and 
"  ffolliott.'*  M.  D.  W.

The  task  of  reconciling  the  discrepancies  be- 
tween cotemporaneoua  historians  has  frequenUy 
been  attended  with  considerable  dificulty,  and 
various  ingenious  theories  have  been  propounded 
to  account  for  contradictions  between  positive 
eye-wiioesses  of  a  fact.

Captain  WUIiam  BaiUie. — I  should  feel  obliged 
to  any  of  your  correspondents  for  some  notices  of 
Capt  William  BailLie,  the  eminent  amateur  artist, 
and  hia  works.  Bryan'si^ic/tonury  contains  honour- 
able  mention  of  him,  and  enumerates  about  fifty 
of  bis  chief  engravings,  the  whole  being  stated  to 
be  about  a  hundred.  Dryan  says  ho  was  bom  in 
Ireland  about  the  year  1736,  but  I  am  not  aware 
of  the  date  of  his  death.  He  was  captain  of  the 
I7th  Regiment  of  Dragoons  in  1753,  and  is  styled 
on  one  of  his  plates  m  1793  "Commissioner  of 
Stamps."  Are  there  any  more  particular  accounts 
of  the  artist,  and  more  complete  list  of  his  engrav- 
ings? His  magmim  opus  was  the  restoration  of 
Rembrandt's  worn-out  plate  of  "Christ  healing 
the  Sick,"  called  "the  hundred  cuilder  print;"  it 
would  be  interesting  to  know  the  hbtory  of  that 
plate  coming  into  his  possession. 

Delt.  ANn  ScoLpr. 

[Capt  William  Baillie  was  bom  at  Kilbride,  co.  Gsr- 
low,  on  Jane  5, 1723.  He  was  educated  in  Dublin  midct 
Dr.  Sheridan,  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  sent  to  Lcaidoa 
for  the  purpose  of  stndying  the  law,  and  with  that  view 
entered  himself  of  the  Middle  Temple.  He,  however,  sooa 
expressed  a  wish  to  enter  the  army,  and  accepted  a  com- 
mission as  the  senior  ensign  in  Harry  PuUeney's,  or  the 
13th  Regiment  of  Foot,  and  was  at  the  battle  of  Callodeo, 
under  the  Doke  of  Cumberland,  and  in  several  engi^ 
ments  in  Giermany  wilb  the  Marquis  of  Gnnby.  In 
1766-6,  when  the  5l8t  Begiment  was  raised,  he  obtained 
a  company,  and  was  with  the  regiment  as  captain  of  the 
Grenadiera  and  paymaster  at  the  battle  of  Umden,  midcr 
Prince  Ferdinand.  Some  time  after  this  he  exchanged 
into  tlie  ITth  Light  Dragoons,  in  which  he  continued 
some  years ;  but,  his  health  failing  him,  he  was  allowed  to 
sell  his  commission,  and  appointed  a  Commissioner  of  the 
Stamp  Duties,  in  which  situation  be  continued  for  twenty- 
five  years,  and  retired  with  a  pension.  He  died  at  Lissoo 
Green,  Paddington,  Dec  22,  1810,  in  his  eighty-eiehth 
year.  The  etching  by  Rembrandt,  restored  oj  the  Cap- 
tain, was  found  among  some  old  copper.  See  the  Semer-

Pluto=the  kingdom  of  tho  ilead^oliti,  all  thr« 
clearly  beyond  the  consumplisc  powers  of  ancimt 
Time,  who  was  liimitelf  de'-troTcd.  and  was  sue- 
ee«<te<d  by  these  three  ruling  powers  in  nature^ 
Jupiter  (the  air)  taking  ponccsion  of  the  earth.{ 

The  priests  of  Cybelc=Bona  Dea  were  well 
known  as  Cory&Mfcs  or  Otdli,  characterised  tn 
[■ems  by  the  tichte  (Winckvlmanii,  CescA.  Sleiae 
itttt  Statch.  p.  .'J'24.).  pn>ptr  10  Saturn,  and  om- 
blematic  of  Ume  and  of  emaaculAtion. 

Cybde  is  represented  »s  a  pregtmnt  wamun 
silting  00  n  lioness,  the  ri^ht  hand  elevated;  on 
the  one  side  the  swo,  on  tbe  other  the  crescent 
moon  :  also,  with  lifihtnine  in  her  right  band  ;  a 
liunoa,  aometimes  standing,  sometimes  walking; 
a  sceptre  in  the  IcA  hand,  and  a  Star  under  her. 
Sometimes  on  a  car  drawn  by  four  lions ;  also

Nothing  in  the  Sibjlline  verses  recorded  indi- 
cates that  tbej  were  the  priestesses  of  Cjbele,  an 
entirclj  gratuitous  assumption  <in  the  part  of 
Faber.  (See  remarks  on  Faber  by  his  quon- 
dam teacher,  J.  D.  Michaelis ;  Motauchei  Itecht, 
Smith's  translation,  vol.  i.  pp.  142 — 152.)  This 
Cabiri  of  Faber  can  scarcely  be  deemed  of  any 
authority  at  the  present  time.  He  has  scarcely  a 
word  on  Cybeic  or  Rhea,  either  in  this  work  or  in 
his  Pagan  Idolatry. 

Mr.  Fox  Talbot,  following  tho  Thracians  in 
honouring  Rbea-Hecate,  has  confounded  Hecate 
with  Cybele.  But  Hecate  was  the  moon  before 
she  had  risen  and  after  she  had  set,  as  abe  was 
Diana  whilst  above  the  bonzon.  And  Cybele,  as 
above  shown,  was  the  inhabited  and  cultivated 
earth=Opa  in  the  Roman  mytholc^.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Gaia  or  Titiea*,  the  uncultivated 
earth,  by  Uranus  (the  heavens).  The  names  are 
indeed  various,  but  the  thing  "  signified  "  is  in- 
telligible enough.

"The  quantities  of  iodide  and  bromide  indicated  abovs 
may  alM>  be  dissolved  in  350  grammes  of  distilled  water; 
satorated  with  sDgxr  of  milk ;  and  250  grammes  of  al- 
cohol added  to  this  solution. 

"  The  papiera  Saxe  immersed  ia  this  liquid  for  four  or 
five  miuQtes  take  a  very  even  rote  tint  in  dryiog.  The 
paper  eon  be  kept  in  longer  without  any  bad  MlTect. 

"  These  papers,  once  dry,  will  keep  indefinitely ;  when 
it  IB  wished  to  sensitise  tham,  float  them  on  a  bath  of 
aceto-niuate  of  silver  of  five  per  cent.,  with  the  addition  of 
from  scvtn  to  eight  per  cent,  of  glaeial  acetic  acid.

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this  should  be  renewed  three  times,  aUowing  a  qnarter 
of  an  boor  between  each  time,  and  dried  afterwards  with 
blotting-paper,  and  the  operations  continiMd  th«  sama^aa 
with  the  wax-paper. 

"  If  the  bath  of  aceto-nitrate  were  more  concentrated, 
ten  per  cent,  for  example,  the  paper  would  not  kM]V 
and  the  print  would  want  delicacy;  if  it  were  weaker, 
it  wonid  be  liable  to  unsensitised  patches,  or  it  woald  be 
necessary  to  keep  the  paper  much  longer  in  the  liqnid. 
This  observation  applies,  I  believe,  to  alt  negative  papers, 
and  above  all  to  those  which  are  not  waxed. 

"  Using  a  lens  of  three  inches  in  diameter,  fifty  centi- 
metres of  focal  length,  with  a  diaphragm  of  fifteen  milli* 
metres,  a  quarter  of  an  hour's  exposure,  instead  of  thirty- 
five  minutes,  is  sufficient  for  photographing  an  old 
building  or  a  street.  Trees  can  be  taaen  in  the  sams 
space  of  time,  if  a  diaphragm  with  a  large  opening  ia 
employed ;  but,  with  tha  same  diaphragm,  it  takes 
fony  ininntes.  It  takes  an  hour  and  a  half  with  waxed 
or  albnmenised  paper.  I  attribute  this  enormona  difler- 
enc«  in  rapidity  to  two  causes :  first,  to  the  diffsreat 
bases  of  the  iodide* ;  and,  secondly,  to  the  abseni:*  of  say 
fatty  substance,  such  as  wax,  which  retards  mora  or 
less  the  formation  of  the  image.  If  the  paper  has  net 
been  altered  by  the  heat,  and  the  remains  of  the  nitrate 
which  has  not  been  removed  by  the  washing,  ttas  whites 
can  be  preserved  two  honre  in  tha  bath  of  gallic  add. 
The  prints  so  obtained  are  delicate,  and  without  iDOgh- 
ncss;  and  the  blacks  are  always  sufficient  whan  Iks 
time  of  exposure  has  been  suitable.

Whitewashing  in  Churchet  (Vol.  ix.,  p.  148.).— 
An  evidence  of  the  antiquity  of  this  custom  is 
afforded  by  the  following  passage  from  Eddlus 
Stephanus,  an  old  monkjsh  historian,  quoted  by 
William  of  Malmsbury.  It  has  reference  to  the 
first  edifice  of  the  cathedral  of  St.  Peter's,  York, 
erected  in  the  beginning  of  the  seventh  century, 
bv  Edwin,  the  first  Christian  king  of  Northumbria. 
This  structure  appears  soon  to  have  been  in  very 
bad  repair.  Eddlus  Stephanus  thus  describes  its 
ruinous  condition,  and  subsequent  restoration  : 

*■  The  leaking  roofs  admitted  rsin,  and  the  open  win- 
dows bifda,  which  built  their  uests  within,  and  were  con- 
stantlv  fljHng  in  and  out.  The  rain  and  birds  together 
defiled  and  iliscoloared  the  neglected  walls.  Bat  oar 
bolr  bishop  (Wilfrid),  in  horror  that  the  honse  of  prayer 
should  bo  thos  bronght  to  resemble  a  den  of  thieves, 
atrsightway  undertook  to  repair  it.  He  restored  the 
rotten  rid^ea  of  the  roof,  and  covered  it  with  pure  lead. 
The  windoifs,  which  formerly  derived  their  li^ht  from

Oq  reading  the  above  panf:raph  I  wai  re- 
minded of  a  circumstftaoe  not  less  deserriiig  of 
honouTftble  record,  that  occurred  twenty-two  years 
sgo,  on  an  occasion  when  the  noble  marquis  ap- 
plied to  me,  then  in  the  foreign  bouse  of  Treuttel 
and  W'Urtz,  the  publisLcrs  of  tbe  Foreign  Quar- 
terly  Seview,  —  for  tbe  purpose  of  ascertaining  tbe 
author  of  an  article  in  the  number  just  then  pub- 
liabed  of  that  Beview  —  an  ariick  with  which  his 
lordship  informed  me  be  bad  been  "  so  struck"  — 
his  own  words — that  be  was  desirous  of  becomin<? 
acquainted  with  the  writer  of  it.  Being  delighted 
by  the  occurrence  of  such  an  onexpected  piece  of 
good  fortune  to  a  young  Irishman  with  whom  I 
had  recently  beeomc  acquainted,  and  whom  I  had 
introduced  to  the  editor  of  the  Renew  (the  late 
Mr.  Cochrane,  of  the  London  Libraiy) — I  in-

almost  universal  aversion  which  this  doss  of  miners 
have  to  enter  the  interior  of  a  mine  on  Good 
Friday,  Innocents'  and  Christmas  Days.

STOPS,   ETC 


In  Vol.  V.  of  "  N.  &  Q.,"  Sib  Hzxkt  Elub  m- 
trndticed  an  inquiry  upon  the  subject  of  stops. 
Ilavlng  "  made  a  note  of  it,"  I  send  you  the 
ritsults,  which  you  can  insert  if  you  think  proper. 
The  comma,  colon,  and  period  I  6nd  in  all  the 
Yolumcd  which  I  have  examined,  from  the  Rule  of 
St.  Benedict  {Paris,  1491)  to  the  Works  of 
rerkins  (London,  1605).  In  a  number  of  in- 
stances the  colon  is  a  atugle  point  (  . ),  but  more 
jieuerally  as  now  (  :  ),  unless  the  single  point  in 
the  body  of  a  sentence  is  to  be  refiorded  as  the 
legitimate  ancestor  of  the  semicolon  ( ; ).  It 
occurs  in  the  book  first  named ;  so  also  docs  the 
note  of  interro}:ation  (?).  In  this  case,  however, 
and  in  some  other  black-letter  hooka,  the  comma 
is  a  small  oblique  line  (,).  In  an  edition  of 
Livy  printed  at  London  in  15S9,  the  note  of  in- 
terrogation is  reversed  (J).  The  earliest  in- 
stances of  the  note  of  admiration  are  these :  Calvin 
Om  tite  Goapets  axdAcIa,  1S6S ;  Ascham's  Epistles, 
London,  1590;  Bunney's  Hestdrntitm,  London, 
15S4— 15d4  :  Cicero,  1594 ;  Perkins'  Workt, 
London,  1605.  In  some  cases  the  note  of  inter- 
n^ation  is  used  for  that  of  exclamation,  as  in 
Cooper's  Thesaunu,  London,  1584.  As  it  re- 
spects the  semicolon,  Sia  Hedkt  Ellis  mentions 
that  Herbert  met  with  it  in  Coverdale's  New 
TesUmenl,  1538,  and  in  Marsh  Oa  Cfiess,  I56S, 
in  each  esse  a  solitary  example,  from  which 
Herbert  infers  it  was  there  used  accidentally. 
Now,  my  notes  extend  to  thirty-four  books,  and 
I  find  the  semicolon  only  in  six  of  them,  there  are 
therefore  twcuty-elgbt  without  it.  Those  which 
contain  it  ore  as  follows :  Bewbi  EpisioUe,  Lug- 
duni,  1538,  where  it  fr-.-quently  occurs ;  Turrianus, 
De  EucharisHa,  lloniiu,  1576;  Bunney's  Reso- 
Iviian,  pi.  i.,  1584,  and  pt.  ii.,  1594;  Pliny's  Na- 
tural History,  Francofurti,  1599 ;  Perkins'  Works, 
London,  1605.  In  some  cases  the  paging  is 
omitted,  in  others  as  now  ;  in  some  volumes  the 
leaves  ore  numbered,  ood  in.  tt\\\«t»  ^laa  t^iso**- 
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It  is  verj  evitleDt  that  a  long  time  elapsed  before 
the  systematic  and  uniform  method  of  poiotin]; 
was  adopted  with  which  we  are  so  familiar ;  and 
the  same  may  be  said  of  the  mode  of  indicating 
quotations  and  emphatic  passages.  On  the  former 
of  these  I  would  observe,  that  marka  of  quotation, 
similar  to  our  inTCrted  commas,  have  been  founti 
in  very  ancient  oriental  manuscripts,  the  saitE 
marks  being  placed  in  the  mai^in,  opposite  each 
line  of  extract  After  prindng  was  introduced, 
quotations  were  frequenUy  undbtinguished  by  the 
printer;  sometimes  they  were  printed  in  a  dif- 
ferent type,  as  the  text  and  its  commentary,  and 
lastly,  either  inclosed  in  brockets,  or  marked  by 
commas.  These  last  again  were  placed  either  at 
the  b^inning  of  every  line,  or  at  the  commence- 
ment and  conclusion  of  the  quotation.  Having 
Mud  so  much,  I  would  only  add,  that  it  is  pecu- 
iiarly  interesting  to  observe  the  successive  steps 
which  brought  the  noble  art  of  printing  to  that 
degree  of  perfection  which  it  has  now  attained.

Liberty.  —  TTie  Japanese,  whom  we  regard  as 
being  at  best  only  semi-barbarians,  nerer  ponish 
any  one  for  escaping  from  prison,  lley  hold 
that  it  is  the  natural  right  of  every  one  to  exert 
his  ingenuity  for  regaining  his  liberty,  and,  when 
retaken,  no  harshness  is  used  in  the  conveyance 
back  or  sal»e<juent  detention.  If  there  be  blame 
anywhere,  it  is  with  those  who  suffered  him  to 
escape  through  remissness  in  vigUaace.  Hiia  we 
have  on  the  authority  of  a  Biunan,  who  was  one 
of  the  few  survivors  from  a  vessel  wrecked  on 
their  inhospitable  coast.  After  being  incarcerated 
according  to  their  accustomed  rule,  ne  escaped  to 
where  be  expected  a  boat  would  take  him  to  some 
of  the  European  ships  in  the  offing,  bat  be  was 
recaptured,  and  lodged  again  in  prisoo.  He  was

Query,  would  not  this  refined  notion  of  liberty, 
entertained  by  those  generally  deemed  barbarians, 
be  worth  imitation  by  what  we  call  polished 
nations  ?  When  we  capture  an  escaped  delm- 
quent  we  load  him  with  fetters,  and  punish  him  by 
various  restrictions  on  his  usual  indulgences,  and 
sometimea  even  in  his  food.  Besides  these  se- 
verities by  underlings,  the  law  deems  escape  from 
prison  a  crime,  and  the  culprit  feels  its  effects 
accordingly.  C.  B.  A.

Who  19  the  author  of  that  well-known  pro- 
duction, TTie  Life  of  David;  the  Man  afler  Go^t 
own  Hearty  18mo.,  London,  1761  ? 

In  a  note  prefixed  to  Suul,  Dramc,  Traduit  de 
rAn<;lai9  de  M.  Hut,  1763,  Voltaire  gives  the 
following  iiiforination :

Indigo^  d'avoir  entendu  im  pr^cateor  com- 
parer ii  Darkl  le  roi  George  11.,  qui  n'avait  ni  aa«M*iii^ 
pcr.-ioiiiie,  ni  fait  briiler  sea  prisonoien  franfaia  dana  lea 
fojm  ji  briquea,  il  fit  uoe  justice  &;latante  de  ce  roitelet 
juif." 

This,  by  the  way,  may  be  the  "dd  Huet*' 
apokiTi  of  by  Brydone,  Rnd  alluded  to  in  "N.  & 
Q."  (Vol.  XI.,  p.  426.).  1  may  also  add  thst  Savi 
was  reiranalated  into  English  as  from  Voltaire,  by 
"  Oliver  Murtext,  of  Arden,"  and  publiabed  in 
1820  by  Carlile,  who  baa  somewhat  dishonestly 
suj^presscd  the  explanatory  "  avis  "  of  the  French 
writer :  but  to  return  to  The  Life  of  David. 
Voltaire  again  {Diet.  PhiL,  mb  voce  "David") 
attributes  tliia  performance  to  "  M.  Hut,"  but 
now  correctly  gives  1761  na  the  date  of  pub- 
litatiun.     He  adds : 

"  Pcrsoane  oe  munniira  en  Augleterre  cwitre  ranteor ; 
sou  livro  fut  niiniprinu:  avec  I'upprubation  publiqoe." 

My  own  impression  was  that  the  book  was  the 
M^ductiun  ol'  the  well-known  and  cruelly  treated 
Peter  Annet.  It  is  a»  attributed  in  the  title-page 
of  a  reprint  by  Consius,  a  year  or  two  back,  and 
also  in  the  index  to  the  Eiksc.  Britauniem,  though 
in  the  article  to  which  it  refers  ("  Life  of  S. 
Chandler  ")  the  name  of  Annet  is  not  made  use 
of.  ^Vatt  and  Lowndes  afford  un  information  on 
the  subject,  Wulkins  (Bing.  Diet.)  includes  it 
among  Annet's  productions*;  but  in  some  inl«r- 
csting  letters  in  Uie  Oent,  Mag.  on  the  aut^ect 
of  Annet  and  his  persecutions,  no  mention  of  the 
work  occurs  in  connexion  with  him. 

Finally,  the  following  extract  from  the  cata- 
logue of  an  intelligent  bibliopole,  Mr.  J.  R.  Smith, 
for  April  1852,  throws  additional  doubt  upon  the 
authorship :

"  Voa  cannot,  T  am  snre.  Sir,  hare  forvot  that,  in  the 
year  1805,  an  English  bishop  naa  consulted  hy  a  ladr, 
one  of  his  fricnda,  on  the  important  and  especially  difficult 

Iueslion,  whether  she  could  in  conscience  marry  her 
BUf^titer  to  a  man  who  was  alien  to  the  Anglican  Church 
(although  neither  Catholic  nor  Protestant). 

"  The  reply,  which  the  principal  parties  interested  did 
not  keep  secret,  and  which  was  communicated  to  me  in 
your  companr,  is  one  of  the  moat  curious  things  I  ever 
read  in  my  li^ 

**  He  himself  knew  a  gentleman,  an  alnmnna  of  Eton 
and  Cambridge,  who,  after  baring  duly  examined,  to  the 
best  of  his  ability,  the  grounds  for  the  two  religions, 
decided  for  that  of  Rome.  He  does  not  blame  him,  and 
consequently  be  believes  that  the  tender  mother  may, 
with  all  safety  to  her  conscience,  marry  her  daughter  out 
of  the  Anglican  Church,  although  the  children  by  this 
marriage  abouM  be  educated  in  the  religion  of  her 
husband."

"  The  words  of  the  good  bishop  are  as  follows :  ■  If  in

Ua  beginning  ia  the  eiril  l>w  bj  the  Imperiiil  Con- 
atttutions."  So,  too,  Cowel  attributes  the  begin* 
ntng  of  the  execntor  to  **  the  Constitations  of  the 
Enmersn,  who  fint  pemriited  tho^e  that  thought 
good  by  their  wills  to  bestow  anything  upon  godly 
wad  cbantable  nses,  to  appmiit  whom  tliey  pleased 
tD  soe  the  same  performed." 

It  aeenis  to  me  impossible  to  pcrnse  the  chapters 
of  the  civil  law  quoteil  by  these  anthorities  with- 
ont  weing  that  the  office  of  executor  waa  known 
to  the  Bomans,  althoagh  not  by  the  modem  name 
of  executor,  which,  as  Lord  Hai-dwicke,  in  a  case 
reported  in  the  third  volume  of  Atkim's  Reports, 
mud,  "  b  a  barbarous  term  nnknown  to  that  law." 
Godolphin  also  trvals  the  execntor  as  known  to 
the  civil  law,  in  the  Ham  Testamentariiu  (part  2. 
&1.S.  I.);  and  so,  too,  Swinbnm,  in  bis  Treatite 
am  WUU.  The  cnstnm  of  makrng  wills  among  the 
Teutonic  nations  is  ascribed  by  Selilen  to  the 
Bomans,  and  to  the  reception  by  Germanic  na- 
tions of  the  Koman  law.  Excentors  are  often 
named  in  Angli^-Saxon  wills;  and  there  is  every 
reason  for  bdleving  that  the  custom  of  makii^ 
devises  of  lands  as  wdl  as  chattels  wns  mtrodoeed 
into  England  from  Rome  by  Augostme.  Wilts 
were  not  considered  in  the  9»me  ceremonioua 
pcnnt  of  view  as  the  Roman  Teitamenti.  They 
were  partly  a  settlement  or  grant,  and  a  testa- 
ment, and  corroborated  by  being  witnessed  by 
prelates,  who  are  made  to  some  extent  exe- 
cntora ;  a  portion  of  tbe  testator's  property  bein^ 
usually  bequeathed  to  pious  pnrposes,  in  whidi 
case  even  the  Roman  law  allowed  the  intervention 
of  clergy.  (Kemble's  Introd.  to  Cod.  Dipt,  JBvi 
Saxom^  p.  cviii.)  The  Anglo-Saxon  prelates  seem 
to  have  answered  to  the  functionaries  of  tbe 
Pontifical  College  in  this  respect,  who  hod  the 
care  and  superintendence  of  wilts  and  executory 
trusts.  Mr.  Kemble  doubts  whether  probate  was 
required  among  the  Anglo'Saxons.  There  are 
Saxon  wills  in  which  a  Ugabu  is  not  designated 
or  appointed  for  the  execution  of  the  testator's 
wishes.  In  some  cases  (as  in  the  will  of  Elfbelm, 
in  Lye's  Saxon  Dictionary,  vol.  ii.,  appendix) 
there  ia  a  request  to  the  superior  lord,  which  runs 
at  that  instance — '*Jam  oro  te,  dileete  douiiiie,  ut 
menm  testamentam  store  possit,  et  tu  ne  sinas  nt 
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rpstim  quTB  pa-rertat."  The  enfiest  will  prfnted  in 
Mr.  Kemble's  valuable  collection  of  Anglv-Saxon 
documents  is  of  the  ninth  century.  The  Legabtn 
teitaHKRtnm  is  rendered  tn  tbe  Ai^lo-aaxon 
5Pn«T*n  5*T*^"Jl'[*  (gereftn  gesetnyase)  — •  wwrua 
which  seem  *p^  to  designate  a  repmnta/he 
fiinctionary.  Glanville  (writing,  I  need  hariBy 
say,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.)  says  the  executon 
of  a  testament  sfaouM  be  swch  persons  as  the  tes- 
tator has  chosen  for  that  purpose ;  but  if  he  doth 
not  nominate  any  person,  the  nearest  of  kin  sad 
relatioBs  msr  take  npon  them  thecfaarge  (Lib.  vii. 
ch.  6.).  This  latter  is  the  ereeutor  ah  Epivtopa 
CatutHutm  mentioned  by  the  Canonists  md  oM 
writers  on  wills;  the  former  is  the  executor  a 
testatore  Constitutra,  or  Executor  Ttsteatniarvtr, 
who  rs  usually  meant  by  the  term  executor.  The 
older  authorities  of  ecclesiastical  law  treat  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  execator  as  essential  to  a  testa- 
Bient;  bat  this  strictness,  as  ia  remarked  l^  Ac 
learned  author  of  WiUiama  ok  ExertUm-t,  has  long 
eeased  to  exist.  I  have  not  any  retiarance  to  the 
first  known  appearance  of  the  tera  exsciUor  in 
our  Tec(»da.  In  the  Itoddi  ParL,  mentton  i*  mad« 
of  tbe  execntura  of  the  wiU  of  Bishop  John  de 
Ryrkeby  in  A.i>.  1290l  ^Nicolas,  ia  his  AncUwt 
WilU,  does  not  •live  an  older  example,  but  tbefe 
is  no  doubt  the  term  has  been  known  to  our  lav 
froaa  a  amch  earlier  period.

OGHAK   CHAaACTXaS. 

(YoL  xi,  p.  285.) 

In  "  N'.  &  Q.""  there  arc  some  remarks  by  Da. 
Chabi-tos  on  the  art  of  writing  in  Ogham  charac- 
ters. Dk.  C.  seems  to  think  that  those  cbanKtera 
originated  in  the  Runic.  However,  in  the  Srithh 
Cydopttdia  of  Literatmre,  Ac,  a^^  Ociiiif,  it  is 
suggested  that  they  were  brought  over  to  Ireland 
by  the  Iberian  colonists  of  that  country;  and  the 
crrcnmstance  is  mentioned  that  in  Kerry  eooD^, 
the  county  in  whieh  the  Ibertan  n^nists  are 
said  to  hare  landed,  the  greatest  number  <tf  stones 
inscribed  with  Ogham  characters  have  been  di»* 
covered.  This  subject  deserves  &rther  inquiry; 
and  with  7TIMC  ^^etntts»«L  \  -wSft.  iwMiltvm.  *.  w^ 
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which  seenu  to  aapport  the  Utter  hypothesis,  and 
then  suggest  how  the  truth  of  it  may  be  tscer- 
taioed. 

There  can  be  little  doabt  that  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  earliest  inhabitants  of  Britain  came 
from  Spain.  Ai^uing  from  certun  phjsical  pecu- 
liarities, Tacitus  derives  the  Silures  from  thence; 
and  this  is  not  ontjr  supported  b;  the  number  of 
Iberic  words  occurring  as  names  of  places  in  the 
country  inhabited  by  those  people  (South  Wales), 
but  by  the  very  name  of  the  Scilly  islands  — 
SUura — showing  that  they  had  originally  been 
peopled  by  the  same  nation.  Now,  as  the  Scillies 
are  on  the  direct  road  to  Spain,  what  can  be  more 
probable  than  that  the  Silures,  sailing  from  Spain 
to  Britain,  lefl  some  of  their  number  behind  on 
those  islands  F  In  a  Tork  recently  published  (A 
Londowr't  Walk  to  the  LamTa  End,  and  a  Trip  to 
Sdiig  IdcM)  the  following  passage  occurs  : 

"  Some  of  the  atonw  [in  the  ScdUies]  are  farrowed  with 
what  appear  to  b«  dee|d7-graTen  and  myBterioos  Bnaes." 

I  have  little  doubt  that  these  inscripdons  are 
Ogham  ioscriptiona,  and  that  they  are  the  work  of 
the  Iberian  colonists  settled  in  the  Scillies. 

Now,  if  the  inscriptions  mentioned  in  the  pas- 
sage which  I  have  quoted  were  examined,  and 
they  proved  to  be  in  the  Ogham  characters,  it 
would  go  far  to  prove  that  tlK»e  characters  were 
originally  used  by  the  Iberians.  Farther,  in  Spain 
itself  inscriptions  have  been  diseovered,  bat  the 
southem  antiquaries  have  not  yet  been  able  to 
decipher  them.  (See  Miebuhr's  X«etere«  oa  Axe. 
Etkn.  amd  Gtog.)  If  they  were  examined  and 
proved  to  be  alw  in  the  Ogham  character,  not 
only  would  the  origin  of  that  mode  of  writing  be 
discovered,  bat  the  story  of  the  Iberian  settle- 
ments in  Irdand,  and  of  the  Iberian  oii^  of  the 
Silures,  would  be  shown  to  rest  on  an  historical 
baait.

That  the  expressions  which  W.  M.  T.  quotes 
are  all  more  or  less  elliptical,  there  is  no  doabt» 
bat  surely  W.  B.  C's  ellipses  are  a  liule  too 
richerehL  Does  W.  B.  C.  really  beUeve  that  the 
folks  who  now  say  **  three  and  eleven  pence  half- 
penny is  not  a  lugh  price  for  good  Irish  cloth," 
were,  at  some  remote  period,  in  the  habit  of  saying 
"  the  sum  of  three  shillings  and  eleven  pence  vA 
a  halfpenny  is  not  a  high  price  to  give,"  or  to  adc 
for  (a  certain  quantity  oi)  good  Irish  cloth  P  or 
is  tlus  merely  a  useful  grammatical  fiction,  like 
the  "  original  contract"  between  king  and  people^ 
which  you  may  talk  about  without  believing  that 
it  was  ever  actually  signed,  sealed,  or  delivered? 
When  I  say  "  ninety-five  is  a  great  age,"  I  quite 
agree  with  W.  B.  C.  that  the  words  "  nmety-five" 
alone  mean  nothing;  but  there  is  logically  no 
omission,  save  of  the  substantive,  which  most  be- 
long to  the  adjectives  ninety-five.  Yet  the  verb 
is  used  in  the  singolar ;  and  the  original  reasaa 
for  this  was,  not  that  the  expression  was  onoe 
thrice  as  long,  but  that  the  idea  In  the  mind  is  of 
a  total.  But  I  am  not  at  liberty  to  use  a  singular 
verb  in  axtf  case  where  any  nominative,  being 
plural,  is  resolvable  into  a  total  I  cannot,  for 
mstance,  say  "ninety-five  soldiers  is  ■iTivwV 
and  excuse  myself  by  saying  that  I  meant  **• 
company  consisting  of  ninety-five  soldiers  is  sr- 
rived;"  and  that  T  consdered  the  word  aaJdun 
in  the  "  abbreviated  sentence  to  be  used  in  the 
genitive  case."

But  W.  B.  C-'s  theory  of  ellipses  fumishea  an  ^• 
planation  in  a  moment.  The  part  sa[q>reased  ia 
the  sentence,  as  it  originally  stood,  is  "  are  yoa 
alluding  to  — ?"  Here  yon  have  at  once  *pn* 
poeitioD  properly  governing  an  accnaative.  lien 
la,  in  fact,  scarcely  any  violation  of  the  roles  of 
syntax  which  may  not  be  justified  in  some  way  by 
the  suf^xwition  of  an  ellipse.  It  is,  therefore,  not 
because  the  expresnona  referred  to  may  be  capable 
of  rational  explanation,  bat  became  they  an  re- 
ceived idioms,  that  I  am  allowed  to  euploT  tl»m.

Bitson  himself  notes 
that,  in  the  one  that  came  before  his,  "  Elsie  "  was 
altered  into  "Alice"  throughout.  The  Durham 
TersioD  betrays  its  secondary  character,  as  follows :

The  apportionment  of  the  ballads  of  the  north 
country  between  England  and  Scotland,  as  to 
authorship,  may  perhaps  only  need  a  little  more 
criticism  than  has  been  applied.  For  instance, 
the  ballad  of  the  "  Heir  of  Linne"  is  given  to 
Scotland  because  certain  Scottish  phrases  occur, 
and  because  by  the  tenor  it  appears  that  the  hero 
ita»  a  laird  whr>se  title  came  and  went  with  bis 
estate.  But  what  Scottish  phrase  is  there  of  any 
period  to  which  this  ballad  can  be  assigned  which 
was  not  current  in  the  north  of  England  P  And 
was  no  such  thing  known  in  England  u  a  barony 
by  tenure  ?  The  first  stanza  of  the  song  furnishes 
t  presumption  that  the  ballad  is  English :

Old  CoUege  of  PhyndoM  (V(J.  xii,  pp.  66.

I  do  not  find  any 
clue  to  these  names  in  Watt,  unless,  indeed,  the 
reverend  was  Leonard  Howard,  DD.,  subse- 
quently of  St.  George's,  Southwark,  who  pub- 
lished several  works,  and  amongst  them  a  toIueuc 
of  Thirteen  Sermant. 

In  May,  1739,  Woodfall  appears  to  haTeprinted, 
for  Millar,  Thomson's  play  of  £(iirar(/ai»f£/raiu>r[i. 
The  only  fact  of  interest  is,  that  3500  coinuion 
and  1000  fine  royal  copies  were  published  of  the 
first  edition.  Brave  times  thooe  for  dramatic 
writers!  Even  of  a  tragedy  by  one  less  cele- 
brated, the  numbers  printed  would  startle  our 
degenerate  public.  Thus  of  Armenitn,  by  W. 
Pateraon,  March,  1739-40,  no  k-ss  than  2000 
common  and  400  fine  copies  were  struck  off  for 
a  first  edition!  It  must,  however,  be  admitted 
that  a  factitious  interest  attached  to  both  these 
plan's.  As  is  well  known,  the  chamberlain  refused 
to  license  Edward  and  EUanora,  in  consequence 
of  Thomson's  connexion  with  the  opposition  and 
the  court  of  the  Prince  of  Wales ;  and  it  was  said 
tbat  Pateraon  having  acted  as  a  friendly  amanu- 
ensis to  Thomson,  the  copy  of  Edward  and 
EUanora  read  by  the  censor  was  in  Paterson's 
handwriting,  and  therefore,  and  for  no  other  I 
reason,  a  licence  was  refused  to  Armeniag. 

I  find  also  in  the  ledger  an  account  of  a  tragedy 
not  mentioned  in  the  Biog.  Dram.,  but  I  know 
not  whether  the  party  charged  was  author  or 
bookseller.

H.  Woodfall,  Jun.,  appears  to  have  printed  a  good 
,  deal  for  Dr.  Webster,  and  Webster,  I  think,  pub- 
lished often  on  his  own  account.  AVcbster  was  a 
voluminous  writer,  who,  says  Chalmers,  "  wns  not 
entitled  to  much  more  respect  than  he  received," 
for  though  he 'himself  said  that  "be  deserved  to 
have  his  statue  set  up  in  every  trading  town  in 
England"  for  his  pamjihiet  on  tlie  woollen  trade, 
yci  "  when  the  demand  for  tbat  pamphlet  sub- 
sided, he  actually  published  an  answer  to  it," 
under  the  title  of  7'Ae  Draper's  Reply.  This  was 
not  a  very  grave  oSence,  and  I  suspect  nut  the 
only  instance  in  which  the  Doctor  replied  to  his 
own  pamphlets.  Some  of  the  following  tracts  are 
not  mentioned  by  AVatt.  In  October,  1740, 
Woodfall  printed  for  the  Doctor  Contequencet  of 
Trade,  ana  Kov.  18  a  third  edition  of  aame  work ; 
and  in  December  the  Doctor  replied  to  his  own 
J)raper's  Reply,  uid  printed  The  Draper  Cmfiiled;

"  Thomas  Carew,  Esq.,"  appears  to  have  taken 
part  in  this  controversy,  as  I  find  him  charged 
with  "printing  a  pamphlet  concerning  the  ex- 
portation of  wool." 

When  an  edition  of  Francis's  Horace  was  first 
published  in  London  does  not  appear  either  in 
Chalmers  or  Watt;  indeed,  the  first  Liondon 
^ition  mentioned  by  Watt  is  the  eighth,  that  of 
1778.  Chalmers  says  that  the  translation  of 
Horace  first  mode  Francis  known  in  England 
about  1743,  and  that  some  time  afWr  he  came 
over  to  England,  and  in  1753  published  a  trtni- 
lation  of  part  of  the  Orations  of  Demoglhenet. 
Considering  the  large  inferences  which  have  beea 
drawn  from  an  assumed  connexion  between  the 
son  ofthe  Doctor  and  the  son  of  H.  Woodfall  in  the 
great  Francis- Junius  theory,  it  may  not  be  wi^ 
out  inter^t  to  show  that  the  fathers  were  probabW 
acquainted  before  the  sons  met  at  St.  Paul  s  SdxxiL

Tkanus  Salmon. —  la  1376,  50  Edw.  lU^  a 
petition  to  the  crowa  prayed,  that  wKereas  tbe 
salmon,  and  other  fish  in  the  Thames,  was  taken 
and  destroyed  by  engines  placed  to  catch  tbe  fry, 
which  fry  was  then  used  for  feeding  pigs,  a  law 
might  be  passed  to  take  up  all  the  trunks  (*'  tons 
lea  trynks")  between  London  and  the  sea,  and 
forbid  them  for  time  to  come :  also,  that  no  salmon 
be  taken  between  Gravesend  and  Henley  Bridge 
in  winter ;  that  ia  to  say,  between  the  Feast  of  the 
finding  of  the  Cross  and  the  Epiphany ;  end  that 
the  river-guardians  suffer  no  net  but  of  large 
mesh.  The  petition  (which  is  in  French)  con- 
cludes thus  :  "  Awaiting  which,  most  redoubtable 
lord,  if  it  shall  please  your  Highness  thus  to  make 
order  for  the  three  next  years,  all  your  people 
repairing  to  London,  or  bordering  the  river,  shall 
buy  as  good  a  salmon  for  two  shillings  as  they 
BOW  get  for  ten."     {Peiitionet  in  Parliamenio.) 

Smithfield  Market  a  Nuisance  nf  Five  hundred 
Years'  standing.  — 13B0,  3  Richard  II.  "  The  gen- 
tlemen about  Court,  and  others  tiie  frequenters 
and  inhabitants  of  Smithfielil  and  Holborn,  make 
petition,  that  by  reason  of  tiie  great  and  horrible 
putrescence  and  deadly  abominutions  ('  grantz  et 
horribles  puours  et  abominations  morteles')  day 
by  day  prevailing  there,  from  corrupt  blood, 
entrails  of  oxen,  sheep,  and  pigfi,  slain  in  the 
butchery  near  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas  at  New- 
gate, and  thrown  into  the  various  ditches  of  two 
enclosures  (gardyns)  near  Holborn  Bridge,  the 
aforesaid  people  about  the  Court  by  the  infection 
of  the  air  have  already  sufifered  much  disease,  and 
humbly  pray  that  for  their  own  ease  and  quiet- 
ness, as  well  as  for  the  honour  of  the  city,  a  pe- 
nal ordinance  shall  compel  the  butchers  henceforth 
to  kill  all  their  beasts  at  Knightsbridge ;  or 
wherever  they  shall  not  be  a  nuisance  to  the 
King's  subjects,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  all  animals 
killed  at  Newgate,  and  imprisonment  for  one  year ; 
and  obliging  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen  to 
enforce  judgment."  To  this  petition  it  was  re- 
plied, that  there  was  already  an  Ordinance  en- 
rolled in  Chancery  in  the  time  of  the  late  King 
Fdward,  designed  to  remedy  the  evil.  J.  W. 


PSSMUTATtNO   HEXAMSTEKS. 

In  the  Catholic  serial  7^e  Lamp,  for  Jane  17, 
1854,  there  is  a  paper  on  the  "  Curiosities  of  the 
Anagram,"  in  which  the  statement  is  made,  as 
from  the  Athenatan,  that  "  the  verse 

'  Tot  tibi  lont  dotes,  Yitgo,  quot  udera  colo  * 

wilt  admit  of  its  words  being  combined  in  102*2 

different  wajs."     Ifow  this  assertion,   although 

true,  does  not  conttun  the  whole  tiutb,  for  tEe 
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words  of  which  the  line  in  question  is  composed 
being  nine,  they  are  of  course  susceptible  of  a  far 
greater  number  of  permutations,  viz.  362,860 ; 
but  as  they  form  a  verse,  and  as  such  are  subject, 
a^to  their  position,  to  the  laws  of  prosody  (for  in- 
stance, the  line  cannot  begin  or  end  with  ^i,  or 
end  with  tidera,  &c.),  tbe  number  of  permutations 
is  greatly  restricted,  but  not  so  far,  as  a  subse- 
quent quotation  will  show,  as  to  1022.  The  mis- 
statement is  of  course  of  little  moment ;  but  its 
rectification  allows  me  to  notice  a  forgotten  cari- 
osity of  literature,  of  which  no  mention  is  made 
by  Sir  A.  Croke  or  Mr,  Sandys  in  their  respective 
essays  on  Rhyming  iMiin  Verse  and  Macartme 
Poetry,  to  nei^er  of  which  classes  of  /ncetite,  in- 
deed, it  can  be  said  to  belong.  The  title  of  the 
work  in  question  is  as  follows : 

"Eryci  Pvteaai  Pietatis  Thvmsta  in  Bemardi  Bavhvm 
k  Bocietate  Jesv  Protevm  Parthenivm,  Vniiu  Libri  Ter- 
svm,  Tnius  VeravsLibram.  Stellanim  namero.  sinefonnii 
M.XXIL,  variatum.  Antverpis,  Ex.  Officina  Plaotlnian^ 
M.DC.XVIL,  folio,  pp.  1:22." 

The  author  of  this  laborious  triQe  wa»  Henri 
Dupuy,  otherwise  Van  de  Futte,  better  known 
under  his  Latinised  cognomen  of  Erycius  Putea- 
nus.  He  was  a  native  of  Vanlo  in  Gueldera,  and 
occupied  the  chair  of  Belles- Lettres  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Louvain  for  the  greater  part  of  his  life. 
To  a  notice  of  this  author  and  his  works  in  the 
Biog.  Uttiverselle,  torn.  xii.  p.  323.,  is  appended 
the  following  note  in  relation  to  the  verse,  of  the 
repetition  of  which  in  its  various  forms  the  book 
mainly  consists : 

"Ce  vers  imBgiii^  par  le  P.  Banhuvs,  j&nite  de  Lao- 
vain,  peat  r^lletnent  se  relouraer  de  3312  mani^rea,  coimiia 
I'a  d^monCnf  Jacq.  Bernouillt  daru  son  Art  canitdamiSi 
mais  Dupuy,  voulant  suivre  I'all^gorie  indiqu^s  par  la 
vera  m^me,Ven  em  tenu  ii  1022,  nombre  dea  ^toiles  Rx<k 
dans  tous  les  catalo^rues  des  nncieng  astronomes.

I  have  seen  complicated  statements,  which  hare 
appeared  to  roe  to  be  erroneous,  as  to  the  number 
of  permutations  of  which  a  "letter  padlock"  is 
susceptible.  Let  such  a  lock  be  composed  of  a 
revolving  rings,  each  ring  containing  x  letters  of 
the  alphabet  then  I  imagine  that  tbe  formula  z*; 
will  correctly  express  the  permutnbility  of  tbe  in- 
strument.

It  has  a  strange  sound — rery  straoge  in  tfiese 
days  of  general  etiliglittinment,  of  arRhmological 
research  and  information^ to  hear  a  oorr«spoa- 
dent  of  "  N".  k  Q."  declaring  that  "  an  explanation 
of  one  of  oar  household  wonU,  imported  from 
Scandinavia,  appears  to  be  far-fetched."  Far- 
fetched !  why  F.  night  as  well  consider  it  to  be 
far-fetched,  that  his  own  personal  designation 
should  have  come  down  to  him  Grom  the  fathers  of 
his  family.  Letlum  leam,  tihen,  that  not  oae  only, 
but  the  vast  majority  of  our  household  words  bad 
their  birth  "  deep  iu  those  frozen  regions  of  the 
North,"  whenoe,  vt  is  not  improbable,  hia  own  dis- 
tant anoestry  themselves  flriginaliyaprang.  ^corii, 
oak,  apple,  elm,  heeek,  <uk,  &c  are  Scandinavian 
appellutiiina.  So  are  jfoar  and  mmitk,  ttemng  and 
moriung,  night  aod  (iay,  and  the  names  indeed,  as 
every  school-miss  would  be  ready  enoujrh  to  ia* 
form  him,  of  alt  the  days  of  the  week.  lie  cannot 
speak  of  house  or  toife,  Jlf  he  be  in  the  enjoyment 
of  these  blessings,  oi  father  or  mother,  of  son  or 
daughter,  of  his  bed  or  hit  bolster,  of  die  MUws, 
fire-shoDel,  or  tomgt,  of  what  be  eats  or  what  he 
drinks,  of  his  flesh,  baites,  or  Hood,  of  scaroely  any* 
tiling  he  has  the  capacity  to  see  or  di»oourse  abomt, 
without  employing,  in  no  inoonsiderable  extent, 
the  language  of  ancient  Scandinavia ;  frequently, 
as  in  such  common  ooUaquialisats  aa  ^tmiii,  tit, 
hand,  able,  duielUmg,  bmast,  itnoa,  steal,  murder,  ^ 
ii/,  dark,  angel,  deaf,  eailg,  fM,  tittle,  better,  fee., 
with  only  a  very  alight,  if  any,  variation  of  sound 
or  orthography.  xoQ  term  kousehnld  words  itself 
has  a  Scaudinavifm  paternity.  We  any  tea^wght 
and  fortnight,  because  the  people  of  the  North 
used  such  method  of  reckoning  time.  The  prin- 
cipal objects  of  their  worship  still  live,  as  well  in 
the  names  of  many  of  our  burghs  and  Aorps,  as 
in  those  of  not  a  few  of  the  faiUs  and  atreams  and 
stber  natural  featuraa  of  o«r  taland.  We  have 
Wednasbury  from  Woden  4  and  die  Irmaig^raai, 
wiueb  atretched  from  fit.  David's  to  Somhrnptoo, 
£vj:b  tbe  world-famed  idol  IrmintiL  And  tbea 
iierg  are  Saldergarth,  Wodencrofi,  sa&  ThorKhvtk 
J/b,  308.] 


uid  the  family  names  of  Buldtrslon,  ThorkettUt 
and  Thurston.  That  venerated  name  of  Grod, 
which,  amongst  the  northmen  of  old  time,  with  » 
^'gbtr  grammatical  ditTerence,  signiSed  both  the 
Supreme  Being,  and  His  most  endearing  quality, 
has,  in  both  senses,  pasaed  into  our  own,  as  Into 
everv  Teutonic  language.  According  to  Bede 
in  the  seventh  century,  and  to  Burke  in  the 
eighteenth,  it  was  the  goddess  Eostre  who  origi- 
nated o«r  t«rm  Easter ;  and  from  Hela  or  HS, 
tlie  deity  of  tbe  infernal  regions,  we  have  our  title 
of  the  plaoe  of  eternal  punishment  itaelf.  Those 
inseparable  personages  of  comic  literary  fame, 
the  Messrs.  Hugging  and  Muggins,  are,  it  seems, 
the  transmuted  representatives  of  Oilin's  cele- 
brated raveni,  Hiigia  and  Mmnia  (Uind  and 
Memorv^ ;  and  if  F.  should  unhappily  ever  so  iar 
forget  himself  as  to  give  utterance  to  that  pre* 
Bumptoous  oath,  which  is  said  to  be  characteristic 
of  the  vulgar  portions  —  whatever  their  tod^ 
rank — of  our  countrymen,  he  employs  a  phraseo- 
logv  which  reached  our  shores  by  the  way  of  the 
Baltic  and  North  Sea. 

But  not  longer  to  detain  the  readers  of  "  N. 
ft  Q."  with  examples  of  the  predominant  influence 
exerciaed  by  the  language  of  ancient  Scandinavia 
upDn  our  existing  speech,  let  me  be  permitted  to 
offer  a  few  words  in  contraveatJoa  of  F.'s  judg- 
ment upon  the  generally  received  origin  <^  the 
particular  hmsehold  vord  which  stand*  at  tlw 
bead  of  this  Note.

Elanation  of  the  epithet  Old  Nick,*  hazarded  \if 
im,  be  correct,  I  do  not  perceive  how  the  matter 
is  a  bit  mended;  for  "far-fetched"  as  be  deems 
tbe  iaterpretAtion  of  Thorns  and  Brand  to  be,  bis 
own  is  equallv  so.  Sick,  Noek,  or  Notck  are  then^

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consequence  of  there  now  existing  no  mint  price 
for  that  metal,  must  for  the  same  reason  spplr 
equaUj  to  gotd  coins,  since  silver,  aa  before  stated, 
being  the  only  legal  tender,  the  value  of  gold 
coins  at  that  pericHl  fluctuated  according  to  the 
relative  worth  of  the  two  metals  in  the  market. 

I  was  by  no  means  insensible  to  the  common 
error  exposed  by  A.  H.,  in  determining  the  value 
of  ancient  silver  coin ;  bat  in  the  instance  alluded 
to  the  difference  in  the  intrinsic  worth  of  the 
metal  for  the  two  periods  being  for  all  practical 
purposes  inappreciable,  it  was  consequently  ex- 
cluded from  my  calculation.*  The  error  com- 
mitted by  the  translator  of  Boeckh's  Economy  of 
A&ena  is  of  a  different  description,  and  consists 
in  his  omitting  from  the  computation  of  the  value 
of  the  Attic  drachma,  mina,  and  talent,  the  whole 
of  the  present  seignorage  upon  the  coinage  of 
silver  :  —  such  an  omission,  in  cases  too  where 
operations  of  such  magnitude  are  involved,  is  of 
course  indefensible ;  but,  let  me  ask,  has  not  your 
correspondent  repeated  the  error,  in  bis  attempt 
to  reduce  the  gold  coins  of  the  date  1604  to  their 
present  value  as  bullion,  by  taking  the  mint  price 
of  32.  17«.  10<(j.  peroz.,  instead  of  3/.  17«.  dd, 
the  bullion  pnce  of  the  metnl  P 

I  confess,  too,  I  am  unable  to  understand  the 
statement  which  follows,  viz.  that  "  a  shilling  of 
the  coinage  of  1604  would,  supposing  the  present 
price  of  standard  silver  to  be  62  pence,  be  worth 
a  shilling  now."  The  shilling  of  1604  contained 
92-9032  grains  of  silver  of  11  oz.  2  dwts.  fine, 
which  at  the  mint  price  of  5s.  2d.  per  oz.  would 
of  course  be  worth  one  shilling ;  the  same  coin  of 
the  present  day  contains  only  87'2727  grains  of 
silver  of  the  same  standard,  value,  at  Sa.  2d.  per 
oz.,  11*27  pence,  the  difference  being,  as  I  before 
stated,  equal  to  the  seignorage  imposed  in  1816 
(5Q  Geo.  ILL),  or  about  Gi  per  cent.  But  this 
scarcely  represents  the  true  state  of  the  case ;  the 
average  market  price  of  silver  being  at  present 
5a.  l^d.  per  oz.,  the  same  number  of  standard 
grains  would  be  worth  only  11*18  pence  ;  whereas 
in  1604  there  existed  a  seignorage  of  2*.  Qd.  on  the 
coin^e  of  silver  (or  a  little  more  than  4  per  cent.), 
consequently  the  value  of  929032  grains  at  the 
mint  price  of  4#.  11^.  per  oz.  would  be  reduced 
to  a  fraction  over  ll^r/.;  the  real  difference  be- 
tween coins  of  the  two  periods  being  equal,  in 
round  numbers,  to  3  per  cent. 

A.  H.  takes  exception  to  my  statement  that  SU. 
of  the  time  of  Charles  I.  ore  equivalent  to  33s.  of 
the  present  time,  adding,  "  if  tbirty-one  of  these 
old  shillings  were  found,  they  could  not  be  melted 
down  and  the  bullion  sold  for  33*."     Possibly  not; 


but  apart  from  the  reason  he  adduces,  this  would 
depend  in  a  great  measure  upon  the  condition  of 
the  coins,  whether  worn,  &c. ;  but  if  3la.  of  the 
old,  and  33«.  of  the  new  coinage,  weight  for 
weight,  were  melted  down  and  sold  in  me  way 
proposed,  the  price  realised  for  the  bullion  would 
be  the  same  in  both  instances ;  and  things  which 
are  equal  to  the  some  thing,  I  presume,  are  equal 
to  one  another.

In  reply  to  Mb.  Wvnen'b  notice  of  Aug.  11,  Z 
can  only  say  that  Surtees  was  unable  to  give  aov

Wihes's  supposition  as  to  his 
politick  position  at  Queen  Elizabeth's  court  ia 
the  correct  one,  and  that  what  I  stated  as  to  his 
mercantile  pursuiU  in  "  X.  &  Q.,"  Vol.  z.,  p.  127., 
is  a  mistake.  I  must  here  correct  an  error  I 
made  in  that  article  in  transcribing ;  the  lines 
"  CacUia  Bowes,  daughter  of  John,  Sir  Jeremy's 
brother,  and  the  other  Elizabeth  Bowes,  daughter 
of  Sir  Martin,"  should  stand  "  Elizabeth  Bowes, 
daughter  of  John,  Sir  Jeremy's  father,  and  the

I  fancy  from  the  date  that  Sir  Martin,  and  not

His 
wife  was  Jane,  co-heiress  of  Koger  Rookwood,  of 
Euston  in  Suffolk,  Esq.,  and  widow  of  Jamea 
Calthorp,  of  Cockthorp,  Esq.  A  moiety  of  the 
Fishley  estate  went  to  her  son.  Sir  Christopher 
Calthorp.  She  and  Sir  Jerome  conveyed  away 
tbnx  moiety  thereof,  6  Eliz.  [1564].

For,  in  the  first  place,  not  merely  the  chares,  but 
all  the  fens  are  "low  marshy  ground;"  and  in 
the  second,  from  ijar,  or  rather  from  its  ancient 
form,  Su.  Gkaerr,  Isl.  haer,  wo  have  a  word 
still  in  us<?,  carr,  signifying  an  osier  or  older- 
wood.  "  Ker,  wliere  treys  growyn  be  a  watur  or 
fenn,  Cardetum.  Kerfor  aldyr,  AInetum"  (Prompt. 

arf.). 

If  I  may  be  allowed  to  answer  my  own  Query, 
I  would  derive  it  from  Anglo^Sax.  cerre,  a  tarn, 
bending,  which  is  from  the  verb  cerran:  cerran, 
to  turn,  avert,  &c.  From  this  verb  Home 
Tooke  proposed  to  derive  chair,  a  seat ;  instead  of 
the  usual  etymology  cathedra.  Hulliwell  gives : 
"Chare,  to  stop  or  turn  back  (North.);  to  hmder, 
or  withstand  (Prompt.  Pan.)."  Probably.  Char- 
ing, Charfleld,  &c.,  may  be  derived  from  toe  same 
An;;lo-Sax.  verb.  E.  G.  R. 

Dancing  and  Dancing  Tunes  (Vol.  xii.,  p.  159.). 
—  The  dancing  tunes  "  eet  by  John  McGill," 
broughcumler  the  notice  of  readers  of  "N.  &  QV' 
must  be  a  valuable  musical  curiosity,  and  may  be 
of  use  in  settling  some  controverted  points  in  re- 
spect to  old  Scottish  music,  as  well  as  preserving 
some  hitherto  missing  melodies. 

Johnny  McGill  seems  to  have  been  a  celebrated 
character  in  bis  day  and  generation.  There  is  a 
Scottish  tune  called  by  bis  name  and  aactibed  to 
him,  to  which  the  words  of  McNeill, "  Come  under 
my  plaidie,"  are  generally  sung,  which  was  first 
pubhshed  in  Johnson's  Musical  Mnseutn,  vol.  vi. 
One  of  our  authorities  describes  the  composer  as 
"a  Dumfries  fiddler;"  another  as  "Musician, 
Girvan,  Ayrshire."  Probably  Johnnie  had  no 
fixed  or  local  habitation,  but  settled  wherever  his 
itinerant  professional  engagements  led  him  in  the 
soutb'weetera  parts  of  Scotland.  The  melody

which  bears  bis  name  is  however  according  to 
other  accounts  Trisb,  whicli  is  perhaps  more  lifdy, 
and  only  oscribeil  to  John  from  havioj;  be«a 
brought  into  vogue  by  him,  or  from  beine  Ui 
favourite  tune.  It  would  be  interesting  to  Eon 
if  the  melody  In  question  is  contained  in  the  MS, 
and  what  title  is  there  given  to  it.  A  tnu»B^

aitia,  a  cause,  and  logos,  a  discourse,  Greek ;  it  ar- 
nifies  a  branch  of  pathology  which  treats  of  tSc 
causes  of  disease.  The  French  have  derived  ■■ 
adjective  from  their  noun  "  ctiologie,**  whiok  il 
etique,  meaning  hectic,  consumptive,  or  enao- 
ated.  Arbuthnot  says  that  "etiology  "  (alri^kirjtt) 
is  an  account  of  the  causes  of  any  thing,  geoenDf 
of  a  distemper. 

The  Italians  translate  the  French  verb  s'^Hiola 
(mettere  rami  sottili,  lunghi  e  scoloriti),  whkk 
we  might  translate  to  shoot  forth  fine  (meuua; 
Blender)  branches,  long  and  discoloured. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  we  might  apply  the 
term  etiolated  to  a  person  as  well  as  to  a  plas^ 
especially  as  persons  excluded  from  the  light  rf  ; 
the  sun  blanch  and  sicken  as  well  as  pl.tnts :  tboat 
who  lead  a  sedentary  and  confined  life  in  factorifi  I 
are  all  blanched,  and  their  health  suffers  in  ooo- 
sequence ;  not  so  the  ploughman  or  the  herdsmu, 
who  have  the  full  benefit  of  the  rays  of  the  lOD, 
and  are  seldom  confined  within  doors.  I  think 
your  learned  correspondent  F.  J.  F.  Gaktiuoi 
would  have  to  travel  many  miles  before  he  met 
with  either  a  ploughman  or  a  herdsman  etiolated.

Sir  W.  Scott,  m  the  AnHmiaiy,  baa  made  Doas- 
tenrwircl  give  Sir  Arthur  Wnrdour  a  deiNrrlption 
of  a  planeturj  Mi^il,  u  it  was  called : 

"Tlien  upon  thli  id<\&  I  mak«  tlf  InMc  f>(  <1c  mncn, 
wbkb  i*  a  kjuuv  of  nine.  muliipUcd  intn  it.inlf,  with 
etgbtj-oae  iiainli«n  on  every  tidt,  and  lic  dismelcr  nine, 
—dan  It  U,  done  rery  proper." 

I  doubt  if  Sir  Walter  understood  tlie  magic 
square.  It  iihould  he  "cighty-onc  number*,  nine 
on  every  »iile,  and  nine  in  each  diameter."  But 
theae  numberB  should  be  io  disposed  that  rowa, 
oolnmni^  and  diumctcrs,  cbouUl  (.'iicb  girc  th«  sum 
369. 

The  pknetaiT  sigiU,  derived  from  the  Arabs, 
w«re  in  ute  lill  Ibc  end  of  the  nevttnt^'Vntli  cen- 
tury ;  from  a  belief  in  what  Mr.  Douitcmwirel 
cam  "tho  planetary  influence,  and  the  sympalfay 
and  force  of  numbers."  They  —  the  iiuinvrical 
ligiU,  at  Icaat  —  cunaistod  of  tnapic  eijuares,  one  to 
encli  pbinet :  nnd  Ihi'.ir  power  ilrpcndcl  partly  nn 
tbe  material  on  which  ibcy  were  written,  parllv 
on  tb«  aiilmlngicsl  chnrnrtpr  of  the  plnnet's  posi- 
tion when  they  were  mndc,  and  pnrtJy  on  ibe 
position  at  tbe  lime  of  using  iheiu.  Mr.  Dotister- 
nrivel  wai  a  blunderer  for  making  his  squaie 
tIkd  there  wat  "  a  thwarting  power  in  the  house 
of  aacandancy : "  but  he  was  <)uite  correct  in  taang 
ailTer  lur  the  moon ;  for  ibo  sun  it  ought  to  hnvo 
been  gold.  The  stjuare  1x1,  or  ),  );iving  one 
Tinmher  only,  wan  dedicated  lo  the  Deity.  The 
x^uare  of  2,  containirtg  thu  number*  1,  3,  3,  4, 
cannot  by  any  dl'poflition  be  ma<lc  maf^ic  :  it  was 
therefore  tbe  symbol  of  matter,  a  itiinz  of  imper- 
fection, "in  pincnliAlis  habiLudinis  abysMi  sub- 
mersa,"  whatcrcr  that  may  mcnn.  The  number 
S,  and  itd  wjuare,  give  tbe  «i|fil  of  Saturn ;  4,  of 
Jupiter:  A  of  Mars;  6,of  the  Sun;  7,  of  VenuBj 
*i  of  Mercury;  9,  of  the  Moon. 
So.  300.) 


I  cannot  find  tbat  any  of  llic  si»ils  were  ex* 
prcssly  laid  down  as  the  means  of  diiouTeriii|[ 
bidden  treasures :  it  may  be  so  in  the  authority 
which  W.  Soott  consulted,  but  whether  that  can 
he  traced  may  be  matter  of  doubt.  The  "  raffu- 
ntpitions"  arc  particuLarlj  insisted  on  :  but  I 
very  much  dtjubt  that  the  success  of  any  experi- 
ment with  a  aigil  was  maile  proportinoal  lO  the 
amount  laid  out  in  suSumigation  for  the  ocouion. 
This  was  noHsterswivel's  own  secret:  and  tbe 
atory  rcquireil  it. 

In  Ow»/  Manneriag^  Walter  Scott  makes  tbe 
astrologer  walic  out  on  the  balcony,  tiote  the  posi- 
tion* of  the  principal  heavenly  bodies  without  any 
instrament  of  n>ensTirc[nent,  and  then  (as  the 
reader  must  suppose)  draw  a  scheme  wtiicfa  be 
finds  closely  to  agree  witli  one  be  had  drawn 
before.  Struck  by  this,  he  repeats  (he  pmoesL 
and  find*  out  that  l]it>  ver}-  hour*  of  tbe  [ir«dtcted 
events  agree  in  both  cases,  though  twenty 
years  are  first  it*  elapse.  This  would  retjui 
eye  which  would  tell  the  place  of  a  liearenly 
within  at  least  the  minute  of  a  degree,  or  the 
thirtieth  part  of  the  sun's  diameter.  Again,  ba-"^*^ 
oareAlIly  noted  the  hour  nnd  minute  of  the 
he  indulges  in  a  soliloquy  b<.>for«  be  ''notes 
pnaition"  of  the  hpnvenly  bodica.  Xext  day  he 
uses  the  Ephemtris  ;  but  if  he  had  tbe  Ephemtru, 
the  ocalar  inspection  would  hare  hcen  unneces- 
sary, even  if  Lis  eye  were  as  good  as  ui^Ui  be 
thought.  And  farther,  in  order  to  work  witli  an 
accuracy  which  should  predict  to  an  hour  in  a 
period  of  twenty-one  years,  be  ought  to  have 
fcnown  the  Latitude  of  Ellangowan  —  a  good  deal 
ueari.rr  than  Sir  Walter  knew  it  himself. 

Writers  of  fiutton,  who  intend  to  become  cele- 
brated, sbfliilcl  take  paint  W  be  aceurate  in  tlivt 
representations  of  art  end  science,  black  or  whiu : 
for  the  "cliield"  who  takes  notes  can  now  print 
them.

Ib  the  hiitorw,  th<.-  dislitij[u!shed  and  learned 
otrarUer,  ib«  Foioniuj  of  ifac  pliiy,  is  detected  su- 
Cfetinr  hicaselfto  ovuibear  Hamlet's  conversation 
with  \ut  ntotlicr  j  but  nothing  is  therein  said  of 
**aral,  a  rat,"  by  Saxu  Urammaticus,  as  Dr. 
Farmer  l\in)u,  for  be  had  not  even  roniulte<l  the 
w'>rk  (Maliimi's  wlit,,  toI.  j.  n,  337.).  In  the 
nUjr  IIaml<tl  ansnerj  Fengo,  ilie  kin^i  that  Po- 
Jomus  was  "at  sapper,  not  where  be  eato,  but 
wImt*  ht  is  eaten  ;  a  <.'<>rtain  cnnvoc.-ition  ofpolilic 
ttnnRiaree'en  at  him."  In  the  hUlnry,  Hamlet 
b«ini;  jdkingly  ofked  if  lie  had  se«D  any  vestige  of 
Urn,  imwcn-d  thai  h«  (Polonius)  had  ffone  to  a 
plafw  still  liille  known  in  Italv,  "bad  fallen  to  the 


bottom  of  it,  ac  nimia  cwni  mole  ohrututn,  k  sub* 
eantihus  paasim  porci*  case  eonsnmptum."  But 
he  did  not  Bay  that  bo  boiled  I'olonius  first  to 
mako  bill!  fit  meat  for  the  pijt* ;  "  Cujus  corpus  in 
pwtes  eonsciMun),  wiyiii  fcrrentibus  coiit.  .  . 
.  ,  flt(|ue  ita  miseris  artabus  coeniim  putr«  cod* 
straviL"     Soxo's  remark  on  this  reply  of  £Iunlet

This  oSair,  both  in  the  history  and  in  the  play, 
caaaed  Hamlet  to  be  sent  to  En|>Iand  to  "  recorer 
bis  wits  thvrv ;  nr,  if  bo  do  not,  'tis  no  great  matter 
ibere,"  quoth  the  gravedigger.

Tb«  story  of  PorMna  siid  his  expedition  agninst 
Rome  has  bitberto  been  one  of  the  most  im^xpli* 
eable  pbenoinena  which  occur  in  the  early  history 
of  that  dty.  On  one  point  alone  do  modern  htt- 
toriuns  appear  to  be  agreed,  namely,  that  tlie 
purport  of  his  expedili'Ki  can  not  bare  been  to 
restore  the  Tartjuins ;  but  on  every  thinj;  else, 
what  was  its  purport,  nnd  when  he  lired,  tlte  moit 
opposite  opitiinns  hare  been  EiTCn.  Thus  Ibiie 
places  biiu  In  ifae  age  of  the  elder  Tsrquin,  while 
Kitibubr  brings  him  down  to  asomewhat  advanced 
period  of  the  republic.  I  flatter  myself  that  I 
Imve  hit  upon  bis  real  history,  and  this  I  now 
proceed  to  lay  before  your  readers. 

A  ainvular  custom  existed  at  Home  of  olTerine 
at  public  sales  the  goods  of  King  Porsena.  Of 
what  plan;,  I  ask,  was  Porscna  king?  Not  of 
Eturia.  for  all  acrouuis  represent  hU  power  as 
confined  to  Clutium  ;  and  not  of  Cluiium,  for  of 
that  city  be  was  lars.  This  bcin^  so,  I  know  of 
no  sltemaiive  than  to  svt  him  down  as  kiii)i  of 
Rome.  This  conjecture  may  seen!  somewhat 
startling,  but  it  is  stn>ngly  confirmed  by  a  state- 
ment in  Dionyitius,  according  Co  which  the  Koraans 
presented  ut  Porsena  an  ivorjr  ihruoe,  a  Koldeii 
crown,  a  sceptre,  and  other  insignia  of  rovnlty  ; 
and  by  another  in  Livr  {ii>-  30.),  to  the  effect  that 
under  the  leadi^rship  ofthoValcrii  and  ]Iur;itii  the 
kingn  hod  been  cxpclM.  Now,  it  so  b^pens 
that  Livy  mentions  no  Uoratius  in  his  account  of 
tbe  expulsion  of  the  Tarquins,  but  he  does  in- 
troduce one  CCocles)  as  a  most  delertnined  rnemy 
of  Ponrnn.  Fniui  ibis  it  is  evident  that  the 
writer  from  whom  this  paisnge  is  primarily  de- 
rired.  conceived  t'orstna  to  lure  Iwen  king  of 
RoDu>.  Moreover,  it  harmonises  so  exactly  with 
what  I  shall  eIww  to  be  true  history,  tliat  of  its 
,  scciiracy  I  do  not  feel  ibe  sli;:htest  doubt.

He  wad  informed  of  the  fovt  on 
the  lOlfa'of  Uial  month ;  but  Francis  remained  Tin- 
diiturlied  at  the  War  OOSce  aiore  thnn  s.ia  weeks 
afler  tbc  Privy  Cuuudl  were  iu  full  posietsioo  of 
the  secret.  It  was  not  till  Junius  TL'litctautly 
consented  to  take  the  flrsi  «tep  in  the  negoualioa 
fur  keeping  the  tecrvt  from  the  knowledge  of  the 
public,  tliat  Fran<.'is  quLued  the  War  Offioe.t  Uc 
lh«n  embarked  Ibr  the  Continent,  where  he  re- 
mained until  the  kinjr  and  Lord*  North  aaJ  Bar- 
rin^n  provided  a  suitable  place  for  him  in  India, 
wiin  a  aslary  of  10,00t>f.  per  annum.

Rhea  OT  lb«  emih,  nllhouKb  with  the  Greeks  and  Latins 
the  wife  of  aatnni,  itm  by  the  Scrthian*  conjoined  te 
Jupiter.  Sir  h  (hii*  deSoed  by'  Gadmund  Andre* 
(  Lfjricon  Ttia  ndics  m .  1 S83) :  PinCmw  TtUut,  Uxor  Jovit  «a 
I^dJa ;  »nil  bv  Vcrcliii*.  as  it  occura  in  the  Trojomanaa. 
Saga,  Ju.na,  \a  SweiL  Joa^  Sit/.  BeMUiua  renders  it 
(i.t  Sief,  Rhta,  or  Cybele)  by  the  Latin  term  Sibj/Ua." 

In  ilrsparaaement  of  Faber,  he  refers  to  Mi-

Mil  MicKEHziE  Waxcorr  gives  his  opinion  that 
the  Maionensis  and  ArgoUeeusis  of  Me.  Thomi^ 
•ox's  Query  "  were  suSragans  of  English  diocesans 
with  titular  sees."  This  conjecture  is  rendered 
probable  by  the  instances  of  this  kind  which  Arch- 
deacon Cotton  has  given  both  as  to  Mayo  and 
Enachdune  (Fasti,  vol.  iv.  pp.  50.  54,  55,),  But 
I  should,  however,  wish  that  Ala.  Walcott  would 
iarour  us  with  his  reasons  for  having  the  same 
opinion  as  to  the  titular  of  Argolis.

In  answer  to  "C,"  I  send  a  second  Note  regard- 
ing the  rendering  of  the  absorbent  paper  of  some 
printed  books  hard  and  firpi  enough  to  carry  com- 
non  writing  ink  without  blotting.  I  fear  Uiat 
little  can  be  done  to  impart  size  to  a  portion  of 
the  leaf;  if  not  liable  to  stain  with  the  union  of 
the  dry  and  damp  fabric,  it  might  so  stretch  the 
paper  in  parts  as  to  dis6gure  the  volume.  A  bocJc 
may  be  sized  before  binding,  cither  in  single  leaves 
or  sheets,  being  dipped  at  once  to  produce  even 
t«xture.  I'be  consistency  of  the  size  may  be  re- 
ltuUt«d  by  the  porous  state  of  the  paper.  The 
b«t  vize  ii  that  produced  from  vellum  cuttings,— 
vUsnu  (/archmtjiit  in  Strips,  being  first  scalded,  to 
rviaitvK  impuril-ies,  and  afterwards  boiled  with 
wat#r  u>  It  j«lly.  This  clear  and  bMutiful  matter 
is  th(-ii  fit,  after  straining,  for  immediate  use 
(wium).  I  feel  tliat  were  the  work  not  of  much 
m/u<;  <r  titv  ttoCes  many,  pencil  fixed  with  milk, 
«r  vrvo  witittitkt  die  additioQ  of  it,  "would  be  iai- 


able  for  ordinary  purposes.  Pencil  drawings  on 
sized  paper  may  be  lixed  by  holdiiij;  the  sheet 
over  a  dish  of  steaming  water.  I  am  well  aware 
that  some  papers  attract  damp,  from  aoimai  sub- 
stances in  them  and  injudicious  keeping,  but  think 
velluui  size  would  be  as  tittle  likely  as  any  to 
effect  it.  Papers  that  have  had  wntiiigs  removed 
by  lime  and  acids  should  be  carefully  washed,  to 
rid  them  of  such  destroying  agents,  and  be  resized 
to  preserve  them  from  roL  Lukk  Lihmb.

glass  and  irarm  water  with  a  sponge ;  the  paper 
soon  dries,  and  is  then  perfectly  sized,  and  will 
bear  any  amount  of  pen-and-ink  work.

Tbe  otb«r  allunon  to  thia  curious  ctutom  )• 
bialoncaL  I  find  it  in  Cbaatcllain's  C^tnuow 
de£  Dvet  dr  BomgOgme,  prinl«l  in  Ihat  iCTaluaok 
and  LDtcrealmf  eoneetion,  Ckoix  </«  Cknniqvt  rt 
Mimmotn*  w»r  FHutairt  (f<  Frame*,  xt*  fiifcte, 
Paria,  IU7.  It  appears  that  in  1468,  Hemou], 
aOB  of  John  da  la  Haaiaide,  lord  of  Haudkifi  and 
MaittTault,  crtKllj  murdcrad  a  citizen,  bccaoM  a 
canon,  the  brotlier  of  tbe  innrdarw)  mao,  bad  gir«n 
an  adrcrae  dednon  on  a  dlwated  poiat  at  the 
game  of  tennis.  Charlea  the  BoliJ,  Dulc  or  Qur- 
gandy  and  Count  nf  Flanders,  caused  Hernool 
to  be  arrcfted,  and  aworg  by  St  George  tbat  h« 
•houM  "lie  for  hi*  crime,  "  lon;t  or  eottrt" — by 
the  rojie  or  axe.  In  spite  of  the  jatnt  poweHifl 
inlercvaaioiiB,  Cb»rl<?fl  a-iberwl  to  Us  rualuiioo, 
and  at  fbe  time  when  BmgtM  waa  orawdcd  wttb 
viaitora,  Co  wltncaa  tb«  arrival  of  Iklargaret  of 
York,  rialer  to  our  fonrlh  Edward,  Hvmoul  was 
led  out  to  be  executed.  Cbaat*ll«n,  a  cotvnpo- 
rarT*,  and  probably  &n  cje-witnesa  of  tbe  eocne, 
tells  tu  tbat  the  enoiinal  waa  bound  on  a  cart  with 
ccHb,  and  dreiaed  aa  rlcbl;  a«  If  be  were  going  to 
a  wedding.  Tbe  cart  was  f^Jlowed  by  a  great 
orowd,  and,  to  use  the  ehrc>ni4^'1er'*  ovn  words, —

Br  the  fDlianiiitt  untricn  it 
would  appear  llint  hut  little  cluin^o  lutik  idncc  in 
the  CMt  of  oxen,  rows,  sbcep,  and  pigs.  b(;iwvcn 
the  6tb  of  Edward  U.  and  the  3rd  of  Uvary  V. 
^e  ttffnu,  or  bullock,  which  is  ralucd,  anno 
8  Edwartl  II.,  nt  toro  »hillingti,  if  appmlireil  at  tiie 
same  price  anno  3  Hen.  V. ;  and  the  sheep  appear 
to  have  been  of  Ivta  value  in  the  Inttt-r  thnn  in 
the  former  reign,  being  appraiaed  at  fourjience 
itutead  of  sixpence  each.  K-as  and  beans  Bp|>ear 
to  have  been  ciiltirnled  to  a  great  extent  in  Ire- 
land at  this  earl;  period  of  time,  and  were  sent  to 
Scotland  in  large  quantities,  together  with  wheat, 
oata,  wine,  and  eaJt,  during  the  wars  between  that 
country  and  Kn»land,  lb«  port  al  which  they  were 
received  bj  the  kiuui's  rtcepiortt  itauri  being  that 
of  Skjmbam«sc.  It  would  appear  also  by  thete 
entries  that  peaa  and  beana  were  tli«n  put  into 
atacka  in  ihe  same  way  aa  hay,  wheat,  and  oats 
were  prcMnred.  Bj  ilie  first  entry  it  is  shown 
that  the  price  of  gold  in  Irelund  in  tiie  }'ear

7.  aiid  8.  :  the  result  bein^  21ti!> 
and  2041  iftlters  only  per  500  nunU  vr  4:201  per 
conaecntive  lliouaand  (a  si-cond  iLuusjuiiJ,  rou)>hly 
taken  Tor  the  sake  of  proof,  gave  4*250) ;  «o  that 
it  beoomea  evident  that  in  uiakiug  the  coinpan- 
■ona  on  a  large  scale,  care  niu»t  not  onlr  bo  taken 
to  avoid  |MU8ag«s  containing  (echnical  teru)<i  to 
Any  gTMt  ext«iic  but  alw  to  avoid  tho^e  contain* 
ing  ft  mixture  of  dialogue  and  narrative;  or,  at 
alfcvenlii,  dialogue  must  not  b«  compared  with 
narrative. 

In  the  above  experiment,  mftde  merely  for 
amuMnnenti  tb«  authora  were  luleeted  entirely  U 
mndon),  and  alao  the  work*  from  wrfaich  ihti  exam- 
ples are  taken.  Tliere  are  duubllett  uiany  otliera 
who  would  nhoir  a  much  wider  dil](;r«nc« :  fur 
instance.

And.  of  counc,  if  the  experiment  were 
HMde  on  a  Inrjfe  scale  "«a  a  test  of  auihursliip," 
cm  would  be  taken  to  select  the  most  favourable 
Specimeiit  of  each  autbor'a  style.  I  fubjuin  llic 
names  of  the  work.i  from  which  tlic  above  exam- 
plea  are  Uken,  and  "the  cue"  in  each  ca»«,  ati  it 
IS  not  worth  while  to  occupy  more  of  your  vnlu- 
alile  *pucL>  by  inserlinj;  tlieu)  in  tbiH  note  :  eo  that 
sbould  any  of  your  ruders  have  courage  enough 
lo  carry  out  the  experiment  to  it«  full  extent, 
they  may  take  advantage,  by  appiying  to  you,  of 
tli«  IGOOO  words  already  exainino<l ;  though  I 
think  it  wilt  be  found  a  dilB^-uIt  matter  to  fteer 
elear  ofdtalujpic  for  the  10,000  consuculire  worda 
in  tiko  cases  of  Sir  W,  Scolt  and  Dick«nx.

Orod*  it«t«.  now  difficult  to  interjiret.  In  Ibe

Tbc  ftory  of  making  a  nuui, 
which  Minerra  iiiveMed  with  life,  mcana  lliU.  the 
pliutic  puwcr  uf  Gre,  by  ikill.  produced  a  life-like 
image.  I'aiidora'i  box  refers  tO  iho  miaehiefs 
brougbt  on  man  hr  tbu  arts  of  ciTiliittiiuD,  aa 
c»iiipan>d  with  the  iiiuplicity  uf  the  pAalural  state. 
Tbo  story  of  tba  eagtc  of  Jupit«r  (iev«antig  kit 
liver  without  oixisntuing  it,  meana  that  tW  rttn 
nnrl  wind  might  put  out  a  lire,  whilst  tfa«  air  kept 
it  huniina.  Wliwn  ni^t  enroe.  Jupiter's  |K>wer 
ccasei!.  (Hesiod.  Thmg.  523.)  Tdat  Hercules 
tbould  sot  FrottiLHlieus  free,  anil  overcome  tlupi- 
ter,  means  that  strength  and  art  ahontd  constntd 
edifices  to  dufcnd  men  from  Ibe  wcatber.t  MoU 
of  the  niytbulogieal  conundrums  are  susceptible  of 
a  tintf^e  ex  plana  t  toil ;  uideed  ibis  must  oecaa* 
sArily  have  Wen  ll>e  oaae,  otberwise  the  unado- 
catcd  masses  wuuld  have  bMn  unable  to  aeioet 
the  ifod  will)  required  worsfaipfnng  by  saerifioe  for

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to  trace  it  beyond  tbe  old  Scottish  border  feuds ;

Blak-mal  is  an  old  German  term,  signifving  b-i- 
butwi  tte  HON  o^nfto  raptntu,  and  I  luta^iiic  that 
the  temination  mat  has  nothing  whatever  to  do 
witb  pieces  of  "  money  "  or  "  imall  metal  plntea," 
or  any  thing  coonceted  with  "  armorer,"  or

is  no  other,  in  uy  opinion,  than  the  old  German 
"  mal,  Folvnnitas,    as  Schiller  renders  H.

Tbis  U,  in  my  opinion,  not  the  onl^  mittakc  tluit 
hai  b«en  mudc  about  Mi^  Tliomaa,  aliat  Corinns, 
by  the  ediiurs  uf  l'i>pe-  In  the  publUlicd  luUura 
of  Fii[>e  to  Cmmwell,  tatd  of  Crumwell  U*  Po]h^, 
the  name  of  "Sappho"  »  frequently  found.  If 
Uic  niLiiiD  alwayx  refer*  tti  tbt?  Mtnic  Wly,  and  that 
lady  wu  the  mistres^s  nf  CromivcU,  it  ts  i)uilc  clear 
that  ihc  was  Fope's  tniitresB  also — that,  in  fiict, 
he  must  have  d»red  his  tiii»tT«ss  with  his  friend. 
Thkt  thi*  evidence  of  the  young  poll's  depravity 
did  not  alarde  Mr,  Bowles,  is  nut  surprisin}; ;  but 
^l  Mr.  Ra«co«,  who  would  not  allow  the  possi- 
bility of  Pope's  indulginj;  in  a  liille  double-dt^aliog 
ftboul  the  publicAtinn  of  the  letters,  should  hive 
■cceptvd  itr.  li<jwlv»*(  noted  without  remark,  is 
extnwniiiiury.  Tope,  in  bis  letter  Lo  Crouweil, 
dated  March  IS,  1708,  suya : 

"  I  ilo  not  know  one  Ibint;  Tor  which  I  can  eary  himAaa, 
Vnt  for  yuar  cnntinuiiifC  tlicre.     Yd  I  gUfiM  you  will  ex-

"  two  pair  of  radiant  liglila,"  Slc,  an<l  add*  : 

"ToRfkncy  now  (hat  Sappho's  eyea  are  two  of  tli**o  my 
tapers,  but  i I  is  no  nii:h  lualter;  titaan  am  nye*  that  bars 
tnor«  psrsoasion  In  oiw  sl^noi,  titan  nil  iupribo*!  oraioiy 
and  EMturv  togvtbet,  let  Iter  put  lirr  bu<iy  inlu  wtiat 
Rioviag  pwtarca  she  please*." 

This,  I  nuipect,  was  a  complinicnt  to  the  "  fair- 
liaired   Martha   and   Teresa   brown,"  who   were 

Iir<.ibnbty  present,  and  grntifiLNl  by  hearing  the 
etter  r«au  aloud  before  sealinjc.  Bui  who  was 
this  Sappho— tills  mysterious  lady,  famous  for  her 
oratory  and  gesture  —  who,  not  content  with  cor- 
rupting tli«  youthful  poet  in  town,  must  aecotn* 
nany  him  into  tbc  country  to  pollute  the  nciuh- 
hourbood  of  Lis  virtuous  and  peaceful  home  with 
her  unhallowed  nresenve  ?  Some  ot  ynur  corcea-

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pendente,  who  an;  so  well  informed  on  the  subject 
of  Ph[>«,  wilt,  I  hope,  gire  ns  a  bint.  I  cannoL  help 
Btupectin",  that  <she  waa  some  T«ry  rvsprctabl* 
and  virtuutis  frien<l  and  nvghbour  uf  tbr  Popr* 
—  a  "very  orlhudox  l«dy"— who  kimply  happciml 
to  be  Bometimes  in  town  and  somctimf!:  in  the 
country;  and  who  was  a«  tnnocrnt  as  abe  was  ig- 
nnront  of  all  the  line  sayings  ami  gallant  gosvp 
which  Mr.  Cromwell  and  young  Mr.  Pope,  in  his 
temporary  chnnicter  of  a  ead  dog,  ihouoht  Gt  to 
say  und  to  write  about  her.  Sir.  Bawl<:«,  how- 
ever, in  a  note  to  the  fir«t  of  these  extracts,  tx- 
prcssly  deulartis  that  tb«  Ssppfao  r«{errwl  to  is  no 
other  llian  "  Mrs.  Thomas,  who  sold  tbe  Ietl«r«of 
Pope  to  Curl)  when  she  was  in  dlstrrm ; "  and 
farther  to  fix  iIh!  poet  with  tb«  honour  of  a 
intimacy  with  tlie  eiippoecd  mistreaa  nf  Mr.  C 
wvtl,  finds  one  of  the  Inltrrs  to  >vv«r«]  Ia*liu,  ia 

which  a  "Mrs. "  had  oMured  Pope  that,  but 

for  some  whims  whicb  she  can't  entirely  tK>n'|aer, 
»hc  would  go  and  Me  tbc  wurM  wilh  bim  iit  luan's 
clochca.  The  **  Mrs. "  was,  in  an  early  edi- 
tion, printed  "Mrs.  T ;"  and,  aocordin^  to  Jlr. 

Carrulhcrs,  who  apparently  <)uotC9  from  ibc  oo- 
gin^  at  Mjiitlc-Durlinm,  it  was  originally  written 
"Mrs.  Teresa"  [BlountJ — the  letter  bnvinit  Iwen. 
ill  fact,  add rcssrd  to  ber  il^tur,  Martha  Ulount; 
but  Mr.  Bonles  (if  he  bad  really  .nevn  thi:  letter 
in  manuscript),  being  roislod  by  faint  ink,  or  un- 
oidetl  by  that  z<rul  for  the  poirl'*  fair  fatue,  which 
might  have  imprn\  eti  his  eyesight  nn  tbe  occasua. 
reads  it  "  Mrs-  Tb<>mns ;"  and  adds  in  a  noK,  *'k> 
it  i*  in  the  original."  After  this  fnsliion  wc  hm 
tbe  case  made  out  against  Pope,  and  onuibrr  anU 
poet  add<-it  lo  tbe  list  of  tbc  fair  Curinna'*  ooti* 
quests.  Whether  she  jilted  him  also  for  Crooi- 
wcli,  or  jilted  Cromwell  fur  Popc^  ia  ni»t  <^X)itv«*ty 
stated.  !Slr.  Howlca  ami  Mr.  Rnscoe  would  apfMsr 
to  have  been  of  opinion,  tbut,  wtK-r  than  of  ymt. 
she  managed  in  this  case  t»  gain  the  ane~wiibiMit 
relinquishing  tho  other.  In  a  U-ttcr  of  rope  u 
Cromwell,  dated  May  7,  1709,  be  spuaka  iif—

On  another  occasion,  bo  has  Compoeed  •  *t>II 
more  wicked  rondtan,  in  imitation  of  VoHsn, 
which  ho  desires  his  friend  Cromwell  *•  in  >lio« 
Sappho."  Another  time  he  writes,  "  If  once  yon 
[Cromwell]  get  »o  n«ar  tbe  moon,  Sappko  vtH 
want  your  presence  in  Ike  elowU  ntnl  iaienfr 
regions."  liierc  is  onotiier  olluMon,  ia  one  «f 
Pop«'a  letters  to  the  >•»«  centlettian,  to  "tbc 
lady  in  the  clouda,"  ftamk  waicli  the  «jtpr«ssisn 
would  appear  to  have  bad  nm  meaabtg.  To  ihi 
name  *' Sappho,"  on  one  of  these  occaaiona,  Mr< 
Btralee  says  in  a  note.  '^Mrs.  'nHmia*."  Tkii 
C(K!n\iWVi!s  \be  inferential  cbarge   s^otnst  Pffi 
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but  tlicfe  ti  ft  lunpreued   pMlicriM  to  one  of

To  know  who  was  Mr.  CromweH's  Sippho  is 
not  iiapartanL:  but  even  berc,  I  luvpvel,  luo  e<ii* 
tor*  are  tnialakcn.  Thai  l^roiuwell  knew  Mr*. 
Thomas — Uiat  be  fare  oti^inaU  and  copivji  of 
lua  oorrospondpnce  with  Popi?  lo  lier,  four  or  five 
yean  aAcr  iltAt  cf>rrcs|>ond>^a<re  bad  ceased — and 
ibat,  twelve  years  afior,  hg  alluded  to  bar  in  Ui* 
It-ttrr  to  Popi-  explanatory  of  how  ahc  obuined 
tbe  eopiei,  and  calls  her  "  this  Sappbo"— every- 
body intt'reatcl  in  tho  stil>j«.-ct  kitOwa.  But  every 
wunian  who  diibbU-i)  in  literature  was  occauoitally 
calleil  Sapjiho  ill  Ihme  gallant  and  witty  time*.

referred  to,  wliere  thu  n»in«  uj>|H>-ani  lo  liave  been 
applied  (ta  a  ecurnful  e[>)thet,  on  account  of  ber 
dealingi  with  Cnrll,  pociii^l  and  prosaic.  Ou  the 
Mber  Sand,  it  U  tmrious  that  Corinna  herself  tells 
in  of  a  "Sapjilio"  to  whom  Cromwell  expressly

ftu'l  the  story  is  repealed  in  Cbalmcra  and  else- 
where. Mr.  Carruthtrrs  b  evidently  of  upiniun 
that  bti  had  visited  her  more  llian  onco.  in  Lis 
Li/t  of  Fapc  (p.  81.  ttate)  be  intimate*  lliat  it  was 
not  unlikely  thai  the  celeetUI  machinery  in  the 
Uupe  af  the  Lack  wa*  "  stijigeslad  to  Pope  by  B 
paasAjTc  in  oni!  of  Dryden's  letters  to  Mts-Thonuu," 
and  ndd*,  "  it  htdy  tiith  wkom  Popt  wot  (hrn  very 
Ultimate,"  The  letter  refi'rred  to  by  the  above  wa* 
nritlcu  Wfora  December  2d,  ItiOO,  and  was  not 
pulitithed  till  IT^J:  so  that  as  Pope  hnd  not 
thought  of  hie  celestials  in  1712,  when  he  pub- 
liiheii  ihr-  first  draught  of  tbe  poem,  Mr.  Carru- 
then^'a  surmise  meaiui  that  it  is  probable  iJiat  Pope, 
proliting  by  his  supposed  ''very  intimate"  ac- 
quaintattce  with  Corinna,  obtained  a  private  view 
of  tbe  precious  document  (which  contains,  after 
att,  only  a  paatin^  allusion  to  a  very  well  known 
work  tranFraled  inU>  Kii^liith  and  aold  for  many 
yeai-s  by  Mr.  Curll)  between  tbe  year  1712  and 
the  year  1714.  when  he  had  addc-d  the  machinery: 
and  bvnce  tbe  sylphs  nnd  gnomes,  and  all  tbut 
render  ibat  poem  so  "  airy,  ingenious,  and  dc- 
Itjjblful."  All  this  strike*  me  aa  '^  coii»ider!ng  tow 
curiously."  I  do  not  believe,  notwiihsiaitding 
tbeie  authuriiies,  that  Pope  had  any  acquaintance 
wHh  bitr,  save  by  tinnie.  Ifslie  bad  bern  hi*  nti«> 
treat,  it  is  absurtl  to  suiipa»e  that  Cromwell  gave 
her,  as  pm-ious  reiicj*,  the  letters  of  his  own  (sup* 
pnf»t)  rival ;  but  still  more  improbable  is  it,  ibM 
if  such  bad  been  tbe  case,  that  induslriouB  caterer 
for  her  employer  Curl),  who  preserved  ibe  letters 
to  Cronw«l  ao  carelUlly,  should  have  bad  no 
letter  to  herself  to  show,  or  oven  anecdote  to  tell, 
of  tbe  famoua  Mr.  Pope  in  hii  wild  and  wicked 
days.

In  some  of  our  farmhonses  tbu  Good 
Friday  cake  may  be  neen  banging  to  the  baoon* 
rack,  »l(iwly  iliminishins  until  the  return  of  the 
seaaon  replaees  it  by  a  fresh  on«.  It  is  of  sovq- 
rvien  {^ocxl  in  all  manner  of  diseasea  that  may 
afni4!l  the  family  or  the  cattle.

EaMtr  Day.  —  I  hare  heanl  tbe  elderly  folk 
■peak  of  their  risinjc  early  on  the  morning  of  this 
day  to  see  the  sun  ilancc, 

M'ly  Dag  i«  hultrd  by  the  jureniln  as  "dipping 
day."  On  May  morning  tlie  children  go  out  into 
the  ixiuniry  and  fetch  borne  the  flowering  branches 
of  ihc  white  thorn,  or  hniiglii  of  the  narrow-lcavod 
elm  which  has  Just  put  forth  ita  leaves,  both  of 
which  are  railed  **  may."  At  a  Inter  hour,  all  the 
boys  of  the  village  sally  forth  with  bucket,  ran, 
syringe,  or  nthrr  in^tmmpnt,  nnd  avail  themselves 
of  a  licence  which  the  season  confers,  to  ''dip,*  or 
well  nigli  drown,  without  regard  to  person  or  ctr* 
oumstam^e^  the  pai^en^n-  who  has  not  the  protec- 
tion of  a  piece  of"  may'  in  hif  hat  or  button-fcolfl 
Tlic  sprig  of  hawthorn  or  elm  is,  I  snmose,  held 
to  be  a  proof  that  the  bearer  has  not  fiuiod  to  rl** 
early  "  lo  do  obwrvaiiw  to  a  oi«ra.<Jt"^-«riT  "Txiw 
tnauner  oC  oVwdVm^  >\a.'j  "^vj  *\s,\\^w««-.*;'^^" 
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npn  in  Cornwall,  though  I  find  no  mcnUon  of  llio 
vurtom  in  KUis's  Brand.

Smith,"  it  certainty  in  not  a  very  great 
trciuure  f6r  its  owner's  saxe ;  but  if  tlte  name  be 
not  Quite  »o  common,  if  it  be  that  of  a  great  man, 
or  ot  a  semi-great  man,  the  volumo  oommands  a 
higher  |iric«  for  the  aut^igrapb.  No  doubt  our 
modem  Sami  htrt  no  objection  to  this,  but  in  the 
ey«  of  tbe  buyer  tb«r«  ia  a  greater  rmluv  in  it 
tun  tbe  mere  £  *.  d.  can  give.  It  may  be,  one 
on  jwlge  of  the  man's  character  l^  bis  band- 
writing;,  after  the  manner  of  certain  wixanls  of  the 
prctent  day.  or  one  regarda  it  as  an  embalmed

On  the  discovery  of  th'i  author 
in  1772,  Dnjrolltt  wu  |uu-Uonc<!,  nml  permitted  to 
bold  bis  appoinlnicnu  at  court;  but  onu  of  the 
condilinns  appvavs  to  liare  \)wn  tliiil  his  natne 
*hanld  he  blotted  ovi  of  On  book  of  rtmemhrance 
far  net.*  So  cBectunlly  was  thw  p<<rt  of  the 
•enteoee  carried  out,  Ihn't  it  would  puezle  many 
to  find  the  record  of  DayroUe's  d^ealh  in  any  of

According:  to  the  trailitioii  followed  br  Llvy 
and  DionyMus,  S<.Tvius,  the  first  C]ii»tnn  king  of 
Kowc,  was  of  Latin  origin,  bein;^  bom  at  Corni- 
Ciiliiin,  and  tho  aon  of  a  certain  Ocrnia.  Thii  is 
CDiitrory  to  the  KtruKnn,  and  no  doubt  the  imo 
account,  which  nakea  htm  an  Etrurian,  and  I 
fancy  I  can  show  how  it  cri2tnnto<l.  Theps  was 
■  ci^  calleilOenculDm  in  the  viviuity  orC'lusiuiu, 
md  ServitH,  who  was  a  Clusian,  was  probably 
mentioned  by  some  writer  as  connected  with  that 
ploM.  We  moy  hazard  the  conjecture  that  he 
was  said  to  have  been  bora  tlK<re,  allhosgh  what 
that  connexion  was,  cannot  now  with  <?rrtainty 
be  known.  Tlio  historians  of  linm«:  split  this  into 
two,  making  of  it  thuC  Kerviii.i  i,*;l<i  born  at  Cnr- 
niculum,  ood  thut  his  mother'^  name  was  Ocrisia. 
This  aeeius  to  be  li)Ii'r.ib]y  (-(ritnin,  fiir  tbt.^  two 
names,  OcrisJa  and  Corniculum,  arc  evidently 
formed  from  Ocritulum.  Tliuii  nUbiiugh  tbo 
Roman  tradition  seems  nl  first  sight  to  militate 
with  uiy  \Irw,  it  may  be  not  only  ret'oncilrd  to  it, 
but  maidc  to  supply  sotnething  like  a  contiririalion 
to  its  truth.

I  am  com  loced  thai  Serviiu, 
the  eon  of  the  Ivs  of  Closiunt,  wo^  the  coaimander, 
and  that  be  coD<)Qered  Bone  and  niaile  htaudf 
king.  Just  in  the  same  way  Scxlus,  tl»e  sou  of 
Turi|uin  II.,  rcduecd  Gabi!  for  his  ruib^r,  and  »u 
uiodc  king.  Thid  war  of  the  liiruriaiu  agftinsl 
Tariiuin  I.,  is  on  ciact  parallel  to  tho  wsr  of 
I'urMoa  against  Tarciiiin  11. 

It  is  littlfl  more  uiuo  following  up  tlit 
tnents  of  our  authoritiv*  to  their  natund 
<]ue&ce,  when  I  CranaJer  the  expeditJoa  of '.

Tbs  Ian  of 
CluKium  most  therefore  have  bwm  Ibr  a  kxig  tiae 
(aeveral  ye«Ts)  engaged  in  prepariu  bia  ai 
tioa  ;  it  oocestarily  follows  then,  thatae  wm 
•o  whila  Taniuin  was  reigning  without  op(: 
at  Rome.  And  for  what  puipose,  if  not  to  i 
war  oo  the  Tarquins  f  If  wo  adnit,  oa  we  : 
that  Portena  prepared  ibr  war  with  Rome ' 
Tarquin  was  on  tho  throne,  why  ohouhl  he  not 
bav«  gona  a  st«p  farther,  aiid  have  aiade  war  ndi 
it  ut  lite  some  tniw  ?

^cnctnie*  of  Porecna,  who  will  aay  thai

I  wiU  add  a  conjecture  whldh,  if  just,  wiU 
some  fivrther  liuht  on  this  obacafe  subjeoU  A 
ctf-tain  Attus  C'tausus  is  snid  to  have  ooaie  iu 
Rome  with  5000  clients  in  the  first  year  of  the 
pfpublic.

It  has  been  remarked  that  he  met  his 
death  by  a  weapon  introiiucod  into  warfare  by  himself, 
much  to  the  displeasure  of  lUe  warriors  of  his  time,  who 
(aid  that  '  heretofore  brave  men  fought  hand  to  hand, 
but  now  the  bravest  and  noblest  might  be  brought  down 
by  a  cownrdly  knave  lurking  behind  a  tree.* "  —  Salur- 
lily  Mag.,  vol.  ii.  p.  120. 

Ralplio,  in  Hudibras  (pnrt  n.  canto  iii.),  in  sa- 
tirizing   the    enormities    of   the   witch    finders,- 
alludea  to  the  notorious  Hopkins  — 

"  Who  after  provM  himself  a  witch, 
And  made  a  rod  for  his  own  breech." 

Dr.  Hutchinson,  in  his  Historical  Essay  on 
Witchcraft^  says : 

"  Tlicse  two  verses  relative  to  that  which  I  have  often 
heard,  that  Hopkins  went  on  searehing  and  swimming 
the  poor  creatures,  till  some  gentlemen,  out  of  indignation 
At  the  barbarity,  took  him,  and  tied  his  own  thumbs  and 
toes,  as  he  u^eit  to  tic  others ;  and  when  he  was  put  into 
the  water,  he  himself  swam  as  they  did.  This  cleared 
the  country  of  him,  and  it  was  a  great  deal  of  pity  that 
they  did  not  think  of  the  experiment  sooner."'  —  P,  G5. 

Lalnnne,  from  whom  I  have  previously  quoted, 
concludes  his  interesting  chapter  on  "Femes  et 
Supplices  "  by  the  following  cases  in  point : 

Dana  le 
JUnfifr,  ou  ipitome  hUlorial,  abr^gc  des  grandes  cbroniques 
di3  France,  on  lit  nu  f>  G3. :  'Philippe  le  Itel  Qt  faire  le 
Montfaucon,  et  de  ce  faire  eut  ia  charge  messire  Euguer- 
riuid  de  Marignj-.'  Or,  Enguerrand  de  Harigny  fut 
pendu  en  lZ\a  jt  ce  meme  gibet  de  Montfaucon.  En 
1328,  Pierre  Remy,  principal  trrfsorier  de  Charles  IV.,  fut 
pendu  il  Montfaucon,  '&  tin  ^rand  gibet  qu'il  avait  fait 
foire  lui-memo  (dit  le  coniinuateur  de  tiudlaume  de 
Nan^is),  et  dont  il  avait  donne,  dit-on,  le  plan  aux 
oovners.'  Ainsi  se  trouva  %-erili6i  une  prfHiction  qu'on 
avait,  disait-on,  grav^  sur  le  principal  pilier  du  gtbet,  et 
qai  portait  ces  deux  vers: 

'  ]in  cc  gibet  ici  emmi. 
Sera  pendu  Pierre  Remi,' " 

While  speaking  of  this  mode  of  punishment,  I 
may  allude  to  the  case  of  the  notorious  Deacon 
AVilliam  Brodie,  executed  in  1788  at  Edinburgh, 
for  robbery  of  the  Excise  Office.  From  a  clever 
little  volume,  The  Book  of  Bon  Accord,  or  a 
Guide  to  the  City  of  AberdeeiL,  Aberdeen,  1839. 
I  learn  tliat  the  machine  b;  which  the  eentence  of 
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the  law  was  carried  into  effect  was  the  inventioa 
or  improvement  of  the  patient  himself: 

"Thus  to  the  fact  that  Deacon  Brodie  snfTered  by  hii 
own  improved  drop,  common  fame  ha.?  added  the  embel- 
Uahment  that  be  wu  the  Gnt  to  prove  its  efficiency," 

Hpwever  this  litter  point  may  be,  in  its  effi- 
ciency he  seems  to  have  taken  a  most  paternal 
interest.  The  following  account  of  his  last  tno- 
menta  is  given  by  one  of  his  biographera  : 

"  He  acaoDed  the  apparatns  with  the  coolness  of  ■  [vd- 
feseional  man,  and  half  iestinglr  desired  Smith  to  mosot 
first.  Having  mounted  himseSf,  he  found  the  rope  loo 
short,  descended  till  it  was  made  longer,  ascended  again. 
and  found  it  still  too  short;  when  he  once  more  stepped 
lightly  down,  and  waited  till  it  was  made  somewhat 
longer.  Being  at  length  Mtis6ed,  he  reascended,  helped 
the  executioner  to  adjust  the  rope,  shook  hands  with  a 
bj'stander,  whom  he  desired  to  acquaint  hia  friends  that 
he  died  like  a  man,  and  went  carelessly  out  of  the  worlJ, 
with  his  hand  slung  in  the  breast  of  his  rest." 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury, an  attempt  was  made  by  the  Kef^ent,  James 
Earl  of  Morton,  to  introduce  into  Scotland  the 
Mannaja,  Mannaye,  or  Halifax  Gibbet,  aa  an  in- 
strument of  judicial  execution ;  it  waa  by  this 
that  he  lost  bis  own  head.  Sir  Walter  Scott 
informs  us  that  — 

"  He  met  his  death  with  the  same  determined  conrags 
that  ho  had  often  displayed  in  battle;  and  it  was  re- 
marked with  interest  by  the  common  people,  that  be 
sulTered  decapitation  by  a  rude  guillotine  of  the  period 
which  he  himself,  during  his  administration,  had  intro- 
duced into  Scotland  from  Halifax;  it  waa  called  tbe 
■  Maiden.' "  —  Hittory  of  Seollmd,  vol  ii.  p.  16& 

To  this  the  favourite  "  embellishment "  has  been 
added  by  popular  tradition  : 

"  He  was  the  first  and  last  person  who  suffered  by  it  in 
Scotland,  and  it  still  exists  m  the  parliament  hniise  at 
Edinburgh."  —  Hone*s  Every  Dag  Boot,  vol.  L  p.  149. 

So  also  in  an  epigram  preserved  io  Kelly's  Col' 
lection  of  Proverbs  : 

"  He  that  invented  the  Xaidea  first  haiu^M  it." 

Such,  however,  is  not  the  fact,  as  I  leam  from  an 
interesting  paper  on  "  The  Maiden,  an  ancient  In- 
strument of  Execution,"  in  Chambers  s  Jourmd, 
O.  S.,  vol.  viii.  p.  1 39.  An  excerpt  from  the  books 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Edinburgh,  "  To 
Andro  Gotterson,  smith,  for  grynding  of  the 
Madin,  v.  sh.,"  is  of  earlier  date  tiiva  the  execatifa 
of  Morton ;  and  a  subsequent  entry  of  five  shil- 
linf!^  to  the  same  individual,  "  for  grynding  of  the 
Widoto,"  testifiea  to  the  frequency  of  its  use,  and 
the  appropriate  change  of  name,  aAer  the  fir«t 
spouse  of  the  Maiden  had  perished  in  her  fatal 
embrace.  It  seems  too,  na  I  gather  from  the  same 
paper,  to  have  been  the  custom  to  gire,  when 
possible,  a  retributive  ugnifioance  to  tiie  mode  (/ 
Its  working : 

**  By  a  quaint  regulation,  highly  characteristic  of  ear 
•nceetors,  when  a  cow  w  bene  was  the  piece  of  propenj

(Tii  character  ii 
reprcBOOted  as  mild  and  bencrntcnt;  and  if  lo, 
how  more  terriblT  did  he  c-xpuite  ibe  port  he  Look 
in  the  Beieo  of  Terror,  in  tic  consdouniesa  that 
kftunud  th»  Utter  period  »[  his  life,  that  hi)  nune 
bod  aicliiii]l;r  merged  into  that  of  tbe  murderous 
tnatnuneot  whon  adoption  be  bad  tug^ti-d,  ibon 
if  b«  bad  pert»hed  at  the  time  beneath  its  arengin]; 
blade.  In  no  period,  perha{)A,  ia  retributive  fate 
mof«  clrarljr  to  be  ducenied,  than  in  the  ettd 
which  awaited  the  Mnguinary  leaden  of  the  Re- 
TolotioD.  That  of  Donton  may  b«  cited,  who, 
eoodenned  br  a  decree  of  the  irrcsponstbte  Ex- 
traordinary 'InbuimL,  of  which  be  was  the  origin- 
ator, exclaimed  on  ihe  platform  :

It  may  be  added,  that  it  is  not  alone  upon  those 
who  compass  \>j^  actire  means  the  injury  or  de- 
atruetion  of  tbcir  fellow-mea,  that  the  aword  of 
retributive  juslioe  has  been  supposed  to  loll.  The 
eactcm  sajing  quoted  by  Damas  to  the  ditcem- 
fited  Beiiu»uftnt,  majr  be  cil«d  as  exhibiting  the 
belk-f  that  the  imprecalions  of  those  who  eall 
down  the  anger  of  bcureu  u)>on  oiliexd,  will,  like

Wbo  if  there  that  sadly,  yet  calmly,  rcllocis  upon

I  do  not  profess  to  bare  exhausted  the  illiis- 
trations  which  history,  which  is  philoaophy  teach- 
ing b^  example,  affords  of  the  u-uih  of  my  coui> 
mcocin^  remark ;  but  merely  la  have  strung 
together  a  few  of  the  more  definite  uiiJ  striking 
instances,  which,  whether  actual  or  mythic,  may 
serve  sufficiently  lo  point  the  OMtral  of  the  poet:

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table  in  tlie  ball,  and  being  also  one  of  tbe 
CuUege  of  Tutora,  gave  a  "lecture  at  eight,"  as  I 
believe  tbe  tutors  still  do.

PAMPBI.ETS    OF    1759-60. 

Lady  Hervey,  in  a  letter  dated  Jan.  SI,  1760, 
refers  to  two  pamphlets  just  published,  the  cha- 
racter of  which  may  be  inferred  from  the  follow- 
ing : 

"  As  to  the  politics  of  either  I  am  no  judge ;  and  T  be- 
lievc  few  itcople  are  bo  with  regord  to  the  prefereiice  to 
Canaila  or  Ouadiiloupe,  &c  The  fir^it  is  certaiuly  Lord 
Bath's,  the  latter  is  wrote  by  a  geiitieman  who  ia  a  de- 
pendant of  Lord  Holirax's,  and  is  soliciting  a  place  at 
Guadaloupe." 

Wr.  Croker  considers  it  probable  that  the  first 
pamphlet,  here  attributed  to  Lord  Bath,  was  The 
Interest  of  Oreat  Britain  considered ;  and  the 
latter,  probably  written  by  Cumberland,  was 
Reaxonafor  not  restoring  Ouadahupe. 

These  opinions,  it  will  be  seen,  are  put  forth  as 
mere  conjectures,  probabilitiea.  I  may  therefore 
be  excused  if  I  express  a  doubt  on  the  subject. 

The  pamphlet  written  by  Lord  Bath  on  the 
comparative  value  to  this  country  of  Canada  and 
Guutlaloupe,  was  the  Letter  to  Two  Oreat  Men. 
•Jenkinson  at  the  moment,  in  a  letter  to  George 
Grenville,  written  December,  1759,  says,  "im- 
pHtvd  to  Lords  Chesterfield,  Bath,  and  Egmont." 
Almon  subsequently  (Aneod.,  vol.  ii.  p.  198.) 
fulliiws  the  example  of  Lady  Hervey,  ana  speaks 
positively  as  to  Lord  Bath  being  the  writer.  To 
this  pamphlet  AVilliam  Burke  wrote  a  reply.  Re' 
viarka  on  Letter  to  Two  Oreat  Men^  as  Stated  by 
hoth  Alroon  and  Prior.  Other  pamphlet  replies 
were  publiabed  on  ibe  subject,  but  these  IIwimi^

to  have  been  the  pamphlets  referred  to  by  Lady 
Hervey.  Certainly  The  Interests  of  Oreat  BriiaiM 
Considered  was  written  by  Dr.  Franklin,  aaMted, 
as  bis  grandson  says  {Memoirs,  vol.  i.  p.  307.),  l^ 
Mr.  Richard  Jackson,  who  desired  not  to  be 
known  on  the  occasion.  F.  P.  T.

Some  time  since  two  letters  appeared  in  the 
Hampshire  Independent  on  the  subject  of  the 
burial-place  of  King  Alfred,  wherein  it  was  stated 
that  lie  was  buried  at  Winchester,  and  that  hit 
tomb  and  remains  were  to  be  offered  for  sale  by 
auction  by  order  of  the  county  magbtratea,  in 
order  to  make  room  for  the  New  Bridewell.  And 
the  Independent  remarks : 

■'  We  shonld  have  thought  that  ths  lowest  depths  of 
degradatioa  had  been  reached,  when  the  sitd  of  the 
splendid  abbey  where  his  remains  were  deposited,  wai 
covered  with  the  buildinga  of  a  Bridewell." 

Punch  also  made  some  facetious  remarks  on  the 
same  subject  shortly  afterwards.  Now,  pre- 
suming tbe  story  of  his  being  buried  at  Win- 
cheater  to  be  incorrect,  I  wrote  to  the  editor  «rf 
that  paper  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  I  herewith 
inclose,  and  which  letter  not  having  been  COD- 
tra<licted,  it  is  probable  that  the  information  I  had 
obtained  was  correct  Still,  some  of  your  learned 
readers  may  be  able  to  settle  the  matter  beyond  a 
doubt.  If,  therefore,  you  consider  the  subject 
worthy  of  any  nolJce  in  "  K.  &  Q.,"  perhaps  yoa 
will  kindly  find  a  space  for  it. 

The  letter  before  alluded  to  is  as  follows : 

"  KINO  ALFBED'S  BOBIAIi-FLACE. 
"  To  ihe  Editor  of  the  '  Hanqithire  Indtpendtmt: 

"Sir, —  Permit  me  to  correct  wbnt  I  deem  an  error, 
which  has  on  two  ocnsions  appeared  in  yonr  jottrnili 
witli  respect  to  the  buriaUploce  of  tbe  great  and  noble 
King  Alfred.  If  the  account  which  1  ioclose  is  authentic, 
and  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  it,  it  will  appear  that  he 
was  not  buried  at  all  at  Winchester,  but  at  Little  Drif- 
field in  Yorkshire;  and  Ihe  mistake  has  probablr  ori- 
^nated  in  that  excellant  work,  Mflners  ffitipnf  cf 
WiiKhttttr,  now  before  me,  wberein  be  states,  Bprakiof 
of  Hyde  Abbey,  tho  site  of  the  present  Itrideweil,  '  That 
in  coitforroity  with  the  directions  of  the  original  foaoder, 
Alfred,  as  soon  as  the  new  monasteiy  (Hyde  Abbey)  ku 
completed,  his  remains  were  translated  hither  from  Ihe 
cathedral,  where  he  had  been  buried  in  th«  interim.  Id 
the  monastery  also  was  bnried  his  pioni  queen  Alrwitha.' 
So  says  Milner,  who  takea  bia  authority  from  Asserini, 
Will.  Malm.,  and  De  Reg. ;  the  former,  that  is,  Aswrias 
was  a  learned  ecclesiastic  cotemporary  with  AlfWd  him- 
self. But  in  Cook's  TapngrtaAieal  Ifncripthn  of  I'or*- 
thire  it  is  thus  BUted,  'That  in  the  year  1784  the  Society 
of  Antiquaries  having  had  undoubted  Information  that 
the  remains  of  King  Alfhed  the  Great,  who  died  in  tbe 
y«sr  »01  (Raptn  aa^-a  900),  were  depoaitad  ia  the  paririi 
church  of  Little  Driffield,  deputed  two  of  that  leaned 
body  (accompanied  by  some  other  gentlemen)  to  take  ap 
uA  «xaminAtiiA  nmaios.    Acc«rdSigly,  on  "nieBday,  tM

its  Mcoiitl  *igiuJtcBtii>n.  "  L^it  ut  cl«rictu"  At 
first  bore  witncBS  to  the  superior  education  of  lb« 
clar]^;  but  soon  all  who  could  reati  and  writ« 
cane  to  be  r^nled  aod  knoirn  aa  dsriei,  or 
liavin;:  a  clerical  education.  T1>e  parudi  eUrk  ia 
originalij'  not  a  laj  oflice,  but  ia  a  aort  of  relie  of 
tb«  minor  orde»  of  ibe  Cburcb  of  Rome.  Tb« 
won)  eJtrrJt  la,  the r«for«,  Miientially  a  clerical  lem, 
and  has  passed  over  frooi  lh«  cler^  to  the  laity ; 
and  is  not,  as  Ma  C.  H.  Davis  «v«iu«  to  implr,  a 
laj  kppclbition  whii^h  has  been  awuincd  \iy  ibe 
clerf y.  The  term  "  lay  clerk,"  would  be  an  ety- 
mological ab«urditT.

A  carate,  properlv  4|>oakin^,  is  a  dcric  baring  a 
cure  of  aouls :  and  the  Latin  word  fur  curate  is 
not  camtar,  but  rttraiKs — n  low  Latin  put  pauive 
participle,  implying  one  wbu  bae  been  put  into  a 
cure.     All  pnTt*!!?*,  I  iiui^ne,  theoretically  were 
rectories;  but  wb^iii  the  parson  or  rector  was  nan- 
resident,  or  ww  a  ti>oouti.'rT  or  corporation  of  any 
kind,  A  rurale  wa;  put  into  the  cure  of  Ihe  parish, 
remoratle  only  by  tbe  bishop,  who  received  for 
bis  niitintirnniicc  the  small  titnfSi  and  who,  from 
lioldiog  auulber'a  post,  and  discbai^ging  another's 
duties,  was  coUcd  tbc  PiAinut,  or  perpetual  vicar. 
The  old  tnaaiin  nremletiastical  law  was  "  vjcarius 
noil  listret  vicuriuin,"  a  vicar  could  not  appoint  a 
vuhstitutc,  and  therefore  could  not  be  n  pluraltsL  > 
Tbit  WIS  not  adhered  to.     After  the  spoliation  of  I 
eburch  properly,   in   the  reign  of  Henry  VIII., 
tb«*e  who  bad  ubtaiaed  poMessiou  of  the  tilhv*  of  \ 
A  parish  were  oblifted  to  asngn  a  maintenance  for 
the  prictu  '•ho  bad  the  cor*  of  loub;  and  hence 
arcM  the  tille  of  "  Perpetual  Curate,"  which  I  do  ' 
not  remember  to  have  seen  in  any  anti-refomia- 
lional  dociiinent.     The  perpetual  euratr*  at  first  i 
were  hardly  oonsidered  as  benefieed  clergy ;  they 
•ltd  nut  vote   tor  prootora  lor  wmYocation,  and  , 
only  by  slow  decrees  worked  tbenuehres  up  lo  an  j 
equality  with  toe  old  vicars  nnd  rectors.     'Hie 
a$fiatant  airaU  is  really  the  curate'a  (LVtinlunl,  and  . 
is  tlic  suooenor  of  the  ancient  auxiliary  cha^'Lain.  i 
who  wa*  paid  according  to  the  duty  required  of  I 
hini'     Tlie  airatcs,  who  are  now  a  rery  numer-  I 
ous  body,  are  in  an  anomalous  position  boUi  as  I 
pnea's   and  churchmen :    nod   have  auperscded, 
practically,  the  Order  of  Dcaeuiis  lor  ecvieMUtical 
ptirpusea. 


The  archdeacon  was  iiot  generally  in  priest's 
orders  until  ihe  eleventh  century.

It 
Was  called  argemone,  becauae  it  was  believed  to 
be  a  core  for  a  disease  in  the  eye,  which  they 
culled  ifrytnot  argetna.  So  far  the  deacHpliua  M 
ihii  plaot  BKrees  with  the  lines  in  Comus.  .\lsa, 
it  would  ecvtn,  by  the  meoliua  of"  Uoly,"  that  the 
powers  of  hsmouy  w«re  the  aame^  only  siroifer, 
and  Browne,  in  his  Inner  Trmple  .Kupae,  p.  ]8S,« 
uses  moly  for  a  charm  for  tbe  eyes :

Barringtnn,  in  hia  Obaentaiiimt  on  the  more 
Ancient  i!jlalut''t,  has  ciillncted  a  number  of  legiil 
Tulgur  crrnrs,  among  which  he  includes,  "  the 
notion,  thiit.  a  womaus  marrj'inj;  a  mnn  under  the 
gallows  will  save  hint  from  the  ejceuuiiunj"  aud 
adds,  in  expknation  ; 

"This,  probably,  anvte  from  a  wifit  having  brought  an 
appeul  ii;;iiiiijl  the  murdtrer  of  her  huabunil,  who,  after- 
warila  repeiitini;  thu  proHecutiuii  or  lier  lover,  not  onlj 
forgJive  tlie  offence,  but  was  willing  to  marry  the  ap- 
pellee." 

However  this  may  be,  it  is  certiiin  thnt  in  the 
fifteenth  century,  ihid  exoinptiim  hud  a  qwui  legal 
existence  in  France.  We  read  in  the  Journal 
iTun  Bourgeois  de  Paris  (6ditiun  du  Fautii^uu 
Litteruire,  p.  683.) : 

"  Le  II)  Jani'ier,  1480,  on  mena  onae  hommes  he  halles 
de  Paria.  el  leur  coupa  Ie3  tCtea  k  toui  dix.  1^  onzieame 
estoit  uii  Irea-bel  jemie  Ills  d'eiivinm  vinut-qiiutre  and; 
il  fut  il''3|i'iiiill^  ct  prest  potir  binder  se$  yeiix,  quand 
uae  jeuiic  (Me,  nee  dcs  halles,  le  vint  hardieinont  de- 
msDdcr;  et  t:int  fit  par  Ban  boo  pourcliad,  qu'il  fut  rameu^ 
an  Chastclcl,  et  deipuls  furent  espuuaei  ensemble." 

Henry  Stephens  ([  quote  at  second-hand,  and 
cannot  give  reference)  records  an  amusing  in- 
stance  in  which  the  alternative  of  marriage  was 
offered  to  a  criminal : 

"Ce  conte  est  fort  coniTnan  dn  Picard.  anquel  d^jk 
catant  b  leschelle,  on  amena  nno  pauvru  fille,  qui  a'estoit 
Rial  gduverii^  en  Idj  promettant  qu'oii  luy  uuveroit  la 
vie,  s'il  vouloit  promettre  aur  aa  toy  et  la  damnatioa  d« 
■on  a»me,  quit  lu  prendroit  k  femme." 

But  the  condemned  was  a  philosopher,  and  seems 
to  have  thought  that  even  life  might  be  purchased 
at  too  deiir  a  rate ;  it  is  amuiing  to  picture  him 
"lonking  the  gift  horse  in  t^e  mouth,"  and  de- 
liberately balancing  the  pros  and  the  coru : 

**  Maia  enlre  antrM  choaee.  Pay  ant  voulu  voir  aller, 
qoand  il  a'uper^at  qu'elle  eatoit  Iwiten^  ae  louma  vers 
le  boaireao,  et  luy  diet:  Altaqiu,  attaqnt,  alU  doequt." 

A  similar  tide  Is  told  of  a  Norman  to  whom  the 
same  proposition  was  made ;  but  who,  having  ex- 
mm'ined  the  would-be  briile  in  Lavattrian  faahion, 
exeJmiiaed,  ms  be  mounted  the  suuffold: 
"Urns  aern&ts,  nex  pomctttf

Of  which  couplet  I  attempt  a  translation  : 

"  Thin  lipa,  sharp  nose  —  tho' sweet  ia  life, 
I'd  lather  swiiij,-  tban  have  such  a  wife  I  " 

A  curious  legal  statute  ajipeara  to  be  tn  force  ia 
the  l^te  ul'  Mua  : 

"  For  a  rape  the  puntsbnieQt  is  capltui,  unless  the 
woman  be  nninarried.  In  thia  case  she  has  her  choke 
either  to  hun^',  beliead,  or  niarry  the  offemler.  No  is- 
Stanee  of  a  cuiivi<'tioii  is  upon  record,  and  only  one  tja- 
diiionury.  Aftor  the  rope  was  fastened  round  the  neck 
of  tlie  criminal,'  the  injured  woman  repented  uf  her  de- 
tenu i  nation,  desired  he  might  be  released,  uud  ufi'i.-red  him 
a  ring,  the  symbol  of  the  third  condition.  He  accepted 
the  gift  with  thanks;  but  tuld  her,  that  having  beaa 
alreudy  condenineil  to  one  puniahmeiit,  be  thought  that 
sufficient,  and  would  keep  tlie  ring  for  aoolher  ot-casion."

The  North  American  Indians  accord  to  sqaaws 
whose  husbands  have  been  killed  in  battle,  llie 
privilege  of  .■■eleciiiig  a  successor  from  prisonos 
about  to  be  tortured.  Novelists  (Cooper,  1  think, 
tiinong  other.-i)  have  made  an  amusing  uae  of  this 
custom,  and  ihe  reader  will  recollect  ibe  ocene  ia 
Victor  Hugo's  Notre  Dame  de  Paria,  in  ubich  La 
E:<meraldH  takes  compassion  upon  ibe  unlucky 
Pierre  Griiiguire  wlien  rejected  of  the  other  laiUei 
of  the  band,  aud  saves  him  fram  hanging  by  ac- 
cepting him  as  a  temporary  husband.

—  There  may  be  two  cnrinu 
fruit-trees  growing  in  the  precincts  of  Utoacester 
Cathedral,  but  the  only  one  I  ever  saw  there  wm 
an  apple  tree ;  and  its  curiosity  mainly  arose  froia 
retaininjT  its  fruit  all  thrnuph  the  wintor,  till  the 
tree  was  in  blossom  in  spring !  I  have  often  ^eeti 
blossom  and  fruit  on  it  tnjrether.  About  thirty 
year^  a^o,  I  obtained  grafts,  and  so  X  ^  t 
goodly  tree,  equally  curious,  growinjt  in  my  own 
garden  at  Blttnn  ;  but  the  fmit  bein^  asele^  I 
believe  my  successor  has  destroyed  it.  The  only 
history  I  could  ever  get  was,  that  it  was  plnnted  by 
Dean  Tucker.  It  was  commonly  calleil  the  "  for- 
bidden fruit;"  why,  1  know  not,  nnlen,  from  iU 
being  SHfely  secured  within  a  hich  iron  railinir,  no 
persrm  can  reai-h  it.

Tlie  word  i''  a  compound,  exprearin;:  in 
Greek,  "  injnrel  aighl."  This  colony  was  est* 
bltahe<l  by  the  Milesia^^  who  fonntled  othi-r  cote- 
nit^  on  the  Asiatic  shores  of  the  Enxine  and 
in  the  Crimea  Prior  to  this  cnloniZMtion,  the 
Cimmeriansi,  accordinn  to  Herodotus,  flying  from 
the  Scythians  into  Asia,  built  a  town  on  the  ^arae 
site.  Strabo  and  Arrian  mention  Armenc  (now 
Aktiman)  as  the  seaport  of  Sinope,  from  which  it 
was  distunt  fifty  stadtn,  or  about  aix  miles.  Auto- 
lycuK,  one  of  the  Argonaula,  was  deeme«l  the 
ftiuniler  of  Sinope  by  its  inhabitants.  This  was 
the  birth-place  of  Dii«enea  the  Cynic,  and  Mithri- 
dates  the  Great,  when  Strabo  wrote,  in  the 
reign  of  Aiignstns,  Sinope  was  a  Rranan  coIort.

The  Wallon,  thonsh  not  extended  over  a  large 
tjurface,  varies  greatly,  that  of  Starelot  diScring 
much  from  that  of  Vervlars,  as  may  be  >een  in  tbe 
specimens  at  pp.  85.  125.  and  140.  of  the  CAmwMf 
ft  Poetiei  WaihnKM. 

In  1841,  before  the  intro'luclioo  of  railways,!

And  if  not,  woaM 
not  such  a  work  be  a  valuable  addition  to  our 
literature,  and  be  a  good  pecuniMry  apeeulitlion  to 
the  publisher?  Among  the  many  thousand  volumes 
laid  aside  and  forgotten  (and  each  perhaps  de- 
servedly BO,  as  a  whole)  by  the  public,  and  only 
known  to  the  curious  haunters  of  public  librarid, 
there  must  be  some  passages  worthy  of  being 
rescued  from  oblivion,  cither  fur  their  originality 
or  beauty. 

I  would  instance  what  I  mean  by  the  lines  {mm 
Aaron  Hill's  tragedy  of  Atheltcold.  cited  in  "  X. 
fc  Q,"  Vol.  v.,  pp.  78.  138.212.  The  tragedy  had 
been  forgotten,  even  by  literary  men,  such  u 
Madan ;  but  the  lines  had  survived  in  the  memory 
of  a  few,  and,  for  their  truth  and  force,  deserve 
to  be  generally  known. 

Tiie  work  I  propose,  might  hoar  such  a  name  u

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TDKULDS   AT  I^XQBVBT   BUI. 

Having  recently  been  engaged  wilh  several 
other  genllemen  in  opening  a  barrow  or  tumulus 
in  tbe  parish  of  Gitlingham,  Dorset,  and  knovn  as 
Langbury  Uill,  I  am  desirous  to  la;  the  results 
before  your  readers,  and  to  aslc  their  opinion  re- 
lative to  the  appearances  presented.  The  barrov 
in  question  b  a  long  low  mound  of  enrtb,  mea- 
suring, in  its  present  state,  about  one  hundred 
feet  from  its  eastern  to  its  western  extremity,  by 
ftbout  thirty  feet  wide,  while  the  highest  part  is 
some  six  feet  aboTe  the  level  of  the  surrounding 
field.  Tradition  states  that  it  was  the  huriul- 
plnce  of  those  who  were  slain  in  a  battle  between 
the  Saxons  and  Danes ;  doubtless  referring  to  the 
battle  of  Penn,  fought  in  1016  between  Edmund 
Ironside  and  Canute,  tbe  village  of  Penn  being 
only  a  few  miles  distant,  in  a  northerly  direction. 
The  tradition  proceeds  to  inform  us  that  the 
blood  shed  on  this  occasion  flowed  as  far  as  to  a 
place  still  called  Slaughter's  Gate,  and  which  is 
distant  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  barrow. 
The  central  portion  of  the  mound  having  been 
dug  into  about  &fly  years  since,  we  commenced 
our  operations  by  cutting  a  trench  across  the 
eastern  part,  where  tbe  soil  appeared  to  be  in  its 
original  state.  On  removing  the  turf  we  came  on 
a  mass  of  loose  stones  and  earth,  the  former  about 
tbe  size  of  one's  hand,  and  very  generally  placed 
flat,  as  if  to  form  a  covering  to  the  mound.  Many 
of  these  stones  presented  a  remarkable  Appearance, 
being  coaled,  especially  on  their  under  surfaces, 
with  a  white  substance  resembling  lime,  but  which 
was  pronounced  by  some  of  our  party  to  be  a 
species  of  mildew.  The  same  appearance  is  said 
to  be  sometimes  noticed  in  churchyards  on  re- 
moving  the  earth  above  old  graves.  Wc  con- 
tinued our  trench,  in  a  straight  direction,  com- 
pletely through  the  mound,  from  north  to  south, 
and  in  the  centre  we  excavated  tbe  earth  to  the 
depth  of  nearly  three  feet  below  the  level  of  the 
field  —  in  fact,  until  we  were  stopped  by  the  bed 
of  loose  oolitic  stones  which  occura  in  ihNt  part  of 
the  district.  A  little  more  than  a  foot  above  the 
surrounding  surface  the  mass  of  stones  and  earth 
entirely  ceased,  as  also  the  white  substance  before 
mentioned,  and  we  came  on  a  bed  of  soil  Uke  that 
IB  the  field,  only  much  freer  from  atones,  and 
which  ccaitinued  till  we  reached  the  natural 
stratum.  Finding  these  deep  "diggina"  alto- 
gether without  result,  either  of  bones  or  of  im- 
plements of  any  kind,  we  removed  a  liule  earth 
at  the  top  of  the  mound  to  the  right  and  left  of 
oar  trench,  and  there  at  length  we  came  on  the 
remains  of  wveral  skeletons  in  a  very  imperfect 
state,  and  not  more  than  about  eighteen  inches 
below  the  actual  surface.  The  relative  positions 
oftbe  mouldering  fnpntJtta  which  we  discovered 
were  aucb  as  to  saow  that  the  bodies Ko^  not\K«Ti 
JVb.  3ia.J 


interred  with  much  care,  and  to  lead  to  tlie  beUef 
that  the  combatants  were  buried  ia  the  very  atti- 
tude in  which  they  met  their  death ;  and  alwoogh 
the  akdetons  were  certainly  lying  e««t  uid  west, 
we  could  not  aacertain  that  any  rule  had  been  ob- 
served as  to  the  direction  of  the  bewls.  It  ahonU 
be  added  that  these  remains  were  all  placed  o&mv 
the  mass  of  stones,  which  would  thus  seem  to  have 
been  laid  there  without  any  reference  to  them, 
and  yet  we  found  no  bones  elsewhere-  As  pte- 
viousiy  mentioned,  no  traces  whatever  of  any  kind 
of  metal  or  implements  were  foaodt  bat  one  or 
two  small  shapeless  fr^ments  that  were  picked  np, 
we  are  willing  to  hope,  may  belong  to  aome  very 
rude  earthen  vessel.     In  conclusion,  I  would  aik,

On  lookiiv^  into  the  Relraspectin  Revkw, 
vol.  viii.  p.  285.,  I  find  that  beside)  the  Gla^ov 
edition  uf  Dr.  Arbuthnnt'a  MiteelhatrouM  WaHa, 
two  voIh.  ]'2mo.,  1731,  there  was  another  cditioB, 
that  reviene<l  in  the  Relrogpectire,  entitled  Itii- 
eellanrotiM  fFonb  a/ the  late  Dr.  ArimtMmot,  nrto 
Accimnt  of  the  Avthor'a  Life,  two  toU.  lina, 
London,  1 770.  On  the  publication  of  the  Glasgow 
edition,  the  date  of  which  would  appf^r  to  be 
1750,  his  son,  Mr.  Geoi^  Arbuthnot,  advertised 
in  the  newspaiM^rs  on  Sept.  25,  1720,  that  ilie 
publiaht-'d  works  were  not  the  works  of  his  late 
father  Dr.  Arbutbnot,  but  an  imposition  on  tk 
public;  a  declaration  wliivh  may  be  properly 
tuken  as  a  disclamation  by  Dr.  Arbuthnot'a  le- 
prcaentalives  of  any  connextoa  with  the  publico 
tiun.  Dr.  Arbutbnot,  as  is  well  known,  alias 
with  Swift  and  Fopc,  wrote  the  celebrated  Mf 
miiir*  of  Alurtintu  Scriblertu,  and  the  parts  attii- 
buted  to  him  are  allowed  to  be  enual  to  any  in 
that  extraordinary  work.  The  dissertation  on 
.nncicnt  music,  followed  by  the  illustrati'm  of  i:f 
power,  in  the  uuion  of  learning,  and  of  ez<]ui9ti- 
ridicule  heightened  by  gravity  of  nnrraiion,  it  d« 
exi'eedt^  by  any  [uece  of  humour  in  the  £a«U 
lan!!ua<;e.  I'fae  port-ion  of  Biabop  Bnrnet's  vaA 
jountal,  in  which  ho  is  represented  prea^inc  ■ 
exicnv[iore  sermon  to  his  household,  is  as  excennt 
in  its  way,  and  perh^is  still  luoru  ludiurous.  Ls 
nie  t(UOIc  this  la^  as  a  rare  specimen  uf  eoaic 
power.

Thomson,  m  his  Eiymoiu  of  the  English  Zan- 
gi^S^t  ^^J'  ^'"*t  Dence,  like  Demon,  si'cma  to  have 
been  once  used  in  a  good  sense,  and  gives  the 
Persian  Deio  as  one  of  the  derivations  of  botli 
Deuce  and  Devil.  He  states  that  the  Teiile  of  the 
Mexii'iins  was  a  divinity ;  and  surely  some  myste- 
rious connexion  exists  between  the  Zeiu,  Ofot, 
/)tujt,  Drtic,  Welsh  (whence  Dmoioli,  to  deify) 
and  the  Deuce  of  bad  report.  The  Welsh  have 
also  Dwyp.  Tlic  laai,  the  self-cxistei:t,  making 
Dici/coli,  to  sanctify ! 

This  is  remarkable,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  and 
may  induce  other  philologists  beside  F.  to  dispute 
the  original  meaning  of  the  word  Devil  with  Ma. 
Matthews,  wIio  has  stated  it  to  be  "merely  a 
modiiied  form  of  the  Scandinavian  Del,  fustus, 
dissimul^itln,"  &c. 

Mr.  Borrow  gives  Del  and  Devlit  as  used  for 
God  by  the  Hungarian  gipsies.  Is  not  the  sub- 
ject worth  farther  and  more  exact  inve:!ti.jation  ?

Sepulehral  MotiBmentM  (Vol.  Ix.,  p.  5.39.).— 
Some  time  ago,  I  endeaTOured  to  prove,  in  contra- 
diction to  the  opinion  of  many  modern  archseolo- 
gisls,  that  the  niediaival  cffii^ies  are  representations 
of  the  dead  bodies,  as  Inid  in  state,  or  prepared 
for  cooaignment  to  the  tomh.  The  following  cir- 
cumstance from  Simeon  of  DurhanCr  HUtory  of 
the  Khig*  is  strongly  corroborative.  The  body  of 
St.  Culhbert  was  disinicrred,  on  account  of  the 
incredulity  of  certain  persons,  four  hundred  and 
eighteen  years  after  his  burial,  a.  d.  IIOJ. 

'  His  hands,  reclinini*  on  his  breast,  appear  to  be  ex- 
tending (heir  stretched  Mit  fingers  to  h^vpn,  and  to  be 
incf^stanily  demandini;  the  mcri:y  of  Get  in  behalf  of  n 
jieojilc  devoteil  to  bini.  Fur  he,"  who  at  the  hour  of  his 
deiith,  mi&cd  those  hands  aloft  in  prayer  in  t>ehatf  of  him- 
self, now  siiK'e  his  deatli  hsth  ever  kept  them  raised  for 
tlie  expiation  of  our  Crimea." 

The  effigies  of  bishopa  being  most  commonly 
represented  with  the  right  hand  raised  in  the  act 
of  benediction,  it  is  imagined  by  many,  that  this 
is  undeniably  living  action  ;  yet  a  passnge  in 
Malmesbury'8  Life  of  tka  Kmgg  seems  to  elucidate 
the  subject ; 

"When  it  pleased  God  to  call  the  bishop  (St.  Angnsline) 
to  heaven,  and  he  was  Iring  in  extreme  bodily  pain  npon 
his  bed,  neifrhboara  flocVetl  around  him  tliat'they  might 
pMTtaka  tbc  fina/  beaediction  of  Uw  holy  man." 
Ifa.  SIS.] 


If  snch  importance  was  attained  to  ibis  fiml 
benediction,  it  was  obviously  an  impodi^,  and 
most  suitable  attitude  for  the  corpse;  and,  ia  aU 
probability,  the  arm  of  an  embalined  faUofik  with 
the  fingers  extended,  waa  smaetinaea  thos  plaeei 
It  appears  from  a  modem  work,  that  ia  the  Poly- 
nesian Islands,  the  chieA  ar«  to  tUa  da^  laid  out 
in  a  similar  manner,  holding  vaiioiM  inatraiaratt 
in  their  handa.  C.  T. 

BroM  PlaU  IN  AngMm  Parish  Chttrdk  (Vgl.  vL, 
p.  164  ).  —  It  may  be  interesting  to  C.  E.  D.  to 
know,  that  in  the  paruh  church  of  Omiakirfc, 
affixed  to  the  wall  of  the  north  aisle,  and  over  a 
small  buriul-placc,  called  the  "  Mossock  Chancd," 
in  the  parish  registers  ia  aa  inscription  on  bras^ 
nearly  like  the  one  he  has  copied  at  Ai^jitoiL 
Here  is  a  copy  of  it ;

«  God  save  tha  Kin;. 
"  My  ancestors  have  beene  interred  hear*  385  yvm^ 
This  l>y  anntient  evidenoa  to  mae  appearea;

How  this  family,  which  is  generallj  beliered  to 
be  one  anil  the  same  in  both  cases,  could  have  in- 
terred regularly  at  both  churches,  for  nearly  the 
same  lei^;th  and  period  of  time,  aa  the  plates 
would  seem  to  denote,  has  for  some  tine  been  a 
puzzle  to  me.  I  know  of  none  of  the  deaceodantl 
of  thia  ancient  family  bearing  the  above  namfc 
The  hall,  at  which  they  fur  a  long  time  reside^ 
etill  bears  their  name ;  and  ia  occupied  aa  a  fana- 
Iiouse,  about  four  miles  iroin  Ormakirk.  J.  D.

Query  of  S.  T.  refers  to  a  curious  little  book,  ■(• 
tribuled  by  Barbier  to  the  Chev.  de  Saliznac, 
author  of  a  Histoire  Oiitiralt  de  Pot^^ne,  Paris, 
1750;  but  which  other  bibliogr^hera,  probably 
with  more  truth,  consider  to  be  ao  anonymiMU 
production  of  the  Baron  Poellnitz,  celebrated  for 
his  Meaiairet  and  his  religious  tergiversation. 
Tbc  book  isi'what  the  title  of  the  EnsUafa  transla- 
tion imports,  a  sei^rel  history  of  toe  court  of 
Dreailcn  under  the  Elector  Jean  Geoi^  IV.,  and 
his  brother  Frederic  Augustus,  King  aS  Poland; 
seasoned  with  ample  details  of  their  various  mii- 
tresses,  and  a  rich  store  of  amorous  and  diplumalic 
intrigue.  Much  of  this  we  are  led  ta  expect 
from  the  character  of  the  latter  monarch,  whidi 
is  giv«i  in  the  commencement  of  the  vt^ame :

To  correct, 
aaand,  and  ratnuoh,  wu  ihrougb  life  hit  fhvotirits 
tmploynent.  Like  Soiitbry,  he  must  huve  re* 
Joieed  ia  p<roDf-ab«o(*I  Ui  mrgtit  luid  at  table 
over  hit  wine,  trta  wbcn  the  Prince  ulked  of 
pooiry;  but  ha<l  "Fr)t<'*put  a  manuRcHpt  into 
tbo  [KMl'i  band  for  eaaauNatioa,  h»  imnltl  lona 
hare  diaeovered  bow  completely  awike  wnre  Pope'? 
tjntical  iWultiei.  Bolin|>brok«  forsoi  tbe  strength 
of  Ihiii  habit  —  or  rather  pauion  —  of  hia  friend 
when  he  intuited  hie  memory  with  reapect  to  the 
corrMlioDa  made  on  th«  "  Putnot  Kin^."  Sonie^ 
timea  one  ia  at  a  toaa  to  diacover  the  obiecl  of 
n^s  in  tbeae  alteraliooa.  For  example,  rf  11  w«r« 
ntecaMry  to  tell  the  world  of  hia  desire  to  serve 
Murtha  Btount.  it  would  hftve  bt-en  as  wrll  tn  Iht 
following  ifiBtanee  to  haTe  jp^en  the  original  ei- 
pres*Joa  of  hia  feeling  Lvitcr  X  VL  of  tbe  seriee 
addressed  to  tbe  ladies  at  Maple  Durham,  in 
Roaeoe's  edition  aianifa  thtta  ;

The  original  is  deatitule  of  the  above  pre- 
liminary flourish ;  it  standa  as  follona  : 

"  Lasieb. — It  ii  a  difficult  task  joo  have  imposod  upon 
me,  that  of  writing  neirs;  audif  you  did  not  think  me  the 
humblest  creatare  in  the  world,  you  conid  nerer  inuKiQe 
a  poet  would  dwindle  to  a  brother  of  Dyer  and  Dawkea, 
and  an  associate  of  Tate  and  Bradr.  At  this  time,  in- 
deed, I  might  all^e  many  excuses  for  disobeying  yon  in 
this  p(»nt  —  as,  first,  that  I  have  too  much  news  to  war- 
rant the  writing  anr.  Secondly,  that  it  is  dangerous; 
and,  thirdly,  and  principally,  thst  it  is  tronblesome  to 
nifc" 

Many  expressioiu  of  aUachment  and  self-abase- 
ment — graceful  and  beeonuDg,  aa  addressed  to 
yojxog  ladies  of  rank  and  beantj — are  omitted  in 
the  printed  correspoodence.  One  epistle  h^ins : 
"Fair  Ladies — J  mntld  eaU  you  dearJadiet,  if  I 
durtt;"  and  he  tells  them,  that  "the  daja  of 
beaulj  are  u  the  dajs  of  greatness,  and  so  long 
as  your  eyei  make  their  rtaukine,  all  the  world  are 
your  adorers."  The  words  here  given  in  Italics 
were  omitted.  In  the  above  extract,  perhuts,  the 
reference  to  his  visiting  at  Blenheim  caused  Pope 
to  moke  the  alteration,  as  in  his  latter  days  his 
friendships  lay  chiefly  among  the  opposite  partr. 
He  was  also,  as  the  writer  in  the  AiAenaiai  justly 
remarked,  averse  to  ranking  with  the  Roman 
Catholics,  tkough  he  nominally  adhered  to  the  old 
faith;  and  I  find  in  the  original  letter  on  Arabella 
Termor's  marrii^e,  the  words :  "  Jl/y  acguaintante 
runt  to  nmcA  in  mt  anti'CtahoUc  ckauiutl,  that  it 
was  but  the  other  day  I  heard,"  &c.  In  another 
letter,  entitled,  To  a  Lad^  iu  Hu  Name  of  ker 
Brother^  a  certain  priest.  Sir  William  Kennedy,  is 

transformed  into  "  The  reverend  Mr. ."  This 

letter  is  one  of  the  most  objectionable  in  the  series. 
It  is  fonnd  only  in  what  Pope  called  the  surrep- 
titious editions ;  but  it  was  assuredly  written  bv 
him,  commencing  "Dear  Sisters,"  and  printed  with 
Uie  usual  amount  of  verbal  alteration.  Instances 
of  this  kind  might  be  maltiplied.  Delicacy  and  de- 
corum prompted  other  excisiom ;  for  the  manners 
of  that  age  ^owed  great  latitude,  both  in  con- 
versation and  writing,  as  the  Suffolk  correspon- 
dence and  memoirs  of  the  period  abundantly  uiow. 
Pope  certainly  exceeded ;  his  genins  and  the  al- 
lowance made  for  "a  man  of  his  make"  (his  own 
expression)  proving  bis  shield  and  buckler;  but 
he  knew  that  something  was  due  to  public  ap- 
pearances. No  imputation,  anless  it  oe  that  of 
too  great  indulgence,  rested  on  his  female  friends. 
Their  innocence  is  established  even  by  letters 
unfit  for  publication. 

My  object,  however,  at  present,  is  to  direct  the 

attention  of  some  of  the  correspondents  of  "  N.  & 

Q."  to  Pope's  quarrel  with  Ralph  Allen.     Mr. 

Cunningham,  in  his  edition  of  Johnson's  Lives, 

has  copied  Sir  John  Hawkins's  version  of  tha  <h>rv, 

Ao.  310.] 


that  Martha  Blount,  when  on  a  visit  with  P(^  at 
Prior  Park,  '*  signified  an  inclinati<m  to  so  to  the 
Popish  ubapel  at  Bath,  and  desired  ot  Mr.  AUea 
the  use  of  his  chariot  for  the  porpoae ;  bat  be 
t>eing  at  that  time  Mayor  of  the  city,  anggeited 
ibe  impropriety  of  having  his  carriage  seen  st  the 
door  of  a  place  of  wonhip  to  whi^u  kmagiatrate, 
he  was  at  least  restrained  from  ginng  a  ttneticM, 
and  might  be  required  to  snppresa,  sod  tberefcre 
desired  to  be  ezcnsed."  llie  pablidied  letten 
rive  no  support  to  this  statement,  bat  it  had  pro- 
bably some  foundation  in  laeta  not  yet  ueertaiaed. 
Was  Mr.  Allen  Mayor  of  Bsth  in  1743?  I  aa 
convinced  that  Mr.  Boscoe  is  wroi^  in  uagnag 
the  misunderstanding  to  the  yenr  1742 ;  it  mul 
have  occurred  in  the  antnmn  of  1743.  Mr.  ADa 
said  the  dispute  rested  entirdy  vpoo  s  antnal 
misundentsndiog  between  Martha  "'""«»*  and  Us 
wife,  which  appeared  in  two  «■  three  days  after 
Martha's  arrival.  Pope  gallantly  took  the  whola 
cause  of  the  quarrel  on  himself;  it  was  in  reaeat- 
ment  of  the  conduct  of  the  Aliens  to  ton,  and  to 
remove  him  from  such  treatment,  that  she  stayed 
alone  to  sn&er  it.  She  did  stay  at  Mr.  Allen's  ibr 
tome  days  after  Pope  left,  at  which  he  was  by  no 
means  pleased,  as  appean  from  the  printed  cor- 
resnondence.  Martha,  in  her  account  of  the  afiair 
to  Spence,  sud  she  soon  observed  ■  strsngeneii 
of  behaviour  in  them ;  they  nsed  Hr.  Pope  voy 
rudely,  and  Mr.  Wartturton  with  double  eon- 
plaisance,  to  make  their  ill  m^^e  of  the  other 
more  apparent ;  herself  they  **  used  ver;  oddiv, 
in  a  stin  and  over-dvil  manner."  I  have  abeady 
expressed  mr  opinion,  that  **  it  ia  highly  impro- 
bable, that  Mr.  Allen,  who  so  often  entertained 
the  poet,  and  who  so  eordiaUy  adnured  his  geniai, 
should  have  treated  his  vintor  with  mdenea" 
{Life  of  Pope,  ^  287.).  Bnt  in  the  Maple  Dn- 
ham  Collection  u  a  letter  on  this  sabjeet,  wUeh 
bad  escaped  my  notice.  It  is  addressed  to  Voft, 
whose  rep^  to  it  will  be  found  in  Bowles  sad 
Roscoe.  The  letter  u  in  Mailfan  Bkmnt'i  hand- 
writing, but  is  withoDt  ngnatnre :

How  poor  Martlia  got  out  of  her  per[>iexity,  it 
BOt  lUted.  Ralph  Allen  and  Pope  aftcrwaidt 
met,  but  tlie  rupture  wu  never  wholly  made  up ;

"  I  have  nofr  to  say,  however,  that  the  merits  oT  these 
works,  if  thejr  had  any,  and  thdr  fimlts,  are  oB  emtirtlji 
impotable  to  ti^tdf.  like  another  Scottiih  criminal  n 
more  conseqoence,  one  Macbeth ; 

"'  /  am  afiraid  to  think  what  /  have  done ; 
Look  on't /dare  not  1' 

"  /'have  Uiiu  ^tnhotomtd  mjftdf,  and  Iktoto  that  ittf 
Gonfeaiion  will  be  reported  to  the  public.  I  mean,  then, 
■ariously  to  state,  that  when  Itm/IoBiAe  author,  I  mean 
the  total  and  undividtd  author.  With  the  exc^ition  of 
miotatioHi,  there  is  not  a  u»^e  loord  that  too*  not  derhtd 
from  myidf,  or  suggested  in  the  coarse  of  my  reading."  ■ 

Let  ufl  ponder  on  this  expression.  If  the 
"  Wizard  of  the  North,"  as  Sir  Walter  has  been 
appropriately  called,  was,  after  all,  the  master  of 
only  a  portion  of  his  presumed  power,  his  name 
can  only  henceforth  be  associated  with  Chatterton 
and  the  fabricator  of  the  Rowley  poems,  with 
Ireland  and  the  perpetrator  of  the  Shakspeare 
forgeries !

In  corroboration  of  the  opinion  put  forth  by 
W.  J.  Fitz-Pateick,  that  Sir  Walter  Scott  did 
not  write,  or  was  not  the  author  of  all  the  Warier- 
ley  Noveli,  reference  may  be  made  to  a  strong 
assertion  made  in  1S20,  in  two  articles  on  Sir 
Walter  in  the  London  Magazine.  In  the  first 
(p.  115.)  it  is  said; 

"  The  fact  is,  that  these  woika  were  written  bj  a  near 
relative  of  Sir  Walt«r  Scott;  they  were  seveiallr  teat  to 
him  by  that  relative  in  an  nnflnished  state  fbr  revision, 
correction,  and  methodising.  Kearly  the  whole  of  tbt 
poetiT  is  his  owu  compotition,  as  well  as  manj  of  the 
descriptions.  .  .  .  These  Acts  were  commanlcated  by  the 
real  author  o(  the  novels  to  a  colonel  in  the  armv,  who  is 
well  known,  and  eminently  reepected  for  the  gaflantrf  of 
his  services,  the  powers  of  his  mind,  and  the  extoit  and 
depth  of  his  aruiUtion." 

In  a  noond  article  (p.  SSI.)  appears  the  follow- 
ing statement : 

"  From  the  interest  which  has  been  excited  in  conse- 
quence of  oar  remarks,  although  we  cannot  at  present 
jostifiably  mention  any  other  names,  we  feel  no  hesita- 
tion in  gntifyinc  the  cnriority  of  our  rasdets  by  inform- 
ing them,  that  Hra.  Soott,  formerly  Hiss  HKhillocb,  the 
lady  of  Thomas  Scott,  Esq.,  Faymaster  to  the  70th  rwi> 
ment,  at  preeent  in  Canada,  is  the  writer  of  these  noveli^ 
and  not  Hr.  Thomas  Scott  himself,  as  lately  erroneonaly 
tUted  Ja  the  dM}>j  pEpan."

Dumfries  Courier,  with  a  note  of  the  history  of 
Helen  Walker,  on  which  was  founded  the  tale  of 
The  Heart  of  Mid  Lotkiojt ;  which  note  was  made 
W  Mrs.  Soott,  long  before  that  series  of  ne 
Tales  of  my  Landlord  bad  been  announced. 

These  coincidences  are  undoubtedly  emions, 
both  occurring  in  the  year  1820:  bnt  how  far 
they  can  be  trusted  in  the  &ce  of  Sir  Waher'a 
public  declaration  of  his  own  sole  aatboraluii,  is 
a  question  not  easy  to  determine.

'UasKiLLBs.  is  not  sufficiently  explicit  in  hb 
Query,  especially  as  to  l^umlnoos  plants,  most  of 
which  may  be  prepared  with  but  little  trouble. 
Blotting-paper,  or  coarse  sugar-paper,  will,  with 
proper  care,  serre  for  the  drying  of  most  [janta ; 
but  the  process  should  be  hastened  by  the  aid  of 
heat.  Warm  the  blotting-paper,  using  it  in  tbidc 
masses,  say  a  dozen  sheets,  between  every  pair  of 
specimens ;  press  the  whole  moderately  br  means 
of  straps,  weights,  or  a  press  made  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  place  them  in  a  slow  oven.  After  some 
Qours,  remove  them,  place  them  in  fresh  p^ier, 
press  more  closely,  and  submit  them  again  to  heat 
[n  this  manner  j^anta  of  a  very  succulent  cha- 
racter may  be  successfully  prepu«d. 

Sea-weeds  can  be  dried  in  the  same  way ;  I 
have  dried  hundreds  so,  and  without  serious  loss 
9f  colour.  But  a  quick  and  more  certwn  method, 
is  to  place  the  weeds  between  folds  of  dry  linen,  or 
blotting-pwer,  and  apply  a  hotliron,  which  in. 
stantaneonaly  desaioates  them.  The  great  point 
in  all  cases  is  **  sudden  and  quick."  • 

Plants  which  contain  reein,  as  pines  for  instance, 
are  apt  to  shed  their  foliage  tome  time  after  baring 
been  prepared.  This  may  be  prevented  by  im- 
mersing the  specimens  in  Wling  water  as  aoon  as 
they  ore  collected,  'niey  Are  then  to  be  dried 
quickly,  and  not  a  leaf  will  crumble  off. 

There  is  one  admirable,  but  little  known  plan, 
which  answers  admirably  for  fungi  and  tender 
nicculenta.  It  is  to  drop  the  specimens  in  their 
fresh  state  into  Un  boxes  of  silver  sand,  and  cover 
them  some  inches  with  the  same  material,  shaking 
it  well  about  them,  so  as  to  fill  up  every  interstice 
of  the  place.  Then  submit  tfae  boxes  to  heat  in 
A  slow  oven  for  some  days  ;  and  on  removing  the 
specimens,  the  sand  will  crumble  from  them,  and 
toe  shape  and  colour  of  die  fungus  will  be  fimnd 
well  preserved,  however  delicate  ;  and  the  sped' 
men  so  well  dried,  as  to  last  for  years.

Though  UngxiLLKD  may  be  awaro  of  the  fact. 
be  will  pttri!<tn  ine  iHentioninit,  in  concluiion,  that 
botanirAt  specimens,  however  badly  dried,  may  be 
Tcry  fairly  restored  to  ihetr  natural  iluipe  and 
colour — if  not  rednred  to  powder  —  by  plunging 
theai  into  very  bot  water.  I  had  occasion  la(«ly 
to  get  aome  drawing  made-  of  plant*  not  at  thf 
moBieM  acoesstble,  and  was  compelled  to  use 
dried  FpeoimeDi.  On  plunging  into  hot  water, 
ibey  remmcd  their  original  shnpe  and  colour, 
even  lo  raintiteot  detail,  tiiou|{h  they  had  been 
dried  aod  mounted  at  leuC  Ion  ycar^.

The  compiler  of  this  Manual  was  one  **  Ridhard 
Hodjres,"  described  elsewhere  as  "a  school-master, 
dwelling  in  Southwark,at  the  Middle-fate,  within 
Mountagne  Close."  My  edition,  it  will  be  seen, 
is  not  the  original,  which  was  published  at  least 
twenty-one  years  before ;  for  at  the  end  of  the 
author's  "  Plainest  Directions  for  the  True  Writing 
of  English,"  8cc.,  1649,  I  find  the  Enehiridim 
ailvertised  "  to  be  had  of  John  Hancock."  The 
title  seems  parUy  a  plagiarism  from  John  Bill, 
iifld  should  the  Pbofessox  desire  to  compare 
the  one  with  the  other,  I  shall  be  happy  to  send 
Jt  to  bim  for  that  purpose.  Mr.  Hodges,  expati- 
ating upon  the  advantages  accruing  to  those  who 
possess  bis  "  useful  book,"  says,

SingU  SUreotdV'c  PietiiTt$.  —  Having  been  allowed  to 
express  my  opinions  in  "N.  &  Q."  on  the  subject  of 
stereoscopic  angles,  perbapa  I  mar  be  permitted  to  offers 
few  words  on  the  subject  of  Mr.  hoRMAM'a  mode  of  taking 
single  stereoscopic  plctnres  by  one  lens;  and  am  induced 
to  moke  this  request,  becanse,  as  far  as  I  am  capable  of 
thinking,  those  vho  hare  mooted  the  question  in  "N.  Sc 
Q."  hare  lett  it  unsettled.  I  consider  that  Mb.  Nobvam's 
method  (ingenious  as  it  undoubtedly  is)  is  optically  in- 
correct ;  and  am  at  a  loss  to  underst«nd  bow  two  Incorrect 
pictures,  blended  in  one,  can  result  in  a  picture  vhicli, 
when  seen  by  one  eye,  can  be  "  wonderfully,"  or  wen 
satisfactorily,  stereoscopic  If  I  rightly  comprehend  the 
method  proposed  by  Mb,  Norkam,  it  is  this :  there  are 
two  apertures,  2i  inchea  apart,  in  a  piece  of  wood  or  other 
material,  placed  before  one  lens,  through  which  the 
pictures  are  received  and  blended  in  one,  whieh  is  the 
picture  taken.  This  picture,  1  have  said,  is  optically  in- 
correct; and,  I  beliei'e,  the  following  experiment  will 
show  that  it  must  be  so.  Let  there  be  a  row  of  iix. 
columns,  at  12  feet  apart,  nnmbered  1,  2,  a,  &&,  beginning 
at  the  left  hand.  Now,  the  light  from  these  columns,  in 
its  passage  through  the  lens,  will  be  more  and  more  re- 
fracted OS  it  approaches  the  outsides  of  the  lens :  conse- 
quently, in  the  picture  produced  by  the  aperture  on  the 
lett  side,  thecolnmns  1  and  2  will  be  nearer  together  than 
5  and  G ;  whilst  in  that  at  the  right,  1  and  2  will  be  icider 
apart  than  a  and  G,  so  that  two  pictures,  incorrect 
toronghoat  their  whole  range,  will  be  blended  together  in 
one. 

That  such  must  b«  the  case,  any  one  who  nnderstanda 
the  nature  of  a  lens,  and  who  can  draw  a  very  simple 
diagram,  can  satisfy  himself. 

This  being  tbe  true  state  of  the  case,  I  am  at  a  loss  to 
understand  bow  such  a  jumble  (for  such  it  is)  can  pro- 
duce, when  seen  with  either  one  or  both  eyes,  stereoscopic 
effect — or,  I  would  rather  say,  satisbctoi;  stereoscopic 
effect. 

If  the  passage  of  light  through  a  tens  be  considered,  it 
will  be  evident  that  no  stxjr/e  lens  can  produce  two  cor- 
rect ])ictures ;  and  that,  therefore,  Mb.  Noruan's  method 
must,  aa  an  optical  neceasitT,  fiul.

of  500/.  for  the  benefit  of  four  ctf  the  khig's  scholars  at 
Westminster,  on  their  election  to  tbe  Univenitiea.—

Sedilia  (Vol.  xii.,  p.  344.).  —  The  following 
churches  on  the  Continent  have  sedilia.  In 
Kh en ish- Prussia  at  Marienburg,  sedilia  on  the 
south  side;  also  at  Boppard,  in  the  Carmelites' 
Church,  triple  sedilia  carved  in  wood,  with  ca* 
nopiea.  At  Frankfort-on-the-Halne,  in  the 
minster,  in  ib«  WkbUMpeUs,  on  the  MniA  riM 


are  the  remans  of  sediUa  with  mutilated  canopies. 
At  Ratisbon  Cathedral  the  south  wall  of  the  sa- 
crarium  contains  five  sedilia.  At  Augaborg,  in 
Lbe  Dom,  on  the  south  side  are  three  fine  equal 
sedilia.  At  Stuttgard,  in  the  hospital-church,  are 
sedilia.  In  the  Dionysiusktrche  at  Easlingen  are 
sedilia  of  four  niches,  with  tracery  above  each,  all 
in  a  square  head.  The  Certosa,  near  Pavia,  has 
sedilia.  Also  at  Fadufl,  the  8.  MarrA  deU'  Arraa 
has  sedilia. 

But  there  can  be]  no  doubt  that  this  is  ft  very 
rare  continental  feature ;  and  in  most,  if  not  all, 
of  the  instances  named,  the  sedilia  are  not  nied, 
but  moToable  seats  are  placed  before  them. 

0.  B.  AcwoBTH  also  aaks  if  any  bishop's  throtM 
exist  out  of  England. 

In  Augsburg  CathednJ,  at  the  end  of  the  apw, 
is  an  episcopal  throne  of  stone,  supported  on  two 
couchant  lions,  and  raised  on  several  steps.  In 
Milan  Cathedral,  at  the  end  of  the  ame,  is  an 
episcopal  throne,  a  stone  seal  with  low  arms 
carreu  in  couchant  lions.  In  S.  Stephano,  al 
Verona,  the  pontifical  stone  seat  remains  at  a  huh 
level.  St.  Mark's,  at  Venice,  has  the  patrurch's 
throne.  In  the  sacristy  of  the  cathedral  at  Ba- 
venna  is  kept  the  stone  pontifical  chair,  carved 
with  the  history  of  Joseph.  Again  at  Torcello, 
Venice,  in  the  cathedral,  is  an  arrangement  pro- 
bably unique;  the  apse  is  filled  with  concentric 
stone  seats,  six  in  number,  rising  one  above 
another  like  an  amphitheatre ;  while  in  the  middle 
point,  higher  than  all,  is  the  episcopal  ofaur,  raised 
considerably  higher  than  the  rest,  with  atone  side 
walls,  and  a  steep  separate  ascent  of  thirteen  steps 
immediately  before  It.  The  back  of  the  episcopal 
ch^r  is  of  alabaster,  beautifully  carved,  with  a 
cross  between  stars  and  fiowers.  The  croas  is 
covered  with  interlacing  fiower-work,  with  a  band 
in  benediction  in  the  centre.  The  slab  is  three 
feet  one  inch  high,  and  twentv-two  inches  broad. 
The  seat  is  thirteen  and  a  half  inches  broad,  and 
seventeen  and  a  half  inches  high.  It  is  at  the 
latest  of  the  eleventh  century.  CarmaF.

The  Old  Norse  verb  tnelia,  miilva,  mola, 
tKj/tia,  again,  is  to  bruiMe,  irqjf,  baUer,  or  ttrihe 
doum.  There  is  another  nearly  allied  expresuon 
in  the  same  venerable  language,  viz.  maux  (com- 
pare Dan.  )ua/e;  Germ.  tnaAun ,'  A.-S.  my£,pulviB; 
M.  G.  malaa ,-  Welsh  mtdu ;  Pen.  malidea ;  Heb. 
nud,  nudal;  Gr.  ^Uiii-;  Latin  molare'),  which 
literally  means  to  grind,  from  which  expression, 
br  the  way,  we  may  derive  our  word  num/,  and 
the  pugilistic  term  miii.  Having  its  root  in  the 
same  source  with  mala,  we  further  find  the  Old 
Norse  nulmi  (A.-S.  myUm ;  Dan.  mUlie ;  Germ, 
muhle;  Gr.  luKa ;  Lat.  moin),  a  mM :  also  mi'dl,  or 
mii  (Dan.  meel;  G«rm  metd;  A.-S-  melev,meloe; 
Lapp,  maimme),  which,  with  the  same  meaning  as 
attaches  to  mylna,  dso  signifies  com  and  ^fiotu; 
whence  we  have,  in  all  probability  our  term  ntetd. 
To  obtain  for  himself,  in  his  own  peculiar  fashion, 
grist  for  his  mill,  the  Highland  cateran  came  down 
upon  the  homesteads  of  his  lowland  neighbours ; 
and  thus  originated  that  system  of  forced  tribute 
which  acquired  the  name  of  blacimaU.

I  often  have  occasion  to  wish  our  dinners  at 
Merwoud,  where  y'  delicate  fresh  fish  we  meet 
with  upon  these  Coasts  ni-c  better  itieiited.  We 
have  sometimes,  too,  a  pint  of  very  fine  French 
wine.  I  don't  know  where  to  tell  you  you  may 
direct  a  letter  to  us,  if  you  design  that  happiness ; 
unless  you  write  immediately  upon  y^  receipt  of 
this  to  us  at  Chichester,  where,  however,  we'll 
wait  your  commands.

The  following  is  from  Sir  John  Sinclair's  Cor- 
reipofidence  (ii.  87.) : 

"  When  we  came  to  Dover,  we  amused  ourselvej  witfc 
diKUSsing  the  varioas  modei  of  crossing  flrom  England  to 
France.  That  by  means  of  a  balloon,  eave  ris«  to  eoim 
pleasantries.  We  aflerwardB  discussed  Ine  idea  of  haviag 
a  wooden  floating  bridge,  ten  feet  wide  «nd  ten  feet  high: 
the  passage  being  twenly-five  miles  broad,  MontgMMf 
calculated  that  it  would  require  14,000,000  feet  of  oak; 
which,  at  2i.  Gd.  per  cnbical  foot  (the  price  of  oak  ia 
France  at  that  time),  would  amount  to  l,750,OOOi.  Uoiit- 
golfier  therefore  contended,  that,  for  3,000,00<ML  ateriine, 
at  the  utmost,  a  wooden  floating  bridg«  might  be  cot- 
Btructed  from  Dover  to  Calais,  on  a  Umi  scale  than  the 
one  originally  proposed,  which  would  defy  any  (einpM 
that  could  arise.  The  interruption  to  navigation,  liow- 
ever,  was  an  insurmountable  obstacle  to  such  an  attempt. 
It  was  amnsing,  after  this  discnssion,  to  hear,  in  a  bra, 
acted  in  one  of  the  theatres  at  Paris,  the  following  liocs, 
put  into  the  mouth  of  a  projector .

"  The  eutera  coasts  (^  JUtlaod  are  abrupt  ami  pre- 
cipitious,  formed  of  chalk,  or  limestone,  and  called  Kliiile 
by  the  natives.  The  Moons  Klint,  on  (he  eastern  side  of 
the  island  of  Moens,  nrbich  Blretcha!)  above  ten  miles  into 
the  Bca,  is  remarkable  for  its  fossils  and  numerous  water- 
falls." 

It  would  be  interesting  to  ascertain  from  a 
Danish  correspondent  whether  their  klinte  at  all 
a^ee  in  character  with  our  Norfolk  clints,  or 
with  dent  in  StaSbrdsbire.

Curious  Custom  at  the  Purchasing  of  Land.  —

OLD    DEEDS. 


(Vol.  xii.,  pp.  185.  236.  274.) 
I  rejoice  that  B.  U.  C.  has  asked  whether  such 
tbtngB  as  old  deeds  from  1604  to  1764  "  are  of 
any  value,  and  should  be  preserved  F"  as  I  hope 
that  the  discussion  of  such  a  q^uestion  in  your 
pages  may  prerent  the  destruction  of  many  an 
ancient  deed.  I  am  afraid  it  has  very  frequently 
hap|>encd,  that  when  deeds  have  appeared  to  bo 
no  longer  useful,  as  forming  any  essential  part  of 
the  title  to  an  estate,  they  have  been  destroyed. 

There  are  very  many  purposes  for  which  old 
deeds  are  useful  long  after  they  may  have  ceased 
to  constitute  any  materinl  part  of  the  title  to  lands. 
In  cases  of  pedigree,  deeds  never  cease  to  be 
legal  evidence  of  the  descents  in  families,  and  it 
oiten  happens  that  they  are  the  only  evidence  of 
such  descents  in  ancient  times.  Ofd  deeds  o^en 
show  the  origin  of  surnames,  an  instance  of  which 
may  be  seeu  in  J.  Shaw's  Slaffbrdthire,  title, 
"  Womboume,"  which  shows  that  my  derivation 
of  the  name  "  Woodhouse,"  as  given  in  Vol.  li. 
p.  250.  is  correct.*  So  the  origin  of  the  names  of 
places  may  be  learned  from  old  deeds;  oa  Coney- 
gree,  from  Conigera,  as  stated  by  Mb.  GsiFriTas, 
ante  p.  1 95. f  So  also  the  use  of  some  articles  of 
dreas,  as  white  gloves,  albt  cyrothece.

Nor  is  the  use  of  old  deeds  confined  to  aueh  as 
i-elate  to  lands, '  I  have  on  indenture  of  apprentice* 
ship,  which  shows  who  was  the  mayor  of  Northamp- 
ton more  than  400  years  ago  — si  rit6  reowdar  — 
Find,  strange  to  say,  this  deed  is  abont  doaUe  the 
length  of  the  common  feoSmmts  of  laoda  then  in 
UK.  In  truth,  old  deeds  are  full  of  information, 
and  form  a  very  useful,  and  not  unfrequently  the 
nnly  existing  source  of  knowledge  as  to  many  in. 
ter eating  matters. 

It  ia  also  to  be  especially  remarked  that  there 
are  no  private  documents  which  are  entitled  to 
anyUiing  like  an  equal  degree  of  credit  with  old 
(leedi.  A  deed  is  umost  invariably  prepared  with 
^reat  care ;  in  many  instances  its  provisions  are 
subjected  to  the  careful  consideraUon  of  two  or 
more  distinct  parties,  one,  if  not  both  of  whom  ii 
interested  in  the  accuracy  of  the  slatementa  con- 
rained  in  it.  Such  documents,  therefore,  may  not 
[mproperly  be  ranked  as  next  in  importance  to 
jnwlic  records. 

It  has  often  occurred  to  me,  that  there  onght  lo 
be  some  public  depository  fur  the  reception  of  all 
old  deeds,  and  that  moans  ought  to  be  used  in 
order  to  induce  all  parties  who  have  old  deeds, 
which  they  consider  to  be  useless,  to  forward 
them  to  such  depository. 

A  friend  of  mme  has  adopted  a  plan,  which  is  so 
ndmirably  adapted  both  for  the  preservation  and 
the  ready  inspection  of  old  deeds,  aa  to  deserve 
Iming  generally  known.  He  has  hod  boxes  made, 
§iay,  eighteen  inches  long,  twelve  inches  wide,  and 
four  inches  deep.  These  boxes  open  lengthways 
irith  ^hinges  at  one  end.  At  this  end  sheets  of 
strong  writing  paper  arc  bound  in,  in  the  saine 
manner  as  leaves  in  a  book.  These  sheets  are 
nearly  the  some  length  as  the  inside  of  the  box,  bat 
two  or  three  inches  less  in  breadth  than  the  box, 
:ind  are  so  bound  in  that,  when  the  box  lies  open 
liefore  yon  with  its  hinges  to  your  left  hand,  then 
is  a  vacant  space  of  some  two  inches  in  width  be- 
tween the  side  of  the  box  next  to  you  and  the 
sheets  of  paper.  An  old  deed  is  affixed  to  each  sheet 
of  paper,  in  such  a  manner,  that  its  beal,  or  seals, 
may  fall  into  the  vacant  space,  and  the  deed  lie* 
wide  open,  and  in  the  proper  position  to  be  read, 
when  the  box  is  so  placed  na  above  described.  An 
nbstract  of  the  contents  of  each  deed  may  be  made 
on  the  spare  part«  of  the  paper  in  front,  or  on  its 
back,  together  with  any  references  and  memo-  - 
randa;  and  by  having  alternate  sheets  witliout 
imy  deed  affixed  to  them,  there  might  Im  inserted 
a  translation  of  the  deed  at  length. 

It  is  obvious  that  such  boxes  might  be  plaoed 
on  shelves  in  the  same  manner  as  books,  and, 
l>eing  properly  numbered,  and  their  contents  duly 
indexed,  reference  might  be  made  to  them  in  any 
public  depository  with  great  facility.

Proin  a  lont;  cann«Gtion  with  printers  and 
prinliniT,  I  have  become  awsre  of  these  lhing^ 
nithnugh  I  have  never  "  made  a  note  "  of  ilic  par- 
ticnUr  workj  in  whi<>h  they  o>_>cur.  All  readers  uf 
the  common  scbool-books  whirh  proAas  totmdi 
composition,  miut  lure  seen  the  csntion  to  young 
writ«ra  given  in  tlu;  anecdote  «f  th^i  author  wImmb 
work  was  9toppe<l  bv  the  printers,  in  coDaaqueam 
of  his  being  too  fond  of  the  capital  letter  /.  Tlita 
is  an  cjOreiiw  cue,  but  thera  are  many  anslo-jous. 
For  instance,  in  newspapan  the  "  leader*  "  pnr- 
take  of  the  nature  of  "book  eomponition;'*  the 
"dflbateg"  lake  n  delight  in  tbe  letter  A.  partly 
oorafioned  by  "  hear,  hear,"  but  not  altogether; 
while  the  "  parasraphs  "  have  a  predileotioB  for 
the  letter  t.  Now  the  latt«r  bcin;  written  by 
inferior  writers  —  i.  #.  penny-a-liners  —  partake 
of  the  cJinraet«r  of  loose  writini;,  whiciinbounds  in 
the  crossed  letter.  I  ramembor  llic  case  of  a 
nov«l  which  delisted  no  in  IIij!  it,  that  tbe  eoai* 
positors  complained  lomlly  of  their  type-esM* 
becoming  **  Mrgas,"  that  U,  overflowing  with 
every  othor  letter :  and  this  was  not  a  Welsh  tale, 
as  one  might  suppose.  There  was  another  which 
||loricil  in  y  andjr,  from  the  author  having  a  pre- 
dilection for  active  porticiplea  and  adrcrhs. 

In  a  ffroat  moaiure  lo  overcome  them  obslaclet 
to  eoniiMMilion,  the  printer  keeps  wlial  be  odla  a 
"fount-caso."  in  which  ore  deposited  tboea  extra 
letters  wliiob  some  authors  lov».

In  testing  for  authorship  on  any  scale,  the 
easiest  way  would  be  to  have  2600  small  cards, 
apportioning  100  to  each  letter,  on  which  it  ahouUl 
be  printed,  or  written  in  printing  letters.  Then  a 
box.  should  be  provided,  divided  into  26  portions, 
one  for  each  letter,  and  labelled.  By  this  means, 
when  the  100  of  letter  e  were  exhausted,  the  fact 
could  be  easily  noted  down,  and  so  on  with  the 
rest. 

I  ought  also  to  state  that  soma  judgment  will 
be  requisite,  because  many  printers  use  more  of 
■  than  of  z,  in  such  words  as  rccovaize,  criticize, 
which  they  spell  recognise,  criticise.  American 
spelling,  too,  has  its  peculiarities  ;  it  spells  words 
in  our  without  the  u,  except  Saviour,  and  it  never 
doubles  the  last  letter  in  making  past  participles, 
&c.,  except  when  the  accent  is  on  the  ultimate, 
even  extending  it  to  such  words  as  travefer  (tra- 
veller), &C.  AVOK  liEA.. 

p.  S.  —  Perhaps  some  kind  friend  will  test 
"  Aloredun  "  by  both  methods. 


I  can  say  a  few  words  on  the  PaopsssoH's  pun- 
gent remark  conveying  his  suspicion  as  to  the 
probability  of  "  the  chip"  which  I  sent  you  on  the 
above  subject  not  having  been  turned  out  of  hand 
in  a  workmanlike  manner.  The  incongruity  men- 
tioned in  the  Professor's  remarks  was  noticed  by 
myself  at  the  time  I  made  the  experiment,  and  for 
that  reason,  in  most  oif  the  cases,  if  not  in  all,  I 
went  over  the  computation  of  the  seU  of  500 
where  the  differences  were  so  palpable  more  than 
once,  in  order  to  assure  myself  that  error  had  not 
crept  in  unawares.  I  did  not  take  the  first  set  of 
500  words  from  each  author  ^rst,  and  then  simi- 
larly a  second  500,  followed  by  the  third  and 
fourth  sets,  as  the  Pbopbssor  seems  to  suppose ; 
bad  I  done  so  I  should  certainly  have  been  very 
much  of  his  opinion,  on  looking  at  the  results,  that 
I  had  not  ot  the  commencement  settled  comfort- 
ably to  the  work  ^  but  the  2000  words  were  taken 
in  every  case  Jrom  each  mUhor  comeciUively,  and, 
as  far  as  I  recollect,  in  the  order  following,  Nos.  7, 
2.3.  5.4.  8.1.6. 

In  the  examples  of  Goldsmith  ond  W.  Irving, 
where  the  difTercnce  between  the  first  and  subse- 
quent 500  words  is  so  great,  I  have  again  gone 
over  the  first  500  of  each,  and  can  find  no  error 
in  the  numbers  set  down  against  them ;  still 
I  will  not  vouch,  throughout,  for  the  accuracy  of 
the  figure  in  the  wniCt  place  of  the  results ;  but  as 
I  have  by  me  the  result  of  each  separate  lOO 
words,  and  have  again  gone  over  a  few  of  them 
taken  at  random,  without  finding  any  error,  I 
think  I  con  safely  say  that  the  tens,  hundreds,  and 
tboaagnda  uisj  he  relied  tm.

WILLIAM   I)K   BBn-AIKB. 

(VoI.x.,  p.  67. ;  Vol.  xii.,  p.  287.) 
'When  this  writer's  book,  called  Humane  Pru- 
dence (one  of  the  later  editions,  printed  by 
Knapton),  first  fell  into  my  bands,  I  at  once 
supposed  that  the  "Edward  Hungerford,  Esq-," 
to  whom  It  is  dedicated,  must  have  been  the  only 
son  of  Sii-  Edward  Hungerford,  K.B.,  temp. 
Charles  II.,  then  head  of  the  great  Wiltshire 
family,  and  the  dissipator  of  its  estates.  The 
young  man,  his  son,  was  not  only  heir  to  a  noble 
fortune,  but  by  a  very  early  marriage  at  the  age 
of  nineteen,  with  Lady  Alatnea  Compton,  became 
entitled,  had  they  both  lived,  to  still  larger  pos- 
sessions. That  he  was  the  person  to  whom  the 
book  was  addressed,  appeared  very  probable  from 
the  language  of  the  dedication.  "  You  have  made 
a  fair  progress  in  your  studies  beyond  your  yean" 
"  The  nooteaest  of  your  alack  is  a  spur  to  virtue," 
"  As  much  aa  yoa  excel  others  iw  fortuMe^  4c. 
Such  pbrasGoIf^y  could  only  be  addressed  to  seme 
young  man  of  good  family  and  great  prospecli. 
But  Sir  Edward's  son  died  in  September,  1681, 
aged  twenty ;  and  I  see  it  stated  in  "  N.  &  Q," 
Vol.  xii.,  p.  287.,  that  the  first  edition  of  Wm.  de 
Britaine's  book  did  not  appear  till  1682.  If  this 
were  really  the  date  of  the  first  edition,  then  of 
course  it  must  have  been  some  other  person  to 
whom  it  was  dedicated.  I  know  no  others  of  the 
Hungerford  family  of  that  Christian  name,  and  at 
that  period,  whose  circumstances  would  suit  the 
case.  There  was  an  Edward,  third  son  of  a 
merchant  at  Exeter,  aged  thirty-seven,  in  1682; 
and  another  Edward,  fifth  son  of  a  physician  at 
Reading,  twenty  years  old  in  that  year.  But 
younger  sons  of  merchants  and  medical  men  in 
countiT  towns,  are  not  usually  selected  by  authors 
for  objects  of  dedication  as  "  Worthj  Sirs "  and 
"Esquires : "  so  that  it  is  wholly  improbable  that 
either  of  Uiese  should  have  been  the  wealllty 
young  gentleman  whose  patronage  was  courtral  by 
William  de  Britaine.  Of  the  mental  accomplish- 
ments of  Sir  Edward's  son  I  know  nothing ;  hut 
his  position  in  life  was  such  as  might  have  entitled 
him  to  the  attention.  I  am  therefore  induced  to 
ask,  is  it  quite  certain  that  the  first  edition  of 
Humane  Prudence  did  not  appear  until  1682  ?

Secondly,  Because  tbere 
exists  no  point  from  wlilcb  all  the  parta  of  a  plain  surftce 
are  equally  distanL  He  explained  his  meaning  at  p.  89I., 
where  he  allows  that  the  remark  above  quoted  "ia  of 
course  only  approximately  true."  The  statement,  never- 
theless, is  alwara  untrue,  nhat«ver  point  the  distance  ia 
taken  from.  He  adds, "  tbe  same  [remark]  applies  to  the 
usual  two  pictures;  but  in  the  one  case  the  fk:t  would  be 
discernible  in  consequence  of  the  uniform  convergence  of 
the  axes  of  both  eyes,  if  brought  to  bear  upon  ail  parts  of 
the  picture,  whireia  with  two  pictures  this  is  not  the  case," 
4c.  I  reply,  every  tyro  in  optics  knows  that  a  uniform 
convergence  is  impossible  in  either  case :  the  only  surface 
that  adimta  of  such  uniformity  is  a  sphere  wboae  radiua 
=1  distance  between  centres  of  the  eyeballs  x  cosecant 
of  angle  of  inclination  of  the  optic  axes.

This  latter  word  denotes  the 
sign  of  the  Virgin  in  the  Zodiac,  and  M.  Rouge- 
niont,  in  his  Peuple  Primiiif,  says  thnt  frsm  this 
word  was  derived  the  name  of  SibyUa.  His  rea- 
soning' upon  the  subject  may  be  found  in  the  work 
referred  to,  vol.  ii.  p.  56.

"  With  my  staff  I  passed  over  thix  Jordan,  the 
period,  wherein  we  are  told  the  patriarch  thus 
spoke  of  the  river,  being  about  three  hundred  and 
thirty  years  previous  to  that  assigned  for  changing 
the  name  of  the  town  Laish.

It  it,  dial  tbe  nign  uf  lb«  elder  Tnrqain  did  not 
llist  noro  than  one  jear  at  the  wojl.  Our  autbo> 
ntics  flaj  that  it  lasted  tlLirtj-ei|jbt,  and  I  ground 
mj  contTBTf  iifnniiin  un  tJie  lollowin^  rircuin* 
iCaoeof :  —  Fir^t,  tbe  trace  for  100  jears,  which 
fUmiilnii  eranted  to  V«ii  just  before  his  apothe- 
ona  (i*y  in  X.  V.  c.  37).  do«>  not,  according  to 
Livjr  (i.42.),  expire  till  176.  'lltea  th«  nmatk 
la  Livy,  i,  IS,  (wLich,  inasmuch  as  it  ia  contrary 
to  fata  own  clironology,  is  eertainly  derived  from 
some  ancient  tiookj,  according  to  Khtch  iiiur«  than 
100  jears  lubtequent  to  Xuma's  accession  (3bt, 
m  tbe  reign  of  Senriiu  (this  a)mm4wed  m  176), 
pTttia;;Dr«s  anemblcd  tfa«  jouth  of  ihc  remoter 
part*  of  Italy,  &c.  Farther,  tbe  sons  of  Ancus 
onrapliiin,  in  ITS  (I-it;.  i-  40.),  that  within  the 
space  of  a  liitle  more  tlian  100  yuan  Croin  the 
ttmv  when  lir'aiulus  nas  kinj;  (37),  a  lUve  (Ser- 
riut)  ihoul'l  nil  on  his  throne.  And  lastly,  tbe 
ioternal  improbabiiily,  (hat  Ibe  sons  of  Aucusi 
who  were  youns  mon  nhcn  Turquin  I.  usurpeil 
the  llu\>ue.  ihottid  idluw  bita  to  remain  in  uodis* 
putud  [lOSSCSsiuQ  of  it  fur  thirty 'cigUt  year«,  and 
I lli<a  suddauljr  reuQiaber  liiftr  ovo  title  lo  U  and 


kilt  btm.  If  wc  reject  thirty-seren  out  of  lh« 
tliirtycigbl  yenr*  of  Tnrquin  I.'s  reign,  all  it 
dear:  the  truce  with  Vcii  expires  at  the  proper 
periofJ,  (bu  time  bulwocu  Xuma's  acecmion  and 
Servius  u  exaclly  100  rears  (PylbsjcarM,  b«  it 
rMiembered.  is  not  phiced  in  the  beginning  of  the 
ftisn  of  Serriuv) ;  and  tbe  time  between  the  reign 
of  Komuliis  and  Sfrvius't  accession,  in  the  wordi 
of  tbe  sons  oC  Aiicnv,  a  liille  more,  and  wc  escape 
tbe  impossibility  of  the  thirty>ei;>ht  years  of  tjuiu- 
tude  of  tbe  latter  parties.  Tbo  events  which 
really  happened  in  the  reign  of  Taniuin  I.,  may 
easily  bare  happened  in  the  compass  of  a  year; 
tlie  others  have  been  tranxferrud  to  him  from 
Tar(}uin  Iln  and  eren  from  Forsena  through  hit 
medium. 

A  word  now  on  the  history  of  Scrviui,  Flu- 
tsrcb,  without  specifyin;;  wbicb,  says  that  CB;cilia 
was  tbe  wife  of  one  of  Tarnuin's  aota.  Sir  ti.  C 
Lewis  (Crtd.  of  the  eaiig  Hittorg  iff  Rome)  scems 
at  3  loH  to  tell  which  ;  and  remarks  that,  accord- 
ing  to  tbe  common  account,  tbe  two  sons  of  IVis* 
ens  marry  tbe  two  dau){btert  of  Serviiw,  and  that 
the  three  sons  of  Superbus  were  unmarried.  He 
however  hss  forftottcn  Servius  (believed  to  have 
been  the  son-in-law  of  IVistni*),  ami  to  him  tlie 
passage  in  Flutarcli,  witbouc  doubt,  refers.  Ser- 
v!ds  waa,  therefore,  the  husband  of  Cwcilis  ;  who. 
MB  is  proved  by  ber  name*,  was  tbe  dotijcht«r  of 
Cnlet  (or  Cfleliw*,  misprinted,  p-  240.,  Ccelius). 
Tbe  history  of  Cables  is  very  obscure,  but  he  was 
ccTtaijtly  a  powerful  chief.  Here  we  see  the  oii^in 
and  art  trust  worthiness  of  miotJier  story  respecting 
Servitts,  wbicb  clashes  with  our  view  (thu  story 
that  he  waa  the  son-in-law  of  Tarquin  I.),  vie.

down  at  onco  as  Tanjuin  I. 

it  it  almost  unnecessary  to  point  out  tbe  palpa- 
ble in«oiisisteneies  in  tbe  received  account  of  the 
accession  of  Servius  to  the  tbntne  of  Rome.  Tar- 
quin  I.  hnil  two  ^ons,  both  of  whom  furvived  tbetr 
lather,  of  whom  Superbus  was  one ;  and  Servius 
was,  even  aci.-ording  to  the  rccciveil  account,  a 
foreigner.  And  yet  the  mother  of  the  first  (Ta- 
naquil)  is  reprt-senleil  as  ploiting  in  fnvouroflhe 
second;  quite  regardless  of  the  legitimate  claims 
of  her  ownofliipnng,  whu  are  not  even  mentiiined. 
Such  was  the  abiunl  story  by  which  the  Romaa

Judge,  to  be  tolerably  complete.  The  celebrated  rerse  in 
thoTirst  Epistle  of  St  John,  as  is  well  known,  is  not  in 
the  text.  I  saw  nothing  of  the  Kpistles  of  Barnabas, 
Polycarp,  Clemens  Romnnus,  the  Pastor  of  Hermas,  nor 
any  of  the  writings  of  that  period. 

"I  asketl  psrticnlarly  whether  it  was  known  that  the 
M9>  bnd  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Complntensian 
editors,  when  Cardinal  M.ii  said  it  was  iiniverNitlly  be- 
lieved at  Rome  that  every  MS.  of  any  value  whatever, 
through  all  Italy,  had  been  carefully  examined  by  Car- 
dinal Ximcnes  or  his  assistonla;  that  knowing,  even  as 
early  as  the  time  of  Origen,  the  Greek  text  had  been  cor- 
rupted by  the  Gnostics,  and  later  by  the  Arians,  that 
■cholar  hail  made  the  most  careful  selection  he  could  from 
these  DISS,,  and  he  hail  borrowed  and  conveyed  them  to 
Alcala  for  the  purpose  of  collation,  and  for  correcting  his 
celebrated  Polyglntt,  and  with  the  intention  of  anenrarda 
returning  the  MSS.  to  their  respective  owners;  that  it 
was  generally  stated,  after  the  publication  of  the  Polyglott, 
the  most  precious  KISS.,  by  the  error  of  a  servant,  were 
Bold,  iustend  of  a  quantity  of  waste-paper  —  soma  say  to 
a  maker  uf  fireworkn;  and  it  is  for  this  reason  there  is 
■neb  a  paucity  of  earlv  codieti  of  the  sacred  Scriptures, 

"  With  regard  to  the  date,  the  Cardinal  pointed  oat  a 
nolo  at  the  end  of  one  of  the  books  —  a  sort  of  colophon 

—  which  Slates  it  was  transcribed  a.d.  TO;  but  this,  I 
venture  to  observe,  would  prove  that  the  Christian  era 
was  ased  as  a  means  of  computation  even  before  the  siege 
of  Jemulem.  He  considered,  however,  the  MS.  could  not 
bo  later  thnn  the  middle  of  tbe  second  century. 

"Jn  reply  to  questions  os  to  the  Orations  of  Ht/ptridn 

—  the  notes  and  illustrations  were  by  the  Rev.  Churchill 
Babington,  the  fac-iimiitt  by  Messrs.  Ketherclift  and 
Durlacher;  they  show  the  smallest  mark  and  every  flaw 
in  the  papyrus,  and  are  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  the  best 
Jitc  limi/fi  of  the  French.  Tiio  book  was  published  by 
subscription,  and  I  believe  is  now  very  scarce.  Mr. 
Arden,  no  question,  bos  the  lithographic  stones,  and  with 
his  usual  courtesy  would,  no  doubt,  permit  some  copies  to 
be  taken  oE 

"With  many  thanks  for  the  kind  commanicationa  of 
■evoral  photographers,  I  fear  it  would  bo  necessary  to 
reduce  the  page  so  much  to  get  a  clear  image  in  the 
camera,  that  the  text  would  be  scarcely  legible.  A  quarto 
page  of  uncial  Greek,  reducal  to  three  or  four  inches 
square,  wouM,  I  fear,  be  of  little  practical  utility.  It 
would,  however,  be  very  easy  to  try  the  expcrime'nt  on 
some  other  MS.  I  fear,  also,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
strain  the  page  and  get  it  perfectly  flat,  or  the  curl  of  the 
vellum  would  alter  the  focus  and  distort  the  image. 
Once  more  apologizing  fur  taking  up  so  much  of  your 
valuable  columns,

"  I  may,  perhaps,  be  allowed  to  add  some  partknlais  to 
what  has  alreaily  appeared  in  your  columns,  partly  in 
correction  of  what  has  been  stated,  and  partly  in  reply  to 
inquiries  that  have  been  made. 

"  The  Kew  Testament  is  not  now  a  separate  rolame, 
but  it  and  the  Septuagint  are  elj  bound  in  one;  and  this 
'  is  as  it  should  be,  for  they  are  all  one  MS. 

"The  O/mUx  exhibits  no  trace  of  intentional  mulilativo. 
It  is  true  that  the  Epbtles  of  St  Paul  to  Timothy,  Tlta* 
and  Philemon  are  wnolly  wanting,  as  well  aa  the  Apoca- 
lypse, so  far  as  the  ancient  writing  is  concerned ;  bnt  this 
arises  {rota  the  MS.  having  been  injured  at  both  ends,  so 
that  in  the  beginning  the  greater  part  of  Genesis  is  gooe^ 
and  in  the  New  Testament  the  old  writing  breaks  off  ia 
Hebrews  ix.  Aa  the  pastoral  epistlen,  in  the  arrangement 
of  old  Greek  MSS„  stand  after  that  to  the  Hebrews  they 
are  thus  of  necessity  wanting.  Not  so,  however,  the  Ca- 
tholic Epiatlea,  which  occupy  their  usnal  Greek  locatioe^ 
after  the  Acts  and  before  Romans. 

"  A  later  hand  has  remedied  the  defects  in  part,  aflera 
manner,  by  prcQxlng  the  missing  part  of  Genesis,  in- 
serting a  portion  lost  from  the  Psalms  and  adding  the 
latter  part  of  the  Hebrews,  ond  the  Book  of  Revelatioa 

"  If  the  testimony  of  one  who  has  examined  and  col- 
lated personally  almost  every  known  Greek  MS.  of  the 
New  Testament,  is  needed  to  show  the  importance  of  this 
proposed  step,  then  let  me  add,  that  I  believe  that  the 
carrying  out  of  Mr.  Thoresby's  proposition  would  be  one 
of  the  greatest  services  that  could  be  rendered  to  textul 
criticism;  and  no  one  could  feel  more  deeply  obliged  to 
him  than  myself.  In  mv  Aeeonmt  nf  tht  PrinUd  Text  *f 
the  Creek  Mew  TatameiU  (page  156.),  I  have  mentioned 
the  pains  and  trouble  which  I  took  in  the  hope  of  o^ 
taining  the  readings  accurately  of  this  most  important 
MS. 

"The  MS.  ought  to  be  examined  as  well  as  photo- 
graphed; because  the  manner  in  which  the  letter*  have 
been  traced  over  again  by  a  later  hand  is  anch,  that  ben 
and  there  implicit  dependence  on  the  photographed  copy 
might  lead  to  inattention  as  to  the  faint,  pale,  ori^iial 
reading. 

"  If  any  one  who  used  the  photographed  copy  were  pro- 
perly on  his  guard,  by  anch  places  having  Ixten  noticed, 
then  the  work  proposed  by  Mr,  Thoresby  would  be  satis- 
factory in  the  extreme.

The  above  is  an  epitaph  common  in  many  country 
charchyards  in  anotlier  form ;  bat  this  is  given  as 
illustrating  one  of  the  peculiarities  of  the  dialect 
of  Somersetshii-e.  I  copied  it  some  years  ago 
in  the  churchyard  at  Porlock,  where  it  was  over 
the  tomb  of  a  father  and  his  son. 

An  epitaph,  of  a  diSerent  character,  is  in  the 
churchyard  at  Nettlecombe,  Somerset.  It  ia  on  a 
small  upright  stone  (grit),  which  ia  placed  at  the 
foot  of  a  large  slab  of  has,  on  which  is  this  in- 
scription :

Persons  who  have  been  much  abro«d,  every 
now  and  then  become  subject  to  this  disease, 
sometimes  many  years  after  tbeir  return  home.

Selden't  "  Table-Talk."  —  I  have  pointed  out  a 
place  or  two  in  which  Boswell  has  made  Jofanson 
talk  inaccurately  about  arithmetic,  ililwaxd, 
Sel den's  Boswell,  has  perhaps  done  the  same. 
The  passage  is  as  follows : 

"A  subsidy  was  counted  the  fifth  part  of  a  man's 
ostate ;  and  so  fifty  subsidies  is  five-aad-forty  times  more 
than  a  man  is  worth," —  Table-TalA,  "  Subsidy." 

Here  five-and-forty  subsidies  (additively)  more 
than  he  is  worth  is  confounded  with  five-and- 
forty  times  more  than  (as  much  as)  be  is  worth. 
This  passes  without  comment  in  all  editions,  even 
in  that  of  1854. 

Independently  of  the  very  apparent  error  of 
languE^e,  I  suspect  there  is  an  error  of  meaning 
in  Selden's  own  mind.  He  is  arguing  on  Uie 
j;reat  power  lodged  in  the  hands  of  a  perpetual 
l>arliament ;  and  he  seems  to  imply  that  five  sob- 
jidies  would  swallow  up  an  estate,  forgetting  that 
each  subsidy  would  be  less  than  the  preceding 
one,  as  being  the  &(lb  of  what  there  is,  not  of 
what  there  was.  And  thus  I  have  heard  persons 
nrgue  as  if  a  legacy  duty  of  ten  per  cent.,  exacted 
it  ten  transitions,  would  exhaust  the  whole  fund.

?licd  'to  publiu  loans  fur  tbe  service  or  ibe  Sute. 
'hus  tbe  Uiuik  of  Venice  was  formed  by  tbe  con- 
•ulidation  of  several  loans.  Tbe  Bank  of  Genoa 
tb«  aaue;  and    tbejr  were   peruiiited  to  receire 


public  dcpovila.  Tbe  pmciico  of  tlwse  "jnini- 
alDcks"  was  tlien  extended  for  the  porpoMs  of 
lendinx  money  to  the  poor,  and  they  were  called 
**  monli  di  pietk,"  literally  efuiritg  baaJu.  Tbe 
earliest  use  of  the  word  is  probably  in  Bacon's 
Uttaj/  OK  L'snrjT  (toI.  l  p.  141.,  Montage's  «dit.) :

Under  ordinary  circumstances  Ma.  W.  J.  Pjtz- 
Fatrick  might  be  Jeft  to  brood  over  his  mare's 
nest.  But  when  I  find  him  asking,  indignantly, 
"  Who  is  it  that  imagines  the  respect  entertained 
for  Sir  Walter  Scott's  memory  would  be  im- 
paired ? "  and  adding  seriously,  "  No  one  en- 
tert.iins  a  profounder  veneration  for  the  name  of 
that  great  and  good  man  than  I  do ;  and  if  he  re- 
ceived assistance  in  his  Herculean  and  generous 
labour,  it  is  no  disgrace,"  I  feel  inclined  to  offer 
him  either  horn  of  a  dilemma. 

Not  only  did  Scntt  avow  at  the  Theatrical 
Fund  Dinner,  Feb.  23,  1827  (see  Appendix  to 
Introductinn  to  Tales  of  the  Canottgate,  vol.  xli. 

Eli.;  WaoerUy  Novels,  edit.  1829—1834;  or 
ockhart's  Life,  vol.  vii.  p.  19.)i  that  "  he  was  the 
total  and  undivided  author,"  —  not  only  did  he 
twice  repeat  this  avowal  (in  the  afore- mentioned 
Introdui:tion,  p.  xii.  and  p.  xxviii.),  but  in  his 
general  preface  to  the  Novels  (vol.  i.  pp.  xxzi!  — 
xxxvi.)  he  particularly  "alludes  to  a  report 
which  ascribed  a  great  part,  or  the  whole,  of  these 
novels  to  the  late  Thomas  Scott,  Esq.,  of  the 
70th  Rej^t.,  then  stationed  in  Canada."

{idraou  well  known  to  both  of  ua  in  oar  boyiih  years,  frou 
liiving  diiplayed  some  strong  traits  of  character.  Ht. 
rbomasScott'had  determined  to  represent  his  youthftl 
niKinaintance  as  emigrating  to  Ameriea.  and  eneounteriuf 
ilie  danf^erg  and  hardships  of  the  New  World,  with  tht 
snme  dauntless  spirit  which  he  bad  displayed  when  a  boy 
ill  his  native  country.

On  removal  of  the  plate 
from  the  bath,  it  is  to  be  allowed  to  drain  from  one  corner 
for  the  space  of  half  a  minute,  and  the  surface  is  then  to 
be  ecrif  qaiMy  washed  with  ditliUtd  uialer.  This  is  in 
order  to  remove  the  lilm  of  nitrate  of  silver  on  the  fncc  of 
the  plate,  which  would  otherwise  interfere  with  the  sub- 
sequent process.  The  plate  thus  wjshcd,  Is  to  be  placed 
in  n  horizontal  position  on  a  table,  or  levelling  stand,  and 
allowed  to  remain  in  that  condition  until  the  collodion 
film  is  just  turface  dry. 

During  the  interval  of  the  drying,  prepare  the  following 
■olution  ;  —  Dissolve  40  grains  of  gutta  perclin,  as  pure  as 
it  can  be  obtained,  in  one  ounce  of  pure  chloroform,  place 
the  bottle  in  hot  water,  and  when  the  gutta  percha  is  di:j- 
aolvcil,  allow  it  to  eettle,  and  decant  the  clear  liquid  into 
a  perfectly  dry  bottle. 

riio  plate  being  by  this  time  turfaee  drg,  hold  it  in  the 
Mine  position  as  when  pouring  on  the  collodion,  and 
spread  over  its  surface  as  quickly  as  possible  the  clear 
solution  of  gutta  percha,  returning  the  superfluous  quan- 
tity to  the  bottle.  When  the  plate  has  tolerably  well 
drained,  turn  it  into  ahorizontal  position  once  more,  and 
after  watting  a  few  minutes  (the  exact  lime  depending  on 
the  Icmperatnre),  it  wilt  be  found  coated  with  a  trans- 
parent tough  skin  of  gutta  percha. 

When  quite  set,  which  may  be  tested  by  the  touch, 
pour  some  of  the  solution  of  gotta  percha  into  a  shallow 
porcelain  or  glass  dish  longer  than  the  plale,  and  then  dip 
the  edges  of  the  plate  successively  into  this  to  the  depth  of 
one-eiglith  of  an  inch,  keeping  the  plate  in  a  vertical  posi- 
tion all  the  time;  by  this  me:ins  we  thoroughly  envelope 
the  sensitive  film  in  a  case  of  gntta  percha,  thereby />re- 
vtHl'mg  tkt  cKape  o^tht  moitture  contained  in  the  collodion 
film  for  an  iadrfimle  period. 

Having  prepared  our  plate  thus  far,  it  can  be  stowed 
away  in  a  dark  box  to  await  the  exposure  in  the  camera. 

It  will  be  obvious  to  most  persons  that  the  plate  pre- 
pared as  above  requires  a  little  different  treatment  in  the 
camera,  the  only  difference,  however,  being  in  the  position 
assigned  to  the  sensitive  surface,  which  in  this  case  ia 
th«t  next  to  the  glass  on  which  the  fllm  is  spread ;  the 
glass  side  of  the  prepared  plate  is  turned  towards  the 
light,  and  after  being  exposed  to  the  influence  of  the 
actinic  radiations  for  the  requisite  time,  it  is  removed, 
and  subjected  to  the  following  operation,  in  order  to  de- 
velope  the  latent  image. 

By  means  of  a  sharp  penknife  cut  through  the  film  of 
gntta  percha  on  tbe  coated  side  of  the  glas^  all  round  the 
edges,  and  having  previoaslr  wetted  a  square  piece  of 
white  blotting-paper,  place  it  in  contact  with  the  film, 
using  a  gentle  pressure  to  make  it  adhere,  in  such  a 
manner,  that  one  edge  of  the  blotting- pa|>er  may  come 
within  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  of  the  lop  of  the  fllm; 
with  great  care  thin  nnoccnpied  one-sixteenth  of  fllm  is 
to  be  turned  over  the  e<lge  of  the  blotting-paper,  and 
there  held  by  the  thumb  of  each  hand,  mm  on  either 
corner;  then,  by  caolioa^ly  lifting  the  comer  nnder  each 
thumb  with  the  nail  of  the  forcflnger,  at  the  same  time 
nitbdnwiag  tite  Asoda  in  the  direction  of  tbe  \tolU»a  oE 
Ko.  3I8.J 


the  plate,  we  can  easily  strip  off  the  whole  of  the  film, 
and  have  the  surface  exposed  on  which  the  light  baa  been 
allowed  to  act. 

Tlie  blotting- pa  per,  with  its  adhering  GIra  upwarda,  is 
then  to  be  placed  on  a  porcelain  slab,  which  has  beoi 
prcvioush'  wetted  Wilh  distilled  water,  and  the  develop- 
ing solution  composed  of  pj-rogaltic  acid  1^  grains,  acetic 
acid  i  drachm,  water  1  oz^  is  to  be  poured  over  it,  and 
manipulated  in  the  same  manner  as  if  we  were  operating 
with  the  ordinary  collodion  fllm. 

When  the  picture  is  sufficiently  developed,  remove  it, 
still  on  the  blotting-paper,  to  a  bath  of  hyposnlphate  of 
soda  of  the  usual  strength,  and  finally  free  from  the 
blotting-paper,  to  a  capacious  pan  of  clean  water,  where 
it  may  be  allowed  to  soak  for  some  time,  in  order  to  free 
it  from  any  adhering  hyposnlnhate. 

The  picture  thus  pniduced  is  placed  between  folds  of 
blotting-paper,  and  dried  spontaneouiily ;  when  dr\-it  can 
be  printed  from  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  negative. 

The  advantages  attending  this  new  process  are  obvton^ 
for  by  the  envelope  of  gutta  percha  we  entirely  prevent 
the  evaporation  of  the  moisture  requisite  for  the  sensi- 
tiveness of  the  film,  and  are  thereby  enobled  to  keep  the 
plate  for  an  indefinite  period. 

Further,  there  is  a  vast  advantage  over  other  plans 
which  have  been  devised  fur  the  same  purpose,  namelr, 
that  the  fllm  destined  to  receive  the  iniag«  is  perfeedg 
priitected  from  diut,  one  of  the  greatest  enemies  M  ths 
photographer. 

Again,  the  proofs  when  flnished  are  more  easily  stowed 
awny,  and  are  not  so  readily  damaged  as  when  left  on  the 
glass:  in  fact,  when  more  proctice  has  been  bestowed  oa 
the  process  than  I  have  been  yet  enabled  to  give,  I  have 
no  doubt  that  it  will  be  as  easy  to  prepare  pUtes  of  veiy 
large  dimensions,  as  it  is  at  present  those  of  small  sin, 
end  that  the  photographer  will  be  tn  pof^sesaion  of  a 
means  of  perpetuating  stones  which  at  present,  owing  to 
the  difficulties  ill  out-door  manipulation,  are  quite  be^^nd 
his  reach.

Of  such  a  compromise,  Middleton  and  his 
readers,  both  antiquarian  and  modern,  ma;,  I 
conceive,  juslly  complain.  Middleton,  that  his 
languiige,  and  the  language  of  bia  tiroes,  is  not 
truTj'  represented.  The  antiquarian,  that  the 
landmarks  wliich  distinguish  the  several  epochs  of 
I  people's  grammar  are  thereby  confiued,  or  alto- 
gether iibliterated.  Tbe  modem,  that  his  ear  U 
still  oHeniied  by  often  violation  of  one  of  the 
commonest  and  most  received  rules  of  his  syntax. 
or  tlieHe,  perliaps,  tbe  last  has  smallest  reason  to 
take  ofTunee ;  because,  without  being  aware  of  it, 
he  diiily  transgresses  bis  own  rule  in  many  a  col- 
loquial and  idiomatic  phrase.  And  when  he  reads 
or  bears  a  breach  of  it  in  his  Bible  or  Prayer- 
book,  rliG  forco  of  habit  is  so  strong  that  bia  senses 
of  siglit  and  bearing  are  dead  to  its  infraction  :  so 
that  whatever  else  "  moth  and  rutt  doth  corrupt," 
even  to  bim  they  do  not  utterly  corrupt  all  tbe 
memorials  of  a  syntax  which  he  unwittingly 
avoui'bes,  but  critically  disallows.  Such  an  one, 
therefore,  it  should  nut  greatly  startle  to  find  Mr. 
Dyce  now  accommodating  Middleton's  authentic 
-words  to  tbe  regimen  estublisbed  by  tbe  newest 
grammatical  statutes;  and,  b^  and  by,  retaining 
tbe  sellsame  words  with  their  syntax  incorrupt, 
after  tbe  antiquated  use,  and  in  accordance  with 
tbe  commdn  law  of  construction  previously  in 
force,  or  otberwhiles  constrained  by  tbe  exigen* 
cies  of  the  rhythm,  or  of  the  rbyme,  to  forego  his 
purposed  emendation.

Now  tbe  same,  or,  at  any  rale,  as  sufficient  rea- 
son, may  be  assigned  for  retaining  kath  of  the  old 
editions,  nltered  by  Mr.  Dyce  to  have,  out  of  com- 
pliment, I  presume,  to  the  very  Jine  ass  and  very 
fine  foal,  as  f  >r  continuing  fattenB  unaltered  upon 
their  loss  of  that  addition.

As 
in  Uie  former  citation,  they  have  a  singulHr  noon 
and  a  plural  verb ;  so  in  this  latter,  a  plural  nonn 
and  a  singular  verb — instances  of  which,  in  a  like 
kind,  may  be  multiplied  a  hundredfold.  To  re- 
turn to  Mr.  Dyce.  It  puzzles  me  beyond  mea- 
sure to  account  for  the  fineness  of  ear  which  has 
so  often  detected  the  false  syntax  of  two  or  more 
nouns  with  a  verb  singular,  when  I  observe  the 
glaring  irregularity  in  tbe  next  quoted  sentence 
to  have  passed  without  notice.

Oflirine  hia  "most  exalted  praise  and  mc«t 
reepectCuI  thaiilcs  to  the  Atmij(bty  Creator  for  hia 
most  kind  clemency,  he  beseeches  his  pardon  fur 
the  sins  he  mny  have  oommitled,  if  his  creature 
can  commit  any,  and  for  any  opglect  in  not  having 
worshipped  him,"  be  gives  freedom  to  ht*  slari-*, 
Btid  mote  particularly  to  his  women  ;  betjncathing 
to  tbe  yimnuer  one*  such  annuities  os  tball  fur* 
tmh  iliem  with  comfort,  and  even  luxurU'Ji  im- 
ploring;, at  the-  same  lime,  that  —

Judged 
by  tlie  standard  of  a  biter  time,  h^ts  bt;i.-n  uin;;* 
nificd  into  an  mipi>rtaui-c  of  wlucb  it  is  pro- 
bable that  he  never  dreamed.  Pope,  loo,  with 
a  wantonness  observable  in  men  coUfCious  of  the 
pos^iessii'n  of  extraonVmary  powers,  made  him- 
self innum-.Table  enemies  amonp  a  class  of  writers 
ever  busy  in  inventinp;  and  spreaiiini;  abroad  tbat 
kind  of  (.aliiiuny,  which  affiirded  them  in  those 
days  llip  best  chance  of  gt-itinsf  brend.  It  was 
imp'>s=silile  tliat  bis  editors  should  rei'eive  no  pre- 
judice from  the  number  siud  variety  of  such 
stories,  whii-h  the  most  indolent  among  tliem  must 
have  met  with.     In  the  days  of  his  earlier  bingra- 

Ehers  it  n-as  not  customiiry  to  question  facts  ibit 
ad  tieen  ofVen  a^^erted ;  nor  was  it,  indee^l,  till 
verv  lately  tlmt  aiiy  biogniplier,  critic,  or  editor 
of  Pope  brought  to  the  suhjeet  tliat  minute  re- 
search and  cun-lul  jml^metit,  which  no  man  who 
has  an  honest  sense  of  the  im|iortunci!  and  value  of 
truth,  or  who  feels  a  veneration  for  the  great 
names  of  Engliiih  literature,  wdl  tliiiik  superfluous. 
Foremost  among  those  cliarj'es  against  Pope  stood 
the  sii|>pos>^d  di.-honuurable  iuiimary  with  the 
BlouiitS'  Tlie  evidence  wa'  deeiued  so  conclusive, 
the  authorities  were  so  reii|iectal>l<',  thiit  llie  most 
indulgent  of  the  poet's  critics  shrank  iVom  de- 
fending  him.  The  protligncy  ol'  genius  is  n  mis- 
chievous exum)>le,  ami  u  gn-nt  scand.d  in  the 
niorid  world.  All  right  niiu<l!i  must  rejoice  iit 
a  result  which  cootriliules  in  anvdi-grie  tn  dij- 
asscHsiutc  great  intell>'Ctu:il  gifts  fioiu  the  ideas 
of  immorality  or  meimness.  The  writer  in  The 
AtheniFum,  with  a  sym|iatliy  with  his  subjeit, 
not  deadened  by  minute  and  careful  )iive:>tiga- 
tion,  showed,  ainoiii;  oiher  thiol's,  how  little 
ground  existed  for  the  ^hniderons  nonsense  which 
had  bi-en  written  abour  Pi>i>e's  friemUhip  with 
the  ladies  of  Maple  Durham.  Ml.  Cabhvtuebb, 
who  haa  better  meaiu  of  judging  on  this  point

than  any  other  writer,  by  his  recent  communic»> 
tion,  fully  cuiifirms  this  view.  But  surely  the 
world  h:ts  reason  to  n^^t  the  silence  of  tboM 
who  have  so  long  held  the  documeittd  that  wotdd 
have  sufficed  to  dis[K.-l  these  iuiitrioui  storiM.

.  from  that  silence,  than  it  could  have  done  had 
they  huifr  tioce  comuiunicaled  theiV  lettera  to 
the  ]mblic,  who  arc  justly  interested  in  the  poet 
and  his  connexions.    The  more  philusophicai  halnt 

,  of  modern  criticism,  of  weighing  expresaions,  and 
viewing  facta,  in  the  spirit  of  the  age  to  wlii<^ 
they  belong,  is  the  best  guarantee  that  their  true 

,  significiuice  would  be  educeiL  To  clear  Pope,  the 
supposed  sharers  in  his  supposed  wickeilueM  must 
be  cleared  also.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that 
no  future  e<lition  of  his  works  will  be  without  these 
important  and  interest  ing  letters. 

it  is  to  be  hoped,  moreover,  that  succeeding 
editors  of  Pope  wHl  be  enabled  to  tell  us  to  whom 
most  of  the  auonrmous  letters  were  written,  and 

fiarticularly  the  mysterious  series  to  an  unknown 
luly,  published  some   years  after  his  death,  hj 
Dtxialey.     With  r^ard  to  those  entiUed  in  the 
early   editions,   "  Letters   to   Several  Ladies,"  I 
have  always  thought,  in  oppoiition  to  the  nfiinian 
of  some  who  have  taken  an  interest  in  the  subject, 
.  that  titey  are  mostly  real  letters ;  though  pmbublj 
[  in  every  case  altered,  more  or  less,  for  publication. 
'  Several  of  these,  Ma.  CABKUTnKKs  has  shown, 
were  addressed  to  the  blisses  Itlounl.    The  first  of 
the  series,   it  has  been  said,  is  a  translation  of  a 
:  letter  of  Voiture  to  Madame  de  Ramhouillet ;  and 
its  similarity  to  the  letter  referred  to  is  too  evident 
to  be  accidental ;  but  it  is  nut  like  the  celebrated 
I  four  letters — which  I  have  no  doubt  were  sent  by 
,  Pope  himself  as  a  snare  for  Ciirll  —  a  mere  tran^ 
\  lation.      Pope's  early  mlmiralion  for  VoituTe  if 
well  known.     He  was  willing  to  allow  Cromwell 
'  to  think  that  a  certain  Rondeau  was  entirely  his 
'  own,  until  Cromwell,  whose  reading  by  in   the 
same  (gallant  and  amorous  direction,  recognised  it 
in  Voitiire's  Ou  tout  g^rtz.     All  readers  of  Pope 
,  know   his  verses  to  a  la<ly  with  the  works  of  Voi- 
.  ture ;  and  his  corr^^'sptmdcnee  with  Cromwell  is  full 
of  allusions  to  the  Freni:h  poet.     It  is  not  difllicuU 
to  perceive,  in  looking   over  A'^oiture's  eIal>orate 
and  courtly  epistles,  that  young  Mr.  Poite's  epis- 
tolary  gallantry  is    a.    foreign   importation.     The 
French  writer  is  now  forgotten;  but,  though  a 
bad   model   f'-r  lettt'r-ivriiing,  he  was  not   alto* 
gether  unworthy  ol  the  y<iuthliil  poet's  admiration. 
His    ingenious    Uondeaus,    although    rarely   free 
from  the  coiii-cits  and  liccniiuusiiess  couunon  to 
I  his  age,  show  a  tiue  fain  y.  ami  jiofscss  at  times  a 
grace    ami   Iteauiy,   which    remind    an    English 
reader  of  Sir  John  Suckling,     But  he  was  a  bad

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which  Toang  genius  always  flnunders  till  it  learns     and  Sturston  alt-ngeiher ;    perhaps  becaase  ther 


that  it  has  winga.  Voiture,  if  I  mistake  not,  vaa 
already  a  littU  out  of  fashion  ;  but  Pope's  associ- 
fttes  (a  consequence  of  the  singularly  early  de- 
velopment of  hia  powers)  were  all  mui;h  older 
than  himself.  Cromwell  and  Wycherley,  who

When  till  editor  or  translator  is  candid  and  in- 
dustrious enough  to  point  out  aud  correct  his  au- 
thor's inistjikes,  the  suppo»ition  that  he  has  felt 
constraine'l  to  do  this  by  a  sense  of  duty,  especially 
if  the  author  be  living,  will  naturally  gain  fur  him 
the  reader's  confidence;  so  that  if  hi^  correctioiii 
are  mistakes,  tliey  are  very  likely  to  perpetuate 
errors. 

In  vol.  iii.  of  Prof,  von  Raumcr's  England  in 
1 8US,  translated  for  Murray  by  II.  K.  Lloyd,  1836, 
Letter  Ixv.  treats  of  Kngli.sh  finances;  and  the 
professor  has  not  cited  his  authority,  when  it  wu 

'  evidently  Cohiuhoun's  Trentite  am  the  WealA,  ^. 
of  the  Brit  Empire,  published  in  1814,  a  work  of 

'  xmue  repriialion.     Of  this  the  translator  appear! 

i  to  have  been  unaware,  and  has  given  the  readers 
a  note,  declaring  that  there  must  be  a  mistake 
where  there  wiis  probably  none ;  and  overlooking 
a  palpable  clerical  error,  which  Uauin*>r  bad 
copied  from  Cohjuhoun  without  delecting  it. 

The  subject  is  tlie  revenue  and  expenditure  of 
the  goveriinient  in  Queen  Anne's  reign ;  and 
Colquhoun  saya,  "  Queen  Anne's  wars  co^t,  on  an 
average,  4,336,000/.  a  year,"  and  ^^  her  peace  esta- 
blisliment  may  be  thus  stated  —  total,  1,965,60^^" 
The  translator  of  Von  Raumer  says  (p.  27&X 
*'  Under  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  a  year  of  peace 
cost  %jy»,QQQ(.  \  and  a  year  of  war  ^Sa^OOOL" 
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Upon  thig  the  translator  remarks,  in  a  note,  that 
"  The  statement  appears  to  tie  qnite  erroneous,  — 
for  even  if  all  ihe  twelve  years  of  her  reii;n  hait 
been  jeara  of  war,  the  expenditure  ou;;ht  to  have 
been  lesa  than  firiy-thrce  millions,"  His  calcula- 
tion shows  that  he  did  not  reflect  that,  when  the 
cott  of  war  and  the  eott  of  a  year  of  peace  are  so 
stated,  no  nnticc  is  taken  of  the  OMt  ofpiist  wars,  or, 
in'other  words,  of  the  amount  of  revenue  annually 
swallonreil  up  by  the  interest  of  the  national  debt, 
wliich  nas  abore  a  million  and  a  quarter  at  the 
bczinnin^  of  her  reign  (acGordin|r  to  the  same  au- 
thority), and  two  millions  at  iis  close ;  nor  b:id  he 
observeil  that  all  Ihe  three  great  items  of  ex- 
penditure must  be  added  together,  to  obtain  the 
whole  avcra;]^  expenditarc  of  t  year  in  the  time 
of  war. 

The  translator's  note  proceeds  to  say,  that  as 
the  revenue  received  in  the  course  of  her  reign 
amounted  to  sixty-two  millions,  there  nhimld  have 
been  a  surplus  of  ten  millions  at  its  close.  We 
have  here  tliree  writers  in  succession,  eaeh  of 
whom  hi.'f  faile>l  to  detect  a  clerical  error  of  con- 
siderable importance,  inasmuch  as  eaeh  unit  repre- 
sents a  millioD  sterling.

He  was  about  to  st.ite  the  whnlL>  amount  of  sums 
issued  from  her  exchequer  (p.  182  )j.s  122,373,531/. 
And  when  be  said  the  sums  borrowed  might  be 
stateil  as  above,  he  evidently  (!i)verni-«l  his  calcu- 
lation by  the  principk',  thut  what  issued  must  be 
made  up  of  what  was  received  as  ruvi.'nui-,  and 
what  was  brought  in  as  tent;  and  bad  nut  per- 
ceived that  Uii  alatement  of  the  revenue  made  it 
amount  to  but  fifty-three  instead  of  sixty-two 
millions.

wna  copying  two  arithmetical  errors.  But  he  is  a 
l.old  man  \  for  he  iit.-xl  says,  in  the  same  note,  that 
'*  there  must  be  a  mistake  in  p.  286.  of  Raumer ; 
b<^'CiLU)c  it  is  qnite  impossible  that  Ihe  diminution 
of  the  unfunded  debt  by  fifteen  millions  sbonld 
cflTect  a  nnluction  of  two  millions  and  a  half  in 
the  interest."  He  should  have  perceived  that 
thniigli  Riiumer  jitiites  the  diminution  of  the  un- 
funded debt,  and  of  its  interest,  between  1816 
and  183d,  as  atnounttng  respectively  to  what  hia 
translator  thus  vommenis  upon,  be  has  not  as- 
cribe<l  the  diminution  of  the  interest  exclusively 
to  the  diminution  of  its  capital;  but  has  taken 
especial  notice  of  the  governments  lowering  the 
interc:>t  upon  exchequer  bills  from  51.  Gt.  S}d.  to 
2/.  5s.  7'1. 

Having  described  these  errors,  a  Query  is 
natiiriilly  iiigjt^sted.  Is  there  any  misprinted 
item  in  Colquhoun's  lift  (if  the  receipts  nf  Queen 
Anne's  fxch«<{iicr,  the  correction  of  nhich  would 
justify  his  tulul  ?  He  has  appended  no  list  of 
errata ;  but  it  is  not  imprnbablc  that  his  table  was 

,  formed  from  Sir  J.  Sinclair's  Hiatnrj/  of  the  PiMie 
Reeekue.  And  what  can  have  led  Colquboun  to 
believe  the  statement  in  his  p.  179.?  where  he 
gravely  asserts,  that  in  Queen  Anne's  rei^n  "Re- 
solutions  were  actually  {lassed  in  the  House  of 

'  Ci>mmons,  that  a  duty  of  fifty  per  cent,  should  be 
im|iosed  on  the  value  of  all  stock-in-trade,  and 
tweiity-fivc  per  cent,  on  all  money  at  interest," 
which  would  buve  been  a  property-tax  f:ir  ex- 
ceeding the  possible  amount  of  any  income-tax,

:  were  to  pay  the  kin<:  It.  in  the  pound  out  of  their 
wages  il  exieeding  3l.  a  year,  and  6f/.  if  3/.  a  year. 
The  professional  gentlemen  were  to  pay  3«.  in 
ihc  pound,  or  fil'U'cn  per  cent.  As  to  the  poll-tax, 
properly  so  lermeil,  whicli  perversely  increased 
the  demand  upon  the  subjects  purse  in  the  exact 
propoition  to  his  imibiliiy  to  meet  such  demands, 

;  this  act  showed  some  regiird  In  the  diHerent  ability 
of  paying  preHumnlde  from  ditTrrent  ranks  in  so- 
ciety, and  on  a  dilFerL-nt  scule  from  what  Raumer 
fouiui  in  C'olquhuun,  who  mAes  it  only  vary  from 
1«.  to  l/.oj.

"  THE   CHBISTIAX    CONVKKT. 

In  a  Note  anent  book-buniinn  (Vol.  x.,  p.  525.) 
I  inquired  for  the  author  of  this  work,  who  has 
embellished  it  with  his  very  remarkable  portrait, 
but  without  success. 

Continuing  my  own  desultory  delvings  over  the 
extensive  £eld  of  fur{;ottcn  English  literature,  I 
have  turned  up  the  illuxtriotis  obscure,  who  styles 
himself  in  this,  and  some  other  books  of  a  kimlred 
class,  "  Theopbilus  Fhilantropbus,"  and  now  hafi  to 
present  him  to  your  readers  as  Robert  Poole.  M.D., 
who  must  have  been  well  known  in  the  middle  of 
the  last  century  for  his  religious  eccentricilies. 

Poole  first  presents  himself  to  us  in  his  own 
name,  as  the  author  of  two  thick  rnlumej,  entitled 
Travels  through  France  and  Holland,  or  the  Tra- 
veller's Vade-Mecum,  printed  in  1743,  in  double 
columns,  octavo,  and  full  of  incongruities.  The 
object  of  the  author  seems  to  have  been  profes- 
sional in  this  journey,  and  he  does  not  spare  his 
readers  medic.il  detads.  At  Paris,  be  uplifts  his 
diploma,  and  the  dreamy  Poole  drifts  into  intermin- 
able  theological  mu-^ingK,  from  which  the  reader's 
attention  is  recalled  by  an  entire  lecture  upon  mid- 
wifery, remarkable  to  mm-mcdicals  only  for  its 
technicalities.  Again,  the  author  beads  bis  chap- 
ters with  atmospherical  notations,  and  occasionally 
an  abstract  of  the  London  bills  of  mortality  — 
iCimporte  whether  lie  is  writing  from  London, 
Pans,  or  Antwerp !  —  and  gels  up  a  pretty 
quarrel  with  the  British  chaplain  at  Paris  for 
withholding  the  sncramcnt  from  him,  on  the 
(TTound  that  tbc  nsual  period  for  administering  it 
had  not  arrived;  the  doctor,  in  the  fervency  of 
hid  spiritual  craving?,  maintaining  that  nothing 
but  tiie  Primitive  Christtiin's  practice  of  commu- 
nicating daily  would  satisfy  bim.  Another,  and 
perhaps  a  more  interesting  book  of  Dr.  Poole's,  is 
the  Beneficient  Bee,  1753,  which  details  occur- 
rences during  the  author's  voyage  from  London 
to  the  West  Indian  islands,  abounding  in  much 
curious  matter,  but  interlaced,  in  hia  peculiar  way, 
with  an  undue  amount  of  spiritual  applie.itinn. 
Dr.  P.  may  have  belonged  to  the  staflT  of  St. 
Thomas's  IlospituI,  nnd  publishcil,  at  least,  one 
medical  book  —  A  Physician's  Vade-Mecum,  con- 
taining an  account  of  that  establishment.  As  a 
religions  enthusiast,  the  doctor  laboured  in  the 
Seld  with  bis  "dear  friend,  Mr.  WbitfifKl,"  and 
tls  peculiar  views  flre  set  forth  in  Ae  following 
books,  bearing  his  "  alha  TUeopVilus  Plulvalto- 
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poa : "    The    Christian    Convert;    The    CkrittUM 
Muse ;    A    Token  of  Christian   Looe ;    Serapkie 
Loce ;  and  .1  FrieiuUi/  Caution;  —  ibcse,  he  says, 
being  designed   solely   for   the  "honour  of  God 
and  the  publick  good,  are  oB'ered  for  the  price  of 
the  binding,  say  3ld.  each,  for  a  neatly   stilcVd 
book  with  a  beautiful  frontispiece."     I  may  here 
'  add  that,  besides  the  picture  of  the  "  Seraphic  Pool 
,  in  the  Odour  of  Sanctity,"  which  forms  the  subject 
I  of  said  frontispiece,  there  is  a  fine  portrait  of  him 
in   the  Journey,  representing  a  most  agreeable- 
looking  person,   at.  thirty-five,  in   1743,   not,  I 
think,  noticed  by  Granger.     Dy  the  conclusion  of 
'  the  Bee,  we  are  left  in  doubt  whether  the  author 
recovered  from   a  serious  fever  which   attacked 
bim  in  one  of  the  West  India  islands,  which  doubt 
is  augmented  by  "  the  reader  "  being  tuld,  among 
other  things  of  the  author,  that 

"  As  fae  had  nothing  so  much  at  beart  as  the  good  of 
'  mankinil,  so  he  never  esteonied  himself  so  happy  as 
when  he  could  render  tliem  uny  assiatonce.  In  short,  the 
present  ami  eternal  hB|ipiness  of  hia  fellow- creatures  vaj 
liis  principal  concern  ;  and  he  apent  his  fortune^  hii 
iienlth,  nay,  even  h'utife,  in  order  to  promote  it." 

The  inference  from  this  is,  that  (he  work  wu 
posthumous,  in  which  case,  Dr.  Foole  deceased 
prematurely.  J.  0.

Peter  determined  to  investigate  the  mystery,  and 
for  that  purpose  had  the  image  taken  down  froni 
its  place  in  the  church  and  brought  (o  hiin  at  hii 
p:dace.

— I  should  like  to  aicer- 
tain  the  epoch  and  authorship  of  a  method  <tf 
grinding,  aa  it  were,  Latin  verses,  hexameter  and 
pentameter,  whose  accuracy  is  quite  amusinj*.  In 
theae  there  are  tables,  sii  hesametric  and  live  for 
pentnnieicr^;  dividcil  into  squares,  whose  noin- 
ber  horizontally  is  uniformly  ten,  aod  verlicaily 
variously  from  five  to  twelve.  Each  square  con- 
tains a  letter ;  except  Fomc  few,  which  are  blank. 
To  make  hexameters,  for  instance,  you  seloct  any 
six  numbera  from  1  to  9  (or  they  may  be  the  urae 
number  repeated) ;  and  entering  toe  6rst  table 
with  the  first  number,  you  count  horizontally 
from  lefl  to  right,  from  n-|- 1  to  9  :  the  lett<^  m 
ihe  square  thus  reached,  is  the  first  letter  of  the 
lirst  word.  Continue  the  count  in  the  same  diree> 
tion  for  annthiT  9  squares,  and  you  find  the  second 
letter,  and  so  on ;  or,  what  is  the  same  thing,  aAer 
having  the  first  square,  take  the  diagonal  squam 
on  (he  left  hand  continaally,  until  you  are  broiigkt 
up  by  a  blank.  This  gives  the  first  word.  Table  11^ 
treated  in  the  same  way,  gives  Uic  secnn'l  word, 
using  here  the  second  number  chown.  THbte  III., 
entered  with  the  third  number,  gives  the  tUrd 
word,  and  so  on. 

The  pentameters  are  msnnfoctured  in  the  same 
wa^.  For  example,  the  hexameter  given  by  Ike 
series  1,  1,  1,  1,  1,  I,  reads  —

We  have  recently  had  an  abortive  attempt  to 
deprive  Sir  Walter  Scott  of  his  novels ;  and  wc 
are  now  called  upon  to  believe  that  Sir  Ji>shu 
Reynolds  did  not  write  his  admirable  Disconrset. 
This  is  too  bad,  McCormick  is  poor  authority; 
and,  in  an  ill-judged  zeal  for  the  honour  of  bis 
countryman  Burke,  has  asserted  more  than  ii 
true.  I  am  happy  to  have  it  in  my  power  to 
vindicate  the  memory  of  our  illustrious  artist, 
who  was  incapable  of  deceit,  and  who  has  shown, 
by  some  admirable  notes  on  Sbakspeare,  that  he 
needed  no  assistance,  although  his  extreme  mo- 
desty might  make  him  defer  to  jadgmente  even 
vnt^*n  to  Viu  own.

Sothebj  after  his  decease,  there  wu,  among 
other  interesring  papers,  a  letter  from  Sir  Josfaoa 
ReTnoIds  to  Edward  Malone,  in  which  is  the  fol- 
lowing passage : 

"I  hare  sent  by  my  aerrant  my  Discourse,  which  I 
shall  take  as  ■  threat  &ronr  if  ron  not  only  will  examins 
critically,  but  will  likewise  add  a  little  elegance," 

I  neglected,  in  making  this  extract,  to  note  the 
date ;  bnt  the  letter  is  doubtless  still  in  existence, 
and  may  be  traced  to  its  present  possessors. 
Burke  survived  Reynolds  five  years,  and  there- 
fore must  have  been  then  as  accessible  as  Malone, 
hod  Sir  Joshua  been  in  the  habit  of  seeking  hit 
assistance. 

But  let  OS  hear  Burke  himself,  in  a  letter  to 
Malone,  after  the  publication  of  Sir  Joshua's  Life 
and  Works.     He  says : 

"  I  have  read  over  some  parts  or  the  Disconrses  with  an 
nnninal  aort  of  pleasure,  partly  because,  being  a  little 
faded  from  my  memoty,  they  have  a  sort  of  appearance 
of  novelty;  partly  by  reviviiitt  recollections  mixed  with 
melancholy  and  latid^aclion.  The  Flemish  journal  I  had 
never  seen  before.  Yon  trace  in  that  everywhere  the 
spirit  of  the  Disciiurses,  anpported  by  new  examples.  £ft 
U  alteof  I'le  tame  puib,  the  lamt  philomphicai,  the  tawie 
ar^-^te  eritie,  the  tame  tagachia  obterrer,  tritk  tike  tame 
minaiemeMt,  leiUtoiU  tht  imaUeil  degree  of  trifiiag." 

Is  this  the  langua<;e  of  one  who  had  himself 
written  the  Discourses  ?  It  is  to  libel  Burke  as 
well  as  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  to  give  currency  to 
this  falsehood.  Xorthcole,  his  pupil,  who  lived 
some  years  in  his  house,  hod,  however,  effectively 
answered  the  scandalous  ficUon  long  since  in  his 
Memoirs.     He  tells  us  : 

"  At  the  period  when  it  wss  expected  he  should  have 
composed  them  [the  lectures'),  I  have  heard  him  walking 
at  intervals  in  his  room  tilfone  or  two  o'clock  in  the 
momipg,  and  I  have  on  the  folloirinfc  day,  at  an  early 
hour,  seen  the  papers  on  tlie  subject  of  his  art  which  had 
been  written  the  preceding  night.  /  hare  had  the  rude 
manutcriptfroM  himteJf  in  kit  om  ha»dtcnt{i>g,  in  order  to 
make  a.  fulr  copy  from  it  for  him  to  read  in  public,  f 
have  seen  the  manuscript  also,  after  it  h.id  been  revised 
by  Dr.  Johnson,  who  hassomeiimea  altered  it  to  a  wrong 
meaning,  from  his  total  ignorance  of  the  sobject  and  of 
art;  bmt  meter,  to  mi/ knoieitdge,  nup  the  markt  of  Burke' t 
ptn  in  OMj/oflhe  mamucriplt. 

As  your  pages  will  give  currency  lo  this  base 
HcCnrmiek  fiction,  it  is  but  proper  that  they 
should  also  contain  its  full  and  ample  refutation, 
although  those  who  are  well  acquainted  with  the 
literature  of  the  lost  half-century  will  be  aware 
that  it  hod  not  the  slightest  foundation  in  fact,  and 
that  it  had  been  more  than  once  satisfactorily  ex- 
posed and  answered.

By  omitting  one  word  in  my  letter  inserted  iu 
"N.  &  Q."  (No.  318.),  I  seem  to  claim  to  have 
done  a  great  deal  more  than  is  the  case.  Instead 
of  "  one  who  has  examined  and  collated  personally 
almost  every  known  Greek  MS.,"  I  should  have 
said,  "almost  every  known  ancient  Greek  MSV' 
and  this  would  show  the  true  state  of  the  case. 

In  reference  to  some  parts  of  Mr.  Ashpitel's 
letter  to  The  Timet,  written  on  the  same  aay  aa 
mine,  I  may  be  allowed  to  remark  that  the  date 
of  the  writing  of  the  urAole  of  the  Apocalypse  is 
considerably  laler  than  the  tenlh  century,  in  which 
he  puts  it. 

The  text  of  the  Complutensian  Greek  Twta- 
ment  is  peculiarly  unlike  that  of  the  Vatican 
MS.  Indeed,  it  may  be  regarded  aa  pretty 
certain,  from  the  manner  in  which  Bombasitia 
and  Sepulveda  mention  the  Vatican  MS.  in  th«r 
correspondence  with  Erasmus,  and  from  the 
allusion  made  to  it  by  Slunics,  that  the  last- 
named  scholar  and  his  fellow-labout^rs  at  Com* 
plutum  could  not  have  employed  it. 

As  to  Cardinal  Mai's  having  pointed  to  what 
appeared  like  the  date  a.d.  70,  at  the  end  of  ona 
of  the  books,  I  suspect  that  it  must  have  been  one 
of  (hose  jokes  on  the  part  of  the  Cardinal,  in  which 
he  sometimes  indulged.  Very  likely  that  there  ia 
at  the  end  of  some  of  the  Old  Testament  booki 
KATA  TOTC  O;  and  that  the  numeral  5  (70)  WM 
what  the  Cardinal  pointed  out,  asking  playfully  if 
that  were  not  the  date  a.d.  70.  I  remember 
hearing  Cardinal  Mai  mention  a  story  about  some 
English  traveller  who  satisfactorily  acconnied  for 
the  absence  of  the  Apocalypse,  on  the  ground  that 
the  MS.  was  written  in  the  year  of  the  destrtictioB 
of  Jerusalem,  a.d.

Want  of  time  has  hitherto  prcTented  me  from 
replying  to  the  assertions  of  J.  S.  s.  It  is  not,  I 
conceive,  a  matter  of  much  interest,  either  to 
yourself  or  your  readers,  to  leam  tfae  differing 
Tiews  which  vnur  correspi  indents  may  take  of  nny 
particular  subject,  except  so  far  as  ther  CODtribule 
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to  the  elucidation  of  truUi ;  and  upon  this  eroiind, 
and  this  only,  would  I  ask  to  be  permitted  to 
make  a  few  remarks  on  the  letter  of  J.  S.  i., 
I^.  349—350. 

It  is  Tery  true  that  in  his  former  letter  (p.  205.) 
he  did  not  expressly  call  the  ancient  monunient  »t 
Carnac  a  Cromlech,  and  so  far  it  ia  to  be  admitted 
that  I  have  misrepresented  him.  But  the  manner 
in  which  he  spoke  of  it,  and,  above  all,  his  attempt 
to  estimate  the  measure  of  the  gmnnd  apon  which 
it  stands —  a  thing,  in  my  judgment,  impoa-nible  to 
be  done  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  —  tended  to 
mislead  me. 

So  far  iae  my  own  error.  Let  me  now  ask  how 
J.  S.  s.  could  possibly  get  so  far  wrong  as  to  re- 
present Camac  to  be  in  Normandy  t  You  have, 
Mr.  Editor,  ingeniously  slipped  nim  into  your 
errata  upon  this  point,  as  well  as  his  blunder 
about  Divitiacus ;  but  Normandy  certainly  was  no 
printer's  errafu/n,  for  it  occurs  twice,  and  rather 
ostentatiously.  I  can  assure  him,  for  his  greatw 
satisfsetion  upon  the  point,  having  myself  visited 
the  spot,  that  Carnac  is  upon  the  sea-coast,  in  the 
department  of  the  Morbihan,  which  is  a  part  of 
the  old  province  of  Brittany. 

Let  as  pass  over  this,  however,  as  a  mere  slip 
of  the  pen,  and  come  to  his  account  of  the  pnsitioB 
of  the  stones,  which  you  have  not  inserted  (as  yoa 
ought  to  have  done)  in  your  table  of  errata  with  the 
other.  One  of  the  authors  quoted  by  him,  Kloni. 
Cambry,  thus  describes  it  iii  p.  4.  of  his  work : 
*'  Les  pierres  de  Carnac  snnt  rangees  sur  onze 
lignes  tir£es  au  cordeau ;  les  lignea  sont  wpareei 
par  un  espace  de  trente  a  trente-trois  pietls."  It 
consists  of  eleven  straight  lines  of  stones,  says 
your  correspondent,  and,  m<»'eover,  prints  tlie 
latter  words  in  Italics,  to  express  them  more 
strongly.  "By  my  faith,  these  are  very  bitter 
words,'  says  Dame  Quickly,  and  tfaey  must  have 
had  the  eflect  of  extinguishing  me  at  once,  but 
for  the  unfortunate  circumstance  (bat  they  are 
not  founded  upon  fact  —  a  thing  which  will  not  be 
surprising  to  those  who  may  have  had  occasion  to 
remark  Ae  extraordinary  inoccutmcy  of  foreigners 
in  such  descriptions.  That  there  are  eleven  lines 
of  stones  in  the  most  perfect  part  is  true ;  but  all 
are  set  np  in  the  figure  of,  and  apparently  in- 
tended to  represent,  an  enormous  serpent  iTHwling 
along  the  ground,  the  head  of  which  would  be  at 
Locmnriaker  (that  place  which  .T.S.8.  never  read 
of,  and  knows  not  where  it  may  be*,  to  the  name 
of  which  I  have  inadvertently  added  the  letter  h)  ; 
and  if  there  were  any  'jcIIs,  it  is  suppo«ed  to  have 
been  there ;  and  the  intended  resemblance  (>f  the 
construction  to  a  serpent  is  especially  obvioas  ia 
one  port,  where  all  the  lines  of  stones  gradually

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rise  and  sink  together,  giving  at  once  the  idea  of 
■uch  a  reptile  in  a  state  of  motion.  But  as  to 
any  atraight  line,  it  is  out  of  the  question ;  for  the 
rows  have  only  that  sort  of  BtraigritneBs  which  one 
part  of  a  serpent's  body  would  Qavc  in  following 
the  other. 

Abury  was  very  different  from  this,  and  lias 
less  of  the  serpent  in  its  design ;  for  it  consisted 
of  an  enormous  circle,  enclosed  by  upright  stones, 
and  outside  of  them  n  trench.  Within  the  area 
were  two  other  circles  of  unequal  dimensions, 
called  the  temples  of  the  sun  and  moon  ;  without, 
and  on  opposite  side^,  were  two  rows  of  stones 
(now  almost  ROne),  placed  in  winding  lines,  it  may 
be,  in  imitation  of  a  serpent ;  but  the  whole  taken 
together,  rather  gives  the  idea  of  an  imitation  of 
the  globe  with  wings,  usually  placed  as  an  emblem 
of  eternity  over  the  portals  of  Egyptian  temples. 

If,  then,  a  resemblance  to  what  is  known  to  be 
Egyptian  can  be  observed  in  the  plan  of  any  of 
these  constructions,  the  ulditional  circumstance 
that  one  of  them  is  found  still  bearing  an  Egyptian 
appellation,  is  a  fact  which,  taken  in  combination 
with  the  other,  is  not  unworthy  of  consideration. 
It  is  to  be  presumed  that  those  who  raised  the 
atones  left  the  name,  but  who  were  they  ?  "  The 
far  East"  would  surely  be  too  distant  a  point  to 
bring  them  from. 

My  inquiry  as  to  the  Druids  was  simply  this  — 
What  ancient  author  (Greek  or  Latin)  mentions 
the  erection  by  them  of  temples  of  unhewn  stone, 
or  the  worshipping  of  stones,  no  such  at  present 
occurring  to  me ;  and  the  practice,  if  it  were 
theirs,  beins  sufficiently  remarkable  to  have  at- 
tracted norine  and  observation  P  I  was  really 
asking  for  information,  and  in  reply  am  referred 
to  Tolant),  Huddlestone,  and  Higgins,  and  the 
authorities  there  quoted ;  and  informed  in  the 
Tery  next  sentence  that  "it  is  a  mistake  to  say 
that  Caisar  notices  the  origin  of  Druidism,"  His 
words  are  these, — 

-  Disciplini  in  Britannia  reperta,  atqac  in<1e  in  Galliam 
translnia  esse  existimatur:  et  nunr,  qui  <)iligentius  earn 
rem  cngno^cflra  volunt,  pleninqnc  iilnc,  dinceaiti  causA, 
pn>6nacuntur."  —  vi,  13. 

How  any  man  with  this  pass^e  before  him  (and 
the  most  important  words  of  it  were  quoted  in  my 
last  letter),  provide<l  only  that  he  can  construe  it, 
can  assert  it  to  be  a  mistake  to  say  that  Cesar 
notices  the  origin  of  Druidism,  is  to  me  incon- 
ceivable. 

I  will  not  bring  up  the  ghost  of  Dtvitianes  from 
the  repose  to  which  you  have  consigned  him  in 
Tour  errata,  further  than  to  say,  it  puzzled  me  to 
imagine  who  lie  could  possibly  be ;  nor  enter  upon 
the  etymology  of  the  word  Druid,  having  never 
hitherto  written  a  syllable  about  it.  Enough  has 
beermMiii,  I  think,  Mr.  Editor,  to  show  that  we  sU 
can  make  mistttkes — "  Cadimus,  inque  viceia\ns- 
betnua  cmn  saghtk  " —  but  evea  had  1  Ca\\en  into 
Jfo.  320.  J 


some  gross  error,  had  I  been  in  reality  what  my 
signature  implies,  "  Little  John  Nobody,  who  dare 
not  speak,"  your  correspondent  should  nnt,  as  it 
seems  to  my  mind,  have  attempted  to  cnrrert  me 
[n  the  manner  he  has  done.  Flat  contnuliction, 
and  positive  assertion,  as  we  have  had  occasion  to 
*ee,  prove  nothing,  and  can  weigh  only  with  weak 
and  Ignorant  minds;  while  it  might  be  expected 
that  literary  men,  unless  they  were  German  critics, 
ahould  be  able  to  discuss  literary  subjects  with 
temper  and  moderation.

is  as  true  now  as  in  times  past.  Whether  in  the

Dento:i,  himself  not  the  last  ritualist  of 
the  day,  nfter  noticin;;  in  the  "Rolls  of  Yarrov 
and  MoiiL-Weanuouth"  auch  entries  us  these, 
"  In  vino  empto  pro  communione  parocliianorum 
ad  Pascba ; '  "In  vino  empto  pro  communione 
parocliianorum  et  missis  et  uJiis  teinporibus ; " 
"In  vino  pro  celebratiunc  misaarum  communione 
ad  pascha, '  &c.,  says : 

**  I  ahould  be  glaJ  to  kaoir  what  tbia  '  celebratio '  and 
'communio'  of  the  pambioners  could  be.  The  quanUty 
of  tUe  wioe,  and  the  precise  words  of  the  record,  seem  to 
make  it  dear  that  this  wm  a  commonion  in  vhirh  the 
paristiionen  received  under  both  kindi.  I  should  be  ^lad 
if  some  of  yoar  learned  ritualists  would  throw  some  light 
ou  this  subject." 

For  a  long  time  hefore  these  entries,  the  discipline 
of  the  Latin  Church  was  fur  the  laity  to  receive 
under  one  kind  only ;  and  the  wine  spoken  of 
here  for  the  pari:ihioiiers'  communion,  waa  what 
was  given  each  one  of  them  to  drink,  without  its 
being  blessed,  after  they  had  taken  the  communion 
in  one  kind.  The  expressions  "  pro  celebrattone 
minarum  (pro)miasis  "  in  the  above  entries,  show 
that  a  part  of  the  wine  had  been  used  for  saying 
mass.  This  usa^e  of  giving  unconsecratcd  wine 
to  the  people  after  their  communion,  has  been 
fully   gone   into   by   Dr.  Rock,   vol.  iii.  part  u. 

a  169.  of  his  Ckurch  of  our  Fathers,  wherein 
B.  Denton  will  find  enough  to  satisfy  his  in- 
Sairies,  and  whence  the  student  of  English  me- 
ieval  nntic^uities  may  draw  answers  to  many  of 
those  questions  asked,  in  the  pa;;es  of  "  N*.  &  Q.," 
itboQt  the  olden  ritaal  and  church  usages  of  this 
country.

The  practice  of  receiving  the  Holy  Communion 
under  one  kind  only  did  not  begin  till  the  twelfUi 
century,  though  the  sick,  and  occasionally  others, 
were  so  communicated  from  the  commencement 
of  the  Christian  Church.  It  was  not  indeed  made 
imperative  till  the  Council  of  Constance,  in  1414. 
Therefore  the  practice  of  receiving  under  both 
kinds  may  have  been  retained  in  some  parts  of 
England  as  late  as  the  fourteenth  ceiitury.  In 
the  last  entry  quoted  by  Wm.  Uento:c,  the  word 
*'  Celebracio "  means  the  celebration  of  Mass. 
Much  of  the  wine  must  have  been  used  for  the 
daily  Masses.  It  must  also  be  noted  that  when 
the  discipline  of  receiving  under  both  kinds  waa 
diacontinued,  it  was  stilt  the  custom,  in  many 
places,  to  give  unconsecrated  wine  to  the  com- 
municants after  receiving.  This  custom  still  pre- 
vails  in  many  Catholic  churches.  In  a  Catholic 
Manual,  printed  in  170G,  I  find  this  direction  to 
the  ocolyth  who  serves  Mass :  "  After  they  have 
received,  give  them  wine."  As  this  occurs  in  our 
oldest  books,  it  is  probable  that  the  practice  was 
general  in  England.  If  so,  the  quantity  of  wine 
in  the  entries  quoted  is  easily  accounted  for.

Witbm  thid  number  are 
included  tome  of  the  tinest  huildiiigs  iu  aucient 
and  modern  architet:ture,  as  well  us  many  of  the 
humblest,  and  I  mjiV  add,  meanest  ezmniilus. 
Taking  mj  early  lessons  from  the  rich  archiiev- 
tiire  of  England,  it  vm  uuturul  I  shoul<i  itiuiu 
particularly  i^ourch  f<ir  thu^e  dul.iiU  which  arc 
only  permitted  to  retain  their  aocustumcd  places 
in  our  remoilcled  churches. 

While  thus  employed,  I  sought  in  vnin  for  n 
sedilia,  fully  expecting  tu  Gnd  it  there,  and  more 
fullj-  enricLed,  wiili  the  ocoujianis  in  such  rich 
habiliments  as  wuuM  Lave  producud  a  bnnnuniz- 
ing  triiully  furlii<lik-n  in  our  own  country.  Al- 
though there  didap|(<iinted,  I  returned  to  pursue 
the  subject  a  little  further,  and,  I  may  here  re- 
mark, Uie  aedilia,  of  whalerer  number  of  se.ils, 
graduated  or  otherwise,  was  always  lerminnted  at 
the  east  end  by  a  piscina ;  this  in  turn  was  again 
formed  of  one  or  mcjre  rucesses,  but  I  believe  one 
basin  alone  possessed  ait  ortAce  tor  the  escape  of 
the  waste  water.  This  necessary  appendage  to  an 
ancient  Human  altar  is  now  very  rarely  tu  be  met 
with.  In  my  iiearches  three  or  four  were  all  that  I 
I  discovered  amon;;sL  as  many  thousand  altars. 

In  the  church  of  Meusezhcm,  near  Uiussels,  is  ! 
a  piscina,  ff>rnn;d  of  two  basins,  of  which   one  I 
alone  is  pLTftiraled,  and  is  eiudosed  by  a  wii.'ki.'l, 
or  half  door,  richlf  carved  in  windnw-like  tracery. 

Id  the  church  of  Drosenbosche  is  a  piscina  in 
excellent  preservation,  the  cauupy  is  cracketed, 
and  the  fiuials  similarly  enriched  at  the  base  of 
the  recess,  and  on  a  level  with  the  flooring  ai«  two 
■tone  basin»,  both  perforated,  and  ia  a  quarter- 
foil  fiirm,  but  unusually  ahullow. 

For  the  existence  of  a  thin)  I  must  trust  to 
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I  memory,  but  it  possessed  the  singalarity  of  having 
I  the  basin  divided  in  two  equal  parts,  one  huIT 
I  having  the  usual  perforation.  These  few  remarks 
may  assiat  your  correspondent,  and  I  am  eu-

Although  prettily  undulated, 
there  is  nothing  now  to  produce  a  "roaring  or 
howling."  But  the  tide  still  runs  up  the  river  to 
Gillingbam,  and  if  in  Saxon  times  it  were  an 
eatuary,  the  waves  may  have  mnde  sutScient 
roaring  fur  the  etymology.  The  adjoining  parish 
to  Gillingliam  is  Gelileston,  colloquially  called, 
and  Bometimes  formerly  spelt,  Gelston.  Xo  other 
place  in  Norfolk  or  Suffolk  begins  with  "  Gil "  or 
"Gel." 

Gtllingham  formerly  had  four  churches;  of  two 
there  are  no  remains,  of  the  third  the  ruins  are 
covered  with  ivy.  The  fourth,  whose  churchyard 
ia  only  separated  from  the  ruins  by  a  carriage- 
drive,  is  a  very  curious  Norman  buildinar,  admira- 
bly described  and  illustrated  by  tbc  Rev.  J.  H.

Double  surnames  are  common  enough  in  the  older 
reconls,  and  surnames  may  be  found  not  unfre- 
qncntly  holding  the  place  of  Christian  names,  fol- 
lowed by  local  or  other  descriptive  titles.  But  I 
should  doubt  whether  local  names,  or  patronymicks 
(properly  so  called),  were  in  early  times  given  at 
baptism. 

A  fair  sample  of  double  surnames  is  to  be  seen 
among  the  founders  of  Kirkstall  Abbey  in  the 
family  of  Samson,  which  family  seems  ultimately 
to  hare  lost  its  orif^inal  surname  in  the  various 
local  names  which  its  several  branches  assumed, 
■viz.  Pamelay,  Wridleaford,  Allerton,  Purlsey,  &c. 
Thus  tbe  heading  of  art.  xxxvi.  of  the  "  Kirkstall 
Charters"  {Monaiiicnn,  v.  542.)  runs,  "Carta 
Walter!  Slii  Ada  de  Pudtleiay"  &c.,  whereas  the 
donor,  !n  the  bo<ly  of  the  charter,  describes  him- 
self as  "Walterus  Glius  Ada  Samaon  de  Pud- 
desay."  Still  Ma.  Dexton's  instances  are  curious, 
on  account  of  the  situation  of  the  descriptive 
names.

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FOLK   LOBE   IH   HOIfUODTHSHIRS. 

In  one  of  the  earlier  numbera  of  "  N.  &  Q."  I 
recollect  thougli  I  cannot  st  present  refer  to  it, 
an  inquirer  respecting  a  publication  containing  an 
account  of  tbe  parish  of  Abeijstruth  in  the  above 
county.  A  mutilated  copr  of  it  has  fallen  in  my 
way ;  and  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  inquirer,  and 
of  such  readers  as  take  an  interest  in  lolk  lore,  I 
venture  to  offer  a  notice  of  this  singular  perform- 
ance, and  an  extract  of  some  of  that  part  of  it 
which  relates  to  the  apparitions  and  falnes  of  that 
country.  Whateyer  may  be  now  the  case,  they 
had  held  there  ancient  domain  in  hill  and  dale,  by 
grove  and  fountain,  from  the  earliest  times  to 
those  of  the  writer,  among  the  natives  of  Mon- 
mouthshire ;  which,  though  severed  from  Wales 
by  act  of  parliament,  remained  united  to  it  in 
popular  feeling,  and  continues  such  in  many  re- 
spects to  this  day.  Tbe  same  may  be  said  of  the 
whole  of  the  principality.  Omens,  witches,  ap- 
paritions, and  fairies  have,  however,  at  no  period, 
ibund  a  more  Kenlous  advocate  than  the  author  of 
this  treatise;  and  the  serious  and  conscientious 
manner  in  which,  after  the  school  of  Baxter  and 
Cotton  Mather,  he  supports  his  reasonings  in  their 
behalf  by  proofs  from  Scripture,  shows  how  deeply 
the  belief  of  all  traditions  and  relations  of  tnis 
kind  bad  taken  root  in  his  confidio<;  mind ;  and 
how  honestly  he  endeavoured  to  employ  what  ho 
himself  believed,  in  the  refutation  of  infidelity, 
and  confirmation  of  religion  among  his  own  coun- 
trrmen :  for  he  appenrs  to  have  been  as  generous 
a  lover  of  his  country  as  ever  breathed  her  moun- 
tain air. 

The  title  of  the  work,  an  octavo  pamphlet  of 
160  pages,  is  this : 

^  A  Geographical,  Historical,  and  Religious  Account  of 
the  Parish  of  Alwrvstruth,  in  the  Countv  of  Monmouth. 
To  which  are  ailded,  Blemoln  of  Kveral  I'ersons  of  Nnt«, 
who  lived  In  the  laid  rariiih.  By  Pldmuod  Jones.  Tre- 
VNka :  priated  in  the  Year  177'J. ' 

Edmund  Jones,  according  to  hie  own  statement, 
was  bom  at  Pen-yr-Llwyn,  in  the  Valley  of  the 
Church,  in  the  parish  of  Aberyptruth ;  and  from 
hints  that  he  has  ^iven  of  himself,  appenr^  at  the 
time  of  his  aulhorshiji,  to  have  been  about  seventy 
one  years  of  a^e.  He  was  an  Independent  preacher, 
in  religious  views  a  Millenarian,  inclined  to  Cal- 
vinism, and  no  friend  to  Wesloy  or  the  Homanists. 
His  style  is  strikingly  national,  characterised  by 
extreme  aiinpli<;iiv  of  thought  and  expression ; 
presenting  a  <rrApliic  ])urtrait  of  a  mind  piously 
disposed,  but  imbued  with  a  credulity  unbounded ; 
and  arguing  with  as  much  earnestness  in  favour 
of  supernatural  agencies  and  appearances  as  bliud- 
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nets  in  being  able  to  discern,  what  may  be  ob- 
vious enough  to  most  of  bis  readers,  tbat  his  rela- 
tions frequently  make  much  less  for  him  than 
against  him. 

In  the  Preface  (p.  vi.)  he  gives  this  explanation 
of  the  origin  of  his  attempt  at  parochial  history, 
and  a  defence  of  the  marvellous  portion  of  it : 

**  I  remember,  long  time,  seeing  a  letter  in  the  GtmlU' 
tUman't  Magaxhu,  in  April,  1756,  from  a  eentlenian  who 
desired  aoch  accounts  from  parishes  aa  I  nave  given  of 
the  parish  of  Abervstrutb.  If  this  gentleman  is  now 
alive,  be  would  be  glad  to  read  this  account,  especially  as 
I  can  tell  him  that  his  latter  did  in  some  measure  in- 
fluence me  to  write  li 

"  But  I  am  aware  of  it,  if  this  book  comes  into  the 
hands  of  ^ross  unbelievers,  the  account  of  apparitioiu 
contained  m  It  will  be  matter  of  ridicule  to  them;  wbi^ 
from  a  certain  kind  of  pride,  affectedly  run  down  acconnta 
of  ap|tarition9.  But  is  it  not  on  unreasonable  kind  of 
unbelief,  which  beliei  the  testimony  and  experience  i^ 
millions  of  men  in  the  worid  —  and,  it  may  be  in  Wales, 
from  the  first  to  the  last?  Most  of  them  under  no  temp- 
tation to  deceive  with  false  stories  of  this  natare.  Be- 
sides, those  spirits  more  properly  belong  to  eternity;  yet 
tbey  are  also,  in  some  measure,  tbe  aubjects  of  Qo^s  pro- 
vidence, which  governs  the  world.  Providence  hath  a 
two-fold  concern  with  them.  On  one  hand  tolerating 
their  appearance  and  ageuey  In  some  measure,  and  on 
the  other  band  in  restralniDK  and  limiting  their  appear- 
ances and  evil  egencies.  These  spirits  also  have  a  con- 
cern with  mankind  more  than  being  fellow- creatures  in 
tbe  creation ;  with  the  wicked,  who  surely  are  In  al- 
liance with  hell,  and  under  Satan's  government  —  who  h 
the  God  of  this  world  f  Eph.  ii.  iX  With  the  people  of 
God  they  are  concemd  as  enenies,  and  in  respect  of 
them  he  is  mure  properly  called  the  Kiiemy."

These  memoirs  are  ver^  brie^  and  lomewbat 
after  the  manner  of  Melchior  Adasraa,  the  biogra- 
pher of  the  reformed  divines  of  Germaaj;  buttbej 
contain  touches  of  very  effective  Mfoisd.  The 
chapter  which  concerns  folk  lore  ii,  howerer, 
haps  the  uioat  coriotta  of  the  whole  pra^w 
and  sorry  I  am  tiiUifccuks«A^r~ 
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Chap.  XIV.  p.  68.  "Of  Apparitions,  and 
A^nciM  of  Spirits  io  the  Fanah  of  Aberys- 
tputh," 

"  The  wiu  of  infidelity  Kem  much  averM  unto,  utd 
affect  to  apeak  with  levitj  and  ridicule  o^  apparitions,  aa 
If  tiiey  were  the  poiteri'ty  and  BchoUra  or  the  ancient 
Sadduceei,  against  whom  the  Scriptore  spealu.  But  In 
the  name  of  trath,  why  ia  it  that  these  men  can  give  no 
■ctbar  attention  to  groat  numbers  of  honest  men,  who  have 
thair  wita  about  tbem  as  well  as  they ;  are  as  far  from 
tying  and  falsehood  as  themselves  can  bo,  who  attest 
Utese  things:  and  have  no  tel&sb  ends  to  serve  by  such 
relations?  Why  should  these  men  think  that  h^caiiie 
themselves  have  not  seen  and  experienceil  such  things, 
that  none  else  have?  Woald  it  not  be  sufficient  for  them 
to  say,  we  indeed  hare  no  experience  of  such  things,  but 
it  may  be  oUiers  have  t  and  since  many  persons  of  probity 
and  oease  do  attest  it,  it  is  likely  there  is  something  in  it, 
mora  likely  than  that  there  is  not ;  and  therefore  it  will 
not  become  us  to  scoff  at  «ach  relations.  Hen  of  no  ex- 
perience in  this  case  are  in  no  proper  condition  to  confute 
them,  and  it  becomes  them  not  to  attempt  to  confute 
matters  of  fact,  of  which  there  are  abundant  certainties 
to  a  sober  wit.  But  nothing  will  satisfy  aoreaBonable, 
proud  Infidelity. 

"In  former  time*,  more  Ihao  at  present,  there  were 
ftequeat  appearances  of  the  fairies  in  Wales;  I  think  as 
mnch  in  the  parish  of  Aberystruth  as  in  any  other,  and 
more  than  in  some.  They  are  no  doubt  evil  spirits  be- 
longing to  the  kingdom  of  darkness.  They  were  seen  in 
Armer  times,  and  heard  by  some  persons  or  other  con- 
tinually, and  sometimes  by  several  persons  together  at  all 
hours  of  the  night,  and  all  hours  of  the  dav.  In  the  night 
more  than  in  the  day,  in  the  momiag  and  evening  of  the 
day  more  than  about  loon.  Abundance  of  people  saw 
them,  and  heard  their  music,  which  every  one  said  was 
low  and  pleasant,  but  none  could  ever  learn  the  tune ; 
heard  their  talking  like  that  of  many  talking  together, 
but  the  words  seldom  heard.  But  to  those  who  did  bear, 
they  seemed  to  dispute  much  about  future  events,  and 
about  what  they  were  to  Jo ;  whence  it  came  to  a  proverb 
in  tbe  parish  concerning  disagreeing  persons,  '  Ifi  Qtydn- 
Honl  hiey  rnvt/  na  BtiuLth  en  Mammau,'  i,  e.  '  They  wilt  QO 
more  agree  than  the  fairies.' 

"  They  appeared  diverse  wave,  but  their  most  freqoent 
way  of  appearing  was  like  dancing-companies  with  musick, 
and  in  the  form  of  funerals.  When  they  appeared  like 
dancing-companies,  they  were  desirous  to  entice  persons 
into  their  company,  and  some  were  drawn  among  them 
anJ  remained  among  them  some  time,  usually  a  whole 
Tear;  as  did  Edmund  William  Bees,  a  man  whom  I  well 
knew,  and  was  a  neighbour,  who  came  back  at  the  year's 
end,  and  looked  very  had.  But  either  they  were  not  able 
to  give  mnch  account  of  themselves,  or  they  durst  not 
give  it,  only  said  they  had  been  dancing,  and  that  the 
time  was  shorL  But  there  were  some  others  who  weut 
with  them  at  night,  and  returned  sometimes  at  night, 
and  sometimes  the  next  morning ;  especUlty  those  persons 
who  took  upon  them  to  cure  the  hurts  received  from  the 
fairies,  as  Charles  Hugh  of  Coed  yr  Pame,  in  Langybi 

Cisb,  and  Riuiart  Cap  Dee,  of  Aberystruth ;  for  the 
ner  of  these  must  certainly  converse  with  them,  for 
how  else  could  ho  declare  the  words  which  his  visitors 
had  spoken  a  day  or  days  before  they  came  to  him,  to 
their  great  snrpriM  and  wonder  7 

"  And  as  (or  Kisslart  Cap  Dee,  so  called  becaiuc  be  wore 

a  black  cap,  it  is  said  of  him  that  when  be  lodged  in  some 

houaet  Io  cure  thoae  who  ware  hurt  by  the  fairies,  ha 

woald  MMldaol^  riia  up  in  the  night,  and  make  a  vary 

bsttr  prepumtioa  to  go  down  atura ;  vhich  mhaa  goa 
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.  person  observ'd,  he  said,  ■  Go  softly.  Uncle  Richard,  least 
you  fall : '  he  made  answer,  '  O,  here  are  some  to  receive 
,  me.'    But  when  he  was  called  to  one  person,  who  had  in- 
I  advertently  fallen    among   the  fairies,    and    bad    been 
I  greatly  hart  by  them,  and  kept  his  bed  upon  it,  whiMa 
relations  bad  sent  for  the  said  Bisaiart  Cap  Dwe  to  care 
him ;  who,  when  he  came  up  to  the  sick  man'a  chamber, 
the  sick  man  took  up  a  ponnd-weieht  atone,  which  wo* 
bv  the  bed-side,  and  threw  it  at  the  mfemal  charmer  with 
all  bia  might,  with  this  saving,  'Thoa,  old  villain,  wast 
one  of  the  worat  of  them  to  hurt  me ! '  for  he  had.  seen  him 
among  them  acting  his  part  against  him  ;  npon  which  the 
I  old  charmer  went  away  muttering  some  words  of  malevo- 
lence against  him.    He  lived  at  the  foot  of  Rbvw  Coel- 
bren^  and  there  waa  a  large  hole  in  tho  aide  of  the  thatch 
of  his  house,  thro'  which  the  people  believed  he  went 
out  at  night  to  the  fairies,  and  came  in  from  them  at 
night;  but  he  pretended  it  was  that  he  might  see  die 
stars  at  night.    The  honse  is  down  long  ago.     He  lived 
by  himself,  as  did  the  before- mentioned  Cbariea  Hugh, 
.  who  was  very  famona  in  the  country  for  his  curao,  and 
knowledge  of  things  at  a  distance;  which  he  conld  not 
possibly  know  without  conversing  with  evil  spirits,  who 
walked  the  earth  to  and  fro.    He  is  yet  said  (o  be  an 
j  aftoble,  friendly  man,  and  cheerful ;  'tia  then  a  pity  he 
should  be  in  alliance  with  hell,  and  an  agent  is  the 
kingdom  of  darkness. 

"I  will  only  give  one  instance  of  his  knowledge  of 

things  at  a  distance,  and  of  secret  things.     Henrr  John 

Thomas,  of  the  parish  of  Aberystruth,  a  relation  of  mine, 

an  honest  man,  went  with  the  water  of  a  yonng  woman 

whom  he  courted,  and  was  sick,  to  tbe  said  Charlea  Hagh, 

!  who,  as  aoon  aa  he  saw  Henry  John,  pleasantly  told  him, 

'Hoi  yon  come  with  yonr  sweetheart's  water  to  me.' 

And  he  told  him  the  very  words  which  thev  had  sp^ea 

!  together  In  a  secret  place,  and  described  th«  place  whtic 

'  they  spoke.    It  waa  the  general  opinion  in  times  past, 

when  thesQ  things  were  very  freqnenl,  that  the  furiu 

knew  whatever  was  spoken  in  the  air  withont  the  boniia 

I  not  so  mnch  what  was  spoken  in  the  houses.     I  suppcee 

I  they  chiefly  knew  what  was  spoken  in  the  air  at  nifrhl- 

I  It  was  also  said  that  they  rather  appeared  to  an  uqctmi 

number  of  persons,  to  one,  three,  five,  &c. ;  sod  oftenei  to 

i  men  than  to  women.  Thomas  Wltliam£dmand,ofHava- 

i  davel,  an  honest,  pious  man,  who  often  aaw  them,  declared 

I  that  they  appeared  with  one  bigger  than  the  rest,  goisg 

I  before  them  in  the  company. 

'      "  But  they  very  often  appeared  in  the  form  of  a  fViDenl 

before  the  death  of  many  persons,  with  a  bier  and  a  black 

I  cloth,  in  the  miilat  of  a  company  about  it,  on  everv  side, 

I  before  and  after  it.    The  instances  of  this  were  so  an- 

I  merous,  that  it  is  plain,  and  past  all  dispute,  that  they 

'  infallibly  foreknew  the  time  of  men's  death :  tbedifficnitf 

is,  whence  they  had  this  knowledfe.     It  cannot  be  wp- 

!  posed  that  either  God  Himself,  or  His  nngels,  disrovficd 

this  to  these  spirits  of  darkness.    For  Ae  wtcrei*  of  th 

I   Lard  ore  HrHh  ihote  that  fear  Him,  not  with  His  rnemita 

Psalm  xav.  14.    They  must  therefore  have  this  know- 

I  ledge  from  the  position  of  the  stars  at  the  time  of  birth, 

'  and  their  influence,  which  they  perfectiv  understand  be- 

I  vend  what  mortal  men  can  do.    We  "have  a  constoot 

'  proof  of  this  in  the  corpa  candles,  whose  appearance  is  la 

infallible  sign  that  death  will  follow,  and  they  never  ttS 

I  going  the  way  that  the  corps  will  go  to  be  bnried,  be  the 

way  ever  so  unlikely  that  ft  shonid  go  through.    Btit  to 

give  some  instances'  in  Aberyatrntb  Parish."

ton,  who  had  qoarrellod,  and  fbught,  and  tont 
each  other's  keartt  out.  AAer  this  Kilkenny-cat 
proceeding,  Divine  vengeance  turned  their  bo^es 
to  stone ;  and,  with  the  hearts  in  their  handl,  the^ 
were  placed  in  the  church  as  a  monument  of  tbeir 
wickedness.  Tbe  parish  too,  which  bad  been  the 
scene  of  the  unnatural  confiict,  had  its  name 
changed ;  and,  from  that  time,  bora  the  name  of 
Wicked-Uampton,  since  contracted  into  Wick- 
bampton. Tne  shields  of  arms  over  the  tombs 
I  were  those  with  which  the  brothers  fougbt ;  and 
I  the  actual  locality  of  the  combat  is  marEed  by  a 
piece  of  flint  masonry,  let  into  the  side  of  a  ditcti. 
This,  I  have  since  ascertained,  is  the  boundary  of 
Ualrergate  and  Wickbampton.  I  need  hardly 
say,  that  the  legend,  combmed  with  the  due  re- 
cital of — 

"  Let  dogs  delight 
To  bark  and  bite,"  kc, 

produced  a  very  salutary  efiect  upon  us,  and  fnUy 

convinced  us  that  — 

"  Our  little  hands  were  never  mado 
To  tear  eadi  other's  eye»," 

or  hearts  out.  But  I  always  gave  the  nune  the 
credit  of  having  invented  the  storr,  until,  a  ftv 
years  ago,  I  happened  to  be  in  the  church,  in- 
specting it,  when  a  nurse-maid  took  tlie  oppor- 
tuoity  of  the  doors  being  open  to  enter  wiu  her 
charge,  and  recounted  tSe  tale,  to  (he  no  small 
horror  of  a  little  girl  and  boy  who  acconpuued 
her,  and,  by  tbe  evidence  of  tbeir  eoanteoaiMsa, 
gave  implicit  credence  to  it.  Upon  inquiry,  I 
round  that  all  tbe  elderly  people  of  tite  pnisk 
were  acquainted  with  the  legend,  and  added,  thit 
the  subject  of  dispute  was  the  boundary  of  the 
parishes,  which  respectively  belonged  to  tbe 
brothers.  And  as  the  one  was  puniahed  for  not 
interfering,  by  having  tbe  name  of  Wicked- 
Hampton  given  it,  so  the  other,  which  had  been 
by  far  the  worst  in  the  dispute,  had  the  naoK  of 
Hell-fire-gstc,  since  corrupted  (shall  I  say?), 
or  changed,  into  Halvcrgate,  attadted  to  it.  Tba 
inhabitants  of  the  former  parish,  natmallj  wiab- 
ins  to  get  rid,  as  far  as  possible,  of  their  ili^|miii 
ful  name,  call  it  Wickenton  or  Widdogtea.

In  particular,  I  would 
feel  obliged  to  any  such  visitor  who  would, 
Ibrougb  toe  medium  of  "  N.  &  Q.,"  explain  to  me 
the  use  of  the  ({uatrefoiled  and  crucifuria  holes  in 
the  screen.  The;  are  cut  with  too  much  regu- 
larity to  bave  been  the  work  of  mischief.

Callow  Pit. — On  the  boundary  of  the  parishes 
of  Southwood  and   Moiilton,   Norfolk,  is  a  pit  , 
called,  in  the  act  of  parliament  for  enclosing  the 
partiihes,  "Callow  Pitj"  but,  by  the  inhabitants,  . 
Calter  Pit.    Its  antiijuity  is  evidenced  by  the  fact,  ' 
that  a  hollow  tree,  evidently  of  some  centuries' 
growth,  is  still  growing  in  it.     Formerly,  it  was  i 
constantly  full  o(  waiter ;  but  since  the  extension  I 
of  drainage,  in  dry  summers,  its  waters  frequently  j 
fail.     The  village  tradition  states,   that  an  iron  ' 
chest,    filled   with  gold,    is  engulfed  in   Callow 
Kl     Many  years  ago,  two   ulventurous   men,  . 
availing  themselves  of  an  unusually  low  state  of  i 
the  water,  determined    to  obtain   the   treasure.  I 
Having  formed  a  platform  of  ladders  acroM  the  ' 
|Ht,  they  were  so  far  successful,  that  they  inserted 
a  staff  through  the  "  ringle"  (in  plain  En){ljsh,  the  i 
ring),  in  the  lid  of  the  cLcst,  and  bore  it  up  from  { 
the  waters ;  and  placed  the  staff  on  (heir  shoulders,  , 
preparatory  to  bearing  off  their  prize  on  their 
temporary  bridge.     Unluckily,  however,  one  of 
them   triumphantlv  exclaimed :    "  We've  got  it 
safe,  and  the  Devil  himself  can't  ;:ct  it  from  us." 
Instantly   the  pit  was   enveloped  in   a   "roke" 
(reek,  or  cloud  of  steam,)  of  a  strung  sulphurous  : 
smell ;  and  a  blaiJc  hand  and  arm — no  doubt  be- 
longing to  the  personage  thus  grutuitously  chol-  , 
lenged — emerged  from  tlie  water,  and  grasped 
the  chest.     A  terrific  struggle  ensued  :  one  party 
tagging  to  secure,  the  other  to  recover,  the  priae. 
Atlast  the  contest  emled  by  its  subject  pariing, 
being  unable  to  bear  the  enormous  strain  on  it. 
The  cheat,  with  the  treasure,  sank  beneath  tlie 
water,  never  again  to  be  seen   bv  mortal  eye; 
while  the  bdd  ul venturers — who  bad  not  indeed 
met  with  the  reward  due  to  their  daring — Berried 
off  nothing  but  the  "rii^le,"  whioh  the*  ^ 
oa  Southwood  Church  door,  wludi  it  im  M 
No.  S81.] 


to  close ;  and  where  the  incredultius  may  convince 
himself  of  the  truth  of  the  Icgeml,  by  beholding  it. 

A  legend,  in  many  particulars  ii^reeing  with  ibis, 
is  told  of  a  "ailvcr  well"  in  Shouldliain,  in  West 
Norfolk.  A  "headless  horseman"  still  rides  at 
midnight  from  Callow  Pit  to  a  place  called  Cant- 
ley  Spong,  distant  about  a  mile. 

It  would  be  vi^ry  interesting  to  ascertain  if  any 
former  proprietor  of  Soutbwoo<l,  Cant  ley,  or 
Moultnn,  in  turbulent  times,  lost  his  head,  as  is 
not  unlikely,  and  so  gave  rise  to  the  tradiiiim.

Naval  Folk  Lore  (Vol.  x.,  p.  26.).  —In  the  au- 
tumn of  1853,  during  a  tedious  voyage  from  Kan- 
goon  to  Calcutta,  in  the  ship  "  Lahure,"  the  wind 
was  very  light  and  variable.  There  were  a  num- 
ber of  camp  and  other  followers  on  board,  who, 
being  extremely  anxious  for  the  speedy  terniina- 
tion  of  the  voy^e,  collected  amongst  themselves 
a  sum  of  money,  and  bad  the  same  deposited  on 
the  main  truck,  in  order  to  propitiate  a  favourable 
and  stronger  breeze.  Such  an  incident,  of  course, 
became  the  topic  of  convertutiim,  when  one  of  the 
officers  of  the  vensel,  who  had  been  engaged  in  the 
conveyance  of  Coolies  to  the  Mauritius,  nientiuned 
the  custom  as  of  frequent  ocL-urrence  among  the 
natives  of  India.  Perhupii  some  of  your  Oriental 
readers  could  explain  and  illusirale  this  and  other 
cc^nate  customs  of  the  East.  J.  S.

The  infallible  remedy  1  ascerlaiii<:d  to  hv  nuitlier 
more  nor  less  than  the  Uxral  application  of  a  bag 
containing  legs  of  sundry  frog-s  to  be  worn  ab«>ut 
the  patient's  person,  the  cbi.'»t,  or  some  other  pre- 
scril>ed  region,  without  rcmuvu).  Tlic  niaiiiiing 
of  this  reptile  family  was  to  be  nstricied  to 
various  counties,  the  cimtiguiiy  "f  which  wmild, 
however,  seriously  impair,  if  it  did  not  de.strov,  the 
efficacy  of  the  application  :  whether  any  poiiicular 
localities  were  specified  for  these  exiterinieiits  in 
mnotuial  science,  I  do  not  clearly  recollect.  I

—  It  ia  ge- 
nerally licld,  by  country  folk  hereabout,  that  if  a 
fortune  be  tpae'd  by  a  person  who  is  deaf  and 
dumb,  and  written  with  a  stick  on  the  ground,  it 
muxt  come  true.  Consequently  such  fortune- 
tellers (forgive  the  bull)  are  in  high  request 
amongst  the  lads  and  lassies.  Ajcoh.

Usefid Superstitions.^- kn  agricultural  friend,  in 
reference  to  a  former  communication  of  mine  to 
"  N.  &  Q."  C"  Drills  presaging  Death,"  Vol.  vii.  p. 
353.),  remarked  that  he  wbhed  bis  labourers  be* 
lieved  it ;  as  then,  probably,  they  would  be  more  at- 
tentive in  using  the  drill.  This  baa  suggested  to  me 
the  thought,  that  many  omens,  so  absurdly  credited 
by  the  miperiititious,  may  have  a  useful  tendency. 
1  will  adduce  a  few  examples  —  not  doubting  that 
many  others  may  be  contributed  to  "  N.  &  Q." 
Have  any  of  my  readers  remarked  how  very  rarely, 
considering  their  fragile  nature,  looking-glasses 
are  broken.  Much  of  this  immunity,  beyond 
doubt,  may  be  attributed  to  the  remarkable  fatal- 
ity attached  to  such  a  calamity.  If  a  cat  break  a 
looking.glass  —  and  it  is  well  known  that  cats, 
somehow,  contrive  to  break  four-fifths,  at  least,  of 
erery  thing  fractured  in  a  family — one  of  the 
catB  ocJoag'wg  to  the  bouac  must  pay  the  penalty, 
with  all  it»  nine  Jives.  If  a  child  bnak.  one,  boidq 
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one  of  the  children  — or  if  a  servant,  one  of  the 
servants  —  must  die  within  the  year.  So  impli- 
citly is  this  believed,  that  I  have  beard  of  a  case 
where  a  servant  gave  her  mistress  a  "month's 
warning,"  because  a  fellow- servant  had  thus  da- 
maged a  valuable  mirror.  Looking-glass  manu* 
facturers,  indeed,  but  none  else,  I  imagine,  may 
question  the  utility  of  this  belief.  Indeed,  what 
would  become  of  the  craft  of  Messrs.  Spode  & 
Copeland,  could  such  a  protection  be  extended  to 
crockery  ? 

A  similar  capital  penalty  is  attached  to  leftving 
a  lighted  candle  or  lamp  in  a  room  by  itself,  and 
allowing  it  to  burn  out  in  utter  furgetfuluess  that 
it  has  been  so  neglected,  ir,  instead  of  in  a  room, 
it  be  shut  up  in  a  closet,  the  penalty  then  is  almoat 
sure  to  attach  itself  to  the  perpetrator  of  this  care- 
less deed.  If  he  do  not  die,  at  least  he  will  have 
a  serious  illness,  or  a  severe  accident,  within  a 
year  and  a  day.  Many  a  devastating  fire  baa,  I 
doubt  not,  been  prevented  by  this  wide-spread 
belief. 

My  third  instance  only  enforces  good  manners. 
Nothing  more  surely  presages  a  death  in  tlie 
family,  than  for  a  labourer  to  enter  his  cottaee 
with  a  mattock,  shovel,  or  spade  (the  aeztoaf 
implements)  on  his  shoulder.  A  remarkable  case^ 
in  illustration  of  this,  has  occurred  within  lojr 
knowledge.  A  man  entered  bis  cottage  with  ha 
spade  on  his  shoulder;  and  a  credulous  neigh- 
bour forthwith  informed  him  of  the  ominoufl  coa- 
sequences  of  the  act,  at  which  be  waa  greatly 
alarmed.  A  few  days  afterwards,  he  confessed  to 
a  fellow-labourer,  that  on  the  previous  anniver- 
sary of  that  day  he  had  set  fire  to  a  neighbour's 
hovel ;  detailed  the  artifices  by  which  he  had  £vaded 
detection,  which  were  vctt  ingenious,  altboiq^ 
he  was  a  person  of  limited  intellect;  and  after 
inquiring  of  him  whether  he  thought  he  woald 
ever  be  detected  and  transported,  left  the  bam  in 
which  they  were  both  at  work,  and  hanged  him- 
self. Perhaps  in  this  case,  the  omen  acting  tm 
the  morbid  state  of  his  mind,  may  have  contri- 
buted to  its  own  fulfilment.  E.  G.  &.

letters  which  huve  uppenrcd  in  the  Oentleman's 
Magazine  for  the  several  months  of  February, 
Miirch,   July,  8e)jtembcr,   and   October    of   the 

S resent  year,  addresi^ied  by  Pope  and  Swift  to 
Ir.  Benjamin  Mottv,  bookseller,  at  the  Middle 
Temple  Gate,  in  Fleet  Street,  London,  wiUi  re- 
ference, more  particularly,  to  the  forthcoming 
Miscellame*  in  Prose  ana  Verse,  and  OuUicer's 
Traveln.  These  letters  range  in  date  from  1726 
to  17^5,  anil  are  invnriablV  addressed  to  Mr. 
Motte,  either  at  the  Middle  Temple  Gate,  or  in  a 
few  insiances,  by  Pope,  nt  Temple  Bar,  Fleet 
Street,  London  ;  in  fact,  the  third  volume  of  the 
Miscellunies  above  mentioned,  appeared  in  1732, 
with  the  imprint,  "  London  ;  printed  by  Beiij. 
Motte,  (it  the  MiiMIe  Temple  Gate  j  and  Lawton 
Gillivfr,  at  Homer's  Head,  against  St.  Dunstan's 
Church,  in  Fk-et  Street."  Judge  then  of  my  sur- 
prise at  the  communication  of  Mr.  C.  B.  Wood- 
m!in,  dulled  Rdifbiislon,  Birmingham,  appearing  in 
your  publication  of  the  10th  instant,  wherein, 
Minongst  other  mutters,  he  says  : 

"//«/>  rvfnM^eJ,  A>r  the  information  of  youT  readennho 
«/»  intervaud  ia  IJterary  localitiM,  to  state  that  thetwiWB 
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from  which  issued  the  works  of  Swift,  Ac,  i»  thot  occn- 
pied  by  Mr.  Painter,  No.  27.  Fleet  Street;  he  furtber 
remarks,  that  in  some  old  tille-pagea  it  is  mentioned  as 
the  Cross  Keys;  opposite  St.  Danstan's  Church.  Tlie 
present  shop-windows  and  entrance  in  Fleet  Street  were 
intraJuccd  when  the  premises  were  ifterwards  devoted  to 
other  poroses  I  the  original  entr«nce  was  by  a  door  in 
the  adjotning  passage ;  at  the  bead  of  this  pasaaga  atill 
stands  the  honae.  No.  26.  which  was  formerly  the  private 
residence.  In  this  house.  Pope,  Swift,  and  tbe  literati  of 
those  days  were  accustomed  to  visit." 

From  the  fact  of  your  own  publication  issuing 
in  the  immediate  locality,  ycm  will  at  once  appre- 
ciate the  suggestion,  when  I  point  out  how  far 
distant  is  No.  27.  from  Middle  Temple  Gate; 
whilst  opposing  evidences,  in  defiance  of  Ms. 
Woodman,  go  to  prove,  that  firom  1726,  the  date 
of  Swift:'8  first  letter  to  Motte,  nnder  the  aig- 
nature  R.  Sympsnn,  with  reference  to  OuUivei's 
Travels,  down  to  1 785,  when  their  correspondence 
finally  ceased,  Mr.  Benjamin  Motte  lived  at  the 
Middle  Temple  Gate.  Three  years  afterwards, 
as  Mb.  Woodham  points  out  in  yonr  columna,  ia 
correcHon  of  Nichols's  Literary  Arteedotet,  Tol.  i. 
p.  213.,  Mr.  Motte  died. 

Having  thus  endeavoured  to  show  that  Motte, 
at  all  events,  did  not  reside  at  Xo.  S7.  Fleet 
Street,  but  rather  at  the  Middle  Temple  Gate, 
let  me  next  venture  to  correct  the  assertion  of 
Ms.  Woodman,  that  No.  27.  was  the  original 
Cross  Keys,  in  Fleet  Street,  as  stated  by  him. 
In  doing  so,  I  purposely  refrain,  as  before,  from 
relying  on  any  "  grey-beard  reminiscences  "  I  may 
be  presumed  to  possess,  as  a  gate  (to  use  le^ 
phraseology)  "  of  many  years'  standing ; "  becanse 
It  is  a  question  in  which,  in  a  literary  point  of 
view,  I  have  a  maternal  interest.  On  referenet, 
then,  to  Cunningham's  LoTidtm,  1850,  p.  168.,  I 
find  the  Cross  Keys  described  as  being  "  between 
the  Temple  Gates"  (Inner  and  Middle),  at  the 
house  now  numbered  16.,  and  tenanted  by  Mr. 
Groom,  pastrycook ;  here,  it  appears,  lived  Ber- 
nard Lintot,  at  all  events  between  the  vearo  1717 
and  1736,  and  here  was  published  by  him  Pope's 
translation  of  Homer, 

With  regard  to  the  whereabouts  of  the  shop  of 
Benjamin  Motte,  at  the  Middle  Temple  Gate,  hu 
it  never  occurred  to  Mb.  Woodman,  that  long 
ajzn  there  existed  under  my  very  portals,  ■  hotk- 
seller's  shop, —  in  later  years,  I  lament  to  say,  de- 
graded from  its  literary  estate  to  unworthy  m«^ 
until,  some  thirty-five  years  since,  when  It  bad 
been  ]B<>t  tenanted  by  a  tinman  and  bruier,  it 
was  finally  removed  by  the  Society  of  the  Middle 
Temple  to  widen  my  approaches  r  Tfaria  ahop,  I 
believe,  I  may  safely  conjecture  WM  Beajalifal 
Motte's,  and,  when  signs  were  removed,  watoUod 
No.  6.  Fleet  Street.     I  am  partlcnlar  ta  »«**■■

class :  fur,  by  ac  ancient  cutom,  «UA 
Universally  preveila,  apienltorel  lemBl 
tbeauelves  Irom  Xeir  Tmi^b  JEra  to  i 
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Day  ;  by  virtue  of  which  agreement,  they  leave 
tbe  familiea  of  their  employers  to  shifl  for  them- 
selves for  aume  five  or  six  duys,  while  they  resort 
lo  the  principal  towns  and  keep  holiday.  On  the 
morning  alter  Christmas  Day,  hundreds  of  theae 
farm-ser\-ants,  male  and  female  (every  Jack  with 
his  Gill),  crowd  the  streets  of  Cheater,  drctH^ 
out  in  their  holiday  clothes ;  which,  by  the  wajr, 
are  sometimes  of  the  most  grotesque  character, 
and  varied  in  colours  as  the  brightest  rainbow. 
It  is  amusing  to  mix  in  tbe  thnmg  on  such  occa- 
sions, and  to  watch  these  children  of  "  nature 
unadorned" — thnr  straggling  gait,  their  fanciful 
apparel — >to  hear  their  quaint  exclamations,  an4 
their  outlandish  dialects,  which  few,  even  educated 
natives,  could  understand  without  a  glossary. 
They  have  just  received  their  year'a  wages ;  and 
speedily  invest  great  part  of  it  in  smock  frocks 
or  cotton  dresses,  plush  waistcoats,  or  woollen 
shawls,  all  of  the  gayest  and  most  showy  colonn 
and  patterns.

On  recently  examining  the  painted  windows  of 
King's  College  Chapel,  at  Cambridge,  with  a  view 
to  publication,  I  was  struck  with  the  rcsemblnnce 
that  one  subject  bears  to  a  woodcut  in  the  block- 
hook  called  the  Speculum  Humana  Saloatiottii. 
Many  other  subjects  among  these  windows  appear 
also  to  have  been  suggested  by  the  block-books 
of  the  fifteenth  century,  but  in  this  instance  the 
figures  and  composition  have  been  literally 
adopted.  The  subject  is  "The  offering  a  Golden 
Table  in  the  Temple  of  the  Sun,"  and  forms  one 


compartment  of  the  window  over  the  north  en- 
trance. Each  page  of  the  block-book  above  re- 
ferred to,  contains  two  pictures  placed  siile  by 
side,  which  are  supposed  to  possess  relation  or 
parallel  to  one  another.  Thus  "  The  Keaur- 
rectioD,"  where  Christ  leaves  the  tomb  on  the 
third  day,  is  placed  by  the  side  of  a  picture  of 
**  Jonah  delivered  from  the  Whale."  In  the  Siblia 
Paupentm,  another  block-book,  this  illuslrulion  is 
extended  by  a  third  subject,  in  which  Samson  is 
seen  carrying  away  the  gates  of  Gaxa. 

In  the  Speculum,  however,  only  each  alternate 
page  contains  a  subject  from  the  New  Testament ; 
the  intervening  ones  are  occapied  with  parallels 
from  the  Old  Testament,  or  from  pagan  history, 
as  *'Codru8  sacrificing  himself  for  the  welfare  of 
his  country,"  by  the  side  of  "  Eleazar  slaying  the 
elephant" 

The  immediate  subject,  however,  of  the  present 
Qnery,  "The  offering  of  the  Golden  Table,"  is 
made  a  parallel  to  the  Presentation  of  the  A'ii^in 
Mary.  As  in  the  paintings  by  Giotto,  Gaddi,  and 
most  early  Italian  masters,  the  youthful  figure  of 
the  Virgin  is  seen  ascending  the  steps  of  (he 
temple.  In  this  respect  the  Cambridge  window 
differs  from  the  old  wood-engraving.  My  present 
object,  however,  is  to  obtain  information  on  a 
point  that  I  have  not  opportunilj  to  investigate, 
and  submit  to  others  in  the  hope  that  some  grati- 
fication may  be  connected  with  the  pursuit. 

AVhere  does  the  legend  of  the  Gahleu  Table  and 
the  Temple  of  the  Sun  come  from  ? 

I  gather  from  the  text,  both  of  &ISS.  and  the 
block-book,  that  two  fishermen  caught  a  massive 
gold  table  in  their  net,  and  having  carried  it  to  a 
ndghbouring  temple  on  the  coast,  there  dedicated 
it  as  an  offering  to  the  sun. 

In  one  MS.,  marked  HarL  4996.,  is  a  reference 
to  chap.  V.  of  the  SchokuHca  EUloria,  but  I  do 
not  fina  the  narrative  in  Fetrus  Comestor.  How 
the  subject  came  to  be  adopted  as  a  parallel  to 
the  PreaentaUon  of  the  Virgin,  id  also  remarkable. 
The  following  lines  from  the  text  beneath  the 
pictures  should  not  be  omitted :

It  is  inscribed  as  I  have  written  it,  the  second, 
third,  and  fourth  lines  do  not  begin  with  capital 
letters.

times,  had  had  thirty-two  children,  and  venr  laUlv  car- 
ried two  combs  of  peas  two  fortnngs,  and  eight  bosbels  a 
quarter  of  a  mile.

(VoL  xii.,  p.  388.) 

The  following  veraion  of  the  story  alluded  to 
by  your  correspondent  Y.  B.  N.  J.  is  to  be  found 
in  the  Pentuf  Magazine,  vol.  i.  n.  7.  It  is  given 
without  any  authority,  but  as  be  may  cot  have 
the  work  at  band  I  give  the  extract  entire : 

"A  Qtuant  Sermon. 

"  Ur.  Dodd  was  a  minister  who  lived,  many  years  agOi 
a  few  miles  from  Cambridge;  and  having  several  times 
been  preaching  againiit  dfunkenneBS,  some  of  the  Cam- 
bridge scholars  (conscience,  which  is  sharper  than  ten 
thootand  witnesses,  being  their  m<mitor)  were  very  much 
odbndcd,  and  thought  he  made  reflections  on  them. 
Some  time  after,  Mr.  Dodd  was  walking  towards  Cam* 
bridge,  and  met  some  of  the  gownsmen,  wbo,  as  soon  aa 
they  saw  him  at  a  distance,  resolved  to  make  some  ridicule 
of  him.  As  soon  as  he  came  Dp,  th^  acixisted  him  with 
'  Yoar  servant.  Sir ! '  He  replied, '  Tour  serrant,  gentle- 
men.' They  asked  him  if  he  had  not  been  preaching 
very  mnch  against  drunkenness  of  late?  He  answered 
in  the  affirmative.  They  then  told  him  they  had  a 
favour  to  beg  of  him,  and  it  was  that  he  would  preach  a 
•ermon  to  them  there,  from  a  text  they  shoald  choose. 
He  argued  that  it  was  an  imposition,  for  a  man  ought  to 
have  some  consideration  before  preaching.

If  your  correspondent  wishes  to  refresh  his 
memory  by  a  repcrusal  of  this  quaint  sermon,  I 
bes  to  refer  him  to  the  Peim^  Blagadne,  O.  S. 
vot  i.  p.  6.  Of  its  author  I  am  not  able  to  g^ve 
any  particulars ;  be  is  there  described  as  "  a  min- 
ister who  lived  many  years  a^  a  few  miles  from 
Cambridge,"  and  was  a  different  personage,  I 
should  imagine,  from  the  unfortunate  minister  of 
the  same  name. 

The  mention  of  this  humorous  discourse  re- 
minds me  of  a  congenial  piece  of  wit,  which  I 
extract  from  Edi^Mrgh  Fugitive  Pieces,  by 
W.  Creech,  F.R.S.,  1815,  p.  226. : 

"Abridgment  of  a  sermon,  which  took  up  an  hour  in 
delivering,  from  Qieae  words :  — '  Man  is  horn  to  trouble.'

[*  Two  versions  of  this  sermon  are  preserved  in  the 
Sloane  MSS.,  kindly  forwarded  to  us  by  Mr.  Hoevkr, 
who  states  that  "  neither  of  them  indicates  the  name  of 
the  preacher."  The  preacher,  however,  was  John  Dod. 
generally  styled  the  Decalogist,  from  bis  celebrated  Ex- 
potition  of  the  Ten  CommandmeMta,  bom  at  Shocklach  in 
Cheshire  in  1555  j  educated  at  Jesus  College,  Cambridge, 
of  which  he  was  elected  Fellow  in  1585.  He  was  aucces- 
sively  minister  of  Uanwell  in  Oxfordshire,  Fenny  Dray- 
ton U)  Leicestershire,  and  Canons  Ashby  and  Fawsley  in 
Northamptonshire;  though  occasionally  silenced  fur  non- 
conformity  at  each  <^  them.

Otitic — plarima!  A  not  incuriouB  chapter, 
or  even  volume,  might  be  composed  of  selected 
specimens  of  pulpit  eccentricitj ;  such,  for  instance, 
as  one  entitled  T^e  Virgin  Mary;  preached  in 
St.  Mary't  CoUm,  Oxford,  on  Lady  Day,  1641, 
by  the  learned  Thomas  Master,  B.D.,  of  which  an 
analysis  is  given  in  Collet's  Relict  of  Literature^ 
p.  391.  Such,  again,  as  the  persuasive  reminder, 
preached  by  a  curate  named  JotepK,  at  Dublin 
Cathedral,  by  the  permission  of  Swifi,  before  an 
oblivious  great  man,  SuUer,  Duke  <rir  Ormond, 
from  the  significant  text,  "  Yet  did  not  the  chief 
Butler  remember  Joteph,  but  forgot  him."  Then 
there  was  the  curious  specimen  of  electioneering 
zeal,  preached  by  a  clergyman  of  the  established 
cfaurco,  at  Bradford,  from  the  text,  "  Are  not  two 
tparrowt  sold  for  one  farthing?  "  when  Mr.  Whit- 
bread  and  Howard  the  philanthropist  were  can- 
didates for  the  representation  of  that  town,  in 
oppoaition  to  Sir  W.  Wake,  and  a  Mr.  Sparrow ; 
t£e  comforting  encouragement  to  the  former  pair 
being  deduced  :  "  Fear  ye  not,  therefore,  ye  are 
of  mure  value  than  many  tparrowt."  lo  another 
sermon  which  I  have  seen  noticed  (I  think  by  a 
German  divine),  something  like  the  following 
enigmatical  questions  are  proposed :  Who  is  it 
that  was  not  bom,  but  died  f  Who  was  horn,  but 
did  not  die  f  Who  went  through  both  birth  and 
death,  but  knew  no  corruption  ?  The  respective 
answers  being  Adam,  Enoch,  and  Loft  wife. 
Lastly,  a  curious  list  might  he  formed  of  those 
eccentric  titles,  which  it  became  the  fashion  in  the 
seventeenth  century  to  bestow  upon  printed  ser- 
mons, such  OB  The  White  Wolfe ;  Two  Stickt  made 
one;  Spiritval  Salt;  The  Divine  iMnthom;  like 
Spiritual  Nwsery  Deciphered ;  and  a  host  of  such 
like,  "  quse  nunc  perscribere  longum  est."

Jamt*  1I„  were  circulated  tliroughout  the  lenf;th  and 
brea<l[b  of  the  land.    By  this  time  they  will  have  re- 
ceived judicment  from  hundmla  of  noo-profesaional  critics ; 
and  we  venture  to  assert  that  such  judgment  will  \x  that 
,  they  are  in  every  respect  equal,  in  many  rei)p(4;is  nupcrinr, 
to   their   predecessors.     That,   liko   them,   they   exhibit 
evident  traces  of  the  personal  opiuions  of  the  writer,  i*  I'ti 
more  than  is  to  be  especteil,  fur  they  are  then-nrk  uf  de«h 
I  and  blood ;  but  with  those  marked  characteriiitics  of  3tr. 
Macaulay's  thoughts  an<l  feelings  tlicr  e\bibit  also  fre^h 
'  eviilence  of  his  unwearied  search  after  the  irnih,  niiil 
\  striking  proofs  lliat  practice  can  add  u  yet  hii;hi-r  poli>h 
even  to  Lis  brilliant  style.     Williiim  TIT.  \*  in  ibesv  vo- 
lumes again  the   object   of  the   author's   hero -worship : 
Mary  has  some  portion  of  his  admiration,  but  few  other:i 
share  it  with  the  royal  pair.   Thepulilic  mtoofthedny  are, 
I   with  the  exception  of  Somers  and  Halifax,  the  subject  of 
'  luB  severest  comments;  and  we  are  free  to  adinit  in  mist 
I  cases  deservedly,  for  they  never  seem  to  have  dreamed  of 
the  existence  of  such  a  thing  as  poUticil.  TO'«»i.\V5  .■A'i.v 
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less  to  bave  rauia  nolitici]  monlit;  tbeir  rule  of  conduct, 
or  the  Nonjurors  Hr.  MacAalay  ipeolu  and  jadgM  very 
unfavourably;  of  t  be  Scotch  still  mora  harutly;  and  of 
the  Church  in  a  manner  wbith  will  pain  manv,  in  despite 
»f  h[«  avowal  [liat  "  it  id  an  indisputable  and  a  most  in- 
ilructive  fact,  that  wo  am  in  a  great  measure  indebted 
for  the  civil  and  religious  liberty  whith  we  enjoy  to  the 
MTtinHrity  with  wlkich  the  High  Church  party,  in  the 
Cull  vocal  ion  of  IfiBD,  refused  even  to  deliberate  on  any 
plan  of  Cum  prehension."  Scattered  over  the  sixteen 
hunilreil  p<ii;e^  to  wliirh  the  volnmei  extend,  are  innu- 
morablu  pasu^^*  to  which  wc  wouhl  particularly  direct 
the  nttenlion  of  our  rafidcru.  As,  for  instance,  Ihe  account 
of  the  Itnttle  of  the  Bnyne,  which  Mr.  Macaulay,  by  his 
powers  of  description,  has  almost  elevated  InUi  the  dignity 
of  n  threat  encounter,  while  in  sober  truth  il  was  littfa 
more  than  a  bold  stroke  on  the  one  side,  and  a  pinic  on 
the  other.  His  portrait  of  Mnrlborough,  again,  is  another 
capilal  study,  in  which,  with  Rembrandt ^ike  power,  all 
the  brigiit  qualities  of  Marlborough's  genius  are  height- 
ened bv  contrast  with  the  blacker  ihadet  of  hit  moral 
character.  We  should  hare  been  glad  to  have  pointed 
out  how  clearly  Mr.  Alacaulay  illustrates  the  origin  of  our 
National  Debt,  and  the  leneQcial  results  of  it  —  how  the 
Dnnk  of  I'^nglnnd  cnmo  to  be  established —  how  be  de- 
scribe* the  cau.HCS  which  led  to  that  liberty  of  the  Press 
whic-h  we  now  enjoy  —  bow  graphically  hs  relates  the 
early  history  "f  newspapers  —  and  bow  vividly  he  haa 
])iiintc<l  the  Inst  ilavs  uf  those  haunta  of  infamy,  Wbite- 
friiiri  ;ii)d  the  Savoy  —  but  we  profoss  to  make  "Notes 
on  B("ikV""ot  to  review  them;  so  we  will  bring  tikis  Note 
to  a  cloiti',  with  tlic  avowal  of  our  belief  that  the  publica- 
tion will  cnhan''c  even  Mr.  Mocaulay's  high  reputation, 
and  the  ex]ireib<ion  of  oitr  thanks  to  bim  for  the  light 
which  lit!  has  throtvn  over  the  most  important  period  in 
the  lliiitory  of  our  Constitution.

Of  the  many  myths  which  diverge  from  CTcry 
little  incident  of  Our  Saviour's  carevr,  (he  lef;cnd 
of  Ahssucrus,  the  Wsnderlnfr  Jew,  is  certainly  the 
most  8lribin<>  and  widely  distrihtitd).  According 
to  the  old  ballad,  in  Percy's  Collection  : 

"  He  hath  put  through  nun}*  a  furei|pi  pldce: 

Arabia,  Egrpt,  Africa, 
Greece,  Syria,  and  ^reat  Thrace, 

And  tkruughoul  all  IIiinguriA.'' 
All  the  nations  of  the  Suven  Champions  have  it 
in  some  shape  or  other,  and  it  is  amtisinp;  to  note 
the  way  in  which  the  slory  odtpls  itself  to  the 
exigencies  of  time  and  place.  In  Gcrnianv,  where 
be  appeanni  a.i>.  1547,  he  was  a  kind  of  t*<>lyglot 
emnt,  battling  professors  and  divines  witu  the 
accumulated  learning  of  fil^een  centuriet.  In 
Paris,  he  heralded  tlie  advent  of  Cngliostro  and 
Mesmer,  cured  diseases,  and  astoundi><l  the  tahna 
by  his  prodigious  stories,  in  wUich  he  may  be 
truly  said  to  have  ventured  the  entire  animal. 
He  remembered  seeing  Nero  standing  on  a  hill 
to  enjoy  the  flames  of  hi«  capital :  and  was  a  par- 
ticular crony  of  Mahomet's  fatlier  at  Ormus.  It 
was  here,  too,  he  anticipated  the  coiuin<;  sccpli- 
cism,  by  declaring,  from  jiersonul  experience,  that 
all  history  was  a  (issue  of  lies.  In  Italy  the 
myth  has  become  interwoven  with  the  national 
art  lore.  When  he  came  to  Venice,  he  brought 
with  him  a  fine  cabinet  of  choice  pictures,  in- 
cluding his  own  portrait  by  Tition,  taken  some 
two  centuries  before.  In  Kngland  John  Bull  has 
endowed  liim  with  the  commercial  spirit  of  his 
stationary  brethren,  and,  to  complete  bis  certi- 
ficate of  naturalization,  made  him  always  thirsty ! 
But  the  Jew  of  Quarter  Sessions'  Reports,  who  is 
always  getting  into  scrapes,  is  not  the  Jew  of  the 
mnii  popular  legends ;  m  which  he  is  invariably 
represented  as  a  purely  benevolent  being,  whose 
crune  has  been  long  since  expiated  by  bis  cruel 
punishment,  and  therefure  entitled  to  the  help  of 
erery  good  Christian.  When  on  the  weary  way 
to  Golgotba,  Christ  fainting,  and  orercome  under 
the  burden  of  the  cross,  aske<I  him,  as  he  was 
ttaniling  at  his  door,  for  a  cup  of  water  to  coot  his 
parched  throat,  he  spurned  the  supplication,  anJ 
bade  Him  on  the  faster.  >'I  go,"  eaid  the  Saviour, 
"  bat  thou  shalt  thirst,  and  tarry  till  I  come." 
And  ever  since  then,  by  day  and  night,  through 
the  long  centuries  he  has  been  doomed  to  wander 
about  the  earth,  ever  craving  for  water,  and  ever 
expecting  the  day  of  judgment  which  shall  end 
Iiifl  toils :

Tonioan,  tonjonrs,  loujoors,  toujouril" 
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SometimcB,  during  (he  cold  winter  nights,  the 
.  lonely  cottager  wilt  be  awoke  by  a  pUintive  de- 
.  maiKi  for  "  W.iter,  good  Christian  !  water  for  the 
:  love  of  God!"     And  if  he  looks  out  into  the 
'  moonlight,  he  will  see  a  venerable  old  man  in  ou- 
tique  raiment,  with  grey  flowing  beard,  and  a  tall 
stafl^^  who  be:>eeches   his  charity  with  the  most 
earnest  gestui-c.     AVoe  to  the  churl  who  refuses 
him  water  or  shelter.     My  old  nurse,  who  was  a 
^Varwickshire  woman,  .'ukI,  as  Sir  Walter  said  of 
■  his  gramlmother,   "  a  aioat  aw/ti'  /e'er,"  knew  a 
man  who  boldly  cried  out,  '•  AH  very  fine,  Mr. 
Ferguson,   but  you  can't   loilgc  here."     And  it 
was  decidedly  the  worst  thing  he  ever  did  in  hit 
life,  for  his  best  mare  fell  dead  lame,  and  corn 
went  down,  I  am  afraid  to  say  how  much  per 
quarter.     If,  on  the  c-intrary,  you  treat  him  well, 
and  refrain  from  indelicaie  impiirles  respecting  his 
age — ou  which  point  lie  is  very  touchy — his  visit 
is  sure  to  bring  ^lotjd  luek.     I'eihaps  years  after- 
wards, when  you  arc  on  your  deatli-bed,  he  may 
happen  to  be  passing ;  and  if  he  should,  you  are 
safe;  for  three  knotjkd  with  his  stuff  will  make 
you  hale,  and  he  never  forgets  any  kiodneasea. 
diany  stories  are  current  of  Lis  wonderful  cures; 
but  there  is  one  to  be  found  in  Feck's  Ilittury  of 
Slumford  which  posdes^es  llic  rare  merit  of  being 
written  by  the  puticnt  Liitiself.     Upon  Whitsun- 
day, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1058,  "  about  six  of 
the  clock,  just  after  evenionjr."  one  SaniUL-l  Wallis, 
of  Stamford,   who  li.nl  tieeii  Ii>n;^  wasted  with  a 
lingering  consumption,  was  »itung  by   the    fire, 
reading;  in  th:it  deli'ct^itil^  lionk  called  Abrahnm'$ 
.  •iiiit  f'ir  Sodom,     ile  heard  a  knock  at  the  door ; 
and,  as  his  nurse  was  .ib^eiit,  lie  crawled  (o  open  it 
himself.     What  he  saw  iIuti',  Samuel  shall  say  in 
his  own  style:  —  "I  bclield  a  proper,  tall,  grave 
i  old  man.     Thus  he  said  :  '  Frientl,  I*  pray  thee, 
give  an  old  pilgrim  a  cup  of  small  bcere !'    And  I 
said,  '  Sir,  I  pray  you,  come  in  and  welcome.'  And 
he  said,  'I  am  no  Sir,  therefore  call  me  not  Sir;  but 
<  come  in  I  must,  fur  I  cannot  pass  by  thy  doore.' " ; 
After  finishing  the  bocr :  "Friend,     he  said, 
"  thou  art  not  well."     "  I  said,  '  Xo,  truly  Sir,  I 
have  not  been  well  this  many  yeares.'     lie  said, 
'  AA'hat  is  thy  disease  ? '     I  said,  '  A   deep  cou- 
;  sumption,  Sir ;  our  doctors  say,  past  cure :   for, 
.  truly,  I  am  a  very  poor  man,  and  not  able  to  fol- 
low doctors'  councell.'    '  Then,'  laid  he,  *  I  will  tell 
thee  what  thoa  shalt  do ;  and,  by  the  help  and 
power  of  Almighty  God  above,  thou  shalt  be  well. 
To-morrow,  when  thou  risest  up,  go  into  thj  gar- 
den, and  get  there  two  leaves  of  red  Mge^  utd 
one  of  bloodwortfl^  and  put  llteM  into  a  chd  of  tkv 
souU  beeie.    Drink  u  oftoB  ■«  ••■^  <^

Aflcr  this  simple  prescription,  WAllia  pressed 
bint  to  eat :  "  But  he  said,  '  \o,  irieiid,  I  will  not 
eat ;  the  Lord  Jesus  ia  sufficient  for  me.  Very 
seldom  doc  I  drinke  any  beere  neither,  but  that 
which  conies  from  the  rocke.  So,  friend,  the 
Lord  Gofi  he  with  thee.' " 

So  saying,  he  departed,  and  was  never  more 
heard  of;  but  the  patient  got  well  within  the  given 
time,  and  lor  many  a  lo»g  day  there  was  war 
hot  and  fierce  among  the  divines  of  Stamford,  as 
to  whether  the  stranger  wiis  an  angel  nr  a  devil. 
His  dresft  ha^  been  minutely  described  by  honest 
Sam.  His  coat  was  purpU*,  and  buttoned  down 
to  the  va\st ;  "  his  britches  of  the  same  couler,  all 
new  to  Bce  to;"  his  stockings  were  very  while, 
but  wiiether  linen  or  jersey,  deponent  knoweth 
not ;  hia  beard  and  head  were  white,  and  he  had 
a  white  stick  in  hia  hand.  The  day  was  rainy 
from  morning  to  night,  "  but  he  had  not  one  t^put 
of  dirt  upon  his  cloailies," 

Aubrey  gives  an  almost  exactly  similar  relation, 
the  scene  of  which  he  places  in  the  Staffordshire 
Moorliinilii.  He  there  appears  in  a  "purple  shag 
gown,"  and  prescribes  balm-leaves. 

So  much  for  the  EnglL^h  version  of  the  Wan- 
dering ilc"-.  Nothin;^  ti'U'liiig  to  illustrate  a 
theme  to  which  the  world  has  been  indebted  for 
Salathirl,  St.  Leon,  Le  Jiiif  J-'rraiU,  and  Th^  Un- 
dying One,  can  be  said  to  be  wholly  uninteresting.

The  rude  hand  of  some  one,  who  evidently  en- 
tertained no  respect  lor  the  subject,  has  just  at 
this  intcrcaling  part  turn  out  a  whole  sheet  of  the 
copy,  M  that  from  pages  7;I.  to  80.  there  is  an 
entire  blank.  Wo  tlien  come  to  a  story  of  the 
fairies  cairylng  men  in  the  night  in  a  state  of  in- 
sensibility to  other  places, 

"Sir.  Kiiimiiiii  Milei",  of  Tvyn  yr  ilwyn  in  Kliwy-vawr, 
anil  Miiiiu  yfi:iii(;  iiicii  of  tin-  iii'i;;lil«>iirtirHKl,  K<jia);  wLlii 
liiiii  .1  liiinliii^;  Iri  I.iiii;;.itt<<i'k  <.'rii'ki>\vi-l  in  IlreeuiLihire, 
Mr.  Mil''J  li:iviii^-,  liP-iiU's  two  i^r  thri.'e  fstatea  in  Kliwy- 
v.iwr  Viilli-y,  ml  ciliity  in  tlinsr  |iart.i,  Anmnji  lUhcrs,  n 
briilliiT  »r  iiuiii!  Mriit  witli  liini,  Mr.  Slili's  boiiif;  my 
ratUiT'r<  liinilliiril.  After  Inintiiii;  ii  grent  {liirt  of  thp  iluv, 
Hii'l  lli^'V  li;iil  s.it  liown  to  rc-.I,  when  iliey  were  t;oni'lu(l- 
in;;  t'l  ri;iiini  liomc,  upstarlril  a  hnru  jusi  by  them.  After 
whii.h  the  lii.iinls  r.iii.  aixl  they  aller  [he  hounils.  .After 
the  h.iri-  liiiil  yiven  Ihum  n  leiiK  rh.ni'O,  tlio  liounrls  fi.t- 
Idnril  it  to  lilt'  ''t'11:ir-H'iit<1oiv  nl'  Kirhnril  llic  Tnilur,  whu 
kefit  till'  puMii'k-liiiu^i!  in  llie  villB|;c-  cif  Lancnllnck,  anil 
''hal!<'ii(;<''l  the  liutf  at  l\u;  eollur- window  :  Ihul  village  at 
thiit  time  hcini;  very  infnmous  fur  witches  in  nil  the 
coiiiiiry  rtninil,  anil  this  man  among  the  rest  was  Iwlieved 
to  l»-  one,  anil  one  who  rewrleil  to  llio  conigiany  of  tho 
fairies,  '('hia  li«frat  a  su.tpieion  in  tho  company  tliat  he 
wail  tlw  htiTc  wU'wh  had  played  them  that  trick ;  to  tnake 
it  tn/y  Intf  fiir  Ibi-m  to  rettini  home,  that  they  nttg'bl  tta^ 
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to  spend  money  at  his  boose  that  night.  It  beiii^  now 
too  late  to  return  home,  and  being  wearj,  tbey  did  stay 
there.  But  they  were  very  free  in  iheir  suspVioos  and 
reflections  u)>on  him.  Ur.  Miles,  who  was  a  sober,  wise 
gentleman,  altbongh  of  few  words,  wu  not  without  his 
suspicion  with  the  rest,  though  he  i>ersuaded  them  to 
speak  less.  And  when  iny  brother,  some  time  id  the 
ni)rht,  wanted  to  go  out  to  make  water,  Mr.  Milea,  aad 
others  with  him,  dissuaded  him  from  going  out.  bnt  to  do 
it  in  the  bouse ;  which  he  disdaining  to  do,  ventiir«d  t« 
go  out,  but  did  not  return ;  which  after  wailing  Bwhilt; 
the  company  became  uneasy  and  very  sLormr,  and  abusive 
in  language  to  the  man  of  th»  house,  threatening  to  lioni 
the  house  if  my  brother  did  not  return  ;  and  so  trouble- 
some ihey  were,  that  thu  man  and  his  wife  left  the  room 
and  went  to  bed.  ITie  company  were  still  waiting  lad 
expecting  his  return,  and  slept  litllo.  Next  Rioruing,  not 
very  early,  he  came  to  lliem.  They  were  excMding 
glail  tu  see  him,  though  he  appeared  like  one  who  had 
been  drawn  tliruugli  thums  and  briars,  with  hid  hair  dis- 
ordere<l  and  looking  bad,  who  was  naturally  a  stout  man, 
and  of  a  good  healthy  complexion.  They  were  very 
curious  to  know  where  he  had  been,  and  wiiat  hiid  hap- 
pened to  him.  Ho  told  tbem  he  had  been  travelling  all 
night  in  unknown,  rough  ways,  and  did  not  know  wbeR 
he  wa*,  until  curly  tliut  day  he  saw  himself  at  Tarn 
(Iwnlliw,  near  the  entr.incB  into  N'ew|»rt  Town,  where  he 
helped  a  man,  from  lii.'iga,  to  riii«e  a  load  of  coal  which 
had  1':illen  from  hi«  home.  Surhlcnly  after  he  1>eoame  ia- 
sensible,  and  was  brought  back  into  the  place  from  «  heace 
he  had  been  taken.  In  a.  few  buurs,  therefore,  lie  inut 
have  been  carried  by  these  infernal  spirits,  thruu^h  the 
air,  more  than  twenty  miles,  for  bo  long  the  way  is  tna 
Newport  to  Langatioi-k  village.  Let  uuno  say  ibit  this 
was  impossible  or  unlikely,  since  the  devil 'is  t4id  ia 
Scripture,  Matb.  iv.  .i,  ti.,  to  curry  the^n  of  God  thmo^ 
the  air  to  the  pinnudc  iil'  (he  temple,  when  he  lem^iUil 
Him  to  destroy  Himself;  our  Saviour  suffering  it  (hit  He 
might  be  an  experimental  sympathiser,  ami  deliverer  of 
those  who  are  tempted,  us  many  are,  with  this  kind  of 
deslruetive  temptation. 

"  The  above  relation,  not  very  long  ago,  I  had  fnm 
the  mouth  of  the  liev.  Air.  Thomas  I^cwis,  who  then  vu 
one  of  the  company.  This  notable  turn  came  to  pass 
about  the  year  173:i.  And  so  it  was  lung  kept  from  my 
knon-led;;e,  and  the  knowlrdgc  of  my  father  and  tnoLher. 
It  seems  he  bid  desireil  the  cumpany  to  keep  it  secret.  » 
that  it  was  not  told  me  till  many  years  after  his  deatb. 
Aftur  this  he  became  sober  and  penitent,  especially  after 
the  death  of  my  father  anil  mother,  who  before  was  a 
stranger  to  the  life  of  godliness,  and  lived  badly;  only  be 
had  >uine  natural  virtui'.s  and  had  a  respect  for  people 
wbinn  he  thought  to  be  truly  religiou.*  and  sincere. 

"Itut  some  may  ask,  to  what  purpose  are  thing>of  this 
naturcreliitoil.andwhat  good  eiiil  can  it  serve?  I  answer,— 

"  riiat  having  taken  upon  me  to  give  s  full  acctnuit  of 
this  junsh,  1  could  not  property  avoid  giving  bunie  ai:- 
couiit  of  these  extraorilinary  things,  which  reallv  c.imcM 
pass  in  it,  ami  of  which  Itiose  persons  who  knew  of  then 
would  cx|<cct  to  hear,  and  would  blame  the  omission  of 
them.  1  iilio  reasonably  apprehend  that  a  well-atle-trd 
relation  of  apparitions  and  agencies  of  spirits  in  the  worll 
is  a  great  nieaii»,  perhaps  the  most  elfii-tnal  of  any  ex- 
ternal means,  to  prevent  thec.-ipitat  intidelilics  of  aihritm 
and  }>tirldiichm,  which  get  much  ground  in  some  coun- 
tries ;  for  in  Wales,  ntieri!  such  things  have  often  hap- 
)ieneil,  anil  sometimes  still  do  in  some  places,  (hongb  but 
seldom,  now  we  si'arcc  meet  with  any  who  qursUon  tibe 
beitig  and  apparition  of  snirita.  Wales  indeed  ii  ia 
general  happily  free  from  this  capital  inGdelily,  of  bad 
tendency  lowonts  ikAmm  ,-  thongti  it  b  to  be  wiohad  that 
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thoM  who  ara  free  from  this  infidelity,  stood  mora  in 
«w«of  the  world  to  come,  not  hr  off  i  wad  m&de  a  greater 
preparation  for  etemitv.  Maoy  indeed  of  the  gentrj, 
and  come  others  in  imitation  of  them,  here  in  Wales,  as 
nit  as  in  England,  affect  to  disbelieve,  dispnte  against, 
and  ridicule  the  account  of  apparitions  and  agencies  of 
aril  spirits  in  the  world,  as  if  Satan  walked  to  and  fro  in 
the  world,  and  did  nothiiig,  though  the  Scripture  shows 
otherwise  (Job,  chaps,  i.  and  ii. ;  t  Kings,  xxii. ;  I  Peter, 
v.  8,  B.y.  1  have  »een  some  who  would  hardly  believe 
Kicb  things,  which  yet  thoT  heard  from  monj-,  till  bj  sen- 
uble  experience  thev  were  obliged  to  believe.  Among 
others,  I  met  with  one,  and  he  a  man  of  probity  and  great 
■enae,  who,  indeed,  questioned  not  the  being  of  spirits, 
n>od  and  bad,  in  the  world,  but  would  hardly  believe  that 
taey  appeared,  or  at  least  that  it  was  but  seldom.  But 
wme  time  after,  he  was  by  very  sensible  experience  con- 
vinced, and  owned  his  miatake.  Is  it  reasonable  that 
•ocb  as  hare  had  no  experience  of  these  things,  and  speak 
against  them,  should  be  believed  against  the  many  that 
have;  and  they  also  men  of  sense  and  probity?  So,  it  is 
nnreasonabte,  nnjnst,  injurious,  and  foolish.  The  Scrip- 
tures, both  1^  the  Old  anU  New  Testament,  do  spesk  of 
apparitions  of  spirits,  both  good  and  bad,  from  heaven 
and  from  hell,  and  do  declare  that  the  devil  is  the  father 
of  the  wicked,  John,  viii.  44. :  Te  art  of  your  father  tkt 
Aril,  a»d  hi*  haU  ye  icQl  do.  That  he  is  the  god  of  this 
world,  2  Cor.  iv.  4.  That  he  is  the  adversary  and  tempter 
of  the  saiats,  and  walketh  about  to  do  mischief.  But  can 
be  be  a  father  that  never  appear:)  io  his  children? — a  king 
that  never  appears  to  any  en  his  subjects? — an  adversary 
that  always  walketh  about  to  do  mischief,  and  doth  mis- 
chief, anil  yet  is  alwavs  invisible  7  How  unjust,  un- 
raaaonable,  foolish,  and  impious,  therefore,  is  that  kind  of 
unbelief  which  will  not  believe  the  God  of  truth,  and  the 
testimonies  of  men,  without  number,  in  all  ages  of  the 
world  1 

"  But  the  apparitions  of  the  furies,  and  of  other  spirita 
of  bell  (for  our  Saviour,  who  perfectly  knows  bell,  inti- 
mates that  there  are  diSereut  sorta  of  them.  Mark  ix.  29. : 
Amdht  taid  KAto  them,  Thit  kind  eaneomt  for Ot  by  nolhiitg 
but  by  pna/er  and  fatting)  have  very  much  ceased  in 
Wales  since  the  light  of  the  Gospel ;  and  religion  hath 
»o  much  prevailed  :  acconliug  as  was  foretold  br  the  ad- 
mirable Mr.  Morgan  Lloyd,  of  Wrexham,  who,  in  one  of 
bis  books,  which  he  wrote  about  the  middle  of  the  last 
century,  hath  this  expression  concerning  the  fairies :  '  The 
day  dawnetb,  and  the  worms  of  darkness  will  hide ; '  and 
of  the  accomplishment  of  this  prophecy,  Mr.  Charles  Ed- 
wards speaks  in  his  Hutory  of  tht  Faith  in  lytUh,  which 
be  printed  In  the  year  1676.  In  the  fburib  edition  of 
which  very  excellent  book,  not  sufficiently  attended  to 
and  esteemed,  pp.  369.  and  270.,  he  hath  these  words:  'For 
as  fbrmeriy  the  Gospel  silenc'd  the  voices,  end  hindered 
the  actings  of  devils,  so  now,  since  the  late  reformation 
and  repairing  of  the  faith,  those  familiar  devils,  the 
fairies,  are  not  so  bold  as  in  the  time  of  popery,  when 
they  appeared  in  visible  companies,  to  deceive  people  into 
familiarity  with  them — a  sign  that  it  is  become  a  Gospel- 
day  when  the  worms  of  darkness  do  hide.' 

"Bot  some  persons  may  desire  to  know,  why  these 
Ikiries  have  appeared  in  Wales  mora  than  in  socae  other 
countries  i  to  which  I  answer,  that  I  can  give  no  other 
raason  but  this,  — that  having  lost  the  light  of  the  true 
nligion  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  ceuluries  of  Christianitr, 
and  received  popery  in  its  stead,  it  became  dark  nig&t 
upon  them ;  and  then  these  spirits  of  darkness  became 
more  bold  and  intruding,  aud  the  people,  as  I  said  before. 
in  their  great  ignorance,  seeing  them,  like  a  company  of 
dtildrm,  in  dry.  clean  places,  dancing,  and  having  mualck 
■oioag  them,  thought  them  to  be  some  happy  Mings,  as 
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appears  from  the  names  given  them,  namely,  Jdblktr't 
blet$img  and  Fairfolkt  of  the  tooed,  made  them  welcome  in 
their  houses,  and,  as  saith  the  prophet  Isaioli,  xxviii.  18., 
made  a  covenant  with  hell ;  which  was  disannulled  by 
the  light  and  grace  of  the  Gospel.  Mr.  Edwards  salth, 
that  the  Welsh  entered  into  familiarity  with  the  fairies 
in  the  time  of  Henrr  IV-,  p.  223.  of  the  before -mentioned 
book ;  and  very  likely  the  evil  then  increased ;  the  severe 
laws  of  that  prince  enjoining,  among  other  things,  that 
they  were  not  to  bring  np  their  children  to  learning,  &&, 
by  which  a  total  darkness  came  upon  them,  without  any 
light;  which  cruel  laws  were  occasioned  by  the  rebellion 
of  Ov«<  Glaitdwr,  and  the  \Vclah  which  joined  with  him, 
foolishly  thinking  to  shake  olT  the  Saion  yoke  before 
they  had  repented  of  their  sins;  in  which  they  had  con- 
tinned  from  the  time  of  the  faithful  Gildas,  who  had  told 
tbam  of  their  ains,  and  in  vain  warned  them  to  repent. 
But  this  evil  had  begun  before,  when  the  darkness  of 
popery  first  commence<l.  We  ought  therefore  to  bless  the 
Lord  for  the  Gospel  day  of  light  and  liberty,  which, 
together  with  other  greater  ble8sing^  hath  greatly  les- 
sened, though  not  quite  annihilated,  these  hellish  appear- 
ances. 

"  llie  inhabitanU  of  the  earth  have,  for  the  most  port, 
but  a  slight  knowledge  of  eternity,  and  the  faith  and  con- 
sideration of  it  answerably  weak,  and  of  little  effect  in  the 
far  greatest  part  of  men.  And  therefore  any  thing  tend- 
ing to  help  the  faith  of  this  great  and  important  subject, 
the  reality  of  eternity,  onght  to  be  esteemed  and  made  use 
of.  And  it  is  not  easy  to  sav  what  is  more  proper  and 
effectual  for  this  end,  than  t&c  real  sensible  apparitions 
of  spirits,  good  and  bad,  who  are  the  subjects  of  eter- 
nity, and  pro\-3  its  reality,  Everi-  truth  may  be  of  us^ 
whether  it  comes  from  Heaven  or  from  hell.  And  thb 
kind  of  truth  hath  been  of  great  use  in  this  conntn',  to 
prevent  a  doubt  of  eternity  and  of  the  world  to  come; 
whv  then  should  not  the  account  of  apparitions  and  the 
agencies  of  spirits  have  some  place  in  Christian  conversa- 
tion and  writings? 

"  Besides,  seeing  the  apparitions,  and  the  malevolent 
agencies  of  evil  spirits  in  Wales,  ore  rerj-much  ceased 
since  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  spreading  oT 
the  knowledge  of  God,  who  then  cannot  see  that  thia 
makes  for  the  honour  of  God  and  Ills  word,  the  comfort 
of  the  inhabitants  and  a  further  encouragement  and  en- 
gagement to  them  to  mind  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  to 
live  according  to  it?  This  good  we  have  from  this  evil, 
and  it  is  not  a  little.  And  the  good  also  of  having  this 
evil  lessened,  further  appears  from  the  perfect  aversion  of 
these  fairies  to  the  name  of  God,  and  ever^-  spiritual  good, 
and  is  easily  collected  from  the  manner  of  their  appear- 
ances and  actings  in  former  times. 

"  These  are  the  good  effects  arising  from  it,  and  I  will 
ask  no  man's  pardon  for  this  account  of  aoporitions  in  the 
parish  of  Aberrstrulh,  tho'  it  is  the  only  thing  in  this 
writing  whjchi  in  respect  of  some  people,  needs  an  apo- 
logy; for  why  should  the  sons  of  infidelity  be  gratified, 
whose  notions  tend  to  weaken  the  important  belief  of 
etemitv,  to  dissipate  religion,  and  to  banish  it  out  of  the 
worid?"

Coleridse,  eldest  son  of  that  celebrated  genius, 


Samuel  Tajlor  Coleridge.  The  note  below  is  in 
allusion  to  the  following  son^,  addressed  to  the 
lark  and  the  nightingale.  Hartley  Coleridge's 
poetry  has,  in  my  opinion,  not  been  duly  appre- 
ciated, nor  has  his  wild  and  romantic  character 
until  recently  received  that  discrimination  which 
it  deserved.  I  knew  bim  in  his  early  days  at 
Oxford.  But  it  was  not  until  he  took  up  bis 
residenee  among  the  mountains  and  lakes  la 
\Vestint>rland,  toat  bis  peculiar  tarn  of  mind 
was  thnroii<!hly  dereloped.  As  Beattie  sings  of 
lits  JUiiutrel  Boy : 

"  Deep  thought  ofl  seemed  to  fix  his  infant  eye ; 
Dainties  lie  heeJed  not,  nor  {{aude,  nor  toy, 
Siive  onp  shoJt  jupo  of  niUeat  rainslrelsy : 
Silent  %Then  Rladj  affect iiuiate,  though  shy; 
And  now  bid  look  was  most  demurely  ud; 
And  now  he  lauf^hcd  aloud,  yet  none  knew  why .... 
In  trutli  he  iviu  a  strani:;<.'  and  waywiird  wight. 
Fond  of  each  jicnllc.  uml  covti  dreaUtul  ecene. 
In  darkness  and  in  storm  he  found  delight: 
Kvcu  sa<L  vicUsitude  nmu^ed  his  soul ; 
And  i( a  sii^h  woii'd  soini'tiniofi  interveno. 
And  down  his  clicck  a  leer  of  (litv  roll, 
A  sigh,  a  (ear,  ^o  sweet,  he  wisb'd  not  to  control.''

sounds  produced  by  an  instrument,  is  calculate*!  to  con- 
vey to  a  hnman  listener?  When  we  speak  of  a  patbeiic 
strain  of  roasic,  we  do  not  mean  that  either  the  fiddler  or 
his  flddle  are  unhapny.  but  that  the  tones  or  intervals  of 
ibe  air  are  such  as  the  mind  iiasociatea  with  tearful  sym- 
pathies. At  the  same  time,  I  utterly  deny  that  lh«  voiee 
of  Philomel  expres-ses  present  pain,  I  could  never  have 
imagined  that  the  pretty  creature  'sets  it«  breast  against 
a  thorn,'  and  could  not  have  perpetrated  the  abominable 
storv  of  Tereua  In  fact,  nature  is  very  little  obliged  to 
the  iieatlien  mythology.  The  constant  amthr^^morpltimm 
of  the  Greek  religion  sorely  perplexed  the  ancient  con- 
ceptions of  n.iturnl  beauty.  A  river  is  turned  into  a  god, 
who  is  still  too  mnch  of  a  river  to  be  quite  a  gnd :  it  ii  a 
statue  of  ice  in  a  continual  state  of  liquefaction."

Christinas  comes  next,  seaaon  ofmirtb  and  mis- 
rule, its  advent  proclaimed  bj  the  everfireenB  with 
which  erery  wall  and  window  is  f;arniahed.  The 
old  women  "  go  a-^ooding  "  round  the  parish,  col- 
lectin<;  from  their  riehcr  neighbours  the  measure 
of  meal  wherewith  to  make  the  cake  or  pudding, 
and  givinir  many  benedictions  in  return. 

On  Christmas  eve  the  mirth  begins,  when  the 
*'  mock  "  or  log  is  lighted  by  a  portion  saved  from 
the  last  year's  fire.  The  family  gather  round  the 
blaze,  and  amuse  themselves  oy  various  games ; 
and  even  the  youn;;er  children  are  allowed,  as  a 
special  favour,  to  sit  up  till  a  late  hour  to  see  (he 
fun,  and  afterwards  to  "  drink  to  the  mock."  In 
the  course  of  the  evening  the  merriment  ia  in- 
creased by  the  entry  of  the  "goosey  dancers" 
(guised  dancers),  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  village 
who  have  rifled  their  parents'  wardrobes  of  old 
coats  and  gowns,  and  thus  disguised,  dance  and 
sing,  and  beg  money  to  make  merry  with.  They 
are  allowed,  and  are  nnt  slow  to  take,  a  large 
amount  of  licence  in  consideration  of  the  season. 
It  is  considered  to  be  out  of  character  with  the 
time,  and  a  mark  of  an  ill-natured,  churliah  dis- 
position, to  take  offence  at  anything  they  do  or 
say.  If  kindly  treated  they  create  a  little  mirth, 
and  leave  without  doing  any  mischief.  This 
mamming  is  kept  up  during  the  week. 

The  Christmas  play  was  a  favourite  amnsement 
with  our  forefathers,  but  is  dying  out.  It  is  a 
remnant  of  the  guar^  mirkl,  or  miracle  play,  which 
in  remote  times  was  performed  in  the  "  round," 
or  amphitheatre.  The  later  dramas  have  not 
been,  like  the  older  ones,  on  Scripture  subjects  ; 
the  one  at  present  in  use  having  for  its  subject 
the  achievements  of  St.  Geoi^e.  The  play  Is  ex- 
hibited in  the  largest  room  of  the  inn,  or  some 
other  public  place,  and  occasionally  repeated  as 
one  of  the  entertainments  of  any  feut  which  may 
happen  in  the  Christmas  week.  Tbe  players  are 
the  young  men  of  the  viUsffe,  and  a  aabeoriplion 
ia  made  for  the  purchase  ofpropeities,  the  joaog 
damsels  contribating  their  services  in  the  wiiia

facture  of  the  costumes.  "  Very  tragical  mirth  " 
indeed  it  is,  like  that  with  which  the  swains  of 
Athens  sought  to  amuse  the  bridal  of  Theseus  and 
Hippolyta.  The  play  has  been  printed  entire  by 
Davies  Gilbert  in  Vis  Christmas  Carols. 

Early  on  Christmas  morning  we  are  owoke  by 
the  waits  (not  here  known  by  that  name),  singing 
and  playing  their  hymns  under  our  windows. 

The  itinerant  bookseller  now  brings  his  Christ- 
mas carob.  Among  these  are  a  few  modern 
hymns  of  some  pretensions  to  poetry,  but  the 
greater  number  are  only  remarkable  for  their  ab- 
surdity; they  would,  indeed,  be  ludicrous  if  on  a 
less  solemn  subject.  In  a  broadsheet  just  pub- 
lisheil,  I  find  the  carols  entitled,  "The  moon 
shone  bright,"  "  Heavenly  Union,"  "  Ilarlc,  what 
news  the  Angels  bring,"  "  The  Holy  Well "  (a 
leeendary  incident  in  the  life  of  our  Saviour), 
"  The  first  good  joy  our  Mary  hod,"  "  Joy  to  the 
World."  » Shepherds  rejoice,"  "The  Star  of  Beth- 
k-hem"  (Kirke  White),  "While  shepherds  watch 
their  flocks  by  ni^ht,"  "Christ  in  tlie  manger," 
"  Bethlehem's  babe,"  "  ^Vs  t  sat  on  a  sunny  bank," 
"  O  well,  and  O  well,  the  Angels  did  say,"  "  Hark, 
all  around  the  welkin  rings,"  "  Kighteoua  Joseph." 

On  Christmas  night  it  is  believed  that  the  cattle 
in  the  stalls  observe  the  time  by  falling  on  their 
knees.

Curiotu  Anachronism.  —  Having  parchased  a 
copy  of  Sir  E.  B.  Lytton's  Harold  for  railway 
reading,  my  eye  was  arrested  by  the  following 
anachronism,  which  it  may  be  well  to  point  out, 
if  only  for  the  amusement  of  your  readers.  At 
book  r.  ch.  vii.,  the  author  makes  Harold  to  say : 

"  In  my  ynnth  I  tomed  in  despair  or  dtsgast  from  the 
snbUetiei  of  the  schoolmea.  which  *plit  upon  hairs  tba 
brains  of  Lonil>anl  and  Frank,''  &c.

"  Those  gentlemen  that  on  tlist  day  handle  muskets, 
are  desired  to  take  care  that  their  arms  ore  clean  And  well 
flxt,  and  that  they  briD([  with  them  fine  dry  ponder,  and 
■Ten  match. 

"Signed,  William  Viaismaov,  Beadle."

A  C(in-t;f=pon<K-iit  in  "  X.  &  Q."  has  twice  called 
upon  in.;  to  mention  sonriL'  of  the  many  librartej  In 
wW-li  vellum-bound  ci>piL"S  nt  Jiniitg's  Lctlers  are 
found.  If  Vii  iiuestiuii  in  the  lirjt  iiislanco  had 
not  been  put  quiie  so  muclt  in  the  stvie  of  one 
invested  wiili  the  autburily  oi' frotcit  ami  u-fjf,  and  in 
the  tone  of  n  person  at^custoiued  to  cross  eraminu- 
thu,  I  nii;:bl  hare  answered  him  at  once,  and 
referred  him  to  the  rumours  that  the  vellum- 
bound  books  were  locked  up  in  Lan^ilowne  House 
— that  they  were  in  America* — that  they  were 
in  a  certain  library,  '*  not  accessible  to  all  book- 
collectors" — and,  lustly,  I  might  have  referred  him 
vith  trutL  to  the  custodians  of  the  Junius  sejret 
at  Stowe.  These  referenc-??,  1  conceive,  would 
have  heon  a  ?ul&cii.'nt  aiisiver,  and  fully  justified 
me  for  so  Iiannlcss  a  ctfi/jrihire,  as  that  \VooilfaU 
mi(;ht  have  ]irepared  and  ^uld  more  thau  one  copy 
of  the  vellum-b'iund  book;.

Notice  that  the  parc<;l  was  Ivin^ 
at  the  colfee-houac  was  published  by  a  Latiti 
signal  on  March  8 ;  and  the^e  sijrnals  were  re- 
peated at  intervals  until  April  7,  after  which 
nothing  more  was  heard  from  Junius.  It  baa  been 
ahown,  that  at  the  time  these  Iwoks  were  sent, 
Lord  ChesterAeld  was  seized  with  his  last  illness ; 
and  that  in  less  than  three  weeks  after  the  first 
signal  bad  appeared,  the  earl  expired  at  Chester- 
field House,  bis  confidential  friend  DavToUe  being 
in  attendance.

and  sav  how  he  obtained  his  infarniatlon,  I  will 
give  all  the  information  in  my  power."  * 

Philo  Junius  did  mil  "come  forward,"  at  least 
not  publicly,  to  say  how  he  obtained  his  informa* 
tion  ;  but  wnUc  a  very  polite  3polu;iy  to  T.  E.  D. 
for  the  imprudence  he  hud  committed.  A  few 
months  after,  we  find  Fhilo  Junius  enlisted  among 
those  who  were  bound  to  keep  the  secret ;  denying 
the  assertion  that  the  author'^  name  was  known 
among  the  members  of  the  ^^'hig  Club,  which  be

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might  snfely  do,  as  Ihal  was  not  llie  Society  in- 
trusted with  the  preservation  of  the  secret,  al- 
though many  of  the  mem  hers  were  doubtless 
initiiitcd  into  the  mysteries  of  the  concealment  of 
Junius. 

From  Dayrollc's  death,  in  1786,  to  the  sale  of 
the  Stowe  Library,  notliiiig  that  can  be  relied  on 
transpired  respecting  the  vellum-boand  books. 
On  Jan.  29,  1849,  this  unique  copy  of  the  Lettert 
was  offered  for  sale ;  and  it  !a  probable  it  would 
have  futclied  a  high  price,  if  the  biddings  had  been 
permitted  to  go  on.     One  gentleman,  Mr.  Hag- 

fard  (see  "  N.  &  Q,,"  April  5, 1851),  conimissioncd 
\i  agent  to  bid  ns  far  aa  10/. ;  but  It  being  inti- 
mated that  aCty  guineas,  or  any  other  eum,  would 
not  purchase  the  two  vuhimcs,  they  were  knocked 
down  to  Mr.  Rodd,  an  agent,  for  9/.  From  that 
time,  like  other  clues  to  Junius,  all  trace  of  them 
is  lost. 

The  Athenaum,  the  great  oracle  on  the  Junius 
question,  gave,  from  week  to  week,  a  report  of  the 
sale  of  the  Stowe  Library  ;  but  in  that  particular 
week,  when  the  vellum-hound  copy  of  JifnitM  was 
ofiTcred  for  snle,  The  Alhenceum  was  silent*,  thus 
laying  the  founditlion  fur  converting  tlie  vellum- 
bound  copy  into  a  mi/lh,  which  only  required  some 
one  of  sufficient  sasuranco,  and  whose  name  might 
bereafler  carry  some  authority  with  it,  to  impitgn 
the  excellence  of  this  Tcllum-bound  copy.  That 
person  appeared,  only  four  years  after,  in  the 
character  of  editor  of  the  Grcnmlle  Papers  —  the 
ex-librarian  of  Slowc.  With  an  effrontery  not  to 
be  paralleled  in  the  annals  of  literature,  he  ap- 
pend(.'d  to  his  Essay  on  Janius  the  following  note, 
which  the  lynx-eyed  editor  of  T%e  Atkencntm  suf- 
fered to  pass  without  comment  or  observation  : 

"  Xnit  by  the  Editor  of  the  '  CrrnrUU  Pi^tTt.' 

"  If  Mr.  Woodfall  lind  been  imlined  to  pry  Into  the 
aecrots  or  his  (-orrcaiwndcnt!!,  this  was  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  rnvoumlilc  (j)i]iortuiiiticf>,  but  lit)  diil  not  AToil  Iiim- 
Balf  of  it;  ami  it  is  mucli  thi!  more  honouralite,  because, 
at  this  time,  Junius  tiad  declared  in  the  Dedication  that 
Jie  was  '  the  sole  depositary  or  his  own  secret,  and  that  it 
•houlil  perlsli  with  iiim.'  It  i^  clear  that  the  twoks  were 
Knt  (the  blue  covered),  for  the  receipt  of  them  was  ac- 
knowlcdgeil  by-  Junius  on  the  following  day.  How  ctuily 
it  iiii);lit  have  been  for  Woodlhll  to  have  act  a  watch  upon 
the  person  who  applied  for  the  parcel,  and  to  hare  traclced 
him  home  to  his  retreat.  The  books,  here  alluded  to, 
were  tli<.-  two  sets  in  blue  paper  covers  mentioned  in  the 
DOtc  from  Junius  (No.47.)  in  Dec.  1771 ;  but,  at  the  same 
time,  he  also  desired  Woodfall  to  send  him  one  set  bound 
id  rrZ/xin,  gilt.  And  with  respect  to  the  latter,  it  is  vcrj- 
doubtfbl  whether  the  manner  of  the  binding  was  not 
altOEcther  forgullen  by  Woodfall,  or  whetlier  they  were 
ever  sent,  or,  if  sent,  still  more  doubtful  whether  Ibev 
wer«  applied  for  or  received  by  the  author.  If  Woodfafl 
dul  send  thcrn  to  the  la«t  addre^i,  fifteen  months  after*

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ward»,  in  March,  1778,  there  is  presnmptlre  evidence 
that  they  were  subsequently  reclaimed  by  him,  because 
no  application  had  been  made  for  them,  m  the  fact  that 
the  original  letter  (So.  134.),  in  the  handwriting  of  Heaiy 
S:impson  Woodfsll,  which  is  supposed  to  have  accom- 
psnied  them,  is  now  in  the  possession  of  bis  grandion; 
and  its  haiing  been  sealed,  !howB  that  it  is  the  original, 
and  uot  a  copy.  'ITiia  letter  is  dated  March  7,  1773.  The 
lost  communication  whioh  Woodfall  received  from  jnnins 
is  dated  li'th  Juiiua]7-(1773),  and  that  wa«  after  a  Mlence 
of  cif;ht  months.  It  ia  a  curious  fact,  that  to  little  did 
Woodfall  think  of  his  old  friend  and  correspondent,  that 
his  letter  remained  without  notice  until  its  receipt  was 
acknowledged  in  the  Public  Adeeriiitr  <it  tho  8th  March 
following."  —  GnnviUe  Paptrt,  vol.  iii,  p.  cciii. 

This  note  solves  the  mystery  of  the  vellum- 
bound  books  being  found  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grenvilles,  and  the  letter  which  accompanied 
them  in  the  hands  of  the  present  Mr.  WoodfdL 
AVithout  some  such  arrangement,  there  would  have 
been  no  "presumptive  evidence"  that  the  books 
were  subscqueiitly  reclaimed  by  Mr.  H.  S.  Wood- 
fall,  iloson  Good  states  that  the  copy,  from  which 
the  letter  (64.)  was  printed,  wos  a  rough  draft 
found  among  the  papers  of  the  late  Mr.  H.  S. 
Woodfall.  The  reader  will  judge  whether  our 
"  presumption,"  or  Mr.  Smith's,  is  most  entitled 
to  consideration.  We  cannot  conclude  this  note 
without  correcting  a  gross  mis-statement  con- 
tained in  the  "curious  fact"  adduced  by  Mr. 
Smith,  as  evidence  of  Woodfall's  want  of  retpect 
for  his  old  friend  and  correspondent.  So  far  ream 
this/act  being  true,  it  is  well  known  to  all  readers 
of  the  Junius  controversy,  that  Woodfall  inserted 
no  less  than  five  signals  before  he  elicited  the  last 
answer  from  Junius.  That  letter,  and  Woodfall's 
reply  (64.),  will  show  whether  Jlr.  Smith  had 
carefuUn  examined  and  accurately  ascertained  the 
truth  of  his  "curious  fhct"  before  he  gave  it  to 
the  public.

Similar  instances  of  the  dormant  habitation  of 
birds  in  mud  deposits  and  mnaurc  heaps,  during 
the  winter  season,  and  of  their  re-antniation  on 
being  bi-ought  into  a  hi;;her  teniperatut-e,  are  also 
on  record.  A  very  curious  instance  tnaj  be  met 
with  in  tlic  work  referred  to,  of  a  corncrake  dis- 
covered In  tbe  heart  of  a  nmd  wall,  in  a  perfectly 
dormant  state,  in  mid-winter;  which  revived 
(luickly  under  the  genial  influences  of  kitehcn 
climate,  but  subsequently  died.  TIic  corncrake 
13  also  a  uii<:ratin^  bird ;  and.  like  the  swallow, 
visits  ua  curiy  in  the  spring,  taking  its  departure 
about  the  latter  end  of  October.  To  the  "lady" 
naturalist,  mentioned  by  your  correspondent,  toe 
following  fact,  connected  with  the  theory  of 
hirundinean  hybernation,  may  prove  interesting, 
if  she  has  not  already  met  with  it.  A  Xortb 
American  gentleman,  attracted  one  day,  late  in 
the  autumn  season,  by  the  gathering  of  a  large 
body  of  swallows  over  a  particular  spot,  and 
having  been  told  that  swallows  had  been  seen  to 
dice  islo  a  mill-pimd  and  dimppcar,  watched  their 
operntions ;  which,  after  a  few  significant  circum- 
volution!,  were  closed  by  a  simultaneous  ra|>Id 
descent  into  a  hollow  sycamore-tree.  The  said 
tree  wns  foiled  the  following  year,  and  revealed 
the  debris  of  bones,  feathers,  and  other  remains  of 
such  birds  as  had  not  survived,  through  age  or 
weakness,  to  renew  their  spring  migrations.  The 
hollow  of  the  tree  nieasunnfr  six  feet  in  diameter, 
could  afford  a  sufficiently  commodious  asylum  for 
the  feathered  exiles. 

On  turning  to  3[ontague,  for  information  on 
this  interesting  point,  I  find  the  idea  of  the  im- 
mertiOR  of  the  swallow  considered  too  extravagant 
to  need  refutation.  F.  Fuillott.

Hermxs  must  pennit  me  to  observe  that  he  is 
altogether  in  error  when  he  attributes  to  me  tho 
expression  of  a  single  opinion  as  to  the  orieinat 
meauing  of  any  of  the  Norse  toruis,  from  which  I 
would  derive  the  several  appellations  of  the  evil 
one,  in  popular  u:ie  amongst  us.  All  I  have 
essayed  to  accumplUh  iti  simply  to  demonstrate 
that,  however  far-fttchid  F.  may  deem  such  a 
derivation,  the  epithets  in  question,  to;iethcr  with 
the  vast  majority  of  our  household  leordu,  assuredly 
reached  our  shores  from  the  Scandinavian  North. 
This  position,  I  imagine,  none  of  the  philologists, 
to  whom  Hermks  allude?,  would  be  inclined  to  dis- 
pute with  nie  ;  and  beyond  it  I  have  not  advanced 
a  step.  His  very  interesting  and  suggestive  Xote, 
however,  induces  me  to  carry  the  investigation 
somewh.it  farther,  for  the  purpose  of  tracing,  to 
its  primitive  source  and  sense,  the  word,  tu  whose 
introduction  into  the  present  discussion,  your  cor- 
respondent is  disposed  to  object. 

The  word  Del  several  limes  occurs  in  the  an- 
cient lays  of  the  Edda  Stemuvdar,  as  in  the  Solar 
Liod  (xxxiv.  1.),  and   Qcida   Gudriinar  (G.  en 
Onnor,  xl.  3.).     Icelandic  scholars  have  assigned 
to  it  varions  modifications  of  meaning,  as  occul- 
tatio,  disgimulatioi  falsa  persuasio  vcl  presnmpti< 
itulta  con6dentia,  vanitas,  superbio,  fastus.    It ' 
derived  from  ek  Djfl  (compared  with  Heb.  TkdUl

with  A.-S.  Dole,  Dull,  fatuus.  Z  may  add,  that 
DeUingr  is  the  designation  of  one  of  the  nine  evil 
genii  enumerated  in  FioU-tvinna  M61  (xxxt.  S.)  ; 
and  in  Vafthnulnix  MAI  (xxv.  1.)  it  occurs  ^ain 
as  the  proper  title  of  Lneifer  or  Diet  PaUr. 

If  we  compare  the  above  expressions  with  those 
adduced  by  IIeknes,  especially  with  Del  and 
Deolit,  which  Mr.  Borrow  informs  us  are  used 
for  Goil  by  the  Hungarian  (ripsies,  a  remarlc- 
able  similarity  may  be  observed  between  them ; 
tmd,  if  they  be  terms  which,  in  tbeir  original 
meaning,  may  all  be  referred  to  a  spiritual  agent, 
this  similarity  may  be  easily  accounted  for.  It  is 
a  well  established  historical  tradition,  that  the 
fotherd  of  the  Scandinavian  races  originally  occu- 
pied the  regions  which  lie  between  the  Black  and 
Caspiin  Seas;  and  in  like  manner  as  our  Anglo- 
Saxon  and  Anglo-Danish  progenitors  brought 
with  tliem  to  this  land,  from  the  Baltic  shores, 
their  language  and  dieir  mythology,  so  did  Odin 
and  liis  ..£sir  transport  their  mother  tongue  and 
religious  belief  thither,  from  their  far-ofT  Asiatic 
birthplace. 

In  all  cases,  then,  where  doubt  prevails  as  to  the 
right  mL'aiiiiig  or  etymology  of  a  northern  term, 
whether  employed  in  common  speech,  or  in  the 
representation  of  some  mysterious  point  of  ancient 
popular  credence,  philologists  naturally  turn  to 
the  Ea.st  fur  an  explanation  ;  especially  when  they 
take  into  consideration  the  doctrinal  parallelism 
which,  in  some  very  prominent  particulars,  exists 
between  the  system  expounded  in  tlie  Zend- 
avesto,  and  that  which  is  set  forth  in  the  Eddaic 
lays. 

Accordingly  we  find  that  all  the  above  Scandi- 
navian expretisions  arc  ultimately  referred  to  the 
Persian  Dil,  Pelbvic  Del,  meua,  voluntas,  cor,  the 
Hungarian  gipsy  term  itself  for  the  Supreme  In- 
telligence. 

That  these  last-named  expressions,  Dil  and 
Del,  arc  connected  with  the  Deva  of  the  Persian 
i^Iagi  is  a  very  probable  conjecture,  which  I 
would  willingly  adopt,  though  I  have  no  present 
means  bcfurc  me  of  asccrtamlng  its  truth.  But 
it  may  be  i>ermitted  me  to  doubt  whether  Dec,  at 
nny  time,  was  employed  absolutely  in  a  good 
sense.  The  Deva  were  created  by  Ahriman 
(Ahar  Uimon  or  Raimnn,  valde  impurus  vel  Se- 
diictor,  —  the  Evil  Principle,  or  Symbol  of  Dark- 
ness,) during  his  3000  years'  confinement  in  the 
Hades  or  bottomless  pit  of  the  Zen  da  vest  a, 
styled  Durakh,  —  an  ephithet  which  Hkrmes  may 
avail  hiniBulf  of  in  his  search  after  the  etymology 
of  Deuce. 

That  certain  terms,  however,  came  to  have  a 

doable  or  opposite  meaning,  is  very  well  known, 

as  in  the  name  2oroaater,  which  Orientalists  in- 

form  JIB  aigni&es  eitiier  pare  jfold,  or  impure  gold ;

and  it  is  a  carious  fact,  in  connection  with  this 
inquiry,  that  whereas  in  2  Sam.  xxiV'  I.,  David  is 
said  to  have  been  moved  bg  God  to  number  the 
people;  in  1  Cfaron.  xxi.  1.  the  same  act  is  w 
cribed  to  the  instigation  of  Satan.  This  disern>- 
ancy,  at  first  sight,  seems  directly  to  illustrate  the 
closing  observation  of  Lavengro,  as  quoted  by 
HEaHEBj  but  it  may  be  remarked,  in  explanation 
of  it,  that  the  ancient  Jews  looked  upon  Satan, 
not  as  an  independent  evil  spirit,  but,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  poetical  imagery  of  the  Book  of 
Job,  as  a  subordinate  minister  of  Jehovah,  and 
were  accordingly  wont  to  speak  of  God  as  the 
immediate  Author  of  all  things,  good  and  bad. 

It  were  easiy  to  pursue'this  train  of  thought,  and 
to  explain  the  causes  which  have  produced  that 
confusion  and  change  of  phraseology,  with  regard 
to  the  attributes  and  qualities  of  the  different 
spiritual  objects  of  a  nation's  homage  or  dread, 
which  is  found  in  the  language  and  traditions  of 
every  ancient  people.  And,  when  we  consider 
the  startling  affinities  and  analogies  of  words, 
which  prevail  in  the  vocabularies  of  widely-parted 
race?,  we  cannot  but  perceive  that  a  collateral 
relationship,  more  or  less  remote,  cxints  omongit 
them  all,  forcing  upon  us,  as  we  proceed  in  tK 
investigation,  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  their 
parent  source  was  the  one  original  speech  wbicb, 
as  Moses  tells  us,  was  miracalously  "  confounded  " 
in  the  land  of  Shinar.  Wk.  Matthswb.

U»IGBVITT   OF  niCDKSSKTS :    FABI8B   BEQUTXBt,

The  apparent  longevitywf  incumbents,  in  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries,  as  dedaced 
from  parish  registers,  has  been  a  sad  stumblini- 
block  among  those  who  may  now  be  termed  anti- 
quaries of  the  old  school ;  and  many  ingenioui, 
though  fallacious  and  sand-founded  theories,  have 
been,  in  all  seriousness,  propounded  to  aecoont 
for  this  illusory  longevity.  A  few  words,  how 
cver,  will  readily  explain  how  the  error  has  oc- 
curred ;  though,  to  place  the  matter  in  its  proper 
aspect,  it  may  be  necessary  to  refer  to  the  earlier 
history  of  parish  registers. 

Thomas  Cromwell,  the  Putney  blacksmith's  ion, 
when  Vicar-general  of  England,  instituted  the 
system  of  parochial  registration,  at  the  period  of 
the  suppression  of  the  monasteries,  about  aj>. 
1536.  For,  in  the  Yorkshire  rebellion  of  that 
year,  one  of  the  proclaimed  grievances  of  the  h- 
BUTf;ent8,  headed  by  Mokerel,  Abbat  of  Birlingl^ 
who  sBBumed  the  democratic  cf^nnmen  of  Capt 
Cobler,  was,  that  "  they  would  be  forced  to  pay 
for  christenings,  marriages,  and  burioli,  oram 
having  been  given  for  the  r^iatratioD  of  As 
u.iiiQr    Citmnt^  U  oufj^oaed  to  ham  takm  Ai 
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idea  from  a  itmilar  system,  mstituted  about  the 
close  of  the  fourteenth  ceatury,  in  Spain,  by  the 
celebrated  Cardinal  Ximcnes,  then  Bishop  of 
Toledo.     Whether  this  be  the  case  or  not,  as  any 

Erevious  registrations,  such  as  they  were,  had  been 
ept  by  the  monks  in  the  religioua  houses,  on 
their  suppression,  the  establiafaraent  of  a  new 
system  became  evidently  necessary. 

During  the  ecclesiastical  troubles  of  the  rei^ 
of  Mary,  and  the  earlier  part  of  that  of  Elizabeth, 
the  system  of  regii^lration  instituted  by  Cromwell 
fell  into  disuse ;  and  many  of  the  regisrera  were 
either  lost,  or  wilfully  destroyed,  for  certain  mo- 
tives which  need  not  be  entered  upon  here.  To 
remedy  this  evil,  by  on  act  or  injunction  of  Eliza- 
beth in  1597,  it  was  decreed  that  parish  registers 
should  be  more  carefully  kept  for  the  future ;  and 
that  such  of  the  old  registers  as  were  then  in 
existence,  should  be  carefully  transcribed  by  the 
clergyman  of  the  parish.  Aloreover,  to  ensure 
the  accuracy  of  these  transcriptions,  and  give 
them  a  le^al  authority,  the  transcribing  clergy- 
man should  verify  each  page  of  the  transcrif^iim 
vitk  his  signature.  A  few  of  tlieae  transcribed 
registers,  verified  by  the  transcribing  clergymen's 
ugnatures,  are,  or  were  till  lately,  in  existence ; 
and  thus  it  happened  that  persons,  unaware  of  the 
injunction  of  EliEabeth,  were  surprisad  by  the 
great  apparent  longevity  of  the  transcribing  in- 
cumbents. But  instead  of  )>hilusoph!calIy  inquir- 
ing into  the  matter,  they,  taking  the  longevity  for 
granted,  taxed  their  ingenuity  to  account  for  it. 
For,  brides  the  incumbent  of  Keame,  who  was 
thus  erroneously  supposed  to  hare  held  his  office 
for  ninety-two  years,  there  was  another  in  Here- 
fordshire—  the  name  and  parish  I  forget — whose 
incumliency  seemed  to  have  lasted  eighty-two 
years ;  and  others  who,  for  the  same  reason,  were 
supposed  to  have  oflictalcd  for  not  quite  so  long, 
but  nearly  as  extraordinary  periods. 

Let  us  take  the  case  of  Mr.  Sampson,  for  in- 
stance, and  allow,  as  the  milled  recorders  of  his 
great  age  do,  that  he  was  twenty-two  yeiirs  old 
when  appointed  to  the  incumbency ;  and  sup- 
posing that  he  was  appointed  in  \597,  when  the 
injunction  was  put  in  force;  then,  as  he  died  in 
1655,  he  would  have  held  the  incumbency  for 
fifty-eight  years,  and  died  at  the  age  o^eii;hty.

FoBSTTH  may  be  glad  to  have  brought  before 
him,  in  the  absence  of  the  original  scientific  in- 
formation which  was  the  object  of  his  Query 
to  educe.  Speaking  of  projectiles,  and  their 
Tarious  efifects  upon  the  humaa  body,  the  Baron 
remarks :

A  similar  opinion  is  expressed  by  another  emi- 
nent army-surgeoB,  the  late  Samuel  Cooper :  he 
says : 

"  A  cannon-ball,  especially  wlicn  nearly  spent,  fiv- 
qacntly  strikes  the  surface  of  tb«  body  or  a  limb  ob- 
liauely,  and  is  reflected  without  breaking  the  skin.  A 
suldier  may  be  killed  in  this  way.  without  any  appear- 
.incc  of  external  violence.  His  comrades  suppose,  there- 
fore, that  be  has  been  killed  by  the  wind  of  a  hall!  But 
the  error  of  ttiia  npinion  ia  immediati-ly  manifest,  when  it 
is  remembered  that  cannon-balls  ofleri  carry  away  a  part 
of  the  dreas,  without  doing  any  barm  to  the  pefsMi.''— 
ElemeKt*  nf  Surgery,  p.  1?5. 

The  opinion  of  the  writer  just  cited,  and  that  of 
Mr.  Dniitt,  author  of  an  esteemed  Manual  af 
Surgerg,  have  concurred  in  justifying  Mr.  J.  B. 
Harrison  to  give  the  belief  in  the  eSeuta  of  the 
"  wind  of  a  ball "  a  place  in  his  aiuusing  little 
book  on  Fibular  Medial  Errors,  London,  12mo., 
1851. 

On  the  other  hand,  when  we  read  of  the  awful, 
and,  I  believe,  undoubted  effects,  produced  by  the 
wind  of  an  avalanche,  it  does  not  seem  altogether 
absurd  to  believe  that  a  mass,  moving  with  great 
velocity,  although  much  smaller,  should  also  pro- 
'  duce  a  palpable  eflTect  of  the  same  kind  ;  though 
j  dilTering,  of  course,  in  degree.  I  transcribe  the 
following  passage,  in  illuslnition,  from  Murray's 
Handbook  for  Switzerland,  ^-c.  : 

"  One  of  the  most  remarkable  phenomena  attending 
the  avalanche  is  the  blast  of  air  which  accompanies  it; 
and  which,  like  what  is  lallcd  the  wind  uf  a  cuiiiioQ-ball, 
Gxlenda  its  dc-'tructive  iiiduencc  to  a  cont-idorablc  dis- 
tance on  each  tide  of  the  actual  line  taken  by  the  falling 
mass.  It  bos  all  the  effects  of  a  blast  of  fmnpowder: 
aomelimes  forest  trees,  growing  near  ihc  sides  of  the 
chanoal  down  which  tha  iinow  posses,  aie  uprooted  and 
{■id  ■——'»'*  without  having  been  touched  bv  it.  In 
I  .J  s^S^  la  the  Visp-Thal,  lost 

■  ^  (B  STUOcha  whicbi 
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fell  in  1720 ;  blowing  them  to  atoms,  and  ecattcring  the 
maleriiiU  like  cbatT.  The  cast  apiK  of  the  convent  of 
Dissentis  vras  thrown  down  by  the  gust  of  an  avaUni;he, 
which  fell  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  olT."  —  P.  Ixvi. 

I  conclude  witb  an  anecdote  of  Oliver  Cromwell, 
who  seems  to  have  had  a  narrow  escape  at  the 
battle  of  Marston  Moor.     Uow  far  he  thought

PIIOTOQRAPHIC   COBBBSPOnDE!TCS, 

Oh  a  Coneatt  FieU  for  Photogrnptiie  PiclurtM.  —  Being 
on  anient  admirer,  though  to  n  very  limited  extent  a 
practitioner,  of  the  fascinating  and  important  art  of 
photography,  !  have  long  thought  it  wcH  deserving  any 
considcriition  nnd  sttnly  which  may  tend  to  advance  it 
towartis  perf.*lioii;  .inil  with  this  view,  1  beg  to  send  a 
description  of  a  (.■diitrivuncc  which  may,  perhaps,  be  con- 
sidered as  of  some  importance. 

All  photographs  hitherto  produce<1,  notwithstanding 
llieir  general  beauty  and  excellence,  are  yet  ilefeilive  in 
one  particular,  viz.  the  comparative  indistinctness  nt  the 
margin:)  of  the  jiieture.  This  arises  from  the  spherical 
distortion  of  (lie  lenses,  bv  reason  of  whicli  the  foci  of  the 
pencils  of  rays  from  the  Jifierent  ptnots  ol  the  objects  re- 
presented in  the  picture  tlo  not  arrange  themMlves  in  a 
flanr,  but  in  a  roncurt  surface ;  the  central  rays  (passing 
in  or  near  the  axis  of  the  lens)  being  brought  to  a  focus 
at  a  greater  distance  from  the  plane  of  the  lens  tban 
those  which  pass  tlirougb  it  more  obliquely,  and  form  tlic 
margins  of  the  picture.  Tlio  amount  of  th'is  defect  varies 
acconiinn  to  the  quality  of  the  lens,  and  lhoQ).Hi  some- 
times reduccil  so  far  .is  to  be  almost  imperceptible,  yet 
this  result  can  only  bo  attained  either  by  the  use  of  large 
and  expensive  lenses,  or  by  unduly  cnrtailing  the  size  of 
the  picture. 

As  therefore  the  foci  of  rays  from  all  points  (which  to- 
gether form  the  picture)  cannot  be  made  to  fall  strictly 
on  ikplane  surface,  the  object  of  the  following  contrivauce 
la  so  to  adapt  the  receiving  surface  that  all  these  foci  may 
fall  upon  it,  and  thus  produce  approximately,  if  not  abso-  i 
lutely,  a  picture  of  equal  distinctness  throughout.  i 

The  ilegree  of  concavity  will  vary  of  course  with  the 
forms  and  different  combinations  of  lenses,  and  must  be 
determined  in  eiieix  case  by  experiment.    What  the  ma-  ' 
them,itical  natorc  of  the  surface  may  be  1  am  not  aware, 
bnt  practically  it  may,  without  risk  of  appreciable  error,  ' 
be  taken  as  a  portion  of  a  sphere. 

Now  the  subititntion  or  this  concave  for  the  plane 
surfai'o  is  exceedingly  simple.  A  wood  frame  is  made  to 
slido  into  the  groove  of  the  camera  in  the  onlinaiy  wav, 
with  a  projection  all  round  to  receive  the  edge  of  the  plate 
which  is  to  support  the  sensitive  paper,  l^is  jilaie  con- 
aiits  of*  »heet  of  gulla  percha,  the  full  size  erf  the  interior  I 
of  the  fnme,  htnt  to  the  proper  cnrYe,  and  saiEuamttv  >

length  between  the  centre  and  comers  of  the  picture  on 
I  the  ordinary  fiat  focusing  glass,  thus  ;  —  first  get  a  per- 
j  feet  focus  in  the  centre,  and  mark  the  projection  of  tbs 
lens  from  the  front  of  the  camera  on  the  brass  slide ;  then 
slide  the  lens  in  until  the  focus  is  perfect  at  the  coraei^ 
and  mark  this  also;  the  distance  between  the  two  marks 
I  on  the  braxs  slide  will  be  the  difference  of  focal  length 
.  required.  Tlien  on  a  piece  of  canlboard  draw  a  straight 
line  equal  in  length  to  tlie  diagonal  of  the  fucnslDg gisai, 
and  opposite  the  middle  of  it  make  a  mark  at  a  distance 
equal  to  the  difference  of  focal  lengths  as  above  deter- 
mined  Through  this  point  and  the  two  extremities  ef 
the  straight  line  draw  a  segment  of  a  circle,  and  cut  the 
cardboard  through  neatly  with  a  knife  along  the  lias  of 
this  segment.  Next,  procure  a  convex  surface  of  snifi- 
cient  size,  of  either  glass  or  polished  metal,  whose  cnrva- 
ture  coincides  with  that  ol^  the  concave  portion  of  tbi 
canlboard ;  and  having  softened  the  gutta  percha  by 
dipping  it  in  hot  water,  apply  it  quickir  to  the  convex 
surface,  and  keep  it  in  close  contact  till  quite  cold  sod 
hard.  It  is  then  cut  to  the  exact  size,  and  the  sq;neBtaI 
spaces  under  the  margin  filled  in  with  the  same  mateiisl, 
so  ns  to  give  an  even  bearing  all  round  on  the  wood  frame. 
Care  must  be  taken  that  the  position  of  the  focusing  eiaa 
in  the  camera  coincides  witlt  that  of  the  centre  of  the 
concave  sheet. 

When  the  paper  is  ready  for  the  camera,  it  is  laid  ia  a 
moist  state  on  the  concave  surface  of  gntta  percha,  whidi 
should  be  also  previously  moistened.  If  neatly  laid  on, 
commencing  the  contact  either  in  the  middle  or  at  oae 
side,  all  air-bubbles  will  be  avoidnl,  and  the  paper  will 
adhere  rioxely  and  assume  the  required  form. 

Tlic  further  manipulation  nce<l  not  be  described,  a*  it 
corresponds  in  all  respects  with  that  nsnally  pursoed  in 
the  paper  processes. 

To  render  this  curved  sniftce  available  for  collo- 
dion pictures,  it  is  necessary  to  make  considerable  modi- 
ficalioDs  on  that  process  as  hitherto  practised.  It  is 
evident  at  once  that  gloss  is  out  of  the  question  as  ths 
medium  for  carrj-ing  the  sensitive  film,  although  unex- 
ceptionable in  all  respects  bat  that  of  fiatneas. 

\Ve  have  then  to  seek  for  a  material  having  a  perfectly 
smooth  and  polished  surface,  tolerably  transparent,  flex- 
ible, and  insoluble  in  either  alcohol,  ether,  or  wattf. 
These  conditions  may  be  all  fblfilled  by  the  use  of  that 
extraordinary  material  guttapercha.  The  method  is  (s 
follows:  —  Dissolve  fifty  grains  of  fTutla  percha  in  two 
ounces  of  pure  chloroform,  which  is  better  done  if  Iht 
liquid  is  slightly  ivarmed :  let  it  stand  for  two  or  three 
days  when  all  the  coarae  brown  matter  will  have  risai  to 
the  lop ;  this  may  then  be  separated,  and  the  solndca 
strained  through  clean  lineo. 

Then,  on  a  slieet  of  perfectly  clean  glaso,  placed  level, 
of  the  size  of  either  one  or  more  pictures^  ponr  a  sufficient 

Suantitv  of  this  solution  to  cover  it,  and  protect  it  ftan 
ust.  U'hen  the  chloroform  is  evaporated,  a  thin,  trans- 
parent film  of  gnlta  percha  remains,  which  may  be  easily 
separated  fn^m  the  glass.  The  upper  surface  is  somewbsl 
dull,  but  the  under  surface,  having  been  formed  in  eoo- 
tacl  witb  the  glass,  has  all  the  smoatbness  and  polish 
possesoed  by  the  latter.  The  film  ii  now  bikoo  op  by  eM 
edge  (by  means  of  a  pair  of  broad  twaeters^  to  prvnnt  it 
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ftom  curling  over  ^,  turned  over,  and  laid  on  the  gltsa 
with  its  amooth  ude  uppemiMt,  caiv  beini;  titLen  that  no 
air-bnbblea  remain  undtTneath.  Tlic  collodion  is  Ihcn 
poarcd  on  and  drained  from  one  corner  in  the  usual  w.iy. 
It  it  DOW  ready  for  the  bntb  of  nitrste  of  silrer,  which 
cooaists  simply  of  s  Ant  dish,  having  a  cliamber  at  one 
«id  to  cunlaia  the  liquid  when  not  in  nse.  The  collo- 
dionised  film  isHoated  on  this  fortht:  rcquiiiite  time,  lifted 
off  wjtU  tireezers  by  one  enJ,  driiineJ,  and  carefully  laid 
on  the  coocave  sheet,  which  i^hould  previously  have  at- 
tached to  it  a  wet  sheet  of  tine  black  paper.  liy  this 
means,  if  the  operation  is  neatly  performed,  the  sensitised 
film  of  gntta  percha  will  adhere  closely  to  the  wet  paper 
for  any  requisite  length  of  time.  The  concave  plate,  with 
ita  sensitive  film  attached,  is  then  placed  in  the  dark  slide 
and  transferred  to  the  camera. 

On  removal  from  the  camera,  the  lllm  is  taken  up  by 
the  tweeters,  with  the  black  ]ia[ierslitl  attached,  and  laid 
horizontally  on  a  fheet  of  glass  of  equal  sice,  the  develup. 
ing  solution  poured  on  in  the  usual  way.  \\'hen  fully 
developed,  a  stream  of  water  is  poured  over  the  picture 
itill  lying  on  the  glass,  and  the  llxing  solution  applied  in 
a  nmilar  manner.  AAer  the  linnl  washiu);,  the  picture  is 
laid  on  a  sheet  of  cardboant  sulFidently  thick  to  prevent 
it  from  sinking  in  the  middle,  aud  having  a  raised  mar- 
ein;  by  which  contrivance  aJiy  imuiber  of  pictures  may 
DO  laid  one  over  another  without  contact  or  risk  of  injury 
ttntll  tbey  can  oinvenicutty  be  secured  and  mounted  for 
printing. 

In  describing  this  modidcation  of  the  collodion  process, 
I  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  notice  all  the  precau- 
tions to  be  attended  to  in  the  manipulation,  as  they  will 
readily  occur  to  such  as  have  practise*!  the  process  on 
glass,  or  will  be  found  in  descriptions  of  the  process  al- 
readv  published. 

^Vitn  regard  to  the  advantages  of  the  method  above 
described,  I  conceive  that,  whatever  the  process  adopted, 
the  concave  surface  will  be  acknowledged  as  an  improve- 
ment on  the  fiat  one.  The  uuiform  foius  over  the  whole 
field  enables  ua  to  obtain  a  giveu  sized  picture  with  a 
smaller  and  leas  expensive  lens ;  or,  on  the  other  hand,  a 
larger  picture  with  a  given  eizeii  lens.  The  smaller  lens 
has  a  snorter  focus,  lessening  the  length  of  the  camera; 
the  shorter  focus  lessens  the  lime  of  exposure.  As  applied 
to  the  paper  processes,  even  tbo^e  in  which  the  paper  is 
oaed  dry,  the  adilitiooal  trouble  in  monipulatiou  is  com- 
paratively trifling,  and  in  those  where  tlic  paper  is  used 
wet,  there  need  not  be  either  more  trouble  or  more  appa- 
tmlns  than  is  now  practised.  Hut  in  the  case  of  the  col- 
lodion process  while  the  manipulation  is  ^only  slightly 
varied,  and  not  rendered  in  the  least  degree  more  com- 
plicated, the  quantity  of  apparatus  is  at  the  tame  time 
considerably  ifminished,  as  all  vertical  baths  and  dippers 
«re  entirely  dispensed  with,  only  one  flat  dish  (for  the 
nitrate  bath)  being  necessary ;  and  instead  of  the  stock 
of  glaas  platen,  which  now  add  so  much  to  the  weight  of  a 
eolTodion  outfit  for  even  a  single  day's  use,  all  that  will 
bo  Deceataiy  by  the  proposed  method  is  otie  sheet  of  glass, 
and  a  stock'of  gutta  percha  filtns  preserved  between  paper 
in  a  fulio. 

I  should  state  that  the  process  is  not  yet  in  any  respect 
thoroughly  matured ;  but  having  satisfactorily  established 
the  correctness  of  the  principle,  it  appeared  to  nie  better 
not  to  delay  making  it  known,  in  order  that  more  expe- 
rienced practitioners  may,  if  they  think  proper,  turn  their 
stuntion  to  the  subject,  and  thus  tend  to  oring  the  pro- 
casa  to  t  higher  degree  of  efficiency  than  I  can  hope  to  do.

I  prouf  of  the  simplicity  of  the  nrrangemetit,  I  would 
I  mention  that  a  fctr  Sunday's  ago,  just  as  I  was 
I  leaving  my  house  for  the  church,  and  witbin  five 
t  minutes  of  the  Eervice  time,  I  was  requested  by  a 
parishioner   to   pubiith  a  "  Si  Qui».      I  imme- 
diately thought  it  was  an  opportunity  not  to  be 
lost  fur   preaching   on   the  23rd  Article  of  the 
I  Church.     Knowing  that  I  had  a  suitable  sermon 

<  in  stock,  I  at  once  retreated  to  my  study,  turned 
to  my  catalogue  to  find  the  reference,  and  then 
I  at  once  extracted  the  appropriate  discourse,  and 

<  was  in  the  reading  pew  in  due  time ! 

My  manner  is  to  arrange  in  piles  or  bundles  of 
'  twenty-five,  —  the  sermons  in   pigeon-holes,  the 
pamphlets  in  bundles,  tied  round  latitudinally,  — 
-  each  one  is  marked,  at  the  upper  left  band  corner, 
'  not  numerically  but  alphabetically,  viz.,  A  to  Z,

;  any  extent.     These  are  all  entered  in  a  catalogue 
I  as  they  accrue,  and  every   pamphlet  I  mark  as 
soon  as  it  is  reud  or  done  with,  and  so  at  any  time 
when  put  away  it  finds  its  way  into  its  own  proper 
bundle.

With  the  assistance  of  a 
catalogue,  which  ii  necessary,  you  may  very  soon 
find  what  you  want,  and  seeing  how  it  is  marked, 
wilt   at   once  refer   to   the  bundle,  and   extract

twelves  would  of  course  be  kept  separately,  and 
.  so  divinity  may  be  separated  from  pamphlets  of

Middletox  is  pro- 
bably tbe  rose  of  Jericho,  the  tlower  of  immortality, 
the  Anastaticu  hierochmttica,  of  Linne,  of  which 
Jesus  Sirach  (xiiv.  14.)  spoke.  A  full  and  very 
pieajiing  description  of  it,  under  the  name  of  Rose 
of  Juricho,  will  be  found  in  an  excellent  work  re- 
cently published,  Reise  in  het  geloo/de  laad(Joat- 
ney  in  the  Promised  Land),  by  E.  W.  Scbiilx,  in 
1851.  Let  the  querbt  read  pp.  228 — 230.,  md 
we  doubt  not  he  will  be  gratined,  and  perhaps  in- 
duced to  read  the  whole  of  this  delightful  woik. 
Van  Sendcn  also,  in  his  Het  Heiltge  land  (The 
Holy  Land),  vol.  ii.  p.  8.,  speaking  of  the  beauti- 
ful land  of  Sefaln,  says  at  the  close  :  "  The  mo»t 
remarkable  flower  of  this  district  is  the  Anemone, 
celebrated  as  the  Rose  of  Sharon,  by  Israel's  rojal 
poet"  (Song  of  Songs,  ii.

Ghost  of  Julius  Casar  (Vol.  x.,  p.  608.).  —  I 
fear  that  Uneda's  instance  in  proof  of  ghotti, 
such  OS  the  moderns  understand  by  the  term,  being 
known  to,  or  imagined  by  the  ancients,  ia  an  un- 
lucky one,  for  I  have  met  with  no  ancient  historian 
that  regards  the  phantom  that  appeared  to  Brutus 
as  the  ghost  of  Ciesnr,  and  suspect  that  Shakspeare 
is  the  chief  or  only  authority  for  making  it  to  have 
been  so.  Mb.  Db  Quiscsr's  assertion,  however, 
is  much  too  sweeping;  most  of  the  ghost  stories 
among  the  ancients  are  clearly  mere  dreams,  bat 
instances  may  be  found,  in  which  the  apparition 

I  is  disposed  to  display  itself  to  the  waking  senses, 
and  consequently  must  rank  as  a  genuine  ghost— 

I  \,h«  %^ctre  of  Darius  in  the  Persse  of  .ffiscbylus,  and 
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that   of  CleoDice,  which  haunt«d  her  murderer, 
FaoMnias,  are  of  this  descriptioa.  Xiv. 

Ebfmoiogjf  of  "  Mante  "  (Vol.  xii^  p.  478.)-  — 
Tbia  word  is  derived  from  tlie  low  Latin  nuzu' 
«tw,*  lee  Jaroiesoa  a.  v.  The  original  meaning  of 
moanu  was  a  determinate  portion  of  land ;  "  cer- 
tus  agri  modus,"  as  it  is  defined  hj  Ducanee, 
who  has  copiously  illustrated  the  word  in  nis 
Glounry.  Concerning  the  origin  of  maJims,  there 
are  two  opinions,  one  of  which  derives  it  from  a 
Latin,  the  other  from  a  Teutonic  source.  Grimm, 
whose  authority  in  auch  a  question  is  of  great 
weight,  thinks  that  it  was  formed  from  manere, 
**  becaute  the  colooi  were  accustomed  to  dwell 
upon  their  portion  of  land"  (Deutsche  ReeAtt- 
mterthumeTt  p.  336.).  This  derivation  of  the  word 
is  approved  bj  Dies,  Somanischet  Worterbuch,  in 
r.  ma«,  p.  -219.  On  the  other  hand,  Adelung  ccm- 
sidera  it  as  formed  from  the  German  nuiu,  or  miuae, 
a  measure.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  latter  ety- 
mology is  decidedly  preferable  to  the  former. 
First,  it  agrees  beat  with  the  original  meaning  of 
a  fixed  (luantity  of  land.  Secondly,  it  explains 
the  low  Latin  lorms,  tnaras,  maga,  ixaHo,  matsnm, 
mauagiimif  maisiwgium,  nttuada,  the  Provencal 
mat,  the  old  French  mea  and  maw,  better  than  the 
other  derivation.  Thirdly,  the  formaUon  from 
mcmsi,  the  preterit  of  ruaure,  is  unusual.  L.

Moeea  does  not  expreMly  command 
potvgamy,  ret  he  \ty  no  means  forbids  it;  ha  Menu  In- 
clined taL-itly  to  admit  it,  sini'i:  he  determines  the  hen- 
ditary  portions  of  tlillilrcn,  the  issue  of  several  wives, 
'liiough  this  custom  prevails  in  the  East,  yet  their  old 
teachers  forbid  it,  nnless  there  be  property  to  provide 
abundantly  fur  several  wives.  Not  so  in  thi.' West;  the 
wish  to  coDfumi  to  the  ru!<toms  of  the  peo|>le,  among 
whom  they  were  disperMd,  leil  them  to  determine  the 
abolition  of  polj-gnmy ;  yet,  as  some  refused  to  submit,  an 
aaseinbiy  at  ^\'o^nll,  in  1071*,  composod  of  an  hundred 
rabbis,  decided  tbe  question.  They  pronounced  excom-

"  Minne  "  and  Mirmetingers  (Vol.  xii.,  p.  426-).

Women's  Pews  (Vol.  xii.,  p.  443.). — Ma.  Orroi 
mentions  "  several  entries  for  materiak  to  repair 
the  toomen's pews"  which  he  has  met  with  in  " one 
of  the  oldest  parish  church  registors  in  London." 
Mb.  OrroB  does  not  mention  the  dates  at  which 
these  entries  occur,  but  adds,  "  as  if  the  sexes 
were  at  that  time  separated  in  church."  In  the 
churchwanlens'  accounts  fur  the  parish  of  Lever- 
ton,  near  Boston,  in  Lancashire,  for  1639,  I  find 
the  following  entry  :  "  An  order  made  for  deter- 
mining the  women  to  their  respective  seats  in  the 
church."  Six  seats  (or  pews)  were  appropriated 
to  the  females,  of  whom  forty-one  are  mentioned 
by  name.  Kot  only  is  the  particular  pew  sti^ 
in  which  they  are  respectively  to  sit,  but  also  the 
order  in  which  they  are  to  occupy  each  pew.  The 
churchwardens'  (Lever ton)  accounts  contmenee  in 
1493.  I  shall  give  copious  extracts  from  these 
very  curious  documents  in  my  forthcoming  Sii- 
tory  of  Boston.

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Mid  tbont  that  of  i  hooHest  emadr"),  it  might 
be  only  fur  to  ask  him  if  be  conceives  bot^u,  aa 
there  used,  has  any  reference  to  boott,  those  useful 
appendages  to  legs  ?  althoogh  the  latter  are  not 
quite  uaelets  without  them. 

Seriously,  I  am  obliged  to  your  correspondent 
for  reminding  me  of  bootlets,  which,  though  of 
different  origio,  is  synonymous  with  sUeveUu,  as 
they  both  signify  uaeltM,  prqfidets. 

Shakspeare  uses  the  word  at  least  twenty  times 
in  this  sense,  and  in  Loce'x  Laboum  Lost  we  hare 
bootleu  rhymes  in  the  same  sense  with  Bishop 
Hall's  ideereUss  rhyme*. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  recommend  your  cor- 
respondent to  consult  that  inestimably  valuable 
book,  Dr.  Richardson's  Dictionary,  where  he  may 
satisfy  his  doubts  on  this  occasion,  as  well  as  all 
others  which  may  arise  of  a  like  kind.  It  is  a 
book  which  no  Englishman  who  loves  bis  noble 
native  tongue  should  be  without,  and  it  will  be 
beneficial  to  countless  millions  in  ages  yet  to 
come.
